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GENTLEMEN OF THE Crry COUNCIL: 


Undertaking again to perform the responsible 
duties which devolve upon the chief magistrate of 
our beloved city, and sincerely grateful for the 
very flattermg manner in which I have been re- 
elected to a third term of service, I take this 
opportunity of extending, through you, to my fel- 
low-citizens, my warmest thanks for the great and 
distinguished honor which they have most liber- 
ally conferred upon me, in making me, by their 
unmistakably expressed voice, the free. and inde- 
pendent executive officer of a city whose reputa- 
tion for all that is good, liberal and loyal, and 
whose interest in all that can conduce to the 
benefit, improvement and happiness of the human 
race, is so wide-spread, and so universally recog- 
nized and acknowledged: And I assure you, and 
them, that the confidence which has been so gen- 
erously reposed in me will incite me to renewed 


endeavors in the faithful and impartial perform- 
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ance of the high and responsible official duties 
which will necessarily fall to me, in connection 
with the management of the affairs of the city, 
during the year which has just commenced. 

On entering upon a new year of office we find 
the country in an unusually prosperous and peace- 
ful condition, and the municipality, which is to be 
the immediate field of our labors, eminently blessed 
with health and happiness. General thrift and 
prosperity are sensibly apparent within our bor- 
ders. Let us, then, in taking upon ourselves the 
weighty trusts that have been confided to us, be 
sensible of the great responsibilities which we have 
assumed this day, and of the favorable auspices 
under which we commence our present term of 
service, placing our reliance on that power which 
has so long and so well preserved us in the 
enjoyment of a government based upon the most 
liberal principles, and guaranteeing to all impar- 
tial justice and the right of civil and religious 
liberty. Let the performance of our duties be 
with a view to the good of all. Let us be watch- 
ful, therefore, over the interests of all, and neg- 
lectful of nothing, constantly bearing in mind 
that the common weal is paramount in all in- 


stances, and that whatever conduces to the bene- 
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fit of the many is sure to be for the most general, 
good of the community at large. Let our aim be 
to promote the prosperity and happiness of those 
whose lot in life is cast within our municipality; 
and let whateyer may be for the improvement of 
their condition be ever uppermost in our desires, 
as well as constantly in our thoughts. 

Two years ago the neighboring cities of Boston 
and Roxbury, which had for more than two and a 
third centuries existed side by side as distinct and 
independent corporations, became, by their own 
consent, and the permission of the legislature, 
united under a common destiny. And this day 
consummates the consolidation of Boston and Dor- 
chester as one city, by the union of two ancient 
municipalities, coeval in age, dating back about 
two hundred and fifty years, when both were in- 
corporated by one short paragraph in the old 
record as two colonial towns under the charter 
that authorized the settlement of Massachusetts, 
and established for its colonists a free and 
liberal government. By this mutual act our city 
has again become largely increased in size, — its 
territory being enlarged nearly twofold, and 
its population, within its sixteen wards, augmented 


to more than a quarter. of a million of living souls. 
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With this addition to the territory and popula- 
tion of Boston have arisen many new interests; 
and increased responsibilities have also been added 
to those, already weighty, which rest upon us 
who have been chosen to: administer its pruden- 
tial affairs. ‘Therefore, we must not forget that 
these increased cares will demand extraordinary 
exertions on the part of the government. With 
additional labors, let us nerve ourselves to more 
strenuous exertions for their accomplishment; and, 
while we cordially give our united efforts for 
the furtherance of the objects for which we 
have been elected to office, let us: rely,:also, 
upon such assistance and counsel as every good 
and interested citizen should most freely bestow 
for the proper and satisfactory administration of 
affairs, which so much concern the welfare of 
us all. 

Ever mindful of the sad condition from which 
our country has just arisen, and that our happy 
restoration to peace has been at the greatest 
cost of treasure, as well as of the dearest blood 
of the nation, we must also remember that, 
necessarily, our fellow citizens are now burdened 
with the oppressive weight of a national debt, 


which cannot be relieved but by the imposition 
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of heavy taxes, which must be borne for many 
years to come. Let us, then, while we most 
steadily sustain the credit of the city, by main- 
taining its honor and fulfilling all its engage- 
ments and obligations, still conduct its affairs with 
a view to the strictest economy in the expendi- 
ture of its resources. In all matters that can 
be deferred to another time, as well as performed 
now, let us await the great necessity, and bend 
our energies exclusively to such as are of imper- 
ative requirement. In whatever there may be 
to be done, however, for the promotion of the 
interests and business facilities of our metrop- 
olis, let nothing stint nor delay immediate action, 
when the condition of the finances will allow the 
required expenditures without oppressing our 
citizens by inordinately increasing their taxes. 
Undertakings commenced should not be retarded, 
nor should judicious improvements, when abso- 
lutely demanded, be hindered in their accomplish- 
ment. : 

Of late years abuses have crept in upon muni- 
cipal governments, which have been most severely 
criticised and condemned by those who furnish 
the means for their maintenance. Our fellow- 


citizens do not complain of moderate and judi- 
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cious expenditures for carrying on the business 
that necessarily devolves upon city officials; but 
costly and uncalled for luxuriousness meets every- | 
where with disapprobation. Let us strive, then, 
not to fall into any disgraceful errors; but by a 
strict adherence to all the proprieties of our posi- 
tions, let us earn for our present administration 
a reputation for business excellence, municipal 
economy, and courteous deportment. 

Boston is rising most rapidly i importance, in 
regard both to its maritime relations and its in- 
land trade. Situated, as it is, with one of the 
best harbors of the western continent, possessing 
facilities of a superior character for communicat- 
ing with all the great marts of the world, popu- 
lous with citizens of enterprise and energy in 
all the numerous business relations, noted for its 
capitalists as well as for its manufacturers and 
mechanics, and distinguished preéminently for ‘its 
institutions of science, the arts, and good learning, 
it is fairly on the way for a most remarkable and 
illustrious future. We can look back the past 
few years with just pride at the great advance it 
has made in all the arts of civilization. Particu- 
larly can we rejoice in reviewing our progress of 


the last year. Business has been everywhere in-

creased under the most liberal encouragements; 
thoroughfares for travel and transportation have 
been made more ample, and extended; old avenues 
have been improved, and all made free from tolls; 
new avenues have been built, and business con- 
veniences established ; and efforts for the general 
welfare of our people have been made _ without 
stint. Our tide-waters have been most intimately 
united with the back country by the connecting 
bonds of the railways; our harbor has been im- 
proved to a degree that places it amongst the 
best in the world; wharf room and dockage have 
been increased in a very remarkable degree; and, 
although foreign vessels may aid us in the trans- 
action of business, and transport our people to 
and from foreign shores, why should not Boston 
also rejoice in her constant and perfect commer- 
cial communication with all the great markets of 
the world by means of her own, bearing the un- 
conquered, and therefore the respected and hon- 
ored colors of our own independent nation? Let 
our vessels pass over every ocean, ornament every 
harbor, and enrich and reward the energy, enter- 
prise, ingenuity and industry of our citizens. To 
aid in this is our duty. Let no energy of ours 


be left untasked to accomplish an achievement so 
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desirable, and which will redound so much _ to 
our credit and honor. 

Since the annexation of Roxbury and Dorches- 
ter to our territory, a great desire has been mani- 
fested by other neighboring municipalities to unite 
their destinies with ours, to gain what advantages 
may accrue to them by a comprehensive city goy- 
ernment, and offering to us in return, wider fields 
of labor, as well as a more extensive domain. 
Charlestown, which made such a vigorous and 
unsuccessful attempt last year, is now again mak- 
ing ready to urge the same cause before the legis- 
lature, hoping that a constant and abundant sup- 
ply of water from Mystic Pond will compensate 
our city for the benefits that can be conferred on 
our part. The same desire for annexation appears 
to be strongly exhibited in the neighboring towns 
of Brookline, Malden and Somerville. Some of 
these have already given notice of their intentions 
to petition the legislature for the acts necessary 
for the accomplishment of their wishes; and, un- 
doubtedly, some action in reference thereto will be 
required on the part of this city. Whenever such 
necessity becomes apparent, it will be my duty to 
communicate with you more particularly on the 


subject. 
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The additional labors which devolve upon the 
city council, and more particularly on the Board 
of Aldermen, by the increase of territory and 
population, and the large number of new and di- 
versified interests which consequently arise there- 
from, demonstrate the necessity of establishing 
bureaus for the safer and more convenient manner 
of managing many of the important matters con- 
nected with the government of a large city like 
ours; and I feel constrained again to urge for 
your consideration the establishment, by ordi- 
nance, of some of the most important of these. 
The most needed, at the present time, are in rela- 
tion to health, and for the laying out and altering 
streets. The duties in respect to these depart- 
ments are almost exclusively within the power of 
the Board of Aldermen, after the appropriations 
have been made; and the labors consequent on a 
proper and satisfactory administration of these du- 
ties are too great to be expected of small com- 
mittees, who have much other business to attend 
to, and whose reward is confined solely to — the 
honor that should follow good and faithful ser- 
vants of the city. A candid consideration of this 
suggestion is demanded by tlie great advantage 


which would accrue to the city, and particularly 
8 : 
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to those persons who have dealings with it in 
the departments especially alluded to; and it is to 
be hoped that in a matter of so much: impor- 
tance your action will be on the broad ground 
of public benefit alone. 

In striving to manage the great affairs of the 
city with promptness, and in a manner that will 
secure the greatest economy with the most effi- 
ciency, we must not lose sight of those of a more 
humble and less ostentatious character. We must 
never forget the debt of gratitude we owe to those 
who, in the hour of our country’s greatest danger, 
manfully stepped forward for our defence and re- 
lief. These demand our warmest sympathies and 
our most generous aid. Let no mean nor nig- 
gardly hand, then, deal out pitiable charity to those 
whom it is our most sacred duty to protect from 
want and relieve from suffermg. We must ever 
bear in mind the virtuous and worthy poor whose 
necessities require attention, and whose comfort 
and welfare should not be disregarded at any time. 
We must always keep in remembrance the inter- 
ests and just rights of those who toil that others 
may reap the large harvests resulting from profit- 
able labor. The honest and industrious laborer, 


whether man, woman, or child, has a demand upon 
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us for relief from unnecessary burdens, for the 
amelioration of condition, and for the proper facili- 
ties, at least, for the cultivation of talents equal to 
those possessed by the more favored. Let all have 
your protection, and grant to all that assistance 
which, as citizens, they have a good right to de- 
mand, as they have a just right to enjoy. 

The city charter requires, and common prac- 
tice has made it customary, that on this oc- 
casion I should present to your attention a 
general survey of the present condition of the 
various departments which will fall under your 
care during the year that has just commenced; and 
this I do with more than usual pleasure, because 
I believe that a good account can be rendered 
of the stewardship of the last year, and also 
because of the remarkably good condition of all - 
things pertaining to these departments. Brief, in- 
indeed, these special remarks must of necessity 
be, yet a more thorough knowledge may be ob- 
tained from the various annual reports which will 
be presented to you hereafter by the heads of 


the different departments. 


FE INANCES. 


The subject that naturally excites the most inter- 


est of our fellow-citizens is that which relates 
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to the finances of the city; and therefore I deem 
it my duty to lay before you at this time a con- 
cise view of the fiscal condition of our affairs at 
the commencement of this new administrative 
year. 

The gross debt of the city on the thirty-first of 
December, 1869, as appears by the books of the 
Auditor of Accounts, was twenty-three million 
seven hundred and eighty-three thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-eight dollars and eighty-four cents, 
and the means on hand for its redemption, seven 
million five hundred and twenty-one thousand eight 
hundred and fourteen dollars and fifty-five cents, 
leaving the net debt sixteen million two hundred 
and sixty-two thousand one hundred and twenty- 
four dollars and twenty-nine cents. The amounts 
of the gross and net debt, as above stated, differ 
from those given in the report of the Committee 
on the Reduction of the City Debt, (made to the 
city council at their final meeting,) inasmuch as 
a loan for three hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars for the widening of Eliot street was passed 
at the final meeting of the council of 1869. 

The debt statement shows that the gross debt 
has increased since the thirty-first of December, 
1868, five million three hundred and fifty-five thou- 


sand four hundred and thirty-six dollars and nine 
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cents; that the means for redeeming the same have 
increased, in the same time, one million nine hun- 
dred and three thousand five hundred and four 
dollars and eighty cents; and that the net increase 
of the debt during the year 1869 was three mil- 
lion four hundred and fifty-one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-one dollars and twenty-nine 
cents. ‘The increase of the gross debt during the 
two past municipal years has been ten million one 
hundred and thirty-eight thousand six hundred 
and two dollars and sixty cents, and of the net 
debt, in the same time, seven million three hundred 
and sixteen thousand sixty-eight dollars and sev- 
enty-eight cents. Several of the loans were for 
works commenced under authority of orders of 
the city council previous to those years. Within 
two years, loans have been passed for one million 
two hundred and ninety thousand dollars for com- 
pleting the Chestnut Hill Reservoir. Of the loans 
authorized, amounting to six million nine hundred 
and eleven thousand dollars, only seven thousand 
and five hundred dollars have been negotiated, the 
cash in the sinking fund thus far enabling the 
treasury to meet the demand upon it for the carry- 
ing on of the works for which the loans were 


ordered. ‘The city council of last year author- 
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ized the Committee on Finance to fund several 
loans for street improvements into one loan, to 
be styled the Consolidated Street Improvement 
Loan, in a total not to exceed five million dol- 
lars; and that committee made it a sterling five 
per cent. loan; and at their request, the Treasurer 
of the city is now absent in Europe, as the agent 
of the city, for the purpose of better facilitating 
the disposal of the same.

To meet the interest on the gross debt and the 
amount required to be raised by a tax on the capital 
of said debt, for the Debt Sinking Fund, will 
entail taxation, in round numbers, of upwards of

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It is deemed important, under this head, to again 
bring to your attention the urgent necessity there 
is for a wise economy in conducting the several 
departments of our city, and the importance of not 
undertaking any new public work unless an exi- 
gency exists which must be met, and cannot with- 
out detriment to the welfare and interests of the 
city be delayed. The street improvements com- 
menced by your predecessors will, I learn, require 
additional appropriations to complete them. You 
will, therefore, see that all new measures in- 
volving large expenditures of money should be 
thoroughly investigated, and their necessity be 
clearly shown, before you impose further bur- 
dens on our tax-paying citizens. 

With these brief remarks, I leave the subject of 
finance to your most thoughtful consideration, with 
a view to the most economical expenditures under 
the pressing demands only of the great interests 
of the city. 


ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


The following suggestions and facts, having 
reference to this department, without which all 
others would be comparatively useless, are sub- 


mitted for your particular attention. The growth 
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of the department may be easily inferred from the 
fact that, in 1854, fifteen years ago, the amount 
of money raised by taxation was only about 
$1,800,000, while in 1869, the year just passed, 
the amount deemed necessary to meet the ex- 
penses of the city was upwards of $7,200,000. 
The just and equitable apportionment of large 
sums like this among the taxpayers requires much 
skill, experience and wisdom on the part of those 
to whom this difficult task is assigned. 

As the annexation of Dorchester renders it nec- 
essary to make an alteration in the present ordi- 
nance relating to the assessment of taxes within 
our municipality, may it not be well to have a 
general and thorough revision of the whole ordi- 
nance relating to taxation? 

Undoubtedly the largely increased value of prop- 
erty has been caused by the great infusion of 
paper money into the currency of the country, 
and this has, unquestionably, been more apparent 
than real. Real estate, in particular, has attained 
a very high speculative status; and it is to be 
feared that too frequently its market worth has 
been estimated more by the extravagant spirit of 
the times, than according to its solid intrinsic 


value. Grave complaints are often made on 
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account of the valuations based upon this; and 
perhaps these could be properly revised, so as to 
represent the true value of real estate, divested of 
this inflation, and more in harmony with the value 
placed upon this kind of property in other cities 
and large towns within the Commonwealth, so that 
an undue proportion of the State tax be not 
levied on the property of our citizens. No tax- 
payer, however, can justly complain of the valua- 
tion of his personal property, as he is annually 
invited and urged to furnish a schedule to the 
assessors; and when this is done, there cannot be 
any danger of an unwarranted dooming. | 
There are many persons, well versed in the 
duties of levying taxes, who believe in the old 
system of per-diem assessors, and think that the 
new plan is inferior to the old, and that the local 
assessor is more likely to arrive at the true valu- 
ation of property than can the general board of as- 
sessors with their usual mode of doing business; 
and it is quite reasonable that he who daily passes 
over his own particular district can more intelli- 
gently and satisfactorily perform the delicate duty 
of appraising property than can others, however 
experienced in such matters, without this special 


advantage. 
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Legal Decisions. — Reference was made in my 
last year’s address to the law relating to the as- 
sessment of bank stock held by persons not re- 
siding in the Commonwealth. At that time the 
first tax under the new law had been levied by 
the assessors, and transmitted to the treasurer 
for collection. ‘The constitutionality of the act 
being questioned, test cases were made against 
the city and its treasurer, at the March term of 
the Supreme Judicial Court. The decision af- 
firmed the constitutionality of the law, and the 
taxes levied are in process of collection. <Al- 
though the suit to test the validity of this enact- 
ment was brought against the city, Boston had 
no direct interest in the issue, the tax being laid 
and collected by the city assessors and treasurer, 
as the agents of the Commonwealth, to whose 
officers they account for the entire revenue from 
this source. But, apart from the fact that our 
officials are called upon to administer this law, 
the city, which pays so large a portion of the 
expenses of the State, cannot be indifferent to 
any result affecting the income of the Common- 
wealth, and consequently the city’s proportion of 
State taxation. | 

New Laws.— The legislature of 1868, by an 
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enactment of that year (chapter 211) required that 
the assessors should annually post in two places in 
each ward a list of all persons within the city 
to whom a poll tax was assessed. It probably 
did not occur to the committee who recommended 
the passage of this law, that a literal compliance 
with its provisions would entail a heavy expense 
upon the city, and that it would not be easy to 
find proper and convenient places for posting the 
many thousand names that make up the list of 
persons assessed within our municipality for a 
poll tax. This provision of law was, after a single 
year’s trial, repealed by the legislature of 1869, 
which, however, by chapter 443, extended the 
time in which an assessment of a poll tax could 
be made, from the first day of August to the 
fifteenth day of September. Under the amended 
act two hundred and sixty-two persons, omitted by 
the assessors, were assessed in time for the tax 
and voting lists. An additional law in relation 
to taxation, contained in chapter 190, provides 
penalties of fine or imprisonment for bringing 
in to the assessors a false or fradulent return 
on list of property. 

Abatement of Taxes. —'The abatement of the 


tax of 1869, at this time, represents an amount 
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equal to ninety-six one-hundredths of one per 
centum of the whole valuation of the city. The 
abatement of 1868, at the corresponding time, 
was eighty-eight one-hundredths of one per cen- 
tum; that of 1867 was 1.42, and that of 1866, 
1.27 per centum. This small advance over the 
preceding year, in view of the large increase of 
valuation, the increased rate of taxation, and the 
recent receding of values, is a result as gratify- 
ing as it is unexpected. 

Amount Raised, and Rate of Taxation. — The 
amount raised by taxation for the current financial 
year was $7,279,324, of which $903,925 was for 
the use of the Commonwealth (the city’s propor- 
tion of a State tax of $2,500,000), and $6,575,399 
for the city and county. The rate of taxation 
was $13.70 on each one thousand dollars, an ad- 
vance on the rate of the preceding year of $1.40 
on a thousand dollars. In this connection, it may 
be of interest to note the fact that the average 
rate of taxation throughout the State for the year, 
as determined by the tax commissioner of the 
Commonwealth, was $15.52 on each one thousand 
dollars. 

Valuation of the City.— The valuation of the 


city by the respective Boards of Assessors for 
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1869, of the city of Boston and the town of Dor- 


chester, now the sixteenth ward of our city, was —

~The increase of the valuation of 1869 over that 
of the preceding year was, for Boston, 15.09 per 
centum on the real estate, and 5.59 per centum 
on the personal estate; for Dorchester, 38.04 per 
centum on the real estate and 24.09 per centum 
on the personal estate. The large increase in 
the valuation of the city, while it has marked, 
in some degree, permanent improvements in 
real estate, and the prosperity of the citizens, 
is, nevertheless, in a large measure, undoubtedly 
due to the efforts of the assessors to estimate 
values — especially of real estate —by the amounts 
asked and obtained in sales of such property. It 
would: seem, however, as the currency approxi- 
mates to a specie basis, and the purchasing 
power of our paper money increases, that a dif- 
ferent and lower valuation of property must re- 
sult. In the opinion of many observers’ the 
growth of value in real estate, which has _ con- 
stantly augmented in price for some years past, 
has already been checked; and the _ receding 
prices that have become manifest for some classes 
of this property, indicate, for the present at least, 


a decline of its value. It would appear by com- 
5 
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paring the valuation of Dorchester in 1869 with 
that of 1868, that a greater relative increase had 
been found in that locality than in Boston. But 
while the same influences which produced our 
increased valuation must have had their effect 
in that rapidly growing section, yet so large an 
addition as 32.54 per centum in a single year 
must have been the result of an effort on the 
part of the assessors to put the property of the 
town at its full market value. If this view is 
correct, a fair test of the advantages of annexa- 
tion will probably follow. The future increase of 
the district above the 7.92 per centum, which is 
the annual increase of the preceding five years, 
could be fairly taken as the measure of increased 
value from this cause. The average rate for the 
past five years has been in Boston, $13.98; in 
Dorchester, $12.50, on each one thousand. The 
greatly increased valuation has, in the latter place, 
reduced the rate of tax for 1869 to $8.80 on 
each one thousand dollars. The addition of this 
territory, with a valuation of twenty millions, a 
population of more than twelve thousand, and an 
area larger than all the fifteen wards which, up 
to this time, constituted the city, will doubtless 


add largely to the labors of this department. 
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Votine List. 


By the annexations of Roxbury and Dorchester 
the territory of Boston has become so large, and 
the wards of the city so extensive (each one of 
them containing more voters than most of the 
towns in the commonwealth), that the labor of 
preparing the annual Voting Lists is greatly 
increased. For the last thirty years the duty of 
preparing and correcting the lists of the several 
wards, which is imposed by law upon the Board 
of Aldermen, has been performed solely by the 
City Clerk and his assistants, who have attended 
to this delicate and important matter, it is be- 
heved, with the utmost impartiality, and with a 
fidelity to the requirements of the constitution and 
laws which has been questioned by no one who 
understands the difficulty of registering correctly 
the names of forty thousand voters. 

The method prescribed by law for preparing 
and correcting these lists, though adapted to 
towns and small cities, where the voters are 
comparatively stationary, and consequently well 
known to the constituted authorities, is entirely 
unsuited to so extensive a municipality as our 
own, where the number of persons entitled to the 


privilege is so large, the accessions to our citizens 
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so numerous, and the changes of domicile so fre- 
quent. With a territory embracing many miles in 
extent, it is a hardship to compel the legal voters 
of the outlying districts to seek one central place 
in order to be registered on the lists; and the 
crowds in the City Hall are often so great, on the 
eve of an important election, as to necessitate 
much loss of time to any one thus seeking to be 
registered. 

This important matter is worthy your atten- 
tion with a view to obtain such legislative en- 
actment as will authorize large municipalities, like 
our own, to establish Registration Districts, so 
that the ward lists, for the purpose of registra- 
tion and correction, may be brought nearer to 
the residences of the persons entitled to be 
enrolled thereon. Though such a plan may not 
be attended with that thorough accuracy which 
now exists in this department, yet it is believed 
many qualified voters would be registered who 
do not attend to that duty under the present 


system. 


Pusuic LANDS. 


During the past year the sales of the public 
lands, made under the direction: of the committee, 


have been nearly double those of the preceding 
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year. The number of square feet sold in 1869 
amounted to three hundred and seventy-six thou- 
sand three hundred and seventy-two and eleven one- 
hundredths, for the sum of four hundred and sixty- 
four thousand one hundred and fifty-three dollars 
and seventy-seven cents. ‘he amount of the first 
instalment in payment for the same was forty- 
seven thousand and fifty-seven dollars seventy- 
seven cents. The expenses of the department 
during the year have been fourteen thousand 
three hundred and fifty-seven dollars and four- 
teen cents. ‘The amount of saleable land _ be- 
longing to the city, and in charge of the de- 
partment, is as follows: South of Dover street, 
six hundred and fourteen thousand six hundred 
and one square feet; at South Boston, six hun- 
dred and thirty-eight thousand and ten square feet, 
making a total of one million two hundred and 
fifty-two thousand six hundred and eleven square 
feet. Besides the above, the city owns a wharf 
lot on Swett street, containing twenty-two thou- 
sand and sixty square feet, which is leased for a 
term of years; and also two lots on Rutland and 
Canton streets, west of Tremont street, containing 
sixty-three thousand six hundred square feet, held 


subject to the order of the city council. 
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WATER DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year, while other large cities 
have suffered from the scarcity of water, we have 
been blessed with an ample supply for all the 
purposes for which it has been required. Al- 
though the consumption has been largely increased 
by the rapid growth of our city, and by the an- 
nexation of Roxbury, where over twenty miles of 
pipe have been laid, and eleven hundred and forty- 
six new water-takers added to the list, it is fair to 
presume that the demand for an extra additional 
supply will continue in nearly the same ratio for 
the ensuing year In consequence of the annexation 
of Dorchester, a portion of which it willbe neces-~ 
sary to supply; and I am informed the city coun- 
cil will be called upon for an appropriation of two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, in order to de- 
fray the expense of laying main and service pipes 
in this locality. 

The Cochituate Water Board, feeling the neces- 
sity of providing for a further supply of water to 
meet the increased demand, caused, partially, by 
the addition of new territory, asked permission of 
the city council to contract with the Mystic 
Water Board to furnish East Boston and Deer 
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Island from their superabundance, which was 
granted; and a contract was accordingly made, 
which went into effect on the first of the present 
month. This arrangement, it is thought, will 
sufficiently relieve the draught on Lake Cochit- 
uate to meet the demand for some years to 
come, and at the same time enable the citizens of 
Ward 1 to have a larger supply at a much 
higher level. 

During the past year great complaint has been 
made on account of the loss of head on the high 
service in the city proper, and the Water Board 
have now under consideration several plans te 
remedy this evil. The arrangements already made 
for the high service -in Wards 13, 14, and 15, 
by means of the stand-pipe on the old fort, are 
nearly completed, and will be in full operation 
before the close of the present month. 

The work on the Chestnut Hill Reservoir has 
been pushed forward as fast as was prudent, 
and is now so far advanced as to leave no doubt 
that it will be finished, and dedicated to. the 
use for which it has been constructed, during 
the present year. Only a small portion of the 
main bank remains to be built. The Hffluent 


Gate House is now up to the level of the top 
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of the bank, and the forty-eight-inch main is al- 
ready connected with the present mains near the 
Brookline Reservoir. The portion of the driveway 
around the basins, already finished, has been a 
great place of resort during the past year, and ap- 
pears to have met the decided approval of the 
citizens. The remainder will be completed early 
in the spring. 

The income from this department has not been 
sufficient to meet the expenses and interest on the 
water debt, which, on the first of May last, amounted 
to eight million eight hundred and fifty-six thousand 
six hundred and eighty-seven dollars seventy-one 
cents. Several changes have been made in the 
water ordinances, allowing the Water Board to 
charge the Fire Department for the use of the 
water, and for the care of the hydrants, and also to 
charge all the other departments for the water used 
by them. These charges, it is hoped, will be suf- 
ficient to enable the department to meet its expenses 
and interest. 

Since the introduction of water, in 1848, over a 
million of dollars have been added to the water debt 
by the deficiency of income over the interest and 
expenses; and if the several departments had been . 


charged for the water used by them, this increase 
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would have been prevented. It may, perhaps, be 
well for you to consider the expediency of trans- 
ferring from the water debt to the regular city debt 
an amount sufficient to meet this deficiency. 

The total number of water takers now entered for 
the present year is thirty-one thousand three hun- 
dred and forty, being an increase since the first of 
January, 1869, of one thousand six hundred and 
two. The total income received the past year 
‘has been five hundred and ninety-six thousand 
seven hundred and. twenty dollars eighty-three 
cents; and the estimated income for the year 1870 


is seven hundred thousand dollars. 


POLICE. 


The city is much dependent upon a well ordered 
police for the proper management of its affairs; 
consequently much interest is always had in refer- 
ence to it by the citizens, who, together with their 
property, are protected by means of its officers. 
These have much more to do than has generally 
been supposed. ‘The officers have to patrol every 
part of the city and harbor during the day and 
night. They are employed in the recovery of lost 
_and stolen property, and in the prevention of 


crime and the detection of criminals; in the

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execution of the laws and ordinances of the 
city council, and of the orders of the Board of 
Aldermen. Their attendance is required at all 
public gatherings; and on all occasions they are 
required to protect life and property, and to pre- 
serve the peace. They have the care of the City 
Hall, station houses and city prison, and a general 


supervision of all licensed carriages, wagons, junk 


shops, pawn-brokers’ shops, intelligence offices, 


building permits, and the like matters. It is their 
duty to take notice of all nuisances, and _ all 
defective drains, water-pipes, gas-pipes, gas-lights, 
streets and sidewalks. They take notice of street 
openings, obstructions and defects. They look 
after the city clocks, city telegraph wires, and 
dangerous places and buildings. They extinguish 
fires in their incipient state, without alarm when 
practicable; and, when not, give fire-alarms, and 
are present at all fires. They assist in all sani- 
tary measures, both in the city and in the har- 
bor; they board all vessels arriving, and distribute 
harbor regulations. They have a watch over 
the powder-boats in the harbor, and prevent the 
removal of gravel from the islands. The care 
of the public bath-houses is intrusted to them; 


and they carry messages for all the departments, 


EEE 
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three times each day, to all parts of the city, and 
have a general care and watchfulness over all of 
the numerous city interests. These are but a 
small part of the duties of a good policeman, for 
his employments are exceedingly numerous. He 
therefore, should be a man of intelligence, of good 
habits, of the strictest integrity, and of great firm- 
ness of character; for frequently he is called upon 
to notice matters of the greatest delicacy, where 
promptness and decision, together with discretion 
and intelligence, are absolutely required. Gentle 
and respectful, yet firm and decided, he should 
always be in the performance of his duty; and in 
no instance should he ever forget what becomes a 
gentleman in his intercourse with others. Deco- 
rum, decency, and an orderly behavior are espe- 
cially essential to a good officer. Boston is fortu- 
nately favored with the possession of a force 
which embraces these cardinal requisites, and its 
department is noted throughout the country for 
its excellence and efficiency. 

At the commencement of the last year, the de- 
partment consisted of nine police districts, and 
four hundred and twelve men, supposed to be 
an allowance of one officer to about six hundred 


inhabitants. During the year a tenth district was 
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formed, by dividing the Highlands into two dis- 
tricts. Five members of the department have died 
during the year; thirteen have resigned, and six 
have been discharged; and fifty-five new appoint- 
ments have been made, so that the force at the 
present time consists of four hundred and _ forty- 
taree. men. 

The increase of territory consequent on the ad- 
mission of Dorchester as a part of our municipal- 
ity will require an addition of several more men. 
In view of new arrangements in consequence of 
this increase of domain, and for the better manage- 
ment of a widely extended district, 1 would recom- 
mend that wards thirteen, fourteen, fifteen and 
sixteen, which include the Highlands and Dorches- 
ter, should be divided as soon as practicable into 
three police districts, and that a new station-house 
for the Ninth district should be built near the 
corner of Cottage and Dudley streets; that until 
this division can be made, temporary places be 
assigned in Dorchester as sub-stations, to be un- 
der the charge of Sergeants, who shall be required 
to report twice every day for the present, to the 
Captain of the ninth district, who in turn will re- 
port daily to the central office at City Hall. One 


of these sub-stations can be at, or near, Harrison 
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square or Field’s corner; another at Mattapan; and 
the third at Town Hall, with a Sergeant and six 
men at each of these. To meet this and other de- 
mands, I would suggest the additional appointment 
of three Sergeants and about thirty men, who for 
the present shall be attached to the Ninth district 
at the Highlands. ‘There is at present a lockup at 
the Dorchester poor-house, which would answer the 
purposes of one of the sub-districts; another at the 
Lower Mills that will do for that neighborhood; 
and with a little expense a third could be made 
at the Town Hall, which is near the geographi- 
cal centre of the new territory. ‘There remains 
an unexpended amount of the appropriation for 
the Police Department which will be sufficient for 
the present financial year, if these suggestions 
should meet your approbation, and be carried out. 
In view of the long distances required to be 
travelled by. the policemen, it ‘is worthy of con- 
sideration whether properly mounted patrolmen 
should not be established for parts of the High- 
land and Dorchester police districts. 

It would conduce much to the good of the de- 
partmeut if a surgeon were to be attached to it; 
and it is believed that the establishment of such 


an officer would save the officers much expense, 
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and prevent a large part of the imposition that 
sometimes occurs. 

Those who have been conversant with the de- 
partment are painfully aware of the fact, that 
something ought to be done towards establishing 
means for the relief of decayed and superannuated 
policemen, who have faithfully discharged their 
duties to the city and their fellow-citizens ; and 
more especially should provision be made for those 
who have been injured or incapacitated during 
city service from earning a subsistence. ‘These 
classes of officers are by no means small, and yet 
are not so large but that some suitable and un- 
oppressive plan may be devised for their relief. 

There are those who believe that the establish- 
ment of a secret service fund for detective pur- 
poses would be relief in cases, where expenses 
are absolutely required for the recovery of prop- 
erty and detection of criminals, that cannot be 
reached by the ordinary means of the department. 
This is a subject well worth your consideration 
and should, at your convenience, receive your 
attention. 

It is my duty again to call the attention of the 
city council to the necessity of procuring a steam 


tug for the harbor police department. As our 
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water border has much increased by the process 
of annexation, this necessity becomes more appar- 
ent. Our shipping must have the advantage which 
‘a good tug, with water engines, can afford in case 
of fire. The department must have something more 
reliable than a sailing vessel in case of mutiny 
when tides and wind are unfavorable. A proper 
steam vessel, with suitable pumps and engines, will 
serve a good purpose, and amply repay the expense 
necessary for its purchase, by the protection it will 
give to our shipping, and the greater facilities 
it will afford in enforcing the laws and ordinances, 
and in advancing the interests of our citizens 
engaged in commercial pursuits. 

It is with much regret that I feel obliged to 
urge again a change in the apparatus in the 
several station-houses for communicating with the 
central office. The simplicity of the dial telegraph 
is such that it can be managed with ease, in- 
telligence and despatch by the merest tyro in 
such business, and yet be of incalculable benefit 
to the department. 

I am happy in stating that one of the greatest 
embarrassments that has heretofore existed in 
the city, that of impediments to travel by the 


continuous streams of vehicles interruptedly con- 
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nected, has been by a wise and generous pro- 
vision of the legislature very much abated. 
An enforcement of the orders already established 
by the city, although in some cases it may 
produce individual annoyance, must be kindly 
submitted to, as affording a great benefit to the 
mass of people travelling and doing business 
near the public street crossings. The order 
will be most strenuously enforced by the proper 
city officers, and yet it is hoped the public will 
also. join in promoting this desirable accomplish- 
ment. Much inconvenience exists in our crowded 
business streets in consequence of the unneces- 
sary embarrassments caused by the useless delays 
of carriages, express wagons, and pleasure vehi- 
cles, whereby they block up the way and render 
travel almost impossible. Could a proper regard 
be given to the rights of all, such hindrances would 
not occur, and the constant requests for street 
widenings and the opening of new avenues and 
the extension of old ones would be considerably 
reduced. 

The number of arrests during the past year 
has amounted to about twenty-one thousand nine 
hundred, and stolen property to the amount of 


about one-hundred and eighty-nine thousand and 
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five hundred dollars has been recovered, and re- 
stored to the owners. Nearly twelve millions of 
dollars have been reported by the officers as hay- 
ing been expended in the erection of one thou- 
sand one hundred and thirteen buildings; and one 
hundred and twenty vessels have been built within 
the city limits at an estimated cost of one million 
one hundred and sixty-one thousand eight hun- 
dred dollars. | 

- Our citizens have every reason to be thankful 
for the great efficiency that has been perceptible 
in the department during the past year, which 
has been one of much more than usual demand 
for the best kind of service. The morale of the 
force has never been better; and the appearance 
and behavior of the men during the peace jubi- 
lee, and on other equally trying occasions, have 
reflected great credit upon them, and won for 
them respect and praises which they have received 


from many appreciative sources. 


Pusuic HEALTH. 


No unusual sickness has prevailed in the city 
during the past year, and the usual epidemics 
which are so often the cause of the greatest 


alarm have been almost unknown to. our people.

50 MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


In former years a special inspection by sanitary 
police, appointed with a direct view to this 
department, has been found necessary for the 
enforcement of cleanliness, and the removal of 
unhealthy matters which were lable to engender 
disease. Owing to the great cleanliness of the 
city it was not deemed necessary to resort to a 
sanitary inspection, the citizens eenerously re- 
sponding to the request of the department when 
made, and all incipient nuisances have been 
promptly abated by the usual means employed, 
without resorting to extraordinary measures for 
their suppression. This general state of clean- 
liness has been produced by the activity of the 
department; and the laws and ordinances relating 
to the public health have been promptly enforced, 
hardly - giving time for any nuisance to get so 
far under way as to attract public attention. 
Much good has accrued from the public baths, 
which have been in use four months of the 
year, during which time they have afforded bene- 
fits 1,024,074 times, that have been very ap- 
parent, as well as useful, to the class of in- 
habitants who have availed themselves of the 
privilege so freely and judiciously afforded by the 


city. The benefit, which has been so great as 
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to be noticed by strangers, has induced other 
large municipalities to pattern our institution, 
with a view of giving similar privileges to their 
people. 

Perhaps something also should be credited to 
the ten public drinking-hydrants, introduced dur- 
ing the past year, and which have given so much 
comfort to the dumb beasts as well as to our own 
race. Undoubtedly more of these beneficences 
should be placed in public places not already 
supplied with these excellent influences for pro- 
moting health and comfort. Much has been done 
in the sewer department to aid health, and much 
more remains to be accomplished to insure its 
desirable continuance. 

While the general good condition of the city 
is so apparent, a few nuisances yet exist which 
should be summarily abated. One of considerable 
magnitude is connected with Stony Brook, the 
original stream of which has been diverted from 
its usual course, and consequently all flowage has | 
ceased, and many acres of land are complained 
of as a nuisance demanding the immediate atten- 
tion of the department. The work, however, con- 
sequent on the requirement, is of such magnitude 


that it would be impracticable for the city to 
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act without authority from the legislature; and 
for this purpose it seems desirable that an early 
application should be made to the General Court 
for the proper power to abate this grievous nui- 
sance of long standing, and by so doing add a 
large amount of valuable territory to the taxable 
property in the city. Another nuisance, in the 
neighborhood of Beacon and Brimmer streets, also 
requires permanent abatement, which can only be 
effected by the erection of a sea-wall, as has al- 
ready been recommended, simple dredging being 
but a temporary relief, of but short duration. 

Considerable advantage has followed the enact- 
ment of the tenement building law, passed by the 
legislature of 1868, and which commanded much 
attention from the health department during the 
past year; and yet something remains to be done 
to realize the benefits of this excellent law. 

In my address of the last year, the attention of 
the city council was called to the necessity of 
remodelling this department. Nothing has as yet 
been done towards the improvements imperatively 
demanded for the public good. The growth of 
the city, both in area and population, has been 
so great that the labor and responsibility falling to 


this department is much too great for efficiency. 
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I repeat that the sanitary part of it should be 
placed under the direction and management of a 
suitable bureau, constituted with a reference to 
permanency, and composed of scientific and 
learned men, who have made its object the study 
of their lives. The services of practical men, 
skilled in the science of medicine, and learned in 
the economic arts, should be sought, and their 
opinions, founded upon experience and good judg- 
ment, should be duly respected and carried out. 
In this connection allow me to remind you that, 
—perhaps by some inadvertence, — no. consulting 
physicians have been elected for the past two 
years; and it seems to me that, in case of the 
sudden appearance in our city of any contagious 
or infectious disease, we should most certainly be 
considered derelict of duty, if not chargeable with 
a gross neglect of the sanitary interests, which 
should always be considered among the most 
important of the various matters which come 
within our official cognizance. 

The importance of a special department for 
street cleaning and the removal of house offal is 
very evident. This should, undoubtedly, be en- 
trusted, as at present, to a eapable superintendent, 


who can conduct it with the same ability that it 
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now is. Owing to the increase of the business of 
the department, as it exists at present, it is not 
only fair, but proper, that a special appropriation 
should be made for Public Buildings, and Com- 
mons and Squares, to meet the expenses which are 
incurred in the necessary removal of ice and snow 
from public walks, yards and squares. This would 
add much to the efficiency of the department, and 
remove impediments which frequently arise from a 
doubtful jurisdiction in many matters between this 
and other departments. The department of Public 
Health has more regular duties to perform in the 
winter season than it can well attend to, without 
being called upon to do the work of other depart- 
ments. 

The annexation of large districts of territory, 
including large farms and areas sparsely set- 
tled, has made it necessary that the ordinance 
on health should also be revised for’ the purpose 
of making such special provision for these as is 
not needed for the more thickly settled part of 
the city. The farmers cannot, and should not, 
be confined strictly to rules that, however well 
adapted they may be to the portions of the city 
that are covered with buildings, will be hard- 


ships to them in the ordinary pursuits of tilling 
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the soil, and managing large farms stocked with 
cattle for agricultural purposes. | 

Centrally situated places for the deposit of dry 
dirt, collected from the streets and houses, are 
much needed. These would be a great saving to 
the city, by diminishing the distance of teaming, 
and consequently the usual concomitant expenses 
which form large items in carrying out the work 
of the department. 

The labor of this department is at present per- 
formed by three hundred and forty-nine men, and 
one hundred and nineteen horses, with harnesses 
and carts, all belonging to the city; and _ these 
must necessarily be increased in consequence of 
the large additional territory gained to the city 
by the annexation of Dorchester. | 

The inspection of milk, which is performed by 
an officer connected with this department, has 
proved highly beneficial to our citizens. The 
services of this officer have been constantly called 
in requisition; and the suppression of the sale of 
adulterated milk, and the encouragement of hon- 


est dealers, have had very good effect in the 


community. 
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PuBLic SCHOOLS. 


The same deep interest in all matters relating 
to the public schools which has always existed 
in our community, happily continues, and_ the 
public are as ready as ever, in any period of our 
school history, to do all that is necessary for 
their encouragement and support. 

Although the past year has not been signalized 
by any very striking occurrence affecting their 
general interests, it has, on the whole, been one 
of continued prosperity in all our educational af- 
fairs; and it is believed, that our schools, of all 
grades, from the primary to the highest depart- 
ments, were never more worthy the confidence of 
our citizens than at the present time. 

For the purpose of supervision, the city is di- 
vided into twenty-eight school districts. Accord- 
ing to the School census, which was taken last 
May, the number of children in the city between 
five and fifteen years of age was ascertained to 
be forty-two thousand six hundred and twenty- 
four. ‘There are four high schools—the Latin 
School for boys, the English High School for 
boys, the High and Normal for girls, and the 
Roxbury High School at the Highlands for boys 
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and girls. The free Latin School at the High- 
lands received from the city treasury during the 
past year the sum of three thousand dollars; and 
although not under the control of our School 
Board, it is practically a public school. There 
are twenty-nine Grammar Schools, of which ten 
are for boys, ten for girls, and nine for boys and 
girls. There are also three hundred and seven 
primary schools for boys and girls, two licensed 
minors’ schools for boys, and ten evening schools 
for children over fourteen years of age and adults, 
and a school has recently been established for 
the instruction of deaf mutes. These schools are 
taught by eight hundred and twenty-one teachers, 
of whom one hundred and twelve are males, and 
seven hundred and nine are females. The aver- 
age whole number of pupils belonging to the day 
schools of all grades was thirty-three thousand 
five hundred and thirty-five; and the whole num- 
ber enrolled in the evening schools was one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, with an 
average attendance of seven hundred and seven- 
teen. The whole amount appropriated by the 
city Council for the current expenses of the 
Schools, for the financial year terminating on the 


last day of April, was one million sixteen thou- 
8 
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sand eight hundred dollars, being about twelve 
per cent of the total amount of the appropria- 
tions voted for all purposes for the financial year, 
1869-70. 

During the past year the expenditures for 
school accommodations have been unusually large. 
Two primary school-houses have been completed, 
and three more of very large size are now build- 
ing. Three first class grammar school-houses have 
been dedicated —the Lewis at the Highlands, the 
Rice in ward nine, and that in ward twelve at 
South Boston,—and two more of the largest size 
have been contracted for. A large edifice for the 
accommodation of the Girls’ High and Normal 
School was commenced last spring on Newton 
street, and it is expected to be ready for occupan- 
cy at the beginning of the next school year. 
Appropriations have also been voted for building 
a new primary school-house at the Highlands, 
and for purchasing land for another in South 
Boston. By the annexation of Dorchester the 
city will come in possession of a public high 
school for boys and girls, and nine grammar 
schools. 

The system of free evening schools, established 


by the school board, has entered upon its second 
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year and is meeting with marked success. Schools | 
have been opened in different parts of the city 
proper, South Boston and the Highlands, and 
are attended by young persons and adults, whose 
only opportunities for education are found there. 
The entire number enrolled at the present time is 
two thousand, and the average attendance, eleven 
hundred. In these schools the ordinary studies 
of grammar schools are taught, while two special 
classes for instruction-in mechanical drawing have 
been formed, and a school for the study of the 
English language by adults who have recently be- 
come citizens, has been established in the Highland 
district. Besides the schools for elementary in- 
struction, an evening high school is nearly orga- 
nized, which is intended to meet the wants of per- 
sons desiring special and _ technical instruction. 
Should the experiment in this direction succeed, 
it would be well for the city Council to supple- 
ment the present excellent opportunities for high 
school education, by affording the means of scien- 
tific and mechanical instruction to large numbers 
of intelligent young persons who desire such 
knowledge, and a higher mathematical education 
for young men in business employments. Be- 


lieving the necessity and practical advantages of 
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this branch of public education to be appreciated 
by our citizens, it is commended to you for a 
continuance of your favor. 

The schools for licensed minors have been 
productive of very beneficial effects, and the boys, 
who earn a livelihood by blacking boots, selling 
newspapers, and by pursuing other callings, re- 
ceive an education through the privileges of these 
schools that they could not otherwise obtain. 

The school for deaf mutes promises also to be 
of great advantage to a portion of our community 
that has as large a claim upon the city for educa- 
tion as any other of the class for which such liberal 
provisions have been annually made. A comfort- 
able and commodious room for this school has 
been procured in Pemberton square, and will be 
used as soon as practicable. 

While the city is doing so much to educate 
the different classes in our community in so many 
desirable and useful things, it is to be hoped that 
something will be also done towards instructing 
girls in industrial pursuits, so that those who 
may be necessitated to earn a_ subsistence by 
their hands, may have something useful to rely 


upon. 
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THe Pusiic LIBRaRy. 


The wants of this institution for increased ac- 
commodations are earnestly set forth by the trus- 
tees in their last report. It will be remembered 
that the attention of the City Council was called 
a year since to this subject. Although much 
preparatory work has been done, it is to be re- 
gretted that no substantial progress has been 
made in securing the facilities desired. The whole 
subject, however, has been referred to you by 
the last city government, and it is hoped you 
will be able to bestow upon it an early consider- 
ation, and such as its importance demands. 

The recently amended ordinance has empowered 
the trustees, under certain judicious limitations, to 
establish branch libraries of popular books and 
periodicals in portions of the city remote from 
the central collection. It is proposed to arrange 
this new arm of educational service upon a sys- 
tem similar to that which has proved so suc- 
cessful in Liverpool and Manchester. It is not 
improbable that the trustees may be.able to put 
into operation the first of these during the pres- 
ent year. 


It must be most gratifying to our citizens to 
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witness the steady progress of this useful insti- 
tution. May it long remain a monument of the 


foresight of its founders, and of the appreciative 


support of successive city governments! 


STREETS. 


The most important of the street improvements 
that were authorized by the last City Government 
are the extension of Broadway across Fort Point 
Channel to Albany street, at an estimated expense, 
including the necessary structures, of five hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars; the widening of Hano- 
ver street from Blackstone to Commercial street, at 
an estimated expense of six hundred thousand 
dollars; the laying out and grading of the streets 
on Fort Hill, at an estimated expense, including 
the grading and all other necessary expenditures 
to complete the streets, of one million two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars; the extension of 
Zeigler street from Warren street to Guild row 
in Boston Highlands, at an estimated expense of 
eighteen thousand four hundred and _ thirty-five 
dollars and fifty cents. 

Several streets and avenues, some of them im- 
portant thoroughfares, especially Columbus avenue 


and Dartmouth street, have been laid out on the 
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Back Bay lands, without expense to the city, 
the land having been given for that purpose. 
Numerous other streets have been laid out and 
widened in various parts of the city during 
the past year; and these have already proved to 
be valuable improvements, though of less importance 
than the above named. Among these should be 
enumerated the widening and grading of Devon- 
shire street between Milk and State streets, the 
widening of Federal street between Summer 
street and South. Boston, the widening of Tre- 
mont street between Boylston street and _ the 
railroad bridge, the widening of High street be- 
tween Congress and Summer streets, the exten- 
sion of Columbus avenue from Ferdinand street 
to Church street, the extension of Avon place 
to Chauncy street, and the building of the stone 
work of Atlantic avenue. On the Church street 
district Melrose, Winchester, Piedmont, Shawmut 
and Tennyson streets, widened by orders passed 
in 1868, have been completed and graded. 

A resolve for the widening of Eliot street, 
from Washington to Pleasant street, passed the 
City Council, and received the approval of the 
Mayor the last week of the city government of 
last year, and its provisions for carrying out the 


same awaits your action. 
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Better avenues leading to the depots at the 
North End, and to Charlestown, are very much 
needed. The extension of Washington street to 
Haymarket Square and Portland street has been 
considered during the past year, and, although or- 
ders for the accomplishment of the object passed 
the Board of Aldermen, they were lost at the 
last meeting of the Common Council by a few 
votes. <As this project will undoubtedly be again 
revived, it has been suggested that in connec- 
tion therewith, the widening of Sudbury street, 
and the removal of Scollay’s buildings, should 
be considered. If this should be accomplished 
Tremont street would be connected by a_ broad 
avenue with Haymarket square, which would, in 
turn, connect with the several streets which branch 
therefrom and lead to the depots, bridges and 
ferries at the North End. Although more im- 
portant street improvements were authorized dur- 
ing the year 1868 than during the last year, yet 
the great amount of work of widening, building, 
and the settlement of damages and assessment of 
betterments, came within the duties of the year 
just past, it being an unparalleled year in that 
respect, and consequently the labors of the Com- 
mittee on Laying out and Widening Streets have 


been more than usually onerous. 


t 
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JA plan for the laying out and grading of the 


‘streets on Fort Hill was matured by the com- 


mittee having it in charge during the early part 
of the year, and the streets laid out by the city 
council accordingly, on the twenty-third of July 
last. ‘This improvement has been delayed for 
several years on account of there having been no 
available place for the deposit of the earth. The 
laying out of Atlantic avenue has, however, re- 
lieved the city from the difficulty, and a contract 
has been made for the removal of a large por- 
tion of the hill, the earth to be taken to At- 
lantic avenue, which is to be completed by the 
terms of the contract on the first of September 
next. 

Oliver street has been completed during the 
past year, and opened for public travel; and a 
large portion of the expense of widening and 
grading the street has been assessed on the abut- 
ters according to law. 

The projected avenue across South Bay for 
connecting Ward 11 with South Boston will un- 
doubtedly be brought up for your consideration 
during the year, and is deserving of your special 
attention. 


The importance of straightening, widening and 
9 
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extending the main avenues that connect the 
district embraced in the Highlands and Dorches- 
ter with the city proper are specially recommended 


to your early and favorable consideration. 


PAVING. 


The operations of the Paving Department dur- 
ing the past year have been very extensive, as 
was anticipated. From the first of January 1869, 
to the first of January 1870, there has been ex- 
pended in the city proper, South and East Boston 
and the Highlands, the sum of six hundred and 
sixty-seven thousand eight hundred and seven 
teen dollars and ninety cents, including about five 
thousand dollars paid for grade damages, being 
two hundred and sixty thousand seven hundred 
and sixty-four dollars and one cent more than 
was expended in 1868. 

In regard to important work performed by the 
department, mention may be made of the paving 
with small granite blocks of Tremont street, from 
Eliot street to Pleasant street, eight hundred feet 
in length; Federal street, from Summer street to 
the South Boston bridge, two thousand two hun- 
dred feet in length; and portions of Broadway, 


South, Kneeland and Cambridge streets, and the 
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squares around Faneuil Hall; also, the paving 
with wood portions of Tremont, Court, Bul- 
finch, East, School, Richmond and D streets, and 
Court square; also, the paving with round-stone 
of Federal street, from the Old Colony and New- 
port railroad to Dexter street, two thousand eight 
hundred feet in length, and of Hampden and 
Northampton streets one thousand six hundred feet 
in length; also, the raising and paving of Water 
and Devonshire streets and Spring lane; the 
grading of Dartmouth street and the streets around 
the Coliseum; the work on Shawmut avenue and 
Harrison avenue; the building of a wooden trus- 
sed bridge, two hundred and ten feet in length, on 
Dartmouth street, over the tracks of the Boston 
and Albany and Boston and Providence railroads, 
and an iron bridge on Dorchester street, over the 
Old Colony and Newport railroad. 

The Committee on Paving have given consider- 
able attention to the different kinds of pavement 
in use in other cities, with the view of making 
improvements, if possible, on our own streets. 
Visits have been made to New York, Philadelphia 
and Chicago, the operations and management of 
their street departments examined, and as much 


information obtained as time would permit, as to 
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the relative merits of the various kinds of pave- 
ments and their real worth. 

The Committee and Superintendent are of the 
opinion that the small granite block pavement is 
best adapted for those streets most exposed to 
heavy travel. It is so even as to allow the car- 
riage of heavy loads with comparative ease, and 
at the same time it affords a secure foot hold. 
Its durability, after several years’ trial, is unquest- 
ioned. For streets in the vicinity of court houses, 
school-houses, banks and public offices, where 
freedom from noise is desirable, the wooden pave- 
ment is well adapted. Durmg the year a con- 
siderable amount of the several varieties of this 
pavement has been tried. The Nicolson pavement 
was laid down on East, Richmond, School and 
Tremont streets, the Stafford .pavement on Court 
square, Court street and Cornhill court, the Mc- 
Gonegel pavement on Tremont, Bulfinch and D 
streets, and the Paul pavement on Tremont street. 
These pavements have given such general gatis- 
faction that many petitions have been presented 
to the city government for their more extensive 
use; but the Committee on Paving, are of the 
opinion that a sufficient amount of the several va- 


rieties has been tried to test their relative merits, 
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and that they should stand the test of time and 
use before being generally adopted. There has 
also been tried as an experiment, about sixteen 
hundred yards of the Concrete Pavement, viz: 
five hundred and: seven-six yards on Myrtle and 
Joy streets, two hundred and ninety-one yards 
on State street, and seven hundred and _thirty- 
three yards on Maverick square, Hast Boston; 
but no satisfactory decision in regard to it can 
be reached until it has been thoroughly tested. 
By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen 
on the twenty-second of December, 1868, the 
Superintendent of Streets was authorized, under 
the direction of the Committee on Paving, to 
build Atlantic avenue. Plans and _ specifications 
for the sea-wall having been drawn by the City 
Engineer and approved by the Harbor Commis- 
sioners, proposals for building the same _ were 
advertised for and received, and the contract 
awarded to Messrs. Boynton Brothers, they 
being the lowest responsible bidders. The wall 
is to be completed by the first of May. A 
contract was also made by the Committee on 
Paying, with Mr. B. N. Farren, of Greenfield, for 
the grading of the avenue with earth from Fort 
Hill. This work is to be completed on the first of 
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September; and in all probability the whole ave- 
nue will be graded and paved before the expi- 
ration of the present year. 

After the raising of the houses on the Church 
street district had been nearly completed, the 
paving of the streets was given in charge of 
the Superintendent of Streets, acting under the 
direction of a sub-committee on the Church street 
district. On this territory eleven thousand three 
hundred and ninety-three feet of edge stones have 
been set, and four thousand six hundred and 
sixty-six yards of round stone, six thousand three 
hundred and seventy-four yards of block stone, 
and five thousand seven hundred and_ thirty-four 
yards of brick sidewalks have been laid, and the 
expense thereof charged to the appropriation for 
the Church street District. The raising of this 
territory also necessitated the raising of Tremont 
street, and when this was done, the street was 
paved with the Paul wooden pavement, at an ex- 
pense of eight thousand nine hundred and ninety- 
one dollars (not including the amount paid by 
the Metropolitan Railroad for having the space 
occupied by their tracks), and charged to the 
same appropriation. 


By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen, 
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and approved on the fourth of May last, the build- 
ing of the Broadway bridge was placed in charge 
of the Committee on Paving. Plans and specifica- 
tions for an iron bridge were presented by the 
Moseley Iron Building Works, which being satis- 
factory to the committee, were referred to Major 
General Foster, T. Willis Pratt, Civil Engineer, 
and to the City Engineer, for their examination, 
and were approved by them in writing. It being 
required. by Chapter 188 of the Acts of 1866, that 
the structure over Fort Point Channel should be 
erected under the direction and supervision of the 
Board of Harbor Commissioners, the plans and 
specifications were sent to them for their appro- 
val. After a delay of several weeks, the specifica- 
tions were returned to the committee very mate- 
rially altered, and they were required to have new 
plans drawn to conform to the new specifications, 
which caused still further delay. The contract for 
building the iron bridge was awarded to the 
Moseley Iron Building Work, their proposal 
(three hundred and thirty-one thousand seven 
hundred and eight dollars and seventy-six cents), 
being about forty-three thousand dollars less than 
that of the next higher bidder; and the contract 
for the stone abutments was awarded to Messrs. 


Clapp and Ballou. 
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The building of this bridge is now in progress, 
and the structure promises to be of great strength, 
durability and beauty. In its construction special 
regard has been had to the dimensions, loca- 
tion, and mechanism of its draw and piers, in 
their relation to the navigation of Fort Point 
Channel, and the maintenance and development of 
the commercial advantages and value of South Bay. 
It is confidently expected that this bridge will 
be completed and the. Broadway ‘extension open 
for travel, early the coming season. 

The annexation of Dorchester to Boston will in- 
crease the operations of the Paving Department 
very considerably. The necessity of properly con- 
structing, and maintaining in good condition the 
principal highways leading from the city proper, 
through that territory, as well as those through 
the Highlands, and the Mildam road to Brookline, 
is becoming more apparent every day. 

A large number of petitions for improvements 
‘on the streets, and for grading and_ paving 
streets recently laid out as public highways, and 
which it was impossible to attend to during the 
last season for want of time and the necessary 
means, have been referred to the present govern- 
ment, and it is to be hoped that they will re- 


ceive your earliest consideration. 
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SEWERS. 


The expenditures in this department have in- 
creased with the expanse of territory and the exten- 
sion of the water supply, so that facilities for drain- 
age can hardly be supplied as fast as demanded 
by the inhabitants. In addition to the extension of 
the regular sewerage system, chiefly in the High- 
lands, it has been necessary during the year to 
construct large’ works for intercepting the drainage 
of the basin enclosed by Atlantic avenue, so as to | 
permit the filling of the docks. The cost of this 
work, when completed during the coming year, is, 
by act of the legislature, to be assessed upon the 
wharf property, and repaid to the city. 

A. large sewer has been nearly finished in Con- 
cord street, which it is hoped will favorably affect 
the drainage at the South End, so far as the evils 
resulting from too low a grade can be remedied by 
ordinary appliances. 

The Church street district has been supplied 
with new sewers at a higher level, and is now 
effectually drained; but the adjacent territory, 
known as the Suffolk street district, is suffering 
from the same causes, and demands the same 


efficient remedy. 
10 
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Nothing has been done during the year under 
the act of the legislature for improving Stony 
Brook, in conjunction with the town of West Rox- 
bury; but each corporation has kept the present 
channel in good order, and removed obstructions. 
A general and permanent improvement of the 


great sewer must soon be carried out. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The importance of this department, extending as 
it does into every portion of our city, is hardly 
understood or appreciated, except as incidentally 
our citizens are deprived of its services from una- 
voidable causes. Its labors continue at night as 
well as by day, and the constant and untiring » 
supervision of its superintendent is required at all 
times to keep it in complete working order. It is 
eminently one of the growing departments of the 
city, keeping pace with the addition of new terri-— 
tory, the laying out and building up of new thor- 
oughfares, the constant changes caused by the 
widening of streets, and the erection of new build- 
ings in the older portions of the city. The ensu- 
ing year will be one of great activity, in conse- 
quence of the recent annexation of territory, and 
the rapid building up in the older sections of the 


city. 
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The expenditures of this department form an 
important feature in our appropriations for the 
year, and it is to be hoped that the same com- 
mendable economy in the disbursement of the 
public moneys may continue to be as marked in 
the future as in the past. 

Your attention is requested to the annual report 
of this department, to be presented in a few days, 
in which will be found much that is of value 
and interest, and more of detail than can be given 


on this occasion. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Our fellow-citizens have every reason to be sat- 
isfied with the condition of this department, and 
of its operations during the past year. The estab- 
lishment of the fire brigade has been of great impor- 
tance, and has been productive of very perceptible 
benefit to the owners of property endangered by 
fires. | 

The subject of incendiarism within our rapidly 
extending city demands our serious consideration. 
It is well known that of all the alarms which 
call out our fire department probably not less 
than twenty per centum are traceable to this cause. 


The expense to the city of each of these alarms 
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is considerable in the course of the year; and 
when in addition to this we consider the much 
greater loss to individual property holders, the 
peril to life, and the injury to good morals which 
this crime, unchecked, necessarily causes, the 
importance of some measure for its prevention 
becomes apparent. 

It is thought. by the underwriters that a 
competent fire marshal, with proper powers and 
authority, would add to the efficiency of the 
department, be a great saving to the commu- 
nity, and add much to the security of property, 
by having a constant watch upon the causes that 
so frequently originate the large fires that occur 
in great cities. I would therefore recommend for 
your consideration the appointment of such an 
officer, whose duty it shall be to investigate and 
ascertain, as far as may be, the cause of each fire, 
and who shall have authority to take immediate 
possession of any premises where fire has oc- 
curred, and hold them until he can make a proper 
inquest into the origin of the fire. This officer 
might, also, be made Inspector of Buildings, with 
a view to the protection of life and property from 
destruction in consequence of insecure walls and 


the defective construction of flues, and should 
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have authority to arrest the work on any build- 
ing in process of erection which he might deem 
unsafe, until the question of its safety could be 
determined by some prescribed method. I sug- 
gest that the legislature may be asked to author- 
ize the appointment of such an officer; and if the 
power is granted, then, that at an early day, an 
ordinance creating such an officer, with such 
powers and limitations as you may deem wise 
and necessary, be passed. This subject has been 
several times brought to the attention of the city 
Council, by the chief engineer of this department, 
and I renew it now at the earnest solicitation of 
the principal men who manage the institutions for 
insurance against fire, doing business in our city. 

During the year there have been three hundred 
and seventy-five fires within the city limits, an 
excess of eighty-two over the number reported for 
the previous year, while the loss has been thirty 
per centum less. ‘There have been only two very 
extensive fires,—one of buildings on Commercial 
Street, and the other of the flour mill on Commercial 
Wharf,—the damage by which amounted to one- 
third of the whole loss suffered during the entire 
year. 


The working force of this department consists 
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of fifteen steam fire-engines, ten horse hose-car- 
riages, and five hook and ladder carriages, with 
their necessary apparatus, being an increase of one 
fire-engine and one hook and ladder carriage 
since the previous year. ‘These are properly 
manned by the regularly required force. In con- 
sequence of the annexation of Dorchester, the de- 
partment will be considerably enlarged, and the 
effective force will be thirty-eight companies, 
which will have the immediate charge of twenty- 
one steam fire-engines, ten horse-hose companies, 
and seven carriages supplied with hooks and lad- 
ders, together with ninety-five horses. 

The excellent order, thorough discipline and pre- 
vailing harmony of the men, together with the 
corps spirit which is so remarkably evident in the 
department, ensure the greatest promptness and 
efficiency whenever its services is required and 
called into action. The young men who compose 
the companies are chiefly mechanics, who are not 
only experts in their duties as firemen, but indus- 
trious, well educated in their trades, and moreover 
steady and temperate in their habits, and exceed- 
ingly careful of their reputation. Many of them 
are necessarily confined to their company houses 


a large part of the day, and unquestionably the 
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establishment of libraries of proper practical books 
would be much for the benefit of these young 
men, as well as of great service to the depart- 
ment. The excellent appearance and deportment 
of the firemen, and the good condition of their 
apparatus, was made evident to the public on the 
occasion of the parade which took place in Sep- 
tember last, under the auspices of the city author- 
ities. 

In general the houses of the department are 
well adapted to their requirements. There are, 
however, a few exceptions to this; and your at- 
tention is particularly called to the inadequate and 
uncomfortable arrangements which exist in the 
houses of engine company number four, near 
Scollay’s Building, and of engine company num- 
ber fourteen, at the Highlands. Justice and the 
best interest of the city demand that speedy re- 
lief be given the officers and men that occupy 
these houses, as the companies are among the 


best in the city. 


Frre ALARM TELEGRAPH. 
This department is in good condition. During 
the past year, by order of the city council, all of 


the old signal boxes have been removed, and their 
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places supplied by others containing the latest 
improvements; and changes have also been made 
in the alarm apparatus in the bell towers and 
engine houses, rendering the telegraph more effi- 
cient and reliable than ever before. ‘Telegraphic 
communication will be required to be made_ be- 
tween the present telegraph and Dorchester; 
otherwise, without it, the Boston Fire Department 
will be of very little use to the sixteenth ward 
in case of fire. This should receive the immedi- 


ate attention of the city council. 


Pusiic BUILDINGS. 


An uncommon degree of activity has been 
shown in this department during the past year. 
An unusual number of important buildings have 
been completed, and many new ones have been 
commenced. The city, in all its provisions, must 
keep up with its growth and prosperity; and as 
its population increases, and numerous dwelling- 
houses and stores: are erected, so proportionately 
must school-houses, engine-houses and other build- 
ings be provided. The buildings for two gram- 
mar schools have been completed and dedicated 
—the Rice school-house on Dartmouth street 


and the Shurtleff school-house on Dorchester, 
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street in South Boston; as has been also a house 
for the Drake Primary School on C street. A 
suitable station-house for the accommodation of 
the tenth police district has been finished and 
furnished at the corner of Washington and 
Pynchon streets in ward fifteen. For the fire 
department, buildings have been completed for the 
Hose Company stationed in North Grove street, for 
the Hook and Ladder Company on Fourth street, 
and for the Hose Company on Church street, 
and the same are now occupied. During the 
year several buildings have been remodelled, 
namely: the Comins Grammar _ school-house, 
Hook and Ladder House No. 1, Engine-House 
No. 9, and the old Roxbury Alms-House at 
the Highlands. ‘his last-mentioned building has 
been specially fitted for the accommodation of 
the inmates of the Discharged Soldiers’ Home, the 
building on Springfield street, formerly occupied 
by them, having been conveyed to the trustees of 
the Old Mens’ Home, in accordance with an 
agreement made several years ago, and which has 
been happily consummated to the satisfaction of 
all concerned. 

A grammar school-house has been commenced 


in Ward One, to take place of the old Lyman 
11 
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school-house, which will be appropriated to other 
purposes, and another in Ward Fourteen. The 
erection of three primary school-houses has also 
been begun, one in Berlin street, one in Appleton 
street, and the third in Fayette street. This last 
is to be built of the material taken from the May 
primary school-house, which formerly stood on Fort 
Hill, and which was taken down to give oppor- 
tunity for carrying forward the Fort Hull improve- 
ment. A spacious building for the Girl’s High 
and Normal school is in a state of forwardness, 
and together with the above mentioned, will un- 
doubtedly be ready for occupancy during the 
present year. Besides these there have also been 
commenced an engine and hose-house on East 
street, a boiler-house and coal shed for the Cen- 
_ tral Charity Bureau, and land has been purchased 
and appropriations made for building a primary 
school-house on Yeoman street, Boston High- 
lands, and for purchasing land for another in 
South Boston. 

So great has been the increase of business in 
the Registry of Deeds and Probate office, and so 
much crowded have become the rooms in the 
building devoted to the preservation of the valu- 


able papers and records appertaining to these 
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departments, that something must be done very 
soon for furnishing for them additional accommo- 
dations, suitable and commodious enough for 
their requirements. Demands have already been 
made for these, and it falls to you to consider 
and determine in what manner you can give the 


required relief. 


Pusuic INSTITUTIONS. 


During the past year the public institutions of 
the city have been managed with the same ex- 
cellence that has distinguished them in former 
years. The worthy poor, and those who have 
transgressed the laws, have been equally well 
cared for. In this respect our city stands in a 
high position, and its institutions for charitable 
and reformatory purposes are unsurpassed by 
those of any other large city in the country. 

At Deer Island the several institutions, — the 
Almshouse, the Houses of Industry and Reforma- 
tion, one for boys and one for girls,— have 
been conducted in a very satisfactory manner, as 
far as the present buildings would permit. A 
new school-house for pauper girls is nearly com- 
pleted, and it is confidently expected that it will 


be ready for occupancy early in the ensuing 
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spring. When this desirable project shall have 
been completed, then the boys and girls will 
each be provided for in separate buildings, —a 
provision which has been much desired by those 
who have given special attention to this interest- 
ing and most useful department of the public 
institutions. 

The directors are now engaged in the con- 
sideration of plans for a new almshouse for the 
adult poor. This will be located on a desirable 
site, in the neighborhood of the boys’ and girls’ 
schools. Thus an object, which has very fre- 
quently been pressed upon the attention of the 
city Council, will be most happily accomplished, 
namely, the entire disconnection of the charitable 
from the reformatory institutions; and in a short 
time it is to be hoped the worthy poor will not 
be disgraced by being placed under the same 
roof with the vicious, and those who have been 
sentenced to imprisonment for violating the laws. 
The only additional expense which will be in- 
curred by this important arrangement will be the 
cost of heating a separate building, and the ad- 
ditional employment of a small number of subordi- 
nate officers. ‘The more important officials, the 


Superintendent, Chaplain, Physician and Farmer, 
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can as well perform the duties for the separate 
buildings as they now do under the present ob- 
jectionable arrangement, and will not require any 
additional expenditure for their services in the 
general management. The relief that will be given 
by the erection of this new building for the poor 
will afford ample accommodation for several years 
to come for the sentenced persons, the subjects 
of the reformatory institutions. 

The introduction of pure water from Mystic 
Pond, as provided for during the past year, will 
be highly beneficial in its effects, and conducive 
to the health and comforts of the inmates, as 
well as be a greater protection from fire. 

The directors have been authorized by the city 
Council to construct a substantial sea-wall on a 
portion of the southerly side of the island. This 
will be of much benefit to the institutions, and its 
value would be much increased if it could be 
extended along the entire southerly front. 

The House of Correction at South Boston is in 
its usual good order and condition. The re- 
ceipts obtained for the labor of the prisoners have 
increased so rapidly of late, and are now so large 
as to warrant the belief that this institution will 


soon be self-sustaining. The building, however, 
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does not afford a sufficient number of cells, in 
the wing appropriated for the men, for the present 
demand; and at this time more than forty male 
prisoners are confined in the attic story of the 
building. Whenever the asylum for the insane 
can be removed to some other place, the build- 
ing now used for hospital purposes can, be en- 
closed within the grounds of the House of Cor- 
rection, and be fitted up and used for the female 
prisoners, the most orderly of whom can be prop- 
erly, humanely, and very beneficially allowed to 
sleep in dormitories, instead of being incarcerated 
in cells. These improvements, which are absolutely 
needed, can be made at a moderate cost whenever 
the buildings can be vacated for the purpose. 
During the past year alterations have been made 
to add temporarily to the ‘security, safety and com- 
fort. of the inmates of the Lunatic Hospital, and to 
give accommodations to the continually increasing 
number of patients. Nevertheless, the hospital re- 
mains in the same crowded condition in which it 
has been for the last few years, the number of the 
patients bemg more than two hundred; and in 
several of the rooms ten or twelve persons are 
huddled together, to the great injury of health, and 


with'a risk of personal harm to the inmates, not- 
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withstanding the good and constant watch that is 
kept over them by the kind and careful attendants. 
This disgraceful state of things can never be satis- 
factorily overcome until suitable provision is made 
for these unfortunate beings by the erection of a 
proper building, wherein they can be humanely 
taken care of, in a manner that will comport 
with the notions of the city in all its matters 
relating to the care and management of its elee- 
mosynary institutions. 

In my last annual communication to the city 
Council, I urgently recommended the purchase of 
Rainsford Island for hospital uses, more especially 
for establishing an institution for the treatment and 
reformation of inebriates. Correspondence has been 
had with the State authorities, and I hope that 
a purchase of this island will be accomplished at 
a fair and reasonable price, and something done 
to ameliorate the condition of a suffering part of 
our community. Your attention is especially called 
to the furtherance of this benevolent object, and 
an early action in reference to the same is most 


respectfully requested and urged. 


OVERSEERS OF THE Poor. 


The department under the care of the Board of 


Overseers of the Poor has been quietly doing its 
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appropriate work, without ostentation on their part, 
or much public observation. The worthy poor have 
_ been visited in their humble tenements, and furnished 
with aid from the city treasury, their comforts con- 
tributed to and their wants relieved. Every case 
brought to the notice of the Board receives a thor- 
ough examination; and a system of administration 
has been adopted by which, while proper assistance 
is afforded to the deserving poor, healthy checks 
against imposture and abuse are also provided. The 
general functions of the Board are to administer out- 
door relief; and the cases which receive aid include 
specifically those persons who have acquired a legal 
settlement in the city, by the payment of taxes by 
themselves or by their ancestors, and others, who, on 
account of sickness or other circumstances demand 
instant relief. A very large number of persons are 
assisted who belong to the State, or to other muni- 
cipalities than our own, and the money expended 
therefor is reimbursed to the city treasury. 

It is a gratifying fact that the increase of our own 
poor, who claim aid by reason of having gained 
a settlement, has not been so large as might 
reasonably be expected, considering the growth of 
the city. The principal advance in this direction is 
from what is called the Military Settlement aid, 


which is most justly due the families of the soldiers 
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and sailors who have served on the quota of 
Boston during the late war. 

During the past year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-two persons have been aided; of 
these, nine hundred and seventy-five have a set- 
tlement in Boston, two hundred and_ forty-one 
have settlements elsewhere in Massachusetts, 
and six hundred and sixty-six have no settlements 
whatever, within the State. 

In addition to the means furnished by the city 
treasury, the Board of Overseers have the dis- 
bursal of other money; for they have been for 
nearly a century, as a corporation, entrusted with 
several funds, the income of which they dis- 
tribute semi-annually, principally to old house- 
holders, who have by misfortune fallen from afflu- 
ence, or comfortable circumstances, to indigence 
and want. This timely assistance to those in 
the decline of life is received by the beneficiaries — 
without impairing their self-respect, or wounding 
those delicate feelings which would be shocked 
if they felt that the aid received was a charge 
upon the city. 

The gross amount of these funds is two hun- 
dred and fifty-two thousand eighty-six dollars and 


twenty-four cents, and the present number of 
12 
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beneficiaries who receive its aid is two hundred 
and sixty-eight. 

The Board of Overseers are sensible that the 
advantages which were aimed at by the erection 
of the Charity Building have thus far been emi- 
nently realized. While ample accommodations are 
furnished to the Overseers. of the Poor, there 
are now in the building the Provident Associ- 
ation, the Industrial Aid Society, the Boston 
Ladies’ Sewing Circle, the Soldiers’ Fund Organi- 
zation, a branch of the Boston Dispensary, the 
City Physician, and various other agencies estab- 
lished for the relief of the poor and the suffering. 
All these organizations, directly or indirectly, aid 
the overseers in the work which they were de- 
signed to promote. A knowledge of each others’ 
benefactions is secured by their contiguity, and the 
result is harmony and co-operation in charitable 
labor. Cases which the overseers cannot legiti- 
mately help from the city treasury are relieved 
by the private societies, and the city in its turn 
relieves a class of cases which formerly were a 
burden to the societies. 

The Temporary Home, which has now become 
an important public institution— adjoining the 


Charity Building, — has afforded shelter and relief 
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to many unfortunate women and _ children, who 
otherwise would have suffered in the public streets, 
or have found refuge in the police stations. These 
are permitted to remain only a short time in the 
institution, for measures are immediately taken 
upon their admission to send them to their friends, 
or to provide for them homes or permanent asylums, 
if such are required by their circumstances. Males 
are supplied with single meals only, and they are 
required to find their own lodgings, at the police 
stations or elsewhere. ‘The general statistics of 
the Home for the last year are as follows: Total 
number of persons admitted during the year one 
thousand five hundred and thirty-five. Of these, 
two hundred and forty-five were Americans, eight 
hundred and thirty-six were foreigners, and four 
hundred and fifty-four were children under twelve 
years of age. Ten children were adopted, and 
situations have been procured for three hundred 
and fifty-four nurses and domestics; and fourteen 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-four single 


meals have been furnished. 


STratTE AID. 


Payments to disabled soldiers and sailors and 
their families, and the dependents of those who 


lost: their lives in the late civil war, have been 
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made the past year as in former years. The 
whole amount disbursed in 1866, including the 
sum paid by the City of Roxbury, was two 
hundred and thirty-two thousand and thirty-five 
dollars. From legislation and other causes, the 
payments have gradually diminished, until the sum 
disbursed the past year has been but about one 
hundred thousand dollars. The number of families 
entitled to aid, and on the books at the Relief 
Office on the first of January 1870, is thirteen 
hundred and fifty-six; about forty will be added 
to this number by the annexation of Dorchester. 
The operations of the Act granting State aid 
will cease on the fourth of January, 1871; at 
present, payments are made monthly at the Relief 
Office. Justice and gratitude to those who have 
suffered through their efforts to preserve their 
country demand that these payments should be 
continued, at least for a few years, and I trust 
that the subject will be brought to the attention 


of the legislature at the coming session. 


Crry Hospirau. 


In my last address I suggested that it might 


soon be necessary to increase the accommodations 
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required for this institution. The experience of the 
past year has fully demonstrated to the trustees 
this necessity. The number of patients in the 
hospital on the first of January, 1869, was one 
hundred and eighty-one, and there were admitted 
during the year two thousand two hundred and 
seventy-nine, making in all two thousand four 
hundred and sixty,— an increase of two hundred 
and forty-one over the number of the previous 
year; and ten thousand four hundred and seventy- 
three persons have been treated as out-patients. 
The present capacity of the hospital is sufficient to 
accommodate a little over two hundred patients; 
and if the surgical and medical male and female 
patients were more equally divided, the trustees 
would be saved the necessity of declining to re- 
ceive a large number of patients, as they are 
now obliged to do. Out of seven hundred and 
thirty applicants who were declined admission 
during the past year, about fifty per centum were 
proper cases for treatment, if sufficient room had 
been at the disposal of the trustees. This fact, 
taken in connection with the increase of popula- 
tion by the annexation of Dorchester, and the 
prospect of still further extension of our limits, 


indicates that an enlargement of the hospital will 
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be required, if it should be deemed proper to con- 
tinue its usefulness, and make it reasonably ca- 
pacious enough to meet the demands which are 
made upon it, and have Boston maintain its repu- 
tation for liberal and needful public institutions. 

It is expected that the trustees will soon submit 
a communication to the city Council setting forth, 
more in detail than can be done at this time, the 
needs and necessities of the hospital, and what 
they deem will be for the interests of the city. 
The subject is most respectfully commended to 


your earnest and early attention. 


Cuurcu STREET DISTRICT. 


The work of raising the buildings, and of widen- 
ing and grading the streets, of the Church Street 
District, so-called, was commenced in July, 1868, 
under special authority granted by the General Court, 
and completed about the first of October, 1869, 
commissioners for the purpose having been appointed 
in June 1868. In November, 1868, the commis- 
sioners, under the direction of the committee of 
the city Council, and with the approval of the 
mayor, were authorized and empowered to settle 
and adjust damages with the former owners, upon 


such terms and conditions as they should deem 
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expedient; and, in making such settlements, the 
mayor was authorized to reconvey the estates taken, 
or any parts thereof. This has been done to a 
considerable extent, and it is to be regretted that 
all the reconveyances could not be made under the 
supervision of the committee that has so ably and 
faithfully served the city in this important and 
perplexing business. Satisfactory settlements, how- 
ever, have been made with most of the persons 
from whom the property was taken, and many of 
these estates have been reconveyed to the former 
owners. Of the three hundred and _ fifty-three 
estates taken by the city, one hundred and forty 
have been deeded back -to the original owners, or, 
having been surrendered, have been sold to other 
persons, leaving about two hundred and thirteen 
to be reconveyed. This fact is one that should 
be remedied as speedily as possible, as great 
hindrances and embarrassments that have arisen 
from the taking by the city are continued, which 
it is the duty of the city to have removed, in order 
that the lawful owners may enjoy the full extent 
of their just rights. It could hardly be expected 
that such a great work, affecting so nearly the 
interests and convenience of so large a number of 


people, could be performed without creating dis- 
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satisfaction on the part of some; yet, on the whole, 
the plan adopted by the city council for improv- 
ing the district, and so admirably carried out by 
the committee, may be regarded as highly suc- 
cessful. The property has been increased in value 
from fifty to one hundred per centum, and is now 
in a condition to rise in value equally with the most 
desirable portions of the city. The work of rais- 
ing the buildings and the grade of the territory 
has been accomplished considerably within the 
estimates. The total cost of the improvement, in- 
cluding the widening and extension of several 
of the streets, and the value of land retained for 
public purposes, after deducting the receipts from 
the sale of property surrendered to the city, will 
amount to about eight hundred and seventy-five 
thousand dollars. Thus one of our greatest he- 
reditary nuisances has been abated, a sickly re- 
gion rendered healthy, a filthy place made clean 
and comfortable, and a large tract of more than 
thirteen acres rescued from its degraded condi- 
tion, and largely increased in value by the inge- 
nuity of the contractors and the energy and fidelity 
of city officers. By virtue of an order of the last 
city Council, the commissioners have been dis- 
charged and their unfinished work will be com- 


pleted by some suitable person. 
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SUFFOLK STREET DISTRICT. 


One of the most. important matters requiring 
the attention of this government is the improve- 
ment of that portion of the city lying between 
Washington street on the east, Tremont street 
on the west, Pleasant street on the north, and 
Dover street on the south, known as the Suf- 
folk Street District. For this territory the city 
has obtained similar power from the legislature for 
the abatement of the nuisance, caused by imper- 
fect drainage, that it had in the case of the Church 
Street District; and in view of the success of the 
Church street improvement, a similar plan of pro- 
cedure will undoubtedly meet the requirements 
in remedying the defects of this large area of 
land. ‘The situation of this territory, in the 
heart of the city, makes an almost imperative 
necessity for some action on the part of the 
government, in order to place it in a condition, 
with respect to drainage and streets, to allow of 
its being occupied by a better class of building's 
for business purposes, or dwellings, than it now 
has. ‘he estimated cost of raising the territory 
and the buildings upon it, and of superintending 


the work, amounts to one million seven hundred 
13 
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and. fifty-one thousand five hundred and fifty dol- 
lars; and for widening and extending certain 
streets and places, in order to develop the pro- 
perty to the best advantage, to six hundred thou- 
sand dollars, making the total cost of the pro- 
posed improvement two million three hundred 
and fifty-one thousand five hundred and _ fifty 
dollars. A large portion of the expense for 
widening and extending the streets may properly 
be assessed upon the property benefited. The 
further consideration of this important subject 
having been referred to you by the last city 
government, I most earnestly commend it to your 


attention. 


STATE LEGISLATION. 


By direction of the city Council, I petitioned 
the General Court during its late session for 
authority for the city Council in certain matters 
which required additional legislation. 'The most im- 
portant of the petitions were granted by the pas- 
sage of acts giving the required authority. Sev- 
eral applications have been made for other powers, 
which will. undoubtedly meet the approval of the 
legislature. 


In view of the rapid increase in the number of 
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large buildings in the city for business purposes, 
and tenement or lodging houses, and the absence 
of any regulations in regard to the manner of 
their construction, application was made to the 
last legislature for a public building act. The gen- 
tlemen intrusted with the preparation of the bill 
were unable to draft it in season, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the legislature of this year. 
It is desirable that the subject should be pre- 
sented in proper form at an early day, in order 
that. suitable provision may be made against the 
erection of unsafe buildings; and it is reasonable 
to suppose that the draft of a suitable act will 
be drafted in season for its passage the present 


Session. 


REVISED ORDINANCES. 


The edition of laws and ordinances printed in 
1863 having been exhausted, and numerous im- 
portant changes having been made since that time, 
the city council of last year ordered a new and 
revised edition to be prepared and printed. The 
work has been performed with more than ordi- 
nary care; and the ordinances and rules and orders 
contained in the volume have been adopted. As 
soon as an index has been prepared, the members 


of the government will be furnished with copies. 
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Mount Hore CEMETERY. 


This cemetery, belonging to the city, continues 
to grow in public favor, the amount received for 
the sale of lots during the year just closed being 
in excess of any previous one. By a recent 
amendment to the city ordinances, the time for 
making the annual report of the trustees has 
been changed from January to May, consequently 
the next report will embrace a period of sixteen 
months, and will contain important information. 
Improvements of a marked and permanent char- 
acter have been made during the past year; and 
at no time in the history of the cemetery has so 
much been done as at the present, by lot owners 
as well as by the city, to improve it, and render 
it attractive. Respect for the dead, and a just 
pride in whatever relates to the care and well- 
fare of the cemetery will, I doubt not, prompt 
the city Council to make such provision for con- 
tinuing improvements already commenced, and 
making these grounds permanently attractive to 


citizens and strangers. 


HARBOR. 


The greatest interest ne always been had in 


the preservation of the harbor, which is so impor- 
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tant to the commercial and business standing of 
the city; and a commendable willingness to pro- 
mote this object has always been perceptible in 
the United States government, and the State. 
Much has been done for the harbor during the 
past year toward checking encroachments upon 
the channels, and the wearing away of the exposed 
headlands; and many of the dangerous rocks have 
been removed, or reduced in height, so as not 
to form obstacles to navigation. This has been 
chiefly done by Major-General Foster and his ex- 
cellent corps of assistants, who have also been 
successfully employed in building sea-walls for the 
protection of the islands and channels. Major 
General H. W. Benham has also produced good 
results in building the sea-wall on the Great 
Brewster. 

The works of improvement in the harbor, pro- 
jected by the General Government, and taken in 
hand either wholly or in part, since 1867, by 
Major-General J. G. Foster of the U. 8. Engineers, 
have for their object, mainly, the preservation 
and improvement of the main ship channels of 
the harbor. These consist principally in deep- 
ening and widening the channel, by dredging; in 


remoying rocks that obstruct the channel or en- 
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danger its navigation, by means of sub-marine 
drilling and blasting; and in protecting and pre- 
serving the headlands of the mainland and of 
the islands bordermg upon the channel by means 
of sea-walls, to prevent their being worn away by 
the waves, and their material from being washed 
into the channel, and thereby shoaling it. Of the 
projected improvements, the following works have 
been either entirely finished, or are well advanced 
towards completion, viz: | 

Dredging the Southwest Point of Lovell’s Island. 
— The object of this improvement was to widen the 
channel between this point and Grllop’s Island, 
which had become narrowed by the deposit of 
material to a width of only three hundred and 
sixty feet at the eighteen foot curve. For this 
purpose, it was proposed to remove the projecting 
point of Lovell’s Island, by dredging in cuts 
parallel to the line of the axis of the channel. 
Operations were commenced in 1867, and up to 
this date about two hundred and seven thousand 
cubic yards of dredged material have been re- 
moved from an area covering nineteen thousand 
square yards, obtaining an average depth of 
twenty feet at mean low water over the dredged 


area. ‘This has widened the channel at this point 
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from three hundred and _ sixty to six hundred 
feet, at the eighteen foot curve,—a gain in width 
of two hundred and forty feet. With an addi- 
tional appropriation of seventy-five thousand dol- 
lars it is expected to complete the dredging 
operations at this place, and to obtain a width 
of channel of six hundred and eighty-five feet 
between the eighteen foot curve, with a depth 
of twenty-three feet at mean low water, over the 
dredged area. 

Dredging the Upper Middle Bar.—The con- 
tractor for this work was to remove, by dredging, 
about forty thousand cubic yards of material from 
this bar, and thereby to add about one hundred 
and twenty feet in width to the present channel- 
way, with a depth of twenty-three feet at mean 
low water. Several attempts to carry out this 
agreement were made by him with a machine of 
novel construction, expressly built for the purpose; 
but, after removing about five hundred cubic yards 
of material, — which is a very hard tenacious clay, — 
it was found that the machine would require some 
further improvement to work to entire  satisfac- 
tion. ‘The operations were therefore suspended 
temporarily. 

Removal of Barrel Rock.— Corwin Rock and 
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Tower Rock, in the main channel near the Spit 
Light, having been entirely removed to a depth of 
twenty-three feet at mean low water, it was pro- 
posed to remove Barrel Rock, situated in Broad 
Sound, which, from its distance from the shore, 
and the small depth of water, — only four feet upon 
it, —rendered it, in thick weather, a dangerous ob- 
struction to navigation. By the effective system 
of drilling and blasting, under water, which has— 
been so successfully employed in this harbor, this 
rock, which was a bowlder of granite-gneiss, con- 
taining about two hundred and fifty tons, similar 
in character to the Medford granite, was read- 
ily split into large fragments, which were then 
either hoisted up and deposited on shore, or raised 
by tide-lift and floated out to deep water and 
dropped. The rock was thus entirely removed to 
a depth of twenty-two and one-half feet at mean 
low water, which is below the bottom’ of the chan- 
nel in the immediate vicinity. 

Removal of Kelley's Rock.— Operations on this 
rock, situated in the main ship channel, about a 
half mile east of the Great Brewster Spit Light, 
(or Bug Light), were commenced in the latter 
part of September; and up to this date, about 


one hundred and eighty tons of the rock have 
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been removed, either to the shore or into deep 
water, and the depth of water over the rock has 
been increased from seventeen feet to twenty-one 
feet at mean low water. About two months’ work 
next season will suffice to obtain the desired 
depth of twenty-three feet at mean low water. 
The removal of this rock will secure valuable 
advantages to navigators, as it will avoid the pre- 
sent angle in the sailing line between the Centu- 
rion rocks and Kelley’s rock, and obtain a new 
straight line direct from the Boston Light to 
the Bug Light, which will pass over the present 
position of Kelley’s rock, and thus leave the Cen- 
turion rocks farther to the southward. 

Sea-Wall at Gallop’s Island. — About eight 
hundred running feet of sea-wall have been built 
during the past season, making the total length 
thus far completed eleven hundred and fifty feet. 
Arrangements have been made for completing the 
wall for its entire length, — seventeen hundred and 
fifteen feet, — during the next season, provided an 
additional sum is appropriated for it by the pre- 
sent Congress. 

Besides pushing the works already mentioned to 
completion, it is expected that the work of con- 


struction of the sea-wall at Point Allerton, — twelve 
14 
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hundred and fifty feet long,— will be commenced 
next season. The title to the land whereon the 
sea-wall is to be built having been secured, the 
only difficulty remaining is a proper location for 
a wharf. 

The work on the sea-wall for the preservation 
of the North Head of Long Island will be begun 
as soon as the title for the site of the wall has 
been secured by the United States. The Court 
having determined upon the amount to be paid, it 
is hoped that it only requires the payment of this 
sum in order to commence operations. 

With liberal appropriations all the improvements 
of the harbor, so far as the United States Govern- 
ment is concerned, may be completed in two years. 
Those already carried out, in particular the re- 
moval of ‘Tower, Corwin, Barrel, and Kelley’s | 
Rocks, and the widening of the channel at Lovell’s 
Island, will greatly benefit navigation. 

The following information in relation to the 
doings of the harbor commissioners will be re- 
ceived, I have no doubt, with great satisfaction 
by those of our fellow-citizens who are specially 
interested in commercial pursuits. 

The State Board of Harbor Commissioners, from 


the time of its organization, has been furnished 
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by the city with rooms in the City Hall. This 
board, although having jurisdiction over the tide 
waters of all the harbors of the Commonwealth, 
has found, and will probably always find, its 
most important field of duty in the harbor of: 
Boston, as appertaining to the commercial metro- 
polis of the State. The acts of the legislature 
have devolved upon this commission both labor 
and responsibility in carrying out projects looking 
to the conservation and improvement of our har- 
bor. Prominent among these is the scheme for 
the occupation of the South Boston flats, which 
the State Government has matured after long de- 
liberation. The reclamation of this territory has 
practically commenced under the supervision of 
the commission. Nearly one hundred acres have 
already been disposed of to railroad corporations 
pledged to carry out the proposed improvement 
in accordance with law, and to the satisfaction of 
the harbor commission. ‘The line of the sea-wall 
inclosing these flats has been located, the trench 
in which its foundation is to be laid has been 
partly excavated, and the filling of the purchased 
territory is in process of being carried on with- 
in wooden bulkheads, securing the deposits from 


dispersion. ‘The conversion of these hitherto use- 
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less flats to substantial ground secures a large 
increase of commercial front to the city, without 
encroachment upon the channels or anchorage 
ground of the harbor, and with decided benefits 
to both—since the material required for filling up 
the occupied portion of the flats is to be dredged 
from the shoal ground outside the sea-wall, until 
a depth of twenty-three feet is obtained over the 
entire area of the upper harbor. 

Next in importance is the widening of the 
draws through the Charles River bridges, required 
by acts of the last legislature, which defined the 
limits of this improvement, and left its execution 
to the supervision of the harbor commission. ‘'T'o 
the navigation of the river, and the utilization of its 
commercial front, this improvement promises the 
highest benefits. The manner of effecting the 
necessary changes in such a way as o secure 
these improvements, with the least burden upon 
the various corporations whose bridges span the

waters that surround the city, and with the least 
interruption to transit, and withal to improve t e 
physicial condition of the river, is a study of 
great magnitude; and we have reason to believe 
the harbor commission is fully alive to its re- 


sponsibilities. Provision has been made for the 
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commencement of operations upon several of the 
bridges, and much of the. work will be com- 
pleted during the present winter. 

Under: an act of the legislature, the city was 
authorized to extend Broadway over the waters 
of Fort Point Channel, under restrictions recom- 
mended by the United States Commission in 
their seveith report. ‘T’o meet these restrictions 
in their letter and spirit, the harbor commission, 
after careful study and inspection of different 
plans, finally approved of one for an iron bridge, 
proposed by the city, as has already been stated 
under another head. 

Among the duties incumbent upon the board of 
harbor commissioners is that of continued watch- 
fulness over all operations in the harbor, to secure 
the proper execution of its marine structures, and 
to prevent encroachment beyond the lines pre- 
served by law, the improper disposition of material 
dredged from docks, etc. In all these varied func- 
tions we recognize the efficiency of the board of 
harbor commissioners, and the wisdom of the legis- 
lation which established it. 

During the interval of the sessions of the legis- 
lature, the citizens of Boston have been thrown 


into considerable alarm from impressions — that 
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efforts would be made by the incoming General 
Court to abridge our privileges by an unjustifiable 
encroachment upon the tide waters of Charles 
River, in an attempt to fill up a portion thereof. 
It is to be hoped that this infringement of our 
domain, at the great discomfort of our fellow-citi- 
zens, will not be allowed, and that the sheet of 
water which adds so much to our comfort and 


health may continue unmolested. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


The communications by ferry between Last 
Boston and the city proper, that have for many 
years been felt to be an undue restraint upon the 
healthful development of our industries, and the 
natural expansion of our commerce, have within 
the past year been brought to an adjustment that 
we have reason to hope will prove satisfactory to 
all classes of our citizens. ‘The pressing motives 
that have demanded this action on the part of the 
city government seem to have been thoroughly 
appreciated by those who have had this matter in 
charge, and they have been urged upon the city 
the more effectually because the more quietly, and 
as justifying themselves entirely by the gravity of 


public considerations. 
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All the boats and property of the Hast Boston 
Ferry Company, including their franchise, have 
been purchased by the city, at what was deemed 
a fair and equitable valuation,— possession and 
control of them to be assumed by the city on 
the first day of April next. 

The conduct of these communications from and 
after that day, as regards the quantity and qual- 
ity of accommodation, and the tariff of tolls, will 
command your careful and wisest consideration. 
Large interests of trade, of maritime and inland 
commerce, of mechanical industry and of residence, 
are to be seriously affected by the manner in 
which the city shall discharge this new public 
trust; and I may suggest that perhaps no better 
guide to your action in this matter can be found 
than to follow carefully and closely, for the na- 
ture and extent of ferry privileges, what these 
mterests shall require. There can be no doubt 
that with this avenue of public convenience, as 
with others between other portions of our rapidly 
extending city, the accommodations should be 
sufficiently ample and liberal in all respects, that 
none of the various public interests shall suffer 
any needless annoyance, be subjected to hin- 


drances that can reasonably be avoided, or to 
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such tolls as shall prove any sensible check to 
the largest enterprise of our people. They should 
rather lead than follow the public demands, and 
so operate as an encouragement and _ incentive 
to the expenditure and permanent location of 
capital. 

It is the opinion of the city solicitor that the 
existing provisions of law will enable the city 
government to manage the Hast Boston Ferry, 
when it shall come into the possession of the city, 
as you Shall adjudge the public.interests to re- 
quire, and that no further legislation on this sub- 
ject is needed. The committee on ordinances of 
the last year was requested to prepare an _ ordi- 
nance to establish a Board of Directors for the 
ferry, and having failed so to do, it will be for 
you to consider the same subject.and determine 
what shall be done in the matter; and I have no 
doubt that the judicious regulation which this 
interest will receive at your hands will not only 
be satisfactory to those who make use of the 
ferries, but also give confidence, encouragement 
and stability to business, and prove a relief to 
all in any way interested in that important por- 


fon! of} our, city. 
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CENSUS. 


On the first of next June the ninth United 
States Census will be taken. This will not only 
include particulars relating to the population, but 
will extend to the most important statistical mat- 
ters relating to all the great individual interests 
of the country. It is to be hoped that the can- 
vass will be so conducted as to elicit a vast 
amount of interesting and useful information, and 
it will therefore’ be very important that all the 
required facilities be given, so that the work, so 
extremely valuable and instructive to all classes 
of our people, may be conducted and accom- 
plished in the most complete, correct and satisfac- 
tory manner. It would be well that arrangements 
should be made so that the particulars relating to 
this city can be obtained at the earliest possible 


time. 


ANNEXATION OF DORCHESTER. 


The addition to our domain of so large a territory 
as was comprised in the town of Dorchester will 
undoubtedly produce a corresponding amount of 
labor, and add largely to the expense of rightly 


conducting the several departments of the city 
15 | 
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government. By an act of the last legislature, 
approved by the governor on the fourth of June, 
1869, the question of annexing the municipalities 
of Boston and Dorchester was submitted to the 
legal voters of both corporations on the twenty- 
second of June of the same year. The result of the 
vote showed that in Boston, 3,420 voted in favor 
of annexation, and 565 against it; and in Dor- 
chester, 928 were in favor, and 726 against; and 
so the union was established that takes place to- 
day. Seven days have been allowed to the town 
officers of Dorchester to transfer to our govern- 
ment the property of their late town. 

In welcoming this new addition to our city, we 
must. endeavor to see that all the rights, reason- 
able demands and just privileges of the inhabi- 
tants of the sixteenth ward are fairly considered 
and attended to. Let no delay occur in putting 
them on the same footing with the other parts of 
the city. At as early a convenience as possible, 
let the Cochituate water flow to such places 
where it is required and absolutely needed. Let 
this portion of our city, which presents such Op- 
portunities and inducements for pleasant residen- 
ces, be most carefully surveyed, and laid out, pro- 


spectively, into streets, regular in appearance and 
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of convenient widths; and let not the present 
opportunity be lost for making essential arrange- 
ments which shall render it in all respects as 
convenient and desirable for these as it is already 
distinguished for the delightfulness of its views 
and its adaptedness to the establishment of pub- 
lic grounds. 

The subject of a people’s park in this locality 
has already had a lengthy and careful hearing 
before a joint committee of the city government, 
specially appointed for the purpose, (a complete 
report of which will shortly be published), and 
the requisite orders have been passed requesting 
the mayor to petition the General Court for the 
passage of an act authorizing the city Council 
to purchase or otherwise take land in Boston, or 
_ vicinity, for the purpose of laying out one large 
park, or several small parks, for the benefit of 


the people. 


And now, gentlemen of the City Council, hay- 
ing in a somewhat cursory manner called your 
attention to the most important of the depart- 
ments of the government, and having made sug- 
gestions in relation thereto, let me say to you that 


the sacred obligations which we have unitedly 
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taken to-day, on accepting the trusts that have 
been confided to us, are not unmeaning and in- 
significant forms and ceremonies, simply received 
as matters of formality to qualify us for entering 
upon the duties of our offices. These solemn 
oaths, which we have reverently called upon our 
Heavenly Father to witness to-day, have upon us 
the most binding and sacred obligation. Let us 
never depart from them, either in word, action, 
or spirit; and while we adhere to them most 
strictly, let us not allow them to be violated or 
misconstrued by others. By keeping faithfully in 
mind what we owe to those who have confided to 
us the important trusts which we are to execute 
during the year, let us strive with all the powers 
and abilities we possess to promote the interests 
of our beloved city, and leave no exertion unused 
that can conduce to the advantage of Boston and 
all ats people. The line of our duty is plain 
and well-defined; be sure that we never stray 
from its path, and then most assuredly we shall 
never have any neglects or shortcomings to re- 
gret. Let us be prudent, economical, and es- 
pecially prompt in all our actions, and respectable 
and courteous in all our dealings with others. 


Among ourselves, let our intercourse be marked 
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with kindness and courtesy, ever confidently re- 
lying upon each other for advice and assistance; 
then will harmony and good feeling be always 
with us, and dissentions and kindred evils be 
thoroughly unknown in our councils. I assure 
you, most sincerely, that on my part I will give 
you no just cause for complaint. What I can 
do for the furtherance of your comfort in the dis- 
charge of your duties, and to lighten your 
burthens, I will most certainly do; and while 
we are allowed by Divine Providence to continue 
together in service I trust we shall be most 
strongly united in our attempts to promote the 
interests of all our fellow-citizens, and the pros- 


perity of our beloved city.

OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


SeoTion 1. The mayor, and in his absence the 
chairman of the board, shall take the chair at the 
hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being 
present, shall cause the minutes of the preceding reg- 
ular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the 
mayor and chairman, the senior member present 
shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

SrotT. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other 
members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the board, by motion regu- 
larly seconded; and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on the appeal shall have been 
decided. 

Seot. 3. He shall declare all votes; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return 
of the members voting in the affirmative and in the 
negative, without debate on the question.

The chair shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
repetition; and that motion, and the motion to lay 
on the table or to take up from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 

Sect. 11. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration 
thereof, at the same or the succeeding regular meet-_ 
ing, but not afterward; and, when a motion for 
reconsideration is decided, that vote shall not be 
reconsidered. 

Sect. 12. Every member when about to speak 
shall rise, and respectfully address the chair; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personalities. 

Sror. 13. No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to a call to order, or 
for explanation. 

Sect. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, 
or serve on any committee, on any question where 
his private right is immediately concerned, distinct 
from the public interest. 

Sect. 15. Every member who shall be present 
_ when a question is put, where he is not excluded by 
interest shall give his vote, unless the board for 
special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be 
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so excused on any question must be made before the 
board is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays; and such application shall be accompanied 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

Sect. 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the chair shall so direct. 

Secor. 17. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed in- 
divisible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall 
not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert.

The members of the board of aldermen and of the 
common council, who shall constitute the joint 
standing committees, shall be chosen or appointed by 
their respective boards. 

The mayor, the president of the common council, 
and the chairman of the committee on finance, on. 
the part of the common council, shall, according to 
the ordinance, constitute the committee on the re- 
duction of the city debt. 
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The member of the board of aldermen first named 
on every joint committee, of which the mayor is 
not a member, shall be its chairman; and, in case of 
his resignation or inability, the other members of the 
same board, in the order in which they are named, 
and after them the member of the common council 
first in order, shall call meetings of the committee, 
and act as chairman. 

Sror. 2. In every case of disagreement between 
the two branches of the city council, if either board 
shall request a conference, and appoint a committee 
of conference, and the other board shall also appoint 
a committee to confer, such committee shall, at a 
convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their chair- 
man, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons of their 
respective boards for and against the matter in con- 
troversy, confer freely thereon, and report to their 
respective branches. 

Secor. 3. When either board shall not concur 
in any action of the other, notice of such non- 
concurrence shall be given by written message. 

Secor. 4. Hither board may propose to the other, 
for its concurrence, a time to which both boards shall 
adjourn. 

SEroT. 5. All by-laws ih by the city coun- 
cil shall be termed “ ordinances,” and the enacting 
_ Style shall be: Be it ordained by the aldermen and 
common council of the city of Boston, in city 
council assembled. 

Sect. 6. In all votes, when either or both 
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branches of the city council express anything by 
way of command, the form of expression shall be 
“ordered”; and whenever either or both branches 
express opinions, principles, facts, or purposes, the 
form shall be “ resolved.” 

Suot. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, the specific appropriations for the several ob- 
jects enumerated in the general appropriation bill 
shall be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount 
to be expended by the several committees having 
the charge thereof, for the entire financial year, and 
shall be expended with a proper regard thereto; and, 
after the annual order of appropriations shall have 
been passed, no subsequent expenditures shall be 
authorized for any object, unless provision for the 
same shall be made by special.transfer from some of 
the appropriations contained in such annual order, or 
by expressly creating therefor a city debt, in either 
of which cases the order shall not be passed unless 
two-thirds of the whole number of each branch of © 
the city council shall vote in the affirmative, by vote 
taken by yea and nay. 

And any joint standing or special committees may 
expend from the appropriations provided by the 
city council an amount not exceeding two hundred 
dollars. 

Sect. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be 
made under the authority of the city council, when- 
ever the estimates shall exceed the appropriations 
specially made therefor, or whenever any committee 
shall have expended the sum specially appropriated 
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for its use in the order of appropriation for the year, 
and in either case shall require a further sum, it shall 
be the duty of such committee, having such matter 
in charge, to submit the fact to the city council for 
instructions, accompanied with a detailed statement, 
un print, of the cause or causes which have created 
the necessity for such application, and the object for 
which the same is needed. And no contract shall be 
made or expenditure authorized in either case, unless 
by a specific vote of the city council, first making 
the necessary provision for the payment resulting 
therefrom; and no debt shall be created, or transfer 
from one special appropriation to another be made, 
until such report or statement shall have been sub- 
mitted to the city council by the committee requir- 
ing the same. 

Srot. 9. Joint standing committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings in books pro- 
vided by the city for that purpose. ‘The committee 
from neither branch of the city council shall act by 
separate consultations; and no report shall be re- 
ceived unless agreed to in committee actually assem- 
bled. 

Seot. 10. It shall be the duty of every joint 
committee to whom any subject may be specially re- 
ferred to report thereon within four weeks, or to ask 
for further time.

When the council shall determine to go 
into a committee of the whole, the president shall 
appoint the member who shall take the chair. The 
president may at any other time call any member to 
the chair, but said substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment.

After a motion is stated or read by the 
president, it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the council, and shall be disposed of by vote; but 
the mover may withdraw it at any time before a 
decision or amendment. 

Sect. 10. When a question is under debate, the 
president shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, for the previous question, to post- 
pone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to 
postpone indefinitely, — which several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they stand 
arranged; and a motion to strike out the enacting 
clause of an ordinance shall be equivalent to a mo- 
tion to postpone indefinitely.

Srotr. 20. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two committees at the same time, nor 
chairman of more than one. 

Sect. 21. No member shall be permitted to stand. 
up to the interruption of another, while any member 
is speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the 
president and the person speaking. 

SrctT. 22. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the rules and orders of the coun- 
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cil, he may be required by the president to make 
satisfaction therefor; and, in such a case, he shall 
not be allowed to vote or speak, except by way of 
excuse, till he has done so, unless otherwise ordered 
by the council. 

Srcot. 23. No member shall be permitted to vote 
or serve on any committee, on any question where 
his private right is immediately concerned, distinct 
from the public interest. 

Srot. 24. Every member who shall be present 
when a question is put, where he is not excluded by 
interest, shall give his vote, unless the council, for 
special reasons, shall excuse him; application to be » 
so excused on any question must be made before the 
council is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays, and such application shall be accompanied 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

Snot. 25. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the president shall so direct. 

Snot. 26. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall 
not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

Sect. 27. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 

Sect. 28. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted, at the pleasure of the council. 
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Szot. 29. At every regular meeting of the coun- 
cil, the order of business shall be as follows:— 


1. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and reports from city offi- 
cers, presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

4. Reports of committees. 

5. Motions, orders or resolutions. 


Sect. 30. When a vote is doubted, the members 
‘for and against the question, when called on by the 
president, shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Sect. 31. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 

SrotT. 32. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: — 


A standing committee of the council. 
A. select committee of the council. 

A joint standing committee. 

A joint select committee. 


Snot. 33. The seats of the members of the coun- 
cil shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in 
the presence of the council, by drawing the names 
of members, and the number of the seats, simultane- 
ously; and each member shall be entitled for the year 
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to the seat bearing the number so drawn against his 
name, and shall not change it, except by permission 
of the president. 

Sect. 34. No member shall call another member 
by his name in debate, but may allude to him by any 
intelligible and respectful designation. 

Snot. 35. If the reading of any paper is called 
for, and any member objects thereto, it shall be 
decided by the council. 

Srcr. 36. No rule or order of the council shall 
be dispensed with, altered or repealed, unless two- 
thirds of the members present consent thereto. 


PETITIONS, MEMORIALS, ETC. 


Sect. 37. All papers addressed to the council 
shall be presented by the president, or a member in 
his place; and shall be read by the president, clerk, 
or such other person as the president may request; 
and shall be taken up in the order in which they are 
presented, except when the council shall otherwise © 
determine. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES, ETC. 


Secor. 38. The rules of proceeding in the council 
shall be observed in committee of the whole, so far 
as they are applicable. A motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in 
order, and shall be decided without debate, and the 
“previous question shall not be moved. 

SroT. 39. <A standing committee on elections 
and returns, and standing committee on streets, 
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police, internal health, and paving, shall be ap- 
pointed at the commencement of the municipal year, 
and shall consist of five members each. 

Sect. 40. No committee shall sit during the ses- 
sions of the council without special leave. 

Snot. 41. All committees of the council, chosen 
by ballot, or consisting of one or more from each 
ward, shall be notified of their first meeting by the 
clerk, by the direction of the president; they shall 
organize at their first meeting, by the choice of a 
chairman, and shall report the same to the council; 
and members, on the part of the council of joint 
committees chosen as aforesaid, shall choose a chair- 
man at their first meeting, and report to the council 
in like manner. 

In all cases where the president appoints a com- 
mittee, unless otherwise provided for, the member 
first named shall be chairman, and in his absence, 
the member next in order who shall be present shall 
be chairman pro tempore. 

Srot. 42. All select committees of the council 
shall consist of three members, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

Stor. 43. No report of any committee shall be 
entitled to be received, unless agreed to in committee 
assembled. 

Sect. 44. No meeting of any committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Secor. 45. It shall be the duty of all standing 
committees to keep a record of their doings in 
books provided by the city for that purpose. 
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Srot. 46. Committees of the council, to whom 
any matter is specially referred, may be required to 
report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, ETC. 


Snot. 47. All ordinances, orders and resolu- 
tions shall have two several readings before they are 
finally passed; and no ordinance, order or resolu- 
tion imposing penalties, or authorizing the expendi- 
ture of money, — whether the same may have been 
appropriated or not,— and no order or resolution 
authorizing a loan, shall have more than one reading 
on the same day: provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained: shall prevent the passage of an 
order at any meeting of the council, to authorize the 
printing of any document relating to the affairs of 
the city. 


ELECTIONS, ETC. 


Srot. 48. In all elections by ballot on the part of 
the council, the number of blanks and ballots for 
ineligible persons shall be reported, but shall not be — 
counted in the returns. 

Sror. 49. All salaried officers shall be voted for 
by written ballots. 


DUTIES OF CLERK, ETC. 


Secor. 50. The clerk shall keep minutes of the 
votes and proceedings of the council; enter thereon 
such orders and resolutions as are adopted by their 
title or otherwise; shall notice reports of petitions, 
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memorials, and-other papers which are presented; 
and shall enter all accepted reports of select com- 
mittees of the council, at length in a separate jour- 
nal to be kept for that purpose, and provided with an 
index; shall draw up all messages to the board of 
aldermen, and send them by the messenger; and 
shall attend the meetings of committees of the 
council and make their records when required. 

Srot. 51. The members of the council shall not 
leave their places on adjournment, until the presi- 
dent shall declare the council adjourned.

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night and 

day, by the operators. Hach operator serves two alternate 

terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same as assist- 
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ant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the office, out of 
every twenty-four, is required from each operator. No operator 
is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly relieved 
by some one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, 
and of the station from which it originates, and all other neces- 
sary information. | 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal 
Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the Box. The police 
officers, and one other person resident near each station, have 
keys to the Boxes. 

The ringing of the bells and the tapping of the Boxes, each 
denotes the number of the Station from which the alarm origi- 
nated: thus, —one blow, a pause, three blows, another pause 
and two blows (1 — 3 — 2) indicates that the alarm came from 
Box No. 132. 

Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the time 
the Box is operated. 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 

1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the nearest 
Box. 

2. Pull the slide all the way down and let go. Wait at the 
Box, and direct the firemen to the fire. 

3. If you hear no reply at the Box, or on the bells, pull 
again. If still no reply, go to another Box. 

4, The police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their rat- 
tles and call the number of the station. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be sure your Box is locked before leaving it. 
2. Never open the Box, except in cases of fire. 
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3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless 
called for by the Superintendent.

CITY HOSPITAL. 


The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 1851; 
and consists of two pavilions connected with a central structure. 
This Hospital is intended for the use and comfort of poor 
patients, to whom medical care will be provided at the expense 
of the city; and it is also intended to provide accommodations 
and medical treatment to others who do not wish to be re- 
garded as dependent on public charity. 

The Hospital was suggested many years ago by HLisHa 
GoopNow, who, by his will, dated July 12, 1849, gave property 
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to the city, valued at $25,000, for establishment of a Free City 
Hospital in Ward Eleven or Twelve, 

Another benefactor to the Hospital was the late LAWRENCE 
NICHOLS, who bequeated to the city, for the use of the City 
Hospital, the sum of $1,000. 

Hon. Otis Norcross has given to the city a Fund of $2,000, 
to which has been added a bequest of $1,000 by the late Jonas 
Bau, the interest of which is expended annually in furnishing 
clothing to indigent patients when leaving the Hospital, 

Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, between 
9 and 11 o’clock, A. M. 

Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will be visited by one of the resident 
graduates, or by some physician designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or in- 
jured, shall be received at all hours, 

On each day of the week, Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
o’clock, P. M., friends may be permitted to visit patients ; though 
no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the same day. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and any 
article sent to the patients shall be left with the Superintendent.

Although the need of a public library had been for a consid- 
erable time felt and acknowledged, and a small number of vol- 
umes of a miscellaneous character had been sent to the City Hall 
with a view to the future formation of such an institution, noth. 
_ ing definite in relation thereto was done until the fifth of August, 
1850, when Hon. Joun P. BicELow, then Mayor of the city, con- 
tributed the sum of one thousand dollars for the purpose of 
establishing the Public Library. This donation, being the first 
money that was given for the object, was received joyfully, and 
founded by the City Council; and the Committee on the Library 
were directed “to proceed with as little delay as possible to 
carry into effect the establishment of a free Public Library.” 

JosHuA Bates, Esq., of London, whose early life was passed 
in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent sum of fifty 
thousand dollars, towards the purchase of books for the Public 
Library of the city, if the city would erect a suitable building 
for that purpose, — on the 24th of February, 1853, an order 
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was passed by the city council authorizing the committee on 
the library, in conference with the board of trustees, to pur- 
chase a suitable site for the erection of a building which should 
be fully adapted for the purpose of the library, including Mr. 
Bates’s donation. Accordingly, said committee purchased 
23,380 feet of land on Boylston street, opposite the Common, 
upon which an elegant and commodious edifice has been erected, 
at a cost to the city, for land and building, amounting to about 
$365,000. 3 } 

This building was finished and delivered into the custody of 
the city council, and by the city council was transmitted to 
the care of the trustees of the public library, with appropriate 
ceremonies, on January 1, 1858. 

Besides the above mentioned donations in money, the sum of 
ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. JONATHAN 
Puiuures, who, by his will, bequeathed an additional sum of 
twenty thousand dollars for the maintenance of the library. 
Another sum of ten thousand dollars was bequeathed by the late 
Hon. Apport Lawrence. All of these sums have been funded 
by the city council, and the annual proceeds are expended for 
the purchase of books of permanent value. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late SAMUEL 
APPLETON, Hsq., and the same amount by Mrs. Sauuy I. K. 
SHEPARD, for the purpose of procuring books for the immediate 
use of the public. 

Very valuable donations of books have been made by the 
late Rev. THEODORE PARKER, the heirs of Hon. NaTHanreL Bow- 
DITCH, GEORGE TICKNoR, and others. 

By the munificence of THomas G. APPLETON, Esq., of Boston, 
the very rich and valuable collection of engravings, formerly 
belonging to Cardinal Tosti of Rome, now deceased, was 
purchased and presented to the Public Library. The collection 
contains nearly 10,000 prints, many of which are framed. 

The Library opens at 9 o'clock, A. M., every secular day

throughout the year, except the five legal holidays, and such 
‘other days as the Trustees may direct. 

The Reading Room, provided with seats for one hundred 
readers, is closed at 10, P. M. 

The Fine Arts Room, where ladies can use the Lower Hall 
catalogues, is closed at 8, P. M. | 

The Lower Hall delivery of books ceases at 8, P.M. This 
Hall now contains over 28,500 volumes. 

The Bates Hall delivery of books for home use, as well as for 

use in the hall, ceases at 6, P. M., from October to March, and 
at 7, P. M., from April to September. This hall now contains 
over 124,000 volumes. 
Persons admitted to use the Library.— Any person above the 
age of fourteen years may use the Reading Room (which has 
now by far the best collection of American and foreign periodi- 
cals in the country), and, if above sixteen, may make use of the 
books within the building. | 

All inhabitants of Boston above the age of sixteen years; all 
clergymen and teachers having regular occupation in the city, 
though not residents; and all, even if under sixteen, who have 
received certificates of graduation, medals, or Lawrence prizes, 
from the Public Schools, and are still inhabitants of Boston, or 
who belong to the Girls’ High and Normal Schools, are entitled to 
a fulluse of the Library. All classes in this paragraph must have 
sioned the application card and given satisfactory reference to 
two citizens. The registration takes place in the Fine Arts Room. 

All members of such other of the higher educational institu- 
tions in the city, as the trustees may have especially permitted, 
are entitled to a full or a partial use of the Library.

POLICE DEPARTMENT.

The officers of this department are nominated by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen. 

The Chief of Police is the head of the department, and has 
precedence and control of all the officers and members and of 
all constables and other officers when engaged in the service of 
the city; subject to the direction of the Mayor and the Police 
Committee. 

The department is employed in the recovery of lost and stolen 
property, in the detection of criminals, in the general execution 
of the laws of the Commonwealth, the special laws and ordinan- 
ces of the City Council, and orders of the Board of Aldermen. 
The officers are required to take notice of all nuisances, street 
defects, obstructions and openings, defective street lamps and 
water pipes; to give alarms and be present at all fires, and to 
have a general care for life and property and the preservation 
of the peace. 

Under the present organization, the department numbers four 
hundred and thirty-three men; the principal divisions being a 
day and night patrol force, and the patrol are detailed at the 
several stations under the direction of their respective captains. 
All the territory within the limits of the city is divided into 
beats, which are continually patrolled, both day and night.

There were not less than eight several 
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ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, Wil- 
liam Parker, one of the aldermen, having been elected chairman 
of the board of aldermen, performed the duties of mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the city council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the first mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the 11th of December, Josiah Quincy, jr., was elected 
mayor by the city council, for the unexpired term of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the board of aldermen, acted as chair- | 
man of the board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis 
and the election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
alderman of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen mayor for 
sald year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, he 
resigned as an alderman, and accepted the office of mayor. 

The election of mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9,1854. In 
the mean time, the duties of mayor were performed by Benjamin 
L. Allen, chairman of the board of aldermen.

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards 
appointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner, Esq, . resigned on account of 
illness, and soon afterwards died. 

At the municipal election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a ma- 
jority of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the eight 
who had the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that 
was organized under the new or revised City Charter, which 
provided for the annual election of twelve Aldermen.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not 
qualify himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no pro- 
vision for affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2,and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; 
also, Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to 
the organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry 
1830. 
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The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted in 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was 
elected Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel .J Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson resigned in May, 1861, and was elected 
a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and 
was appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Sol 
diers in the United States service from Boston. 

There have been twelve successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 6, on the ground that “closing the poll before the 
hour at which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a 
violation of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members 
of Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an 
adjourned meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irreg- 
ular proceeding, to render the whole number of votes certain by 
taking the highest number of votes for candidates on each oppos- 
ing ticket; adjournment of the meeting by the sole authority of 
the Warden, and other irregularities, at the annual election 
December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1830, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal 
voters, sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843,-vacated the seats of three 
members from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned 
meeting, December 14, on the ground that four votes for non- 
resident candidates (after having been first thrown out by the 
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ward officers *) were counted at the annual election, December 
12, thereby preventing the choice of two other candidates, who, 
by excluding the said four votes, were by the decision of the 
Council declared elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two mem- 
bers from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an 
adjourned meeting, which was illegally held. At the subsequent 
trial the same members were again returned to the Common 
Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an ad- 
journed meeting which was illegally held. | 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the Government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in ques- 
tion were conducted bond fide, and no other informality was ap- 
parent, and as this custom of supplementary electicns had been 
in vogue for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the 
votes of the Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he 
was not an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was 
reached on this point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire 
delegation from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were 
returned than there were persons who voted in that ward at the 
municipal election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the

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counting of the ballots, —the variation being so great as to 
affect the election of the whole delegation. At the subsequent 
trial the same members were again returned to the Common 
Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on 
account of a tie vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on 
the ground that the Polls, at said adjourned meeting, were not 
kept open the same number of hours as were required by the 
original warrant. At a subsequent election the same member 
was returned to the Common Council. [See City Doc. 12, for 
1867.] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber returned for Ward 10, because by the count of the original 
ballots cast in said Ward it appeared that another person was 
chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13 for the same reason as recited above.

During the year, 1,197 permits have been given to construct 
or repair house drains; 86 manholes have been covered with 
iron, and 13 with wooden covers; and 211 manholes cleaned, 
containing 333 loads of sewage matter. 

The amount of work done the past year being double that of 
the year preceding, and about four times the average of previous 
years, has rendered it at times difficult to obtain a good supply 
of the peculiar class of labor available for this work, without 
increasing the rates paid above the general average; but most 
of the orders of the Board were executed without delay. 

The new drainage for the Church Strect District has been 
completed in a satisfactory manner as fast as the streets were 
filled, and no further annoyance is to be expected from this 
portion of the city. 

The neighboring territory of the Stffolk Street District, will, 
however, undoubtedly have to be filled in the same manner, and 
an entirely new system of sewerage constructed for it, but the 
streets will hardly be in a condition during the ensuing year to 
require much expenditure on account’of new sewers. 

During the year the surface drainage at the South End has 
been completed, so that now almost all the water delivered into 
the gutters, either from the streets or from roofs of houses, is 
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carried to the sca independently of the sewers which drain the 
cellars. A large storage sewer has also been built in Concord 
street of peculiar section, and when connected with South Bay 
in the coming season, will form a new outlet to the overloaded 
sewers of this district. 

By an agreement with the Water Power Company the city in 
accepting certain streets upon their lands, is to take possession 
of the sewers heretofore built by the company and levy an as- 
sessment upon the abutters in the same manner as though the 
sewers had been built by the city; and the money thus collected 
is to be paid over to the corporation. A plan is in preparation 
by the company showing these sewers and the owners of abut- 
ting lots to enable the Superintendent to arrange the assessments. 

The construction of Atlantic avenue has rendered necessary 
the diversion of all the sewer outlets from the enclosed docks; 
and an act was obtained from the last Legislature empowering 
the city to do this and assess the cost upon the wharf property, 
and during the summer the sewer which will form the main out- 
let has been extended to the end of Central wharf. In the 
coming season all the sewers between India wharf and Rich- 
mond street will be intercepted in Commercial and India streets 
and diverted to this outlet. 

Nothing has been done during the year under the act of the 
Legislature permitting the Town of West Roxbury and the City 
to straighten and deepen the channel of Stony Brook, with 
power to assess benefit on abutters. The proposed action of 
the Providence Railroad ih widening and altering their road bed 
along the line of this brook, would seem to make an opportunity 
for carrying out a part at least of this much desired and inevit- 
able improvement. 

It is hardly to be expected that the new territory of Dor- 
chester will require much sewerage for some time, but in antici- 
pation of the future wants, measures are in progress for pre- 
paring a system of drainage for the different districts into which 
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it is naturally divided, so that any works carried out may be 
part of a comprehensive plan.

CuurcH Street District.— The estates were surveyed in 
1867-8; but owing to the raising and removal of the buildings 
a large amount of surveying of estates, giving grades and lines 
has been required during the past year. Several disputed 
and conflicting boundary lines of estates have been settled. 

— This entire territory, between 
Washington, Tremont, Dover and Pleasant streets, containing 
about thirty-one acres and comprising about six hundred estates, 
has been accurately surveyed during the year.

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SURVEY OF ROXBURY. 


A survey of the streets in Roxbury was commenced in the 
month of July last. An appropriation of $5,000 was authorized 
for this purpose for the financial year ending June 30, 1870, 
only $1,288.95 of which had been expended to January Ist. 

At the time the appropriation was granted, it was intended 
to put a much larger force on this survey than is now at work, 
there being at present only one party, consisting of one surveyor 
and two assistants. But on account of the large amount of 
work and surveys in this department required to be made by 
order of the Committee on Streets, the proper number of assist- 
ants could not be spared from the City Surveyor’s office for 
that purpose. On this account only a portion of the appropri- 
ation will be expended, and there will be a large balance at the 
end of the financial year, to be paid into the Sinking Fund. 

As soon as competent surveyors can be obtained, they will be 
added to the force already engaged on the survey, and the work 
carried forward as fast as practicable. The progress of the 
survey must necessarily be slow, as it is made with great care, 
and the measurements all tested. Besides, the lines of many 
of the streets are very irregular, and are not defined on the 
ground by any monuments, buildings or fences that are reliable. 

As fast as the survey is completed, plans will be made in 
sections, probably on a scale of twenty feet to an inch. 

It is the intention to show on the plans all objects on the 
lines of the streets, such as buildings, walls and fences, and also 
to show the fronts of buildings that stand near the street lines. 


SURVEY OF DORCHESTER. 


By authority of the selectmen, and with the approval and 
recommendation of his Honor the Mayor, a survey of Dor- 
chester was commenced in the month of November last, under 
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the direction of the City Surveyor. The survey and plans are 
being made in sections similar to those in Roxbury. No survey 
of the town has been made since the map made by Whitney and 
Haton, and published in 1850. 

This was merely a rough survey, drawn to a scale of one thou- 
sand feet to an inch, and is entirely inadequate to the present 
wants of that section of the city, where many changes in the 
present streets are likely to be made and new ones laid out, and 
where it will be more necessary to accurately define the street 
lines than it has been in the past. In addition to this survey, it 
will soon be necessary to have levels taken over all the streets 
in this ward, and profiles made for the purpose of establishing 
orades of the streets. 

Two parties of surveyors, consisting of six persons, are at 
present employed on this survey. 

The amount of the appropriation raised by the town of Dor- 
chester remaining on hand January 1st will provide for the 
expenses of the survey till the 1st of May next, the beginning 
of the next financial year, and undoubtedly leave a balance to 
be paid into the Sinking Fund. 

I would recommend that an appropriation be authorized to 
carry forward this survey during the next financial year. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The foregoing statement of surveys, plans, etc., shows only a 
portion of the work performed during the year in this depart- 
ment. As much of the work is of a miscellaneous nature, it 
cannot be classified, such as the giving of grades and lines of 
streets, surveys and levels, and plans for the Paving, Sewer, 
Public Building, Public Land, and other departments, measure- 
ment of contractors’ work, drawing plans and writing descrip- 
tions of land for the City Solicitor, etc. It must be obvious that 
the past year has been unprecedented in the amount of work 

2 
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required for laying out, grading, widening and extending 
streets. 

Besides the duties performed by the City Surveyor in super- 
intending the general work of the department, he is required 
by the ordinance to act as secretary of the Committee on 
Laying out and Widening Streets, which requires much of his 
time. The doings of that committee are fully shown in their 
final report, City Document No. 120, 1869. 

In consequence of the general growth of the city, and the 
annexation of Roxbury, the duties of the City Surveyor have 
already been largely increased, and will be still more so by the 
annexation of Dorchester. 

The separation of the City Engineer and City Surveyor’s 
departments, by the ordinance passed in 1868, has proved to 
be satisfactory to both departments, the duties of each being 
much better managed and systematized. 


PLANS. 


Such plans formerly deposited in the office as related es- 
pecially to engineering, some two hundred and twenty-five in 
number, have been transferred to the City Engineer’s office, and 
as this is the first annual report from this office since its estab- 
lishment as an independent department, I would respectfully 
submit the following brief statement of the classification and 
nature of the plans, loose and bound, at present deposited in 
this office :

Although many plans have been added during the year, the 
total of indexed plans, as above, is somewhat less than that 
shown in the report for the year 1868, of the two departments 
combined. : 

There are also many plans deposited in this office which are 
not indexed, being for the most part sectional and engraved 
plans, among which are a complete set of plans of the streets of 
East Boston, fifty-two in number, drawn upon a scale of forty 
feet to an inch, which exhibit the survey lines and measurements, 
lineal and angular; the front lines of all buildings, fences and 
other structures, with offset distances indicating their exact po- 
sition by figures, in relation to the true line of the streets; the 
widths of all the streets; the dimensions of all the blocks; the 
wharves, docks, and the location of the harbor lines as at pres- 
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ent established. These plans, and the surveys required to pre- 
pare them, were made by John Noble, esq., of Hast Boston. 
A similar set of plans of the streets of South Boston, forty in 
number, and drawn upon the same scale, were prepared by 
Henry W. Wilson, esq., of South Boston, under the direction of 
the Commissioners on South Boston Streets. These plans, like 
those of East Boston, indicate the lines of the streets — except 
the twenty-foot ways —as determined and agreed upon by the 
said commissioners, and the encroachments, and the location 
of granite monuments or bounds, put down by order of the 
commissioners to preserve and indicate the lines, and facilitate 
the labor of giving them. In addition to these sectional plans 
of South Boston is a general plan of the whole, on a scale of 
two hundred feet to an inch, drawn in this office, which is the 
official plan of the streets, signed by the commissioners and 
referred to in their report and description of the lines of the 
streets. There are also large plans, on rollers, of South Boston, 
made from surveys by Mr. Wilson. These are ona scale of 
forty feet to an inch, were authorized by an order of the 
Board of Aldermen, passed March 1858, and served as a basis 
for the subsequent plans above referred to. 

The number of bound volumes of plans and profiles has 
been much increased by the addition of copies of official plans 
and by the annexation of Roxbury. The number of volumes at 
present in the custody of this department may be divided into 
two classes, old and new, and are as follows: 

O.p. — Two volumes of “plans and records of the streets, 
lanes, courts, places, etc., in the town of Boston,” made under 
the authority of the selectmen in 1819, by John G. Hales. 

Twelve volumes of “ City Plans,” made previous to the estab- 
lishment of the office of the City Engineer in 1850, and num- 
bered from I. to XII. 

One volume of profiles of streets in East Boston, showing 
established grades. 
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One volume of profiles of streets in South Boston, showing 
established grades. 

One volume of profiles of streets in that part of the city 
southwest of Dover street. 

New. — Thirteen volumes of “ City Plans,” copies of official 
plans made since 1850, and numbered from XIII. to XXV.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 

The extraordinary expenses of this department are those for 
the erection of new, and alterations of old buildings, for. which 
appropriations are made by order of the City Council. The 
following is a list of the buildings in progress of erection: 

Girls’ High and Normal School House; on Pembroke street, 
containing ten school-rooms and exhibition hall, besides lecture, 
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_ apparatus and recitation rooms. Will be ready for occupancy 
next September, and will cost about $225,000. 

The progress on this building has been delayed some three 
months, owing to the great damage it sustained during the gale 
of September 8th. The cost of repairing the damages was 
$18,826.96. 

Grammar School House, Ward 1, containing fourteen school- 
rooms, and an exhibition hall. Will be finished next July, and 
will cost, including furniture, about $110,000. 

Grammar School House, Ward 14, containing sixteen school- 
rooms, and an exhibition hall. Will be finished next December, 
and will cost, including furniture, about $110,000. 

Primary School House, Appleton street, containing ten school- 
rooms, and a hall. Will be finished next April, and will cost

city by deed from the said Wharf Company February 24, 
1859, the drop, tank, and all the buildings and other improve- 
ments situated on or attached to said property.

To the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN, —In accordance with the ordinance of the city, 
a report is required to be made on or before the tenth day of 
January, annually, containing a general statement of the ex- 
penses of the department during the preceding year, a particular 
statement of the property in charge, and such other information 
as may be deemed proper, I respectfully submit the following: _ 

The department is in good condition, and the men employed, 
seventy-five in number, are, as a general thing, prompt and faith- 
ful in the discharge of the duties required of them. 

During the past year the number of street lamps has been 
largely increased by the re-lighting of the Church Street District, 
the widening of streets, and consequent. re-arrangement of 
lights, and the requirements of the Southern District; and yet 
the amount of money expended has exceeded that of the previ- 
ous year but about three thousand dollars, notwithstanding the 
compensation of the men employed has been increased over four 
thousand dollars by the City Council. 

The causes which have contributed toward keeping down the 
expenses of the department have been, 

1. The material introduced on recommendation of the 
Superintendent some two years since, in the manufacture of 
lanterns for burning fluid in (viz: the substitution of yellow 
metal for tin), has caused the replacing of those decaying from 
chemical causes to nearly cease, and the expenditure in that di- 
rection the past year has been nearly seventeen hundred dollars 
less than that of the year previous; and this change of the mate- 
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rial alone, with the same number of fluid lamps, will continue to 
save to the city more than a thousand dollars annually. 

2. The reduction of the price paid for fluid for lighting 
those portions of the city where there are no gas mains, from 
one-sixth of one cent per hour to one and three-tenths mills per 
hour, has made an aggregate reduction of seventeen hundred 
dollars for the year. 

3. The continuance in use of the four feet gas burners, in- 
troduced as an experiment by recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent in July 1868, has saved to the city over forty-three 
thousand dollars during the past municipal year, and a total of 
over fifty-seven thousand dollars since the change was made, a 
period of seventeen months, and no complaints have been made 
during the year of any insufficiency of light from this cause. 

Since the last report of the department by authority of the 
Board of Aldermen, a contract has been made for a supply of 
new burners for the street lights in the city proper, South 
Boston and the Highland District, —the city paying one-half 
the expense, and the gas companies the other portion. 

The construction of these burners is such as to regulate the 
pressure of the gas so accurately as to insure to the city at all 
times precisely the supply of gas for which they contract, and 
at the same time secures the gas companies from any consump- 
tion beyond that amount; thus removing cause for controversy 
as.to whether the companies supply less gas than is paid for, or 
if the city pays for more than is consumed. 

About one-half these burners have been already applied, and 
the application of the remainder will soon be completed. 

The ensuing year will of necessity be one of great activity in 
this as in other departments, in order to meet the requirements 
of the newly acquired territory, and keep pace with the buiiding 
up of new, and the widening and rebuilding of old thorough- 
fares. 

The expenditures of the department will be considerably 
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increased by the annexation of Dorchester with nearly the same 
number of lamps as are now located in the Highland District. 

I would recommend that early action be taken to relay the 
main pipes now belonging to the city, located on the Federal 
and Dover street bridges, as they are at present a source of 
annoyance from the settlement and accumulation of water, and 
also to cause main pipes to be laid over Mt. Washington 
avenue and Granite street, that that dangerous locality may be 
properly lighted and made safe for public travel. |

Increase in Roxbury, 27. Net decrease, 47. These twenty- 
seven lamps are furnished with a new patent burner, and are 
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-on trial on the Mill-dam, Parker street and Grove Hall avenue, 
and the experiment thus far has been quite satisfactory. 

The lamps throughout the city are lighted every night in the 
year, and a total of about 3,800 hours each; and the price paid 
for the gas consumed is at the rate of one cent per hour for 
each lamp burning four feet of gas, or $2.50 per thousand feet: 
and in Hast and South Boston, the government tax of twenty- 
five cents per thousand feet is added. 

The men who clean and light the gas lamps are paid at the 
rate of two and one-quarter cents per lamp per night, and have 
an average of about seventy-five lamps each, except those in the 
Highland district, who are paid at the rate of one dollar and 
sixty-seven cents per day. ‘These men have a much less number 
of lamps in their charge, but they have a much larger territory 
to cover than the men in other sections of the city. 

The price paid for fluid is one and three-tenths of one mill 
per hour for such number of hours as may be specified by the 
Superintendent, the contractor naming the quantity to be placed 
in each lamp to last the requisite time. 

The men employed to trim, clean and light the fluid lamps 
are paid at the rate of three cents per light per night; the 
lamps in charge of these men are much scattered, as none are 
placed on streets where there are gas mains. 

The men employed are supplied with the necessary ladders, 
hooks, cans, etc., by the city. : 

The accompanying table will show the expenditures of the 
department during the municipal year 1869, in detail, and the 
totals for 1867 and 1868 for convenience of comparison.

THE Committee on the School for Deaf Mutes feel justified 
in declaring the school to be a decided success, and one which 
will prove a great blessing to the unfortunate, class of children 
for whose education it provides. 

As this is the first free public school for the deaf and dumb 
established in this country, if not in the world, we think it 
proper to make a brief statement regarding its rise and pro- 
oTess. 

Some time during the year 1868 the attention of the Board 
was called to this subject by one of its members, and a com- 
mittee of investigation was appointed. Some facts were gath- 
ered, but no conclusion was reached. The same committee was 
re-appointed in 1869. At the April meeting the Board, in con- 
sideration of reasons presented by the committee, voted to estab- 
lish a school for deaf mutes at the commencement of the next 
school year, in September, and passed such other orders as 
would enable the special committee to carry the will of the 
Board into effect. 

The city was canvassed during the summer to ascertain how 
many children would be likely to attend the school. It is not 
presumed that all were found. Apart from a few whose parents 
are able to support them at school away from home, we found 
fifty children who would be considered wards of the State, and 
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whose school expenses at either Hartford or Northampton would 
be paid by the commonwealth. Of these, twenty-two were in 
the schools for deaf mutes at Hartford and Northampton; twenty- 
eight were at home, with no one able to render them aid in their 
search for an education. The twenty-two children were sus- 
tained at an expense of a little over $4,000 to the State. The 
city of Boston, at the same time, was paying a tax of $9,000 
toward the State appropriation for the education of deaf mutes. 
Our share of the State patronage, rated by the population, would 
be about $5,000. At present there are only twenty of these 
beneficiaries at Hartford and Northampton. As our school had 
not commenced at the beginning of the school year, there was 
no effort made to retain at home scholars who had been away 
to school. In view, however, of this organization, Gov. Claflin 
did not send away new applicants, as he otherwise might have 
done. 

At the last session of the legislature an act was passed, author- 
izing the Governor and Board of Education to send State wards 
to this school, on the same conditions as to Hartford and North- 
ampton. They have the right, and no doubt will recognize the 
duty, to make such application of funds as will dg justice to the 
city of Boston. 

The time has come when not merely two-fifths, but all of our 
deaf and dumb children should be educated. It would cost the 
State $8,750 a year to support them all at Hartford, while their 
parents would have to pay a considerable amount of travelling 
and other expenses. It would cost the State $12,500 to support 
them at Northampton, besides extra expense to parents. To 
educate the whole of them, including the children of some of our 
heavy tax payers, need not cost over about one-half of the latter 
amount. ‘The children can commence their schooling here three 
years earlier than they can be admitted at Hartford. And more 
than all, the parents can have their little ones at home in their 
Own care.

Owing to the difficulty of procuring acceptable rooms in 
a central locality, the school has been kept in two divisions, one 
on Hast street and the other on Somerset street. 

We have had thirty-six applications for admission to the 
school. On account of the inconvenience of having the school 
divided, and as the most of the children were uncultivated, only 
twenty-five have been allowed to attend theschool. The others 
will be called in as soon as we get into our new quarters. Con- 
venient and very acceptable rooms have been provided at No. 11 
Pemberton square, which is the most desirable location, for our 
purpose, in the city. The rooms will be ready for occupancy in 
the course of the present week. 

We have three teachers, whose labors are entirely satisfactory. 
The children are very anxious to learn, and their progress has 
exceeded our best anticipations; and, so far as we have the 
means of knowing, the parents are delighted with the beginning 
which has been made. 

From present appearanees the school will consist of about 
thirty-five scholars for this winter; thirty of them residents of 
this city, and five from towns in the vicinity. 

By a careful estimate from statistics at hand, the time seems 
not far distant when the school will consist of not less than 
seventy scholars who can board at home, to the great joy of 
their families. 

We are pleased to know that the school is held in general 
favor by our citizens, so far as they are informed; that the en- 
terprise has met the almost unanimous approval of the City 
Council; and that there has not been a dissenting voice or vote 
in this Board. 

In closing this report, we cannot refrain from expressing our 
regret that our official connection with the chairman of the 
committee, who, more than all others, has contributed to its 
organization, is soon to terminate; and we desire to append, as 
part of our report, the following resolutions, offered at a late 
meeting of the committee by Rev. Mr. Parkman: 
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Resolved: That we, the Committee on the School for Deaf 
Mutes in parting with Dexter 8. King, Esq., wish to express our 
sense of the valuable services which he has rendered to us and 
to the public as chairman of our body. 

Resolved : That to him was mainly due the project of establish- 
ing in this city a public school for deaf mutes, the first institu- 
tion of the kind in America. 

Resolved: That we recognize in his zeal in presenting its 
claims to the School Committee and other branches of the city 
government, in his labors in procuring suitable teachers and 
appropriate school-rooms, and in his assiduity in collecting from 
various quarters pupils for the school, the chief agencies which 
have contributed to its present position. 

Resolved: That though his official connection with this com- 
mittee will soon cease, that it is their hope that his interest in 
the enterprise which he inaugurated will not cease; and that he 
will give to those who are to manage its affairs the benefit of 
his frequent council.

Boston: 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with an ordinance relating to 
weights and measures, [ most respectfully submit my Annual 
Report. The duties of a sealer of weights and measures are 
so similar from year to year, that it will be unnecessary for me 
to go into any elaborate detail or description of the manner in 
which the service is performed, as that can be seen by our daily 
visits to the houses, stores and shops of those who use weights 
and measures for the purpose of buying or selling. It will be 
remembered that last year, in speaking of a scale called the 
“Spring Balance,” we refrained from expressing our own views 
on the reliability of them, but respectfully suggested that the 
matter be referred to the Committee on Weights and Measures, 
arid, by request of the chairman of same committee, a note was 
addressed to the City Solicitor, and the following answer 
received :

Sir, — There is no law in this Commonwealth forbidding the 
use of the scale called the “Spring Balance.”

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Here, then, is a chance to do some good, as I have no doubt 
that the legislature, now in session, would willingly pass a law 
condemning every one of them now in use. They are not 
reliable, and cannot be trusted, either for the buyer or seller, 
and should be driven from practical use. I trust the committee 
will give this matter a thought, as [ have no doubt of success in 
our efforts. A word to manufacturers of scales, weights and 
measures, we think, will not be out of place at this time. They 
well know there is a law against selling by unsealed scales, 
weights, etc., yet many of them persist in telling people to go 
on and use them, when they well know they are not correct. 
Parties purchasing weights or measures would save themselves 
trouble and expense by ascertaining if the same have been 
sealed by an authorized sealer. The following extract, from 
the laws of the State of Pennsylvania, with some amendment, 
might well be engrafted with our laws relating to weights and 
measures : 

“Sct. 45. Incase any maker, vender or proprietor of beams, 
scales, weights or measures, within the city or county of Philadel- 
phia, or county for which a sealer has been appointed, shall neglect 
or refuse to comply with the requisitions which the regulator of 
weights and measures is authorized and directed to make, or 
shall sell by false beams, scales, weights or measures, such per- 
son or persons so offending shall for each and every offence for- 
feit and pay the sum of five dollars, which may be sued for and 
recovered as debts of the like amount are by law recoverable, 
for the use of the poor of the city, district or township in which 
the fine shall have been incurred; provided, that the provi- 
sions of the fifth and sixth section of this act shall not be so 
construed as to extend to such beams, scales, weights and meas- 
ures, as shall not be used by the proprietors thereof, for the pur- 
pose of buying or selling by the same. 

“Snor.50. Whenever any description of manufactured goods, 
commonly called dry goods or groceries, shall be sold by the

piece, in packages or by weight, and the said pieces or packages 
shall be marked or represented to contain a certain number o1 
yards, pounds or ounces, and the same shall be sold as contain- 
ing that number or weight, when in fact the said pieces or pack- 
‘ages shall contain a less number of yards or pounds or ounces 
than so represented, the seller or manufacturer thereof shall for- 
feit and pay to the purchaser a sum equal to double the value of 
the quantity or weight found to be deficient, to be recovered 
by action of debt in any court of law, or before any alder- 
man or justice of the peace in the commonwealth, in the 
same manner that debts of like amount are now by law recov- 
erable.” 

I would go still further than the last section allows, and give 
the sealers of all cities and towns authority to visit the different 
markets, stores and shops, where packages are put up purport- 
ing to weigh a certain quantity; and if the said packages did 
not conform to the standard, that they be seized and given to 
the Overseers of the Poor, to be disposed of as they may deem 
proper. | 

There should be no sympathy whatever for a person who 
knowingly sells by short weight or measure; while as a class, 
I am happy to say, as heretofore, that our merchants and traders 
stand above reproach. Owing to the increased number of calls 
at this office, and the addition of territory, as well as the num- 
ber of citizens, it has become necessary to change the QOrdi- 
nance so as to appoint an additional sealer. Perhaps it might 
be well to consider the expediency of having a person stationed 
in the office, to attend there during the ustial hours and answer 
all calls. An old standard, the oldest standard set of weights 
and measures that we know of in use in this country, is used 
by the Inspector of Weights and Measures at Alexandria, Va. 
They are of cast copper, the gallon measure weighing eighty 
pounds. They bear the inscription, Fairfax Co., 1748, and were 
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brought from the royal office in the tower of London, over one 
hundred and twenty years ago. They have been in service ever 
since, and show not the most minute variation. Quite a contrast 
with our own standard of measures, which is made of cast iron, 
the gallon weighing twelve pounds. The date of the oldest 
standard of weights in this office, we find to be 1840, and of 
the other, we find no date thereon, but believe it was purchased 
by the city of Howard & Davis in 1856 or 1857.

During the year I have visited over thirteen hundred stores 
and places of business, and sealed there or at this office, eigh- 
teen thousand five hundred and forty-seven scales, weights and 
measures; of the above there have been adjusted three hundred 
and seventy, and forty have been condemned as being unfit for 
use, I have received fees to the amount of $1,660.57, and paid 
the same over to the City Treasurer.

ATLANTIC AVENUE. 

By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen, December 22, 
1868, the superintendent of streets was authorized, under the 
direction of the Committee on Paving, to build Atlantic avenue. 
Plans and specifications for the sea-wall were drawn by the 
City Engineer, and approved by the Board of Harbor Commis- 
sioners, and the contract for building the same was awarded to 
the Messrs. Boynton Brothers. 

The wall is to be completed May 1, 1870. A contract was 
made with Mr. B. N. Farren, of Greenfield, for filling the 
avenue to the required grade with earth from Fort Hill; this 
work is to be completed Sept. 1, 1870, and in all probability 
the whole avenue will be graded and paved before the expira- 
tion of the year.

BROADWAY EXTENSION. 


By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen, and approved 
May 4, 1869, the superintendent of streets was authorized, un- 
der the direction of the Committee on Paving, to build the 
necessary bridges and other structures for the extension of 
Broadway, from Federal street to Albany street. 

It being required by chapter 188, of the general laws of 
1866, that the structure over Fort Point channel should be 
erected under the direction and supervision of the Board of Har- 
bor Commissioners, the plans for the iron bridge over Lehigh 
street, Fort Point channel and Foundry street, were drawn in 
accordance with specifications prescribed by said board. These 
plans and specifications were also approved by Maj.-Gen. 
Foster, T. Willis Pratt, civil engineer, and the City En-. 
gineer. 

The contract for the iron bridge was awarded to the Moseley. 
Iron Building Works, their proposal ($331,708.76) being about 
$43,000 less than that of the next higher bidder. The contract 
for the stone abutments and retaining walls was awarded to 
Messrs. Clapp and Ballou. 

The general features of the plan of the iron bridge are as 
follows :—Beginning at the east side of Foundry street, a bridge 
is to be built of fifty feet clear span over this street, resting 
upon a stone abutment and iron columns. From the west side 
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of Foundry street four hundred and forty feet to the line of the 
Old Colony and Newport Railway track, the roadway is to be 
supported on iron columns. At the east side of the railway 
track an iron column pier, and a similar pier on the northerly 
side of Fort Point channel, with two intermediate piers at the 
ends of the drawbridge. At the middle of the channel there 
is to be a pivot drawbridge, having two clear openings of forty- 
four feet each, and at each end of the drawbridge a long span 
bridge of one hundred feet. ‘The drawbridge is one hundred 
and sixty feet in length. The distance between the column pier 
at the Old Colony and Newport Railway track and that on the 
northerly side of Fort Point channel is three hundred and sixty 
feet. From Fort Point channel to Lehigh street, two hundred 
feet, the roadway is to be supported on iron columns, and a 
bridge of fifty feet clear span is to be built over Lehigh street, 
resting upon iron columns on the southerly side and a stone 
abutment on the northerly side of said street. The entire 
length of the bridge is 1,100 feet. 

The drawbridge pier is to be supported by cast-iron screw 
piles, twenty-four inches in diameter by one and one-quarter 
inch thickness, screwed into the solid clay bottom, and when set 
in place filled solid with concrete. ‘Two caloric engines are to 
be placed upon this pier, each of sufficient strength to turn the 
draw. | 

The bridge is to have a roadway its whole length, forty feet 
in width, and two sidewalks each ten feet wide. 

At Foundry and Lehigh streets the bridge is to be twelve 
feet in the clear above those streets, and at the Old Colony and 
Newport Railway tracks fourteen feet above the rails. 

The plans for the iron bridge were drawn by the Moseley 
Tron Building Works, and those for the stone abutments and re- 
taining walls by the City Engineer. 

The committee secured the services of T. Willis Pratt, Esq., 
a civil engineer of well-known ability and large experience, to 
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superintend the construction of the bridge in all its parts, and 


see the contracts faithfully executed.

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CHURCH STREET DISTRICT. 


After the raising of the houses on this district had been 
nearly completed, the paving of the streets was given in charge 
of the Superintendent of Streets. On this territory, 11,393 feet 
of edgestones have been set, 4,666 yards of round stone, 6,374 
yards of block stone, and 5,734 yards of brick sidewalks have 
been laid; the expense charged to the appropriation for Church 
Street District. The raising of this territory necessitated the 
raising of ‘Tremont street, from Pleasant street to the B. and 
A. R. R. bridge, and when this was done, the street was paved 
with the Paul wooden pavement, and charged to the same 
appropriation.

OLIVER STREET. 


The amount expended on this street during the past year, 
under the direction of the Committee on Paving, and charged 
to the appropriation for Oliver street, for the removal of earth 
and paving the roadway with small granite blocks, was $23,- 
953.76. 


RAILROAD LOCATIONS. 


March 29, 1869, the Board of Aldermen accepted the act 
passed by the General Court of Massachusetts of 1869, en- 
titled “An act to authorize Nathaniel M. Jewett and others 
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to build a branch railroad track in Hast Boston.” This road 
is to be used for the transportation of freight only. It is to 
commence on Bremen street, at the Eastern Railroad, thence 
across Bremen street, land of the Hast Boston Company, and 
Chelsea street to Eagle street, and along Hagle street to the 
Glendon Rolling Mill Wharf. 

February 1, 1869, permission was given to the Albany street 
Freight Railway Company to lay down a single track on Albany 
street, from East Brookline street to Hampden street, with the 
right from time to time to Jay down such branch tracks to any 
wharf or wharves adjacent to said Albany street as the Commit- 
tee on Paving may deem expedient. 

August 31, 1869, the Winthrop Railroad Company was au- 
thorized to lay down a single track on Maverick square, Chelsea 
and Saratoga streets to the dividing line between the city of 
Boston and the town of Winthrop. ‘This road has not yet been 
constructed. 

April 19, 1869, the Metropolitan Railroad Company was 
authorized to lay down a temporary double track on Berkeley 
street, from Tremont street to the northerly line of Providence 
street, the company to remove the same when ordered by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

August 23, 1869, the same company was authorized to lay 
down a double track on Harrison avenue, between Dover and 
Eustis streets, with curved tracks to connect with the tracks now 
laid down on Harrison avenue, Dover and Eustis streets. Also, 
a curved track to connect the track on Dover street with the 
track on Washington street, north of Dover street. 

November 8, 1869, the same company was authorized to 
lay down a single track in Temple place, with curved tracks to 
connect the same with the tracks in Washington and Tremont 
streets. 

By section 16 of the general laws relating to horse rail- 
roads, the Board of Aldermen is authorized to “establish such 
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rules and regulations as to the rate of speed, mode of use of 
the tracks, etc., as in their judgment the interest and conven- 
ience of the public may require.” It appears to me that the 
time has come for the board to exercise this authority in regard 
to the use of the track on Washington street, between Cornhill 
and Temple place. During the busiest hours of the day, 
when that street is crowded with vehicles, no cars other than 
those returning from the depots should be allowed to pass over 
this track. It was with this object in view that the location was 
granted in Temple place. 


ROXBURY AND DORCHESTER HIGHWAYS. 


The annexation of Dorchester to Boston will increase the 
operations of the Paving Department very considerably. The 
necessity of constructing in a proper manner and maintaining 
in good condition the principal highways leading from the city 
proper through that territory, as well as those through Roxbury, 
and the roads to Brookline, is becoming more apparent every 
day. The method of making and repairing roads by picking 
up the soil and throwing on coarse gravel or stones to be worn 
smooth by the travel of carriages is simply absurd and should 
be discarded. No one is more sensible of this fact than the 
present Superintendent of Streets, but it is not in his power to 
effect any radical change unless the city government will incur 
the expense of adopting and carrying outa general system of 
thorough road making in the suburban districts. To.construct 
a good road proper drainage must first be secured; the road 
bed should be composed of at least eighteen inches in depth of 
broken stones of.very hard quality, the stones decreasing in size 
as they approach the surface, the top laycr being fine, and 
rolled down smooth and hard with heavy rollers weighing from 
ten to twenty tons. For this purpose steam rollers should be 
procured. ‘The first cost of a road constructed in this manner 
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must of course be very large, but in the end it will be found to 
have been the most economical. Properly constructed roads 
through Roxbury and Dorchester would be valuable not only as 
public highways, but would afford opportunity for pleasure driv- 
ing through scenery unsurpassed in beauty in any public park 
in the country.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY ENGINEER. 
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OFFICE OF City ENGINEER, City HALL, 
Boston, January 10, 1870. 


To the Honorable City Council: 


In compliance with the sixth section of the Ordinance relating 
to the City Hngineer’s Department, I have the honor to present 
the following report, viz: 

The Ordinance above alluded to was passed October 12, 
1868, and differs from the previous one mainly by effecting a com- 
plete separation of the Departments of Engineerfng and Survey- 
ing, which were partially distinct before, and under the control 
of two heads or officers. Hach department is now distinct and 
independent, with well defined duties. 

The change had become not only mutually desirable to the 
officers in charge of said departments, but imperatively neces- 
sary to the thorough efficiency of each organization, owing to the 
enormous increase of work called for by the numerous and ex- 
tensive schemes of public improvements already initiated and 
those in contemplation. 

Although the Ordinance went into effect upon its passage, and 
the City Engineer and City Surveyor each assumed charge and 
control of their special business as defined by the Ordinance, yet 
it was found impracticable to immediately reorganize the work- 
ing force so as to assign to each department the assistants re- 
quired, and, as the Auditor decided that the appropriations could 
not well be divided, it was thought best to continue the old sys- 
tem of using the same force of assistants and employés in com- 
mon until the close of the financial year 1868-9. 

New rooms were assigned to this department, which were 
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furnished and occupied in February, and a division of the plans, 
note-books, furniture, etc., was then made. The experience of 
the few months that had intervened since the passage of the 
ordinance, proved that it would have been impossible to have 
maintained the old system much longer, that the combined force 
of the two departments had already become inadequate, and 
that besides the additional room required, a reorganization and 
enlargement of the corps of assistants was imperatively neces- 
sary. The work of organizing a force for this department, and 
getting fairly at work under the new system, interfered for a while 
with the work of the department; but, by the middle of March, 
the new office was pretty well equipped, and so far as, this de- 
partment is concerned, I am satisfied the change has worked 
well.

The following statement exhibits the operations of the de- 
partment during the past year: 
WATER WORKS. 


Several designs for a stand-pipe for the Roxbury high service 
were prepared, and detailed drawings and specifications made 
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for the plan finally adopted. Plans and specifications have also 
been made of the pumping engine house, and numerous draw- 
ings of special castings for the extension of the works in the 
Highland District. 

Two large plans of Roxbury, comprising also portions of the 
city proper and South Boston, have been made, upon which are 
shown the water-pipes, hydrants, and gates as already laid in 
the said portions of the city proper and South Boston, and the 
connection between the same and the newly laid pipesgetc., in 
Roxbury. These plans show the sizes and location of all the 
mains and distributing pipes laid, and the location of all hy- 
drants and gates established up to January 1, 1870. Two 
other large plans of the Highland District have also been 
made: one showing the location of all houses whose door- 
sills are more than eighty feet above “tide marsh level,’ with 
the actual height of said sills; and the other showing the eleva- 
tions and depressions of all the streets, and the exact height in 
figures above “tide marsh level” of all points in the streets 
where a change of grade occurs. These plans were prepared 
in order to determine the line of separation between the high 
and low service, the boundaries and extent of the high service 
districts, the location of blow-offs and air-cocks, and also to 
show at a glance, the exact pressure to which the pipes will be 
subjected at any given point, whether in the high or low service 
system of distribution. A description of the high service dis- 
tricts, as determined by the aid of these plans, will be found in 
my report to the Cochituate Water Board, which is embodied 
in the last annual report of that Board. 

A copy has been made of the map of Dorchester, which 
was compiled for the commissioners on annexation, by T. 
W. Davis, Esq., City Surveyor. Upon this map will be 
shown the location of all buildings, the elevation of all door- 
sills above a plane of eighty feet above “tide marsh level,” the 
heights of the summits of all hills, the elevations and depres- 
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sions of the streets, and a proposed system of water-pipes, 
hydrants and gates for the distribution of the water. A party 
is now engaged upon the field work, and rapid progress is being 
made. | 

A compiled map has also been prepared on a scale of 500 feet 
to an inch, showing Boston and its environs south of Charles 
river, and as far west as Watertown village. Upon this map it 
is designed to delineate such general topographical features as 
will be of service in planning the future extensions of our water 
supply and distribution. It will also be of service as a map of 
reference in the discussion of the question of public parks, and 
the further extension of our corporate limits. 

Three plans of East Boston have been made, showing the 
sizes and location of the water-pipes laid, and the position of 
hydrants and gates established. One of these plans was made 
for the use of the Mystic Water Board, of Charlestown, one for 
the Superintendent of the eastern division, B. W. W., and one 
for office reference, and upon which to delineate future additions. 

A copy of the plan of South Boston, made under the direc- 
tion of the commissioners appointed to define the bounds of the 
streets, has been prepared for the use of the Water Department, 
upon which to show the water-pipes, gates, etc. 

A plan, on a scale of three hundred feet to the inch, has been 
made, showing the proposed extension of Swett street, across the 
South Bay to the junction of Dorchester and Federal streets, 
and also the route for a new main water-pipe to South Boston 
from the junction of Dudley and Hampden streets, va Maga- 
zine street, the aforesaid extension of Swett street, Dorchester, 
Telegraph and Thomas streets, to the reservoir on Telegraph 
Hill. This plan was designed to show the general features of 
the projects. Surveys have been commenced and are now in 
progress, to enable the construction of a plan upon a larger 
scale and exhibiting more details. 

Surveys have been made and a plan and profile prepared of 
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the route for a pipe from East Boston to Deer Island, including 
soundings of the Channel or “ Gut,” between Point Shirley and 
the Island. This survey was made by order of the President 
of the Water Board, after the appropriation had been passed by 
the City Council. The low grade of a portion of the highway 
in the town of Winthrop, necessitating the laying of a portion 
of the pipe below tide water, unless the town will fill up or alter 
the location, and the question of the necessity of laying a larger 
size of pipe than was estimated for, over a portion of the route, 
has delayed action. These questions will undoubtedly be set- 
tled soon, so that the work may be commenced in the early 
spring. 

Surveys have been made, and a plan nearly completed, which 
will show the proposed limit of the Beacon Hill high service, 
the number of houses, hotels, etc., within the district, and the 
elevations of their door-sills and cisterns above “ tide-marsh- 
level.” Observations by means of pressure gauges will deter- 
mine the line of division between the high and low service. A 
variety of calculations have also been made, bearing upon the best 
mode of supplying this elevated district as thoroughly and ef- 
ficiently as it is proposed to do the Roxbury high districts, and 
a report now in progress willsoon be laid before the Cochituate 
Water Board. 

Plans have been made of various alterations in the brick 
work of the effluent gate house at the Chestnut Hill Reservoir, 
and of the iron railing, stairs and galleries in said gate house, 
and the gate chamber connected therewith. 

Finished drawings have also been made, and others are in 
progress, which will show all the structures connected with the 
reservoir, just as they have been actually built. The work 
upon these finished drawings is kept as reserve work, to be done 
in leisure time, when current work is not pressing. A very 
considerable amount of time was consumed in preparing the es- 
timates and statements called for by the Water Board last 
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Spring in connection with the request then made for an addi- 
tional appropriation for completing the reservoir. These esti- 
mates and statements may be found in City Document No. 59, 
1869. 

Very few changes have been made or required in the work 
at this reservoir during the year, aside from those previously al- 
luded to at the effluent gate house. It was found necessary to 
strengthen the retaining wall which supports the filling of a 
portion of the driveway, and a plan prepared by Mr. Wightman, 
the Resident Engineer, was approved, which accomplishes the ob- 
ject by building a supplementary wall, connected by stone piers 
with the old one, and forming a terrace along the entire 
front. 

The plans for the gate chambers at Brookline, for inclosing 
the gates, rendered necessary by the joining of the 48-inch 
main from the Chestnut Hill Reservoir with the three mains 
which now supply the city, were also prepared by the Resident 
Engineer. 

With the exception of the slight changes above referred to, 
the general plans of the work were well matured early in the 
year, and the work of executing the same and completing the 
reservoir was in that state of forwardness or maturity that it 
needed only the well-known executive ability of the Superin- 
tendent and Resident Engineer to push the work as rapidly as 
possible towards its final completion, and the result shows that 
they have done their duty. 

The report from this department to the Water Board in May 
next, will present in detail the progress of operations on this 
work as well as of the extension of the works in Roxbury and 
Dorchester and the general condition of the whole. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE. 


Soundings were made at the beginning of the year on the 
easterly line of Atlantic avenue, where it crosses the several 
2 
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docks, and levels taken of the whole line, from which profiles 
were made showing the elevations of the existing piers and 
wharves above mean low water, the depths of water at low tide, 
and the depth of mud or other material overlaying the hard bot- 
tom in the several docks; also, the proposed grade of the avenue 
as recommended by the Superintendent of Streets, which grade 
was fixed at an elevation of sixteen feet above mean low water for 
the whole line from Commercial street to the northerly side of 
India wharf; thence rising at the rate of about 9°, of a foot 
in one hundred feet to meet the grade of Broad street as pre- - 
viously fixed. 

The depth of water below mean low tide and of the mud, was 
found to vary very materially in the different docks, and the 
hard bottom appeared to be of the same character as the ma- 
terial of Fort Hill, a mixture of clay and gravel, very hard and 
compact, and what is commonly called “ hardpan.” 

The first plan proposed for a sea-wall contemplated the exca- 
vation of all the mud and objectionable material for a space of 
about twenty-five feet in width at the bottom of the trench 
under the whole line of wall, and of building the wall solid 
from this foundation, without using piles, to the grade of the 
street. This plan would have called for a wall whose average 
height would have been thirty feet, fourteen feet. of which would 
have to be laid under water, below the level of low tide, whose 
width at the base would be seventeen feet, at low water thir- 
teen feet, and at the top three feet, the rear of the wall to be 
heavily ballasted. This plan, although the most substantial, was 
also the most costly, and was deemed too expensive. 

Another was proposed, the wall resting upon a foundation of 
piles cut off at a level of one foot below mean low water, and 
placed three feet apart on centres longitudinally, and two feet 
transversely of the wall. The principal objection to building 
a wall designed to support a heavy earth filling, as in this case, 
upon a pile foundation, where the mud is soft and of considerable

depth, is that the mud being soft and yielding, affords very 
little lateral support to the piles, and the weight of the filling 
in the rear presses upon the mud as upon an elastic cushion, 
which, moving laterally, tends to crowd the piles outward and 
overturn the wall. ‘To avoid this objection it was proposed to 
excavate a trench as in the first instance, removing all the soft 
and yielding material, and to replace it with good clean gravel 
in part, and in part with broken stone; thus the piles would be 
surrounded with a firm, unyielding material that would hold them 
in place, and the danger to the wall from the spreading of the 
mud would be avoided. This plan was deemed amply secure, 
and as its cost per running foot was estimated at about fifty 
dollars less than the first, it was approved and specifications 
were drawn. 

A practical difficulty, however, made it necessary to slightly 
modify the plan of the wall, to change its location, placing it 
twenty feet back from the line of the street, and to build a 
platform sidewalk resting upon oak piles outside of it. This 
change was rendered necessary from the fact that the plan of 
construction of the wall as approved, required that a portion of the 
trench to be excavated as described above, and afterwards filled 
with stone ballast, was necessarily in front of the wall, and 
being outside the limits of the street, upon private ground, the city 
would be a trespasser unless the consent of the owners could 
be obtained. Efforts to procure this consent were unsuccessful, 
and hence the adoption of the modified plan. Proposals, how- 
ever, were invited and received upon both plans, and the con- 
tract, which was awarded to Boynton Brothers, was so drawn 
that either plan could be executed in part or the whole as the 
Committee on Paving should direct. Both of the plans and the 
specifications were approved by a majority of the Harbor Com- 
missioners, and copies of all plans referred to in the specifications 
were made and deposited in said commissioners’ office. 

The contract was awarded to Boynton Brothers, and was 
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duly executed on the 4th of March, 1869. The contractors 
were to commence work on or before the 10th of March, and 
complete the whole on or before the tenth day of October. They 
were to receive for so much of the wall as should be built ac- 
cording to “ Plan No. 1” (the second above described), $92.50 
per lineal foot; for so much as should be built according to 
“ Plan No. 2” (with platform sidewalk, but not including the 
same), $91.82 per lineal foot; for all sluices which might be 
found necessary, built according to the plan, $11.17 per lineal 
foot; and for the platform sidewalk, $25 per lineal foot; all the 
work to be done to the approval of the Committee on Paving 
and the Superintendent of Streets, or some person appointed by 
them to superintend the work. A superintendent, Mr. Leigh- 
ton, was appointed by the Committee on Paving, and *the work 
was promptly commenced under his direction and supervision, 
and would probably have been completed at or near the ap- 
pointed time, but for changes in the plan of construction which 
the contractors were ordered to make by the superintendent in 
charge of the work. 

These changes had been discussed by the superintendent and 
myself, and I had given a conditional verbal assent, subject, 
however, to the approval of the Committee on Paving. 

The superintendent, understanding or claiming that he was 
authorized by the chairman of the committee to make the 
change, if I approved of it, and being ignorant of the fact that 
such change required the approval of the Harbor Commissioners, 
directed the contractors so to alter the plan of construction of a 
certain portion of the wall as to omit the dredging, where the 
mud was only seven or eight feet deep, and substitute small 
stone chips or ballast for the gravel filling between the piles 
and in the rear of the wall, up to the level of the tops of the 
piles. 

Acting upon the orders of the superintendent, the contractors 
proceeded to drive the piles for the foundation of the wall in 
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the dock between T and Commercial wharves, — omitting the 
preliminary dredging,—and had made considerable progress, 
when the fact was reported to the Committee on Paving by the 
Harbor Commissioners, accompanied by a statement that the 
change which was being made would result in a saving to the 
contractor of over forty dollars per running foot of wall. The 
work upon this section was at once stopped by order of the 
Committee, the Harbor Commissioners positively refusing to 
sanction the change, and the Committee on Paving disclaiming 
the authority of the superintendent in ordering it; while the 
contractors, insisting that they had acted in good faith in com- 
plying with the orders of the superintendent, whom they re- 
garded as the authorized agent of the committee, declined to 
undo the work already done, and proceed according to the 
specifications, without due compensation. 

A modified plan was proposed by the Harbor Commissioners 
which they deemed an equivalent to the original, and by which 
the work already done might be saved; but this plan was pro- 
nounced impracticable by the superintendent, and the contract- 
ors refused to accept it as an equivalent for the original. 

Several conferences were held between the committee, the 
Superintendent of Streets, the City Engineer, the Superintendents 
(Mr. Leighton and T. W. Pratt) and the contractors, and it was 
finally decided that the City Engineer and Mr. Pratt should con- 
fer with the Harbor Commissioners, and, if possible, devise a 
plan which should meet their approval, and that in devising such 
plan the Engineers need not consider the question of equivalency 
at all. Plans were accordingly made and submitted to the com- 
missioners, which met their approval, and that of their engineers. 
The plans were then laid before the contractors, who expressed’ 
their willingness to execute them, but demanded an additional 
sum per running foot. 

The question of what should be equitably paid the contractors, 
in addition to the original price, was referred by the committee 
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to the City Engineer and T. Willis Pratt, who, after several 
fruitless conferences with the contractors, reported the additional 
amount that should be paid for the section between T and Com- 
mercial wharves at nine dollars and forty-one cents per lineal 
foot, and for a short piece between T and Long wharves, four 
dollars and twenty-two cents per lineal foot. 

These prices were finally accepted by the contractors, and a 
new contract made in October, under which the work is now 
progressing and by the terms of which the whole work is to be 
completed on or before May 1, 1870. 

It should be explained in this connection that the statement, 
above referred to in the communication of the Harbor Com- 
missioners, that the change ordered by the superintendent would 
result in a saving to the contractors of over forty dollars per 
running foot, was undoubtedly made under a misapprehension of 
facts both as to quantities of material and the prices; for 
I found, by careful estimates, that the actual difference in cost to 
the contractors would be inside of fifty cents in their favor, 
while the contractors claimed that the balance would be on the 
other side. In fact, such a misapprehension is evident when it 
is shown that the entire cost of dredging and gravel filling in 
this particular dock would not have exceeded five dollars per 
running foot, and if all the broken stone required had been 
omitted, the cost of that would have been only nine dollars per 
running foot. 

In my judgment, the modified plan of construction as ordered 
by the superintendent would, in that particular dock, have been 
equally as secure as the original, and would have expedited the 
work very materially. But as the Harbor Commissioners 
‘thought differently, and had absolute legal power in the prem- 
ises, the work was necessarily delayed in this locality for several 
months, and was finally resumed at an additional cost of over 
nine dollars per running foot. 

The work is now progressing favorably, and is in that state of 
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forwardness that there is every prospect of its completion at 
the appointed time. 


FORT HILL. 

The final grading and paving of Oliver street was completed 
in August, and in the fall the work of excavating the main body 
of the hill was commenced on the easterly side at the level of 
Purchase street, under a contract for filling Atlantic avenue, 
made with B. N. Farren, Esq., on the 27th of October, 1869. 
All material removed is measured in the bank, and monthly 
estimates of the amount so taken are made by this department 
and certified to by the City Engineer. 


CHURCH STREET DISTRICT. 


In the early part of the year the final estimates were made 
of the amount of gravel removed from the bank at Readville, 
and deposited in this district. Since then the necessary sur- 
veys, levels and estimates have been made to determine the 
amount of gravel removed from the banks at Monterey and 
Mt. Hope, and used for filling on this territory. The amount 
of filling from other sources has also been determined and cer- 
tified to. 


BROADWAY EXTENSION. 


A general plan for the bridges and necessary structures re- 
quired for the extension of Broadway at “ the high grade” was 
prepared under my direction in 1867. This was designed 
more especially to illustrate the main features of the “high grade ” 
project, and, at the same time, afford the necessary basis for the 
preliminary estimates of cost. 

The necessary orders for the extension at the “high grade ” 
were passed by the City Council in the latter part of April, by 
which the Committee on Paving were authorized to make all 
contracts for the execution of the work. 

The work of preparing detailed plans and specifications of 
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the bridges and piers was commenced on the following week by 
Mr. Clemens Herschell, C. E., well known as the designer of 
the Columbus avenue bridge over the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road, the Albany street bridge over the same railroad, and of: 
the Public Garden bridge. He had been engaged by the Com- 
mittee on Paving to do the work under the direction of this 
department, the expense to be charged to the appropriation 
for the extension. 

Before much progress had been made by Mr. Herschell, plans 
and specifications were presented to the committee by the 
Moseley Iron Bridge Works Co., with which the committee 
were so well pleased, that the same were referred to me for my 
Opinion as to style and strength. Although confined at home by 
ill-health, I examined the plans and specifications as requested, 
calculated the strains of the various parts, and noted my objec- 
tions. Subsequently, the plans were returned to me with ad- 
ditional details, and the specifications ina new draft for re- 
examination. [I suggested some further slight changes that 
would be necessary before I could give my approval; these were 
promptly made by the Bridge Co., and my approval was given 
to the committee on the 24th of May. Mr. Herschell’s designs 
and specifications not being ready at this time, and the commit- 
tee not feeling satisfied with the progress made, accepted the 
Bridge Co.’s plans, and at once advertised for proposals, to be 
received until June 7th, for building the bridges, etc., according 
thereto. The contract was awarded to the Moseley Iron Bridge 
Co., and the necessary agreements were prepared, dated June 
12, 1869. 

The plans and specifications, though approved and adopted 
by the committee, had yet to receive the sanction and approval of 
the Harbor Commissioners before the work could begin; for, by 
the terms of the act of the Legislature authorizing the extension 
of Broadway and the building of a bridge over Fort Point 
Channel, the work must be done under their supervision and 
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direction. The plans were retained for a considerable time, 
and were thoroughly and critically examined by their engineers, 
and several changes were prescribed, some of which, in my 
judgment, were judicious, and some not; but nearly all were of 
a nature to increase the cost of the work quite materially. By the 
terms of the contract, the entire work embraced in the specifi- 
cation is to be done to the satisfaction of the City Engineer, 
the Committee on Paving, the Superintendent of Streets, and 
the superintendent in charge of the work on the part of the 
city, for the sum of $331,708.76. 

As this is one of the most important structures of the bridge 
kind ever erected in the city, a description of it may be of inter- 
est, and not out of place in this report. 

The structures embraced in the contract with the Moseley Iron 
Bridge Co. include everything except paving, between the east- 
erly side of Foundry street in South Boston and the northwest- 
erly side of Lehigh street in Boston proper, a distance of 1,117 
feet. 

Beginning at the easterly side of Foundry street, the first 
structure is an iron bridge over said street of a clear span 
of fifty-six feet, and at an elevation of twelve feet in the clear 
above the same. This structure is to rest upon a substantial 
stone abutment built by the city on the easterly side of the street, 
and upon wrought-iron columns built by the contractor on the 
westerly side. 

The bridge is a modification of the style known as the “ Bow- 
string Girder,” and consists of two main wrought-iron arches 
springing from shoes or sockets at the ends, which rest upon the 
abutment or pier, the ends being tied together by a horizontal 
tie, or what is usually called the lower chord. This lower chord 
and the floor beams or cross-girders of the roadway and side- 
walk are suspended from the arches by vertical suspension bars. 
Besides the arches, a supplementary horizontal boom or upper 
chord of wrought-iron is provided and attached to the arches at 
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the crown, adding greatly to its strength, and, by means of the 
vertical and diagonal bars connecting said chord with the arches, 
forming a spandril-bracing, the stability of the arch, under a 
travelling load, is greatly increased. The height of the arches in 
this span is five and one-half feet from the lower chord to the 
upper chord at the centre. 

Each arch and the attached upper chord combined is to have 
a sectional area of twenty-six square inches, and each lower 
chord at its centre a sectional area of twenty-six square inches, 
exclusive of rivet holes. The vertical suspension bars to be of 
bar-iron, three inches by 2-inch, and to be placed two feet apart, 
and the diagonal or lattice bars to be two inches by ?-inch, 
the intersections of these bars to be covered with ornamental 
castings. Stays or bracings, of 3-inch T iron, are to be placed 
eight feet apart to give lateral stiffness to the arches. The 
floor-beams or cross-girders are to consist of double 9-inch 
wrought-iron I beams, brought into compressive strain by ten- 
sion rods of two inches diameter, attached to the I.beams be- 
neath the main arches, and strained over struts of cast-iron. 
These beams project beyond the arches to form a support for 
the sidewalks and are placed four feet apart. Upon these iron 
floor-beams or cross-girders are to be laid, for the roadway, 
cast-iron plates four feet square and #-inch thick, ribbed twice 
across the surface by ribs three inches by ?-inches at the mid- 
dle, and tapering toward the edges. This completes the road- 
way ready to receive the wooden pavement, which is to be fur- 
nished by the city. | 

The sidewalks of this bridge and throughout all the struc- 
tures hereinafter described, are to be floored with yellow pine 
three inches thick. The railing for the sidewalks is to be uni- 
form throughout the whole length of the several structures, and 
is to consist of an upper rail of double 24-inch I iron, middle 
and lower rails of double 2-inch I iron, with vertical rods 3-inch 
diameter, placed six inches apart on centres and diagonal rods 
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4-inch diameter, —the intersections to be covered with orna- 
mental castings. Stays or bracings of 3-inch T iron will be in- 
troduced wherever required to give lateral stiffness. 

The next structure extends from the last described, to a point 
on the easterly side of the Old Colony and Newport railroad 
tracks, a distance of about four hundred and forty feet. In 
this structure the street is supported upon wrought-iron columns 
set in rows of three, crosswise the street, twenty feet apart; 
the rows being eleven feet apart, lengthwise the street. The 
roadway being forty feet wide, and the middle column of each 
row being placed in the centre, the two outer ones come directly 
under the sidewalk curb, and the sidewalks— each ten feet 
wide —are supported upon wrought-iron brackets attached to 
the outer columns. ‘These columns are twelve inches in diam- 
eter and 4-inch thick, of the Phoenix Company’s make, and 
are each supported by three piles cut off two and one-half feet 
below mean high water, and capped with stone to a point four 
feet below the surface of the ground. That portion of the 
column which comes below the surface of the ground (four feet 
deep) is enclosed in boxing two feet square, and the space be- 
tween the boxing and the column is filled with concrete com- 
posed of broken stone or gravel, and hydraulic cement. 

The columns themselves are also filled solid with concrete, 
and are then capped with a cast-iron cap, so formed on its 
upper side as to receive and hold in position the transverse 
girders, which are 12-inch wrought iron I beams. These I 
beams project beyond the outer columns, and rest upon the 
brackets before described, forming the support for the sidewalk. 
Upon these 12-inch I beams, longitudinal beams of heavy 6-inch 
I iron are placed under the roadway, and are four feet apart 
from centre to centre. Upon these rest the cast-iron plates, 
four feet square, similar to those above described. 

The last or westerly row of columns, near the Old Colony 
and Newport Railroad, supporting the structure just described, 
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differs from the others inasmuch as it forms a pier upon 
which is to rest the southerly end of the long span bridge here- 
inafter described. ‘The number of columns in this pier is the 
same (three); but the two outer ones are to be twenty-four inches 
in diameter, and -),-inch thick, and the middle one twelve 
inches by one-quarter, like the others. These columns are to 
be connected at the tops by a pedestal constructed of 15-inch 
wrought-iron I beams, securely fastened. This pedestal forms 
the southerly bridge seat for the next structure, which is a 
bridge of one hundred feet span, extending from the last de- 
scribed pier, over the tracks of the Old Colony and Newport 
Railroad, at an elevation of fourteen feet in the clear above 
said tracks, to a pier in Fort Point Channel situated about 
eighty feet southeastwardly from the centre of said channel. 

This pier is to consist of five cast-iron screw-piles, of twenty- 
four inches internal diameter and one and a quarter inches 
_ thick, so placed that two of them come directly under the ends 
of the adjoining arches on each side of the roadway, and one 
under the centre of the roadway. 

These screw-piles are coated with a coal-pitch varnish, which 
has been in successful use for several years in protecting water- 
pipes from corrosion. The sections are joined by bolting the 
projecting flanches firmly together. They are to be screwed 
into the clay bottom until a firm and substantial bearing is ob- 
tained, and then the soft material is to be removed from the 
interior, and the pile filled with hydraulic concrete and capped. 

Upon these piles, and connecting them at the tops, is to be a 
pedestal of wrought-iron I beams, fifteen inches high and &- 
inch thick at stem, securely fastened to the piles, and widened, 
if necessary to receive the ends of the bridges properly, by 
brackets. Diagonal tie-bars four inches by #-inch will connect 
the outer piles with the middle one. 

The bridge of one hundred feet span, which rests upon the 
piers above described, is of the same style as the one above 
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described over Foundry street, differing only in dimensions and 
proportions, and in the style of flooring. 

The main girders or arches in this bridge are to be ten feet 
high from lower to upper chord, and are each to have a sec- 
tional area of fifty-six square inches for the arch and upper 
chord combined, and fifty-four square inches for the lower 
chord. The suspension-bars, lattice-bars and ornamental cast- 
ings, and also the floor-beams or cross-girders are to be pre- 
cisely the same as in the Foundry street bridge; but, instead of 
cast-iron plates, the flooring will be of wood, consisting of 8-inch 
by 4-inch Burnettized spruce timbers fitted between the iron 
floor beams, flush with their tops, and placed three feet apart on 
centres, to which is spiked an underflooring of 3-inch Burnet- 
tized spruce plank upon which an upper flooring of 3-inch white 
oak plank is laid at right angles therewith, and spiked 
thereto. 

The pivot drawbridge and pier are the next structures in 
order, and are located nearly in the centre of the channel. The 
openings for the passage of vessels are about forty-four feet 
each, and the whole length of the bridge is one hundred and 
sixty feet, and rests upon a central and two end-piers. The 
southerly end-pier has just been described; the northerly pier 
is of precisely the same description. The central pier upon 
which the bridge turns is composed of cast-iron screw-piles of 
the same dimensions as those already described. Sixteen of 
these piles are placed in the circumference of a circle of about 
forty feet diameter, being about eight feet apart, and three are 
to be set at the centre in a line with the current of the stream. 
Each of the outer piles is to be connected with the central ones 
at the top, and also at a level of eight feet below the tops of the 
piles by radial 6-inch wrought-iron I beams, firmly bolted to 
clasp-rings encircling each pile. 

Similar I beams will also connect the outer piles with each 
other at the same levels, and diagonal rods crossing each 
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other will connect the top of each outer pile with the lower 
clasp-rings of the adjoining piles. Upon the caps of 
the outer piles is to be a pedestal of 15-inch wrought-iron I 
beams, curved to form a true circle and securely fastened to the 
piles; and, to the top flanch of this beam, a steel-headed track- 
rail, weighing not less than fifty-seven pounds per yard, is to be 
bolted. Upon this track-rail rest the wheels which support the 
turn-table. These wheels are to be of cast-iron, chilled, sixteen 
inches in diameter, with a face or bearing surface six inches 
broad and truly coned to the radius of the circle. They will 
be placed about four feet apart. Radial rods, two inches in 
diameter, pass through the centre of each wheel, connecting it 
with a central hub eighteen inches in diameter. The outer ends 
of these radial rods project and pass through a curved wrought- 
iron band, four inches by $-inch, which extends entirely around 
the circle just outside the wheels and keeps them always at 
equal distances apart and insures a uniform motion. A 6-inch 
wrought-iron pivot passes through the aforesaid hub at the cen- 
tre, and extends downward through the cap of the centre pile, 
and three feet into the concrete filling; it also extends upwards 
and passes through a heavy cast-iron disc-plate five feet square, 
and one and one-half inches thick. Fastened to this central dise 
are to be radial 7-inch wrought-iron I beams, connecting it with 
a ring composed of 15-inch wrought-iron I beams, to the under 
side of which is bolted a steel-headed rail similar to the one 
above described. This ring is an exact counterpart of the cir- 
cular pedestal before described, only it is inverted and the 
track-rail rests upon the tops of the wheels. Circumscribing 
this upper ring is to be a square frame of T-inch wrought-iron 
I beams, firmly secured thereto at the points of contact, and 
also by means of the same sized beams at the angles. This 
square frame, with the upper ring, radial beams and central 
diso, all securely fastened together as described, form the turn- 
table upon which rests the bridge. The towers, to the tops of 
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which are attached the cables or suspension rods that sustain a 
portion of the weight of the bridge when swung open, are placed 
directly over the ring which forms part of the turn-table, and 
exactly midway of the bridge longitudinally. These towers are 
to be thirty-seven feet high, five feet by one and a quarter feet at 
the base, and twelve inches square at the top. The corner posts 
are to be 5-inch angle iron, connected either by plate iron or by 
lattice bars. The towers are tied together and braced, across 
the roadway, by three wrought-iron tubes or beams, of trian- 
gular section, five-sixteenths-inch thick and of nine-inch faces, 
attached at different levels, and connected together by vertical 
struts of 6-inch I beams. In the bays thus formed are to be 
diagonal rods, meeting in a ring at the centre, formed of bar 
iron three inches by three-fourths inch. The cables or suspen- 
sion rods, which transmit a portion of the weight of the bridge 
to the towers, are three in number for each tower; the longest 
one being two inches in diameter, the middle one, one and 
three-fourths inches, and the shortest one, one and a half inches. 

The construction of the bridge itself is the same as already 
described in the case of the one hundred feet span, except that, 
the spans being only about eighty feet, the cross-section of the 
arches and chords is correspondingly reduced. ‘The arches are 
to be of the same height (ten feet). 

Within the space formed by the circle of screw-piles, and 
resting upon the lower set of radial beams, is to be a floor of 
3-inch yellow pine,—the space to be inclosed and partitioned 
off to form apartments for an engine-room and a dwelling for 
the draw tender; or, in lieu thereof, a suitable building is to be 
erected on the fender pier. 

Two caloric engines, of not less than three horse power and 
all necessary gearing for moving the bridge, to be furnished. 
Also, a wrought-iron stairway, with steps of yellow pine, will 
be built from the level of the roadway to the fender pier. 

The fender-pier is to be two hundred and sixty feet long and

sixty feet wide, and is to entirely enclose the draw-pier 
without being connected with it, thus preventing any shock 
caused by passing vessels from being communicated to the draw- 
pier. In construction, this fender-pier is quite a novelty, and 
rather expensive as an experiment. It consists of three parallel 
rows of tongued and grooved sheet-piling of 6-inch spruce or 
pine, placed twenty-nine feet six inches apart from centre to 
centre of each row —the rows being in the direction of the 
thread of the current. Hach row is to be capped longitudinally 
with a cap twelve inches square tenoned to the piles every five 
feet, or oftener, if necessary. Cross timbers twelve inches 
square and thirty-two feet long, lapping each other at the centre, 
are to be bolted to the longitudinal caps and to each other at 
the lap joint. These cross timbers are to be placed six feet 
apart from centre to centre, and covered with a flooring of 3- 
inch spruce or pine plank. Suitable belaying-posts are to be 
bolted to the longitudinal caps, floor-timbers and sheet-piling, 
and longitudinal oak ribbons three inches thick are to be 
fastened to the channel side of the sheet-piling between low 
water and the top of the pier. Fender-guards of oak piles or 
sheet-piling are also to be built to protect the end piers of the 
drawbridge, and to extend out from said piers to meet the 
fender-guards which extend from the shore parallel with, and 
eighteen feet outside of, the bridge. 

From the pier at the northerly end of the drawbridge is to 
be another bridge of one hundred feet span, precisely similar 
to the one of the same span already described. But the pier 
upon which its northerly end rests is composed of five screw- 
piles arranged like those already described. 

From this last mentioned pier to Lehigh street, a distance 
of about two hundred feet, the structure rests upon wrought- 
iron columns, and is identical in every respect with that on the 
South Boston side already described. 

The bridge over Lehigh street completes the list. It is of a 
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clear span of fifty feet, of the same style of construction as the 
one over Foundry street, is to be twelve feet in the clear above 
Lehigh street, and its northerly end is to rest upon stone abut- 
ments, built by the city. 

Before work was commenced by the contractor, borings were 
made at various points on the entire line of theextension. Hight 
borings were made on the South Boston side, which showed that 
the surface of the clay bed underlying the mud was about level 
with mean low water at Federal street, and thence sloped down- 
wards to the lowest point which was on the easterly side of 
Fort Point Channel, near the tracks of the O. C. & N. R. R. 
At this point the surface of the clay was twenty-four feet below 
mean low water, in the centre of the channel it was eighteen feet 
below mean low water, on the westerly side eight feet, and thence 
to Lehigh street, it varied from eight to ten feet. Two of the 
borings were sunk into the clay with a view of determining its 
thickness and consistency at various depths. One of these bor- 
ings was made at the point where the clay bed was most depressed. 
The total depth of this boring was ninety-five feet from the sur- 
face of the ground, and the clay was penetrated to a depth of 
fifty-five feet and was found to be of the very finest quality, 
entirely free from stones, gravel or sand, and, in point of con- 
sistency, appeared to be firmer and tougher near the surface, 
than at a greater depth. The other deep boring was made in 
the channel near the centre, and was carried down to the rock, 
a depth of one hundred and eight feet below mean low water, 
and through ninety feet of clay. The character of the clay was 
much the same as in the last boring, and, so far as the stability 
of the structures which are to rest on it are concerned, it was 
evident that nothing would be gained by penetrating the clay 
more than eight or ten feet. In view of the clay being softer 
than was anticipated, I suggested the addition of a broad 
exterior flanch to the screw-piles at a point eight or ten feet 


above the screw-blade to form a bearing shoulder on the surface 
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of the clay when the piles were screwed into place. The sug- 
gestion was approved and is being carried out. 


PROGRESS OF THE WORK. 


The construction of the fender-pier in the centre of the 
channel has been a very slow and difficult job, as might have 
been expected. It is, however, nearly completed. The screw- 
’ piles for the draw-pier are all in position and ready to be sunk. 
The iron columns on the South Boston side are nearly all set 
and some of the 12-inch iron floor-beams are in position. 
On the Boston side, the pile foundations for the iron columns are 
all driven. Most of the iron-work and lumber is on hand and 
ready to set up as soon as the sub-structures are ready. 
The amount paid to date is $174,388.00. 

The Resident Superintendent of this work, on the part of the 
City, is T. Willis Pratt, Esq. 


ABUTMENTS AND RETAINING WALLS FOR BROADWAY EXTEN- 
SION. | 
These comprise two abutments — one on the easterly side of 
Foundry street, and one on the northwesterly side of Lehigh 
street — and retaining walls, on each side of the street from 
said abutments, to Federal street on the South Boston side, and 
to Albany street on the Boston side. 
The abutments and retaining walls to rest on piles, cut off at 
a level of seven and one-half feet above mean low water. The 
abutments to be of such height as to permit the bridges above 
described to rest thereon, at an elevation of twelve feet in the 
clear above the roadways, and to be built of Quincy or Rock- 
port granite, cut to dimensions, with rough-hammered beds, 
builds and vertical joints. The retaining walls to be coursed 
rubble masonry, laid in cement mortar, and suitably bonded, 
the top surface to be built on an incline corresponding with the 
grade of the street. 
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Proposals were duly invited, and the contract was made with 
Messrs. Clapp & Ballou, in August, to furnish all materials 
and do all the work on or before October Ist, at the following 
rates for the various kinds of work, viz:

The work on the South Boston side has been completed. On 
the Boston side the retaining walls are finished and a portion 
of the abutment. The whole work will be finished, probably 
in February. 

The amount paid contractors to date, as per my estimates, is 
$45,512.42. 


BRIDGES. 


The duties of the City Engineer in respect to this class of 
structures remain the same under the present ordinance as 
under the preceding one. 

The following is a list of the bridges which the city has to 
maintain in whole or in part: —

Mill Dam bridge,— over sluices connecting the “ Full Basin ” 
with Charles River. 

Longwood avenue bridge, — over Longwood Creek and Brook- 
line Branch Railroad.

Dorchester street bridge, — over Old Colony and Newport Rail- 
road. 

Broadway bridge, — one over Lehigh street; one over Foundry 
street (now building). 

All the bridges marked with an aa eae in the first list, and 
the Chelsea Point or Winthrop bridge are, or will be, when 
completed, in the charge of superintendents under the direc- 
tion of the Committee on Bridges. 

All the others, except the Tremont street water-pipe bridge, 


* Bridges provided with draws or openings for the passage of vessels. 
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which is in the charge of the Water Board, are in the charge of 
the Superintendent of Streets, under the direction of the Com- 
mittee on Paving. 


ALBANY STREET BRIDGE (OVER ROXBURY CANAL). 


This bridge is a new one, and was completed and opened to 
travel early in the year. 

Plans and specifications were made last year by this depart- 
ment, and a contract made with Joseph Ross, Esq., of Ipswich, 
to build the structure for the sum of $7,450.00. It is provided 
with a draw, of the kind known as a Counter-balanced Turn- 
Table Draw. It has a roadway of thirty feet, a single sidewalk 
of six feet on the westerly side; and the opening for vessels is 
thirty-four feet. Chanzes in construction, authorized by the 
committee, increased the cost to $7,965.58. The estimated cost 
was $8,000.00. 

There has been expended in repairs on the bridge, replank- 
ing, etc., $594.80. 

The amount of travel over this bridge is very great, and 
constantly increasing, and it seems highly improbable that the 
insignificant requirements of navigation in this canal will much 
longer make this bridge a necessity, and it will give way to 
solid filling, and the full width of the street made available. 


DOVER STREET BRIDGE. 


A thorough examination of the draw of this bridge was made 
last summer, and a report of its condition, accompanied with a 
plan and specifications of changes and repairs, which I deemed 
necessary, was submitted to the Committee on Bridges, with the 
recommendation that this bridge and the Mount Washington 
avenue bridge should be put in thorough repair at once, so that, 
upon the completion of Broadway, three good avenues would be 
available while the necessary work contemplated on the Federal 
street bridge should be in progress. That report is, I presume, 
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on the files of the Committee on Bridges, and its recommenda- 
tions should be carried out without delay. 

An examination of other parts of this structure will be made 
at an early day. 

The repairs on this bridge during the year cost $834.14. 


FEDERAL STREET BRIDGE. 


The city of Boston was authorized to widen this bridge to a 
width of seventy feet, by an act of the Legislature, approved 
April 24th, 1869. 

Estimates were made of the cost of this widening, exclusive 
of the drawbridge, which amounted to $19,000.00. 

It was, however, subsequently deemed that such a widening, 
leaving the drawbridge in its present narrow and contracted 
condition, would be poor economy and of little public advantage. 
The opinion of the Committees on Streets, Paving and Bridges, 
favored the making of the drawbridge of the full width of 
seventy feet, with the roadway clear and unobstructed by any 
middle truss, and this department was called upon to devise a 
plan for the draw, which would fulfil these conditions, without 
materially altering the present bridge beyond what would be 
necessary to provide room for the enlarged draw. Accordingly 
levels were taken, and measurements made to determine the 
amount of available room beneath the roadway for depth of 
girders, wheels, etc., without raising the grade of the street; 
and also to locate the present piling to see how much would be 
available for the new structure, and the additional amount that 
would be required. Progress upon this work was necessarily 
interrupted by the current demands upon the department from 
work already in progress, and was suspended entirely for a 
season, while the surveys, plans and specifications for the Dart- 
mouth street bridge were being prepared. 

The problem presented by the requirements of the committees 
was more difficult of solution than at first appeared. It was 
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not simply to decide upon the best style of draw, but upon the 
best style that could be fitted to the place, and at the same time 
satisfy the requirements of the committee and the demands of a 
judicious economy. If an entirely new structure were to be 
built and no restrictions as to grade, it need not require a very 
long time to perfect designs and specifications; although, in that 
case, there would be room for considerable debate as to which 
of the various styles of drawbridges now in use would be best 
adapted to the unusual width of roadway demanded in this case, 
and the oblique angle which the opening for the passage of 
vessels makes with the axis of the bridge. If the bridge could be 
placed at a proper elevation, there would be no question but 
that permanent foundations and a substantial iron structure 
would be the most suitable, and, in the end, most economical. 
But, with all our present bridges, the grade is so low that the 
tracks and running gear have to be placed below extreme high 
water mark, and no little trouble and inconvenience ensues. © 
The superintendents have complained of the low grade of 
the draw-piers, and the necessarily contracted space beneath the 
bridges into which the machinery is crowded. Of course, the 
greatly enlarged dimensions of the drawbridge in the present 
case called for additional depth or space between the surface of 
the roadway and the top of the draw-pier, which could only be 
obtained by raising the grade of the roadway or still further 
depressing the draw-pier. 

Under these circumstances, I felt that the expense of perma- 
nent foundations and an iron superstructure, as an adjunct of 
the present patched-up bridge and at its present grade, would 
be quite unwarrantable. 

Accordingly, designs were prepared of several styles of 
draws, to be built of wood, which, it was thought, would outlast 
the present wooden structure. At this stage the policy of the 
Harbor Commissioners, as announced in the case of the Broad- 
way bridge, rendered it certain that additional requirements 
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would be made in this case, and that, besides the widening of 
the roadway of the bridge, the span would also have to be in- 
creased so as to make the opening for the passage of vessels 
forty-four feet inthe clear. It therefore became necessary to 
make a new series of calculations of strains to determine the 
new proportions and dimensions of parts, and to reconstruct the. 
designs. The designs, which have been made, include several 
styles of draw, or modifications of styles already in use, such as 
the “ Counter-balanced Turn-table”; a “Centre Pivot,” without 
turn-table, —the draw travelling upon attached wheels; a 
“ Side Pivot,’ with wheels attached, and a “Slide” or “ Rolling 
Draw,” like the present. The “Centre Pivot” design would 
require a middle truss, and would probably be the least expen- 
sive, although no definite estimates have been made. 

After the Broadway bridge contract was made, and it be- 
came certain that within a year this additional avenue to South 
Boston would be opened, the necessity for pressing this work 
became less urgent, and a majority of the Bridge Committee fa- 
vored its postponement until the completion of Broadway. For 
this reason, and on account of the demands of other work, very 
little has since been done on the work by this department, except 
preparing a plan exhibiting the present pile foundations with the 
proposed additions, to present to the Harbor Commiss.oners for 
their opinions and views; for it would be useless to spend further 
time upon the details of any plan unless the commissioners will 
approve of the necessary foundations. Some additional draw- 
ings have, however, been recently made to illustrate the appli- 
cation of a plan proposed by a Mr. Rich, of South Boston, to 
this particular locality. The general features of this plan were 
exhibited in a model, and, as applied to this locality, may be thus 
described :—The present draw is to remain just as it is, and a 
turnout bridge, wide enough for two lines of vehicles to pass 
each other, is to be built in an easterly direction alongside the 
present pathway of the vessels approaching the draw, for a dis- 
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tance of about two hundred feet, or far enough to permit a ves- 
sel to lay between the present draw and the easterly end of the 
“turnout,’ where another draw is to be built, connecting with a 
similar turnout on the opposite side of the shipway. At the en- 
trance to the turnouts, gates are so arranged that when the 
present draw is open for the passage of vessels, its guard gate 
is closed and the turnout gate is open. By this plan it is 
claimed there will be no detention of travel, as only one draw 
will be open at a time. The idea is not a new one by any 
means, although the particular mode of its application is novel. 
In this instance, it involves the building of about five hundred 
feet of bridge, including an extra draw. It could be applied to 
this bridge in connection with the proposed widening, without 
any interruption to the travel; and it is claimed that the com- 
bined cost of widening the present bridge to seventy feet, exclu- 
sive of the draw, and building the “Turnout bridge” and draw, 
will be from ten to twelve thousand dollars cheaper than the 
proposed plan of widening the present bridge, including the 
draw; and that the “Turnout” plan will better accommodate 
public travel. 

The various plans will soon be laid before the Committee on 
Bridges. 

The cost of repairs on this bridge during the past year was 
$1,512.10. 


MOUNT WASHINGTON AVENUE BRIDGE. 


This bridge was examined early in the season, and found in 
a most wretched condition throughout. 

The wooden trusses of the drawbridge were in an unsafe 
condition, the chords being badly decayed, and in one place the 
lower chord was rotted entirely through. The stringers and 
timbers which form the sidewalk bulkhead were very rotten, 
and the flooring of the bridge in bad condition. In short, the 
whole bridge is in such condition as to require almost an entire 
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renewal above the caps of the piles, or at least, above the 
stringers. At that time it was thought that the widening of the 
Federal street bridge must be taken hold of, and, as both could 
not go on together, this was repaired as well as possible, and 
the trusses strengthened so as to make it last until another year. 
When it became apparent that the work on Federal street 
bridge would be postponed until the completion of Broadway, 
I again called the attention of the committee to this bridge, in 
the report above alluded to, in connection with the Dover street 
bridge. No action, however, appears to have been taken. I 
consider this bridge in a very bad condition, and should be 
attended to at once. 

The amount expended for repairs on this bridge during the 
year was $2,486.52. 


MERIDIAN STREET BRIDGE. 


This bridge, exclusive of the draw, is in very good condi- 
tion. The draw itself, as to soundness and stability, is in good 
condition; but it does not work as easily as it should. The 
track was levelled up, new white oak bearing-plank put in, and 
wrought-iron plates interposed between the track-rail and the 
oak bearing-plank, in 1868; but owing to the work not having 
been properly done, or for some other reason, it did not entirely 
remedy the evil. The draw is a cumbrous, unwieldy affair, 
and its foundations not the best, and it would undoubtedly have 
been better policy to have built it anew, upcn more substantial 
foundations, at the time the bridge was rebuilt, in 1866. A 
smaller and lighter draw would answer every purpose in this 
locality. 

The repairs on this bridge during the year have cost $842.58. 


CHELSEA STREET BRIDGE. 


This bridge was partially renewed in 1868. At that time 
plans and specifications were prepared by this department for 
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rebuilding the entire structure, which I deemed the wisest 
course. The committee, however, thought differently, so the 
specifications were re-drawn to cover the building of a new 
draw and certain prescribed repairs, and a contract made with 
Joseph Ross for doing the work for the sum of $6,150. It was 
found, however, upon removing the earth covering of the bridge, 
that the entire flooring was so much decayed as to be unsafe. 
A new flooring was accordingly ordered by the committee, 
which was put in by Mr. Ross. The total cost was $9,146.35. 

The bridge is now in very good condition. The repairs 
during the year amounted to $42. 


WINTHROP BRIDGE (BREED’S ISLAND TO WINTHROP). 


This bridge has no draw, and the travel over it is very light. 
The bulkhead stringers need renewal in some places, and an ex- 
amination of the flooring, which will be made in the spring, will 
undoubtedly discover many defects now concealed by the earth 
covering. 


NEPONSET BRIDGE (OVER NEPONSET RIVER). 


This bridge was formerly a toll-bridge belonging to the Turn- 
pike Corporation, and since it was made free has been maintained 
jointly by the towns of Dorchester and Quincy. Its condition 
is reported good by the authorities of Dorchester; but an exam- 
ination will soon be made and its condition reported to the 
Committee on Bridges. 


GRANITE BRIDGE (OVER NEPONSET RIVER). 


This bridge is “ Granite” only in name, which is derived from 
the street of which it forms a part. It is a pile structure, pro- 
vided with a drawbridge of the old style known as the “ Leaf.- 
Draw.” It is in very fair condition; but will require some 
repairs on the planking of the roadway. The city maintains 
the bridge to the centre of the draw. 
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MILTON BRIDGE (OVER NEPONSET RIVER, AT LOWER MILLS). 


This is a substantial stone bridge, in good condition, with 
new railings; but is rather too narrow, and a widening to cor- 
respond with the width of roadway on the Milton side would 
be a great improvement. It is maintained jointly by the city 
and the town of Milton. 


MATTAPAN BRIDGE (OVER NEPONSET RIVER). 


This bridge is a light iron structure, recently erected and in 
good condition. The web of the main girders is very thin, and 
lower chord too light for the standard of burden usually re- 
quired in our city bridges. It is maintained jointly by the city 
and the town of Milton. 


COMMERCIAL STREET BRIDGE (OVER CREEK AT COMMER- 
CIAL POINT). 

This is a pile structure, provided with a “Leaf-Draw.” The 
draw, draw-pier, and northerly end of the bridge are in good 
order. The southerly end of the bridge is quite “shaky,’— 
the bulkhead stringers are rotten, and the piling needs renewal. 
The flooring is covered with earth, and is probably more or less 
decayed, and should be examined soon. 


MILL-DAM BRIDGE (OVER SLUICES). 


These sluices or water-ways through the Mill-dam were origi- 
nally provided with tide-gates, which permitted the water to 
flow into the “full basin,” so-called, during flood tide, but closed 
at the ebb and shut the water in. After the abandonment of 
the tide-mills, caused by the filling of the “empty basin,” these 
gates were removed and the tide now ebbs and flows through the 
sluices. They are openings or water-ways, six in number, about 
twenty feet wide, and-separated from each other by stone piers 
about five feet thick, built up to within four feet of the roadway. 
The sluices are then covered with round logs laid close together, 
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the ends resting on these piers, and upon the logs is the earth 
covering of the roadway. ‘These logs are more or less rotten 
and insecure, and the question has arisen —“ With what shall 
they be replaced ? ” 

These sluices will have to remain open for many years, cer- 
tainly as long as this basin remains unfilled; for into this basin 
flows all the drainage of “ Stony ” and “ Muddy brooks,” and un- 
til the basin is filled and very large covered canals provided for 
conveying this drainage to tide water in Charles River, the 
maintenance of these sluices will bea necessity. 

Plans have been prepared, by request of the Paving Depart- 
ment, for covering these sluices in a safer and more substantial 
manner, with either a wooden or iron structure, whichever shall 
be decided most suitable under all the circumstances. Specifica- 
tions will be drawn as soon as the committee determine which 
plan to adopt. 


LONGWOOD AVENUE BRIDGE. 


This bridge crosses “ Muddy Brook” (the centre of which 
forms the boundary line between Boston and Brookline), the 
adjacent marsh flats and the Brookline Branch Railroad. It is 
a trestle-work structure, resting on oak piles, has a plank road- 
way, and a sidewalk, on the southerly side only, and is not a 
suitable structure for the locality. The abutments are poorly 
built, and in bad condition. The care and maintenance of the 
structure belongs to Boston and Brookline jointly. By orders 
from the Paving Department,— to prepare plans and specifi- 
cations for a suitable structure, with proper abutments, — con- 
siderable work has been done in making surveys, levels and 
soundings, and preparing the necessary plans. The plans in 
detail will soon be ready to submit to the Committee on 
Paving, and the Selectmen of Brookline. 


ALBANY STREET BRIDGE (OVER BOSTON & ALBANY R. R.). 


This bridge was built in 1867-8, by McKay and Aldus, from 
designs by Clemens Herschell, C.H. The entire cost of the 
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bridge, abutments, and retaining walls, was $65,973.22. The 
structure is in good order. 


HARRISON AVENUE AND WASHINGTON STREET BRIDGES. 


These bridges are maintained by the Boston and Albany 
Railroad Co.; but by an agreement with the city, by which the 
corporation was permitted to raise these bridges, the plans of 
reconstruction were to be approved by the City Engineer. Ac- 
cordingly plans for new iron bridges, designed by EH. S. Phil- 
brick, C. E., were submitted to me, and carefully examined in 
all respects as to their strength and stability, and approved. 
The Harrison avenue bridge has since been built, and is a first- 
class specimen of iron work. The Washington street bridge - 
will probably be built this season, in connection with the raising 
of the Suffolk Street District. 


FERDINAND STREET BRIDGE (OVER BOSTON & ALBANY R. R.). 


This bridge has been lowered during the year, by permission 
of the Boston and Albany Railroad Corporation, improving 
very materially the grades of the adjacent streets. It is in 
good condition. 


BERKELEY STREET BRIDGE (OVER BOSTON & ALBANY R. R.). 


This bridge was built for the Boston Water Power Company 
by the “ Moseley Iron Bridge Works.” It is probably as good 
a bridge as could have been built for the money it cost; but it 
is a lighter and cheaper structure than I should have recom- 
mended. It has, however, been quite well tested during the 
past year while Tremont street was closed, and a recent exam- 
ination disclosed no perceptible deflection or permanent set to 
the girders as compared with an examination made last spring. 

The present mode of planking the roadway on a dead level, 
is objectionable, as there is no provision for shedding the rain- 
fall. A substantial Burnettized bottom flooring should be laid 
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and covered with asphaltum concrete so as to give a longitu- 
dinal crown to the roadway, and upon this a pavement of 
wooden blocks should be laid. The iron work should be 
thoroughly painted. 


BERKELEY STREET BRIDGE (OVER BOSTON & PROVIDENCE 
Ri: Rs). 

This structuro was built by the Boston and Providence Rail- 
road Company, and was accepted as a part of Berkeley street 
last year. The roadway and sidewalks are supported upon 
very heavy cast-iron columns, placed in rows crosswise the 
street, the rows being about twenty feet apart. The columns rest 
upon a pile foundation, capped with granite blocks. Upon these 
columns heavy wrought-iron Phoenix I beams or girders are 
laid crosswise the roadway, and upon these, similar longitudinal 
floor-beams are placed about four feet apart. The flooring, as 
originally built, consisted of spruce plank laid flatwise and 
fitted between the floor-beams, resting on the lower flanch. The 
space above the plank was filled with gravel to the level of the 
tops of the floor-beams, and directly upon the gravel was placed 
the wooden block pavement. As might have been expected, 
the gravel covering rotted the plank; a portion of the wooden 
blocks also rotted at the bottom and settled unevenly, causing 
the surface of the roadway to present a very rough appearance. 
Under these circumstances it is not surprising that the heavy 
travel of last summer broke through the planking and revealed 
its rotten condition. 

This department was immediately called upon to prepare 
plans for re-covering the bridge, and the following general plan 
was proposed. To strip the bridge to the iron work, then to 
fit between the longitudinal iron girders 4-inch spruce plank 
floor-beams, set edgewise, and resting upon the lower flanch of the 
girders; these planks to be placed three feet apart from centre 
to centre and to be of graduated widths, — from twelve to eight 
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inches, — the widest being placed in the centre of the roadway 
and thence diminishing in width to the gutters, forming a lateral 
crown to the roadway. Upon these plank floor-beams a flooring 
of 4-inch spruce plank, planed to an even thickness, to be laid 
diagonally of the roadway and thoroughly spiked. The Nichol- 
son block pavement to be laid on this flooring. The curb or 
wheel-guard to be of cast-iron. The sidewalk to be replanked 
with 3-inch plank laid close and covered with asphaltum con- 
crete. 

The lumber was to be one-half Burnettized and one-half cre- 
osoted, to test its relative merits. The proposed plan as above 
described was carried out. 

Upon uncovering the bridge it was discovered that some of 
the iron columns had either settled or were not properly levelled 
when set, and that it would be necessary to level up the whole 
structure. The Providence Railroad Co. desired that the whole 
bridge should be raised a foot, and offered to bear the expense 
of raising, and as this operation would enable us to re-adjust the 
columns at their proper relative height it was decided to raise 
the whole bridge an average height of twelve inches. The execu- 
tion of the entire work was intrusted to Joseph Ross, Esq., and 
it was promptly and successfully accomplished. 

The bridge, with all its travel, was lifted bodily by screws 
attached to each column. Every column had marked upon it 
the exact height it was to be raised, and a granite leveller was 
provided for each column, whose thickness corresponded with 
the mark upon the column. The work was all done without 
any interruption to the public travel. 

The cost of the work was $16,124.18. 


COLUMBUS AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER BOSTON & ALBANY R. R.). 


‘Phis bridge was built in 1865 from designs by Clemens 
Herschell, Civil Engineer for the Boston Water Power Com- 
pany. It is a wrought-iron lattice bridge of very good design 
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as to strength and stiffness; but not a remarkably good speci- 
men of workmanship. By the laying out of Columbus avenue, 
June 24, 1869, the care and maintenance of this bridge and 
abutments was assumed by the city. Its condition is fair, but 
similar measures to those proposed for the Berkeley street 
bridge should be taken here to crown the surface of the road- 
way so as to shed the rainfall. 


DARTMOUTH STREET BRIDGE (OVER B. & A. AND B.& P.R.R.) 


This department was called upon to furnish plans and esti- 
mates for a bridge over the Boston and Albany and the Boston 
and Providence Railroads, at their junction. Approximate 
estimates were furnished of the cost of a substantial iron 
bridge, with suitable abutments and piers, and some progress 
made in the preparation of drawings in detail; but it was de- 
cided that there was not ample time to prepare, decide upon 
and execute plans for such a structure in season for the “ Peace 
Jubilee”; and it was also thought that a well-built wooden 
structure would answer all the public requirements for ten or 
fifteen years, and could be built for less than half the money. 
Accordingly, plans and specifications were at once prepared for 
a wooden trussed bridge. 

The abutments and intermediate piers consist of oak piling 
and heavy trestle-work. The two main trusses, which are built 
continuous over the piers, are respectively two hundred and 
twenty and one hundred and ninety-eight feet long, and of the 
style known as the “ Pratt Truss.” The lower chord is formed 
of four pieces each six by twenty-four inches; the upper chord 
has four pieces, each six by ten inches; the posts or struts are 
each six by twenty-four inches, except over bearings, where they 
are twelve by twenty-four inches. All counter-rods are single 
and one and one quarter inches in diameter, and the others are 


in sets of two and three, and vary from one and three-fourths 
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inches diameter at the bearings to one inch at the centre o 
the spans. : 

The sidewalk trusses rest on the same piers as the main 
trusses; but as the piers are necessarily at an angle oblique to 
the axis of the bridge, the lengths of the spans vary. They are 
continuous over piers. 

The lower chords consist of three pieces: the centre one, 
six by twelve inches; the two outer ones, four by twelve inches. 
The upper chord has three pieces: the middle one, six by eight 
inches, and the outside ones, three by eight inches; the struts 
over bearings are eight by twelve inches, andthe intermediates, 
four by twelve inches. 

The counter rods are single and one inch in diameter; all 
the others are double and one inch diameter at the centre of 
spans, and increase one-eighth of an inch for each bay to the 
bearings. 

The trusses are eight feet in height from outside to out- 
side. 

The floor-timbers are four by fourteen inches, placed two in 
each bay or panel; every other one is double and trussed with a 
truss-rod one and one-fourth inch diameter, the struts being 
continuous twelve by twelve inch timbers running the whole 
length of the bridge. 

The roadway floor is double, the lower one being of 4-inch 
spruce, and the upper one 2-inch white oak, laid crosswise the 
bridge. 

The sidewalk floor is of two thicknesses of 2-inch spruce 
plank. 

The trusses are covered with a wooden coping, and all the 
woodwork and ironwork exposed, was painted three coats and 
sanded. 

All the woodwork was creosoted or Burnettized. 

Proposals were invited, and the contract awarded to Joseph 
Ross, of Ipswich. 
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Although not entirely completed by Jubilee week, yet the 
roadway was finished and the bridge pretty severely tested by 
the moving crowds. 

The bridge is a first-class piece of work, and as substantial 
as could be made of wood. ‘The cost was $26,780.00. 


DORCHESTER STREET BRIDGE (OVER OLD COLONY AND 
NEWPORT R. R.) 

The bridge over the Old Colony and Newport Railroad at 
this place was originally built, and has since been maintained, 
by the Railroad Company. In order to complete the widening 
of the street it was necessary to enlarge this bridge, extend the 
abutments, and build new retaining walls. So far as the alter- 
ation of the bridge and abutments was concerned, the city was 
powerless to act without the consent of the Railroad Company. 
Therefore an agreement was concluded between said company 
and the city, by which the city was to do all the work required, 
and assume the care and maintenance of the bridge and abut- 
ments ever after, the Railroad Company paying four-fifths of 
the cost. 

Plans and specifications were prepared, for all the work 
required, last March. Proposals were invited, and contracts 
awarded, to the Atlantic Works for building the bridge; and to 
Messrs. Clapp and Ballou for the masonry, grading and filling. 

The old bridge was a wooden one, and could not be econom- 
ically widened, and a structure, mainly of iron, was recom- 
mended. The width of the street, as widened, is fifty feet, and 
the clear span of the bridge twenty-seven feet. The bridge 
consists of seven parallel wrought-iron plate girders, thirty feet 
in length, twenty-two inches high in the centre, and seventeen 
inches high at the ends, placed eight feet six inches apart from 
centre to centre, under the roadway, and eight feet under the 
sidewalks, — all tied together at the bottoms with two-inch 
angle iron. Oak stringers of 4-inch plank are placed edge- 
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wise on the lower flanches of the girders, and bolted to the 
webs. Upon these stringers floor-timbers of four by twelve 
inch creosoted spruce are placed at right angles with the girders, 
and three feet apart from centre to centre. An under flooring 
of 4-inch creosoted spruce plank is laid upon these floor 
timbers, the top surface being just flush with the tops of the 
girders, and over this an upper floor of 3-inch white oak 
plank is laid at right angles, or crosswise the roadway. The 
outer roadway girders support a cast-iron wheel-guard or curb, 
provided with flanches and sockets on its sidewalk face for 
receiving one end of each of the sidewalk floor timbers, — the 
other end resting upon an angle iron flanch, riveted to the web 
of the sidewalk girder. The sidewalk floor is of 2-inch spruce 
plank. 

The railing is composed of cast-iron posts riveted to the 
sidewalk girders, and horizontal rails of wrought-iron pipe 
fitted to posts by a right and left screw. 

Beneath the sidewalk, and not connected with the bridge, are 
a pair of wrought-iron plate girders, sixteen inches deep and 
twenty inches apart, with cast-iron cradles fitted between and 
bolted to the web-plates, to support a 12-inch water pipe. All 
the work under both contracts has been done, and the cost of 
the bridge work was $3,000.00, and of the mason work, grad- 
ing and filling, $8,250.00. 


D STREET EXTENSION BRIDGE— ABUTMENTS AND WALLS. 


Estimates for the Committee on' Laying out and Widening 
Streets have been made of the probable cost of an iron bridge, 
the necessary abutments and retaining walls, that would be re- 
quired if the extension of D street, from its present terminus to 
Federal street, were made at the high grade, crossing the Old 
Colony and Newport Railroad fourteen feet in the clear above 
the tracks. 
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SHAWMUT AVENUE EXTENSION AND INDIANA PLACE 
WALLS, &e. 

Surveys, levels and soundings have been made, and plans 
partly finished for the structures that would be required by the 
extension of Shawmut avenue over the Boston and Albany 
Railroad, the raising of the grade of Indiana place and of 
Castle street. Preliminary estimates have been made for the 
Committee on the Suffolk Street District, of the cost of these 
structures.

I will again call attention to the necessity of making some 
changes in the law concerning the sealing of scales, weights and 
measures. The present law requires that “ sealers shall annually, 
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in May, advertise for every inhabitant who uses scales, weights, 
and measures, for the purpose of buying and selling, and for 
public weighers who have the same, to bring in their scales, 
weights, and measures to be adjusted and sealed; and the 
sealers are authorized and required to go to the stores and 
shops of all who neglect to bring in their scales, weights, and 
measures, and there adjust and seal the same.” A sealer has 
no right to test them oftener than once a year, unless “he has 
.reasonable cause to believe that they have been altered since 
they were last sealed.” Ihave never known a single instance 
where a person has brought his scales, weights and measures to | 
the office in compliance with the notice; there is no penalty for 
neglecting to do so. 

The city furnish transportation and men to go to the stores 
and shops to do this work, at an expense double that which they 
receive in fees. 

I believe itis very seldom that scales, weights or measures are 
altered for the purpose of defrauding, but I believe fraud is 
committed in other ways, and if a law is made empowering the 
sealers to go at any time (instead of annually), and examine the 
-scales, weights and measures at all places where they buy and 
sell, these frauds will be stopped, and more real good accom- 
plished in one month than there is now in years. Some scales 
should be tested once a month, or oftener; while for others a 
test once in one, two or three years would be sufficient: very 
much depends upon the uses to which they are put. Many 
scales are sent to the manufactory nearly every month for 
repairs; a test of such by a sealer once a year is of but little 
use. 

I had no actual knowledge of the necessity for a more fre- 
quent test until last year, when Messrs. Naylor & Co. requested 
that their scales should be tested every two weeks; this request 
has been complied with by me since March last. Their scales 
consist of one railroad track scale and three large beams, such 
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as public weighers use. The track scale has been found per- 
fectly accurate at every test; no alteration has been made in it 
whatever during the year; it was also sealed in January and 
February. The beams were found in the following condition, 
on the dates named: February 12th, two beams incorrect and 
adjusted; March 2d, one correct, one adjusted; 22d, one cor- 
rect, one adjusted; April 13th, one correct, one adjusted; 26th, 
two correct; May 13th, two correct, one adjusted; 28th, two 
correct, one adjusted; June 14th, two correct, one adjusted; 
30th, one correct, two adjusted; July 14th, two correct, one 
adjusted; 29th, two correct, one adjusted; August 12th, one 
correct, two adjusted; 27th, two correct, one adjusted; Septem- 
ber 9th, one correct, two adjusted; 23d, two correct, one 
adjusted; October ‘th, three correct; 21st, three adjusted; 
November 4th, two correct, one adjusted; 19th, two correct, 
one adjusted; December Ist, one correct, two adjusted; 17th, 
three adjusted. They used two beams previous to May, and 
three after that time. Those that were adjusted varied from 
one to three pounds from correct weight on a test of one thou- 
sand pounds; and the variations, with one exception, were against 
the interests of the firm: they have without doubt saved hun- 
dreds of dollars by having their scales tested so often. 

The above facts, with others which might be mentioned, seem 
to prove conclusively that a change is of the utmost importance, 
and I would respectfully offer the following suggestions of what 
seems to me requisite in a new law. 

Every person using scales, weights, measures and milk-cans 
for the purpose of buying and selling should have them adjusted, 
sealed and recorded by the sealer in the city or town in which 
they are used, after which the parties so using them should be 
held accountable for the correctness of the same, they having 
the right to have them tested at the office of the sealer of 
weights and measures whenever they believe it necessary, except 
hay, coal and such platform balances as cannot be readily 


~ 
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removed, which the sealers should be authorized to go to and 
test. The sealers should be authorized to go to the places of 
business of all persons using scales, weights and measures for 
the purpose of buying and selling, and examine the same at any 
time. 

They should be required to condemn and take away any scale, 
weight, measure or milk-can found in use that does not, and 
cannot be made to, conform to the authorized standard. 

They should be authorized to attach a notice to any scale 
found to be incorrect, which could be made correct, forbidding 
the further use of it, until it had been made to conform to the 
standard. There should be penalties for neglecting or refusing 
to have scales, weights and measures sealed, for using them 
before they are sealed, and for altering, or having in use such as 
are found to be incorrect after the same have been sealed. 

Sealers should make complaints for violations of this law, 
and the whole of the fines should go to the use of the cities and 
towns. 

All sealers of weights and measures should be paid by. a 
salary, and no fees should be charged for any official duty they 
may perform.

The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider the ex- 
pediency of abating the nuisance caused by impaired drainage 
on the Suffolk Street District, so-called, by exercising the special 
powers conferred upon the City Government by chapter 277 of 
the acts of the year 1868, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


The situation of this territory, and its condition with respect 
to drainage, were fully described in a report presented to the 
last City Council; and as copies of that report will be fur- 
nished to the members of the present City Council, the com- 
mittee do not consider it necessary to repeat the statements 
therein made. 

The plans recommended are substantially in accordance with 
those carried out on the Church Street District, and are stated 
briefly as follows: 

“1, To take all the territory described in chapter 277 of the 
acts of the year 1868, with the buildings and other fixtures 
thereon, in the manner authorized by said act. 

“2. ‘To raise the streets and places on said territory to the 
grade shown on a plan made by the City Surveyor. 

“3. To lay out and widen certain streets and places on the 
district after the taking, as shown on a plan made by the City 
Surveyor. 
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“4, To fill the cellars, back yards, and vacant lots to the 
orade of twelve feet above mean low water. 

“5, To raise and underpin such of the buildings on the dis- 
trict as it may be found expedient. 

“6. To relay water pipes, sewers, and edgestones, and pave 
the streets and sidewalks. 

“'T. To provide for the appointment of a Joint Committee of 
the City Council to have charge of the work to be performed, 
with authority to appoint one or more persons to act under 
their direction. 

“8. To reconvey to the former owners the estates (or such 
portions as are not required for streets or other purposes), after 
the nuisance has been abated: provided, said former owners 
will put the buildings in proper condition for raising, make all 
necessary repairs upon them, after the raising and underpin- 
ning, and make no claim upon the city for damages.” 

The estimates of the expense of carrying out this plan are 
very large, but after a careful examination of the subject, there 
appears to be no other plan by which a permanent improvement 
can be effected more economically. A considerable portion of 
the cost of widening and extending certain streets on the terri- 
tory, as shown on the plan of the City Surveyor, can be assessed 
upon the property before it is reconveyed. 

As the above proposition in regard to the reconveyance of 
estates might not be properly understood by the owners, this 
committee, in recommending the adoption substantially of the 
plan of improvement presented in City Document No. 105, of 
last year, would modify the eighth section so as to provide that 
the reconveyances be made subject to the payment of such 
assessments for benefit from widening and extending streets, 
or filling vacant lands, or any other acts of the city, as the 
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committee having charge of the matter should deem ex- 
pedient. 

If this work is to be done, it is highly important for the 
interests of the city, and the owners and occupants of the terri- 
tory, that there should be no delay in entering upon it. Con- 
siderable time will necessarily be consumed in making an ap- 
praisal of the actual value of the property, which cannot be done 
until it is taken, and in making the contracts for filling the 
territory and raising and underpinning the buildings; so that, 
unless prompt action is taken, the work will not be fairly begun 
before it is interfered with by cold weather next fall. 

The committee would respectfully recommend the adoption of 
the accompanying instrument, taking the lands with the build- 
ings and other fixtures thereon, as authorized by the General 
Court, and also the orders appended thereto.

EAST BOSTON FERRIES. 
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In Board of Aldermen, Jan. 31, 1870. 


The Joint Standing Committee on East Boston Ferries 
would respectfully recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying ordinance to establish a Board of Directors for the 
East Boston Ferries. 

As the ferry property comes into the possession of the 
city on the first of April next, it is desirable that there 
should be no delay in providing for its care and management.

AN ORDINANCE 


TO ESTABLISH A BOARD OF DIRECTORS FOR THE EAST BOSTON FERRIES. 


Be tt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows: 


Section 1. In the month of February, in the year 1870, 
the City Council shall elect, by concurrent vote of the 
two branches, one member of the Board of Aldermen, 
two members of the Common Council, and four citizens at 
large, to constitute a Board of Directors for the East Boston 
Ferries. The persons elected from the City Council shall 
hold their office as members of said Board during the 
remainder of the municipal year, and until others are elected 
in their place, unless they are sooner removed. Of the 
persons elected from the citizens at large, two shall hold 
office for one year from the first Monday in May, in the 
year 1870, unless they are sooner removed; and two shall 
hold office for two years from the first Monday in May, in 
the year 1870, unless they are sooner removed. 

The members of said Board shall at all times be subject to 
removal from office by the City Council for cause; and 
vacancies from any cause may be filled at any time for an 
unexpired term, in the same manner as the original appoint- 
ment. 

The persons so elected shall meet and organize themselves 
into a Board forthwith, by the choice of one of their number 
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as president. They shall also choose a clerk, who shall not 
be a member of the Board; and they may make such rules 
and regulations for their own government, and for the 

government of all subordinate officers by them appointed, 
as they shall deem expedient. A majority of the whole 
Board shall be necessary to constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 

Sect. 2. In the month of January, in the year 1871, and 
annually afterwards in said month, the City Council shall 
elect, by concurrent vote of the two branches, one member 
of the Board of Aldermen and two members of the Com- 
mon Council to be members of the Board of Directors for 
the East Boston Ferries, to hold office during the remainder 
of the municipal year in which they are elected, and until 
others are elected in their place, unless sooner removed. In 
the month of March or April, in the year 1871, and annually 
thereafter in March or April, there shall be elected, by con- 
current vote of the two branches of the City Council, two 
members of the Board of Directors for the East Boston 
Ferries from the citizens at large, to hold their office for two 
years from the first Monday in May, in the year of their 
election, and until others are elected in their place, unless 
sooner removed. The members of said Board may be 
removed at any time, and vacancies may be filled in the 
manner provided in section one. 

Sect. 3. The persons elected from the City Council, as 
provided in section two, shall enter upon their duties as 
members of said Board forthwith; and the persons elected 
from the citizens at large shall enter upon their duties on the 
first Monday in May. On the first Monday in May, in the 
year 1871, and annually thereafterwards on the first Mon- 
day in May, the members shall meet and organize themselves 
into a Board, in the manner provided in section one. 

Sect. 4. The said Board of Directors shall have the 
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general care and management of the East Boston Ferries 
owned by the city; and for that purpose they shall have 
and exercise all the powers vested in the City Council by 
the eleventh section of Chapter two hundred and forty-four 
of the Acts of the year 1852, and Chapter one hundred and 
fifty-five of the Acts of the year 1869, so far as the same 
can be legally delegated. 

Secr. 5. The said Board of Directors shall, annually, 
as soon as may be after its organization, and whenever any 
vacancy exists, appoint a suitable person for superintendent 
of the ferries, who shall hold his office for one year from the 
time of his appointment, and until some other person is ap- 
pointed in his place, unless sooner removed. ‘The superin- 
tendent may be removed at the pleasure of the directors, 
and shall receive such compensation as the City Council may 
from time to time determine. The Board may appoint such 
assistants and subordinate officers as they may think neces- 
sary or expedient, and may remove them whenever they see 
fit, and shall fix their compensation, and also the compen- 
sation of the clerk before mentioned; provided, that the 
amount thus paid shall not exceed, in the whole, the sum 
appropriated by the City Council therefor. 

Sect. 6. The said Board of Directors shall, annually, in 
the month of May, present to the City Council a report in 
print, made up to, and including, the thirtieth day of the pre- 
ceding April, containing a careful statement of the condition 
of the ferry boats and the slips, drops and buildings used for 
ferry purposes, the number of persons and the number of 
teams of different classes that have passed over the ferries 
during the year; also a statement in detail of the receipts 
and expenditures, with such other information or suggestions 
as they may deem important,-or the City Council may require. 
And at any time during the year the said Board shall, upon 
the order of the City Council, report upon the condition of 
the ferries and any facts within their knowledge. 
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Sect. 7. Whenever, in the opinion of said Board of Direc- 
tors, additional accommodations are needed for the transpor- 
tation of persons, horses, cattle, carriages, wagons, goods, 
and merchandise between East Boston and the city proper, 
or improvements of a permanent character are required, 
they shall send to the City Council a statement of the extent 
and character of the additional accommodations or improve- 
ments required, with an estimate of the expense of furnish- 
ing the same, and the rates of ferriage necessary to cover 
the additional expense and the interest on the ferry scrip. 
The boats furnished by the City Council shall be run at such 
times, and in such manner, as the Board may direct. 

Sect. 8. The City Council shall, by special order, estab- 
lish the rates of toll to be received and collected when the 
ferries come into the possession of the city; said rates to be 
based upon an income sufficient to cover the current expenses 
of maintaining the ferries, and the payment of the interest 
on the ferry scrip; and whenever thereafter the City Council 
deem it expedient, they may alter or amend said rates, pro- 
vided that the income from the rates established shall always ~ 
be sufficient to cover said expenses and interest. 7 

Sror. 9. The said Board of Directors shall make all 
necessary repairs and alterations in the ferry boats, and the 
slips, drops, tanks and buildings used for ferry purposes, 
provided that the expense shall not exceed the amount appro- 
priated therefor by the City Council; but they shall not 
purchase any additional boats, or erect any new buildings, 
without first obtaining the approval of the City Council. 
When supplies or materials are required in operating the 
ferries, exceeding in value the sum of five hundred dollars, 
the Board shall advertise in the newspapers employed by the 
city to publish its advertisements, for sealed proposals to 
furnish such supplies or materials, describing particularly 
the quality and quantity required, and the times and places 
of delivery. Such proposals as may be received shall be 
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opened at a public meeting of the Board, and the contracts 
shall be awarded to the lowest bidder: provided, the Board 
shall deem it for the best interest of the city ; and the person 
contracting shall furnish satisfactory security for the faithful 
performance of his contract. No member of the Board, 
either directly or indirectly, for himself personally, or in 
trust for any other. person, shall have any pecuniary interest 
in furnishing supplies for the ferries, or in any contract for 
the same. 

Sect. 10. The amounts received for tolls, or from other 
sources, shall be paid into the city treasury as often as once 
in each week; and the persons appointed by the Board of 
Directors to receive and collect tolls shall give bonds in the 
penal sum of five thousand dollars, with sureties satisfactory 
to the said Board for the faithful performance of their duties. 

Sect. 11. All bills for expenditures by the said Board 
of Directors shall be drawn for by the President, examined 
by the Auditor, and approved by the Committee on Accounts, 
before they are paid by the Treasurer.

The Committee on Paving, to whom was referred the petition 
of the proprietors of India and other wharves in relation to the 
work on Atlantic avenue, respectfully report that they have 
given the petitioners an attentive hearing, but have failed to 
elicit any evidence to substantiate the allegations in the petition 
that the wall has not been built in a substantial manner, or that 
the plans and specifications are in any respect defective. 

Section 4, chapter 149, of the General Laws of 1866, pre- 
scribes that “ All persons that have been or may be authorized 
by the legislature to build over tide-water any bridge, wharf, 
pier, or dam, or to fill any flats, or to drive any piles below 
high-water mark, who have not already begun such work, shall, 
before beginning it, give written notice to the harbor commis- 
sioners of the work they intend to do, and submit plans of any 
proposed wharf or other structure, and of the flats to be filled, 
and of the mode in which the work is to be performed; and 
no such work shall be commenced until the plan and mode of 
performing the same shall be approved in writing by a majority 
of the said harbor commissioners. And the said commissioners 
shall have power to alter the said plans at their discretion, and 
to prescribe the direction, limits, and mode of building of the 
wharves and other structures, to any extent that does not dimin- 
ish or control the legislative grant; and all such work shall be 
executed under the supervision of the commissioners.” 

In accordance with the above law, the plans and specifications 
for the Atlantic avenue sea-wall, drawn by the City Engineer, 
were submitted to the Board of Harbor Commissioners, and 
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were approved by them; and the wall has been built in accord- 
ance with said plans and specifications. 

After giving the petitioners an attentive hearing, as above 
stated, the committee referred the whole subject to T. Willis 
Pratt, Esq., a civil engineer of ability and experience, and 
received from him thé following report: 


Grorce O. CARPENTER, EsqQ., 
Chairman Committee on .Paving. 


Sir :—At your request, I have given attention to the repre- 
sentation and evidence presented to your committee by the 
petitioners for stopping the work upon the Atlantic avenue sea- 
wall, and report as follows: 

First, I will state that I had nothing to do with designing the 
plaus or drawing up the specifications of this wall. A sea-wall 
is really aretaining or bank wall, and only differs from them in 
position, being placed so as to retain earth which might otherwise 
be washed by the tides. These walls should have stability both 
vertically and horizontally. The vertical stability depends upon 
the foundation; out the horizontal stability depends partly upon 
the foundation and partly upon the weight of the wall, the shape of 
the stones and the manner of laying the same. The petitioners 
have not definitely shown in what particular the wall in ques- 
tion is defective; they have charged, however, that a portion 
between Rowe’s and India wharves has yielded to a comparatively 
slight pressure, and infer from that, that the whole is likewise 
defective. I have examined the whole wall from end to end 
several times since the petition was first presented, and as much 
of the foundation as I could get at during time of low water. 
I have failed to find any signs of weakness in any part of the wall. 
There are no cracks or unusual bulges which indicate a yielding. 
A gradual movement of a wall as the pressure increases upon it is 
not always an evidence of weakness, nor is it alarming to have

a slight movement take place until the filling is completed. 
The wall between Rowe’s and India wharves, so far from yield- 
ing to a slight pressure, has been and is at this time, subject to 
quite an unusual pressure. This pressure is determined by the 
height of the earth embankment immediately behind the wall; and 
in this case the first filling was carried by the contractor, Mr. 
Farren, to a height of ten feet above the top of the wall, that is 
to say, a wall about eighteen feet high sustained the pressure of a 
bank of earth twenty-eight feet high, with horse carts in addition 
dumping the earth upon one side during the operation of filling. 
A part of this earth was afterwards taken off, but the bank still 
stands about four feet above the grade of the avenue, and is effec- 
tually resisted by the wall. It is the vertical height of the earth 
which creates the pressure, and not the width or any horizontal 
dimension. That part of the wall is founded upon the solid 
earth, which is of the same character as Fort Hill, and is pre- 
sumed to be a part of the same formation. No piles were driven 
there. The next section of the wall between India and Central 
wharves is founded upon piles, the soft mud in the dock having 
been first dredged out down to the clay bottom. In some parts 
the dredges took up some of the hard material. The piles were 
driven into the hard bottom and cut off at the proper level. 
Coarse beach gravel, from the harbor, was then dumped in be- 
tween the piles and in the rear, and stone ballast in front of 
them. The wall was then laid on the tops of the piles. The 
work of filling is now going on in the rear of this wall, and the 
ballasting is being rammed thoroughly against the front of it. 
At the first hearing, January 25th, the petitioners presented 
their case, but without producing any evidence against the sta- 
bility of the wall. At the second hearing, on Saturday, the 
29th, two gentlemen of age and experience, who had been 
quoted by some of the petitioners, appeared by request of the 
Committee. The first one acknowledged frankly that he had 
not examined any part of the wall, but having read the specifi. 
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cations, at the time the work was advertised, he thought that a 
substantial wall could not be built according to the plans de- 
scribed. The second party had read the specifications and 
thought they were good, and that a good wall could be built 
under them, and then stated that he had made certain observa- 
tions on that part of the avenue between Central and India 
wharves, by putting up range stakes attached to the wood 
work in front of the wall, and which is intended for 
the sidewalk. He stated that the wall continues to move as 
the filling in the rear makes progress, and at this time 
the movement has been five inches or more in one place, 
towards the outer dock, and gave his opinion strongly, 
that the wall would continue to move. It is to be re- 
gretted that so intelligent a witness had not made his observa- 
tions directly upon the wall itself, and not upon a wooden 
structure, not fastened to the wall. To be sure if the wall presses 
outward the woodwork must also move outward, but it is pos- 
sible that the woodwork has moved away from the wall, leaving 
the wall nearly in its original position. This is the substance 
of the testimony introduced by the petitioners directly affecting 
the wall. Some apprehensions were expressed to the effect that 
if the enclosed docks were laid out into lots and large ware- 
houses built thereon, the driving of piles for their foundations, 
in the rear of the avenue, would operate like wedges and tend 
o force the wall seaward. Perhaps it was fortunate that the 
avenue was laid out one hundred feet wide, as now no piles can 
be driven within sixty-five feet of the back of the wall, without 
permission of the City, and I think the wall is safe from the 
effect of piles driven at that distance. An attempt was made to 
compare the avenue wall with the wall at the end of Long 
wharf, which latter wall was stated to be thirty feet high, seven- 
teen feet wide at the bottom, and seven feet at top. The 
average thickness would be twelve feet, or four-tenths of 
the height. One section of the avenue wall is eighteen 
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feet high, fourteen feet wide at bottom, and four feet at 
top; average thickness, nine feet, or five-tenths of its height. 
This section consequently has twenty per cent more stone 
proportionally than the Long wharf wall. Another section 
of the avenue wall is fifteen feet high, fourteen feet at 
base, and four feet at top; average thickness, nine feet, or six- 
tenths of its height, being fifty per cent greater, proportionally, 
than the Long wharf wall. There are no smaller sections than 
those named. So far as bulk and weight are required to resist 
pressure, the avenue wall has enough and to spare. Mr. Adams 
gave us some interesting accounts of attempts formerly made, to 
make walls stand on dock mud. Now dock mud is of a slimy 
nature and may be called a lubricating material, and it seems 
singular that anyone would attempt to risk any structure, 
intended to be permanent, upon it. ‘They introduced platforms 
on the mud, which was like putting a drag-sled under a stone 
to still further reduce the friction, already too little. The 
engineer for Atlantic avenue wall says, take away all the mud 
down to hard material, drive piles and introduce in place of 
mud, coarse gravel, broken stone, and oyster shells, all sub- 
stances which increase friction and resistance, and this 2s good 
engineering, whatever may be the result. The original line of the 
avenue is determined by permanent marks, not liable to be 
deranged, and Mr. Henry Manly, an assistant of the City 
Engineer, from time to time refers to that line and the face of 
the wall, He has noticed movements as follows, at four points, 
at about fifty feet distances: at the bottom of wall, first, one- 
quarter of an inch outward; second, nothing; third, three- 
quarters of an inch outward; and fourth, seven-eighths of an 
inch inward. At the top of the wall, first, one-eighth of an inch 
outward; second, three-eighths outward; third, one and three- 
quarter inches outward ; fourth, one and a quarter inches, outward. 
All this on that section between India and Central wharf where 
the filling is now going on. These movements do not indicate 
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danger, and the movement of the platform of five mches can 
easily be remedied at the proper time when the ballasting is 
complete and the filling consolidated in the rear of the wall. 

The contractors are doing all they can to complete their con- 
tract, and will be required to thoroughly pack the ballasting in 
front of the wall. This ballasting of broken stone almost com- 
poses a part of the wall and resists the outward pressure of the 
earth. With regard to the dredging of the docks near the wall, 
I cannot conceive a good reason for dredging within fifteen or 
twenty of the line of the avenue. The expense of dredging 
would be very great and the probable income very small. There 
seems to me a greater probability that the owners of the docks 
would desire to build warehouses like State Street Block, facing 
the avenue, which would be of much greater value for an income 
than the docks.

as prayed for by the petitioners; they therefore respectfully 
recommend that said petitioners have leave to withdraw.

AMENDMENT 


PROPOSED BY MR. SMITH, TO THE INSTRUMENT RECOM- 
MENDED IN THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
SUFFOLK STREET DISTRICT, IN THEIR REPORT, PRINTED 
CITY DOCUMENT No. 16, 1870. 


Strike out after “ Ordered” all the written and printed words 
in the first Order recommended by said Committee on the last 
page of said instrument, and insert in their stead the following 
words: 

“That, as soon as may be after the passage of this order, 
there be elected, by concurrent vote of the two branches of the 
City Council, three persons, to be styled Commissioners on the 
Suffolk Street District, who shall be authorized, with the approval 
of the Joint Special Committee on the Suffolk Street District, 
appointed under an order passed January 14, 1870, to contract 
for filling all the streets and places on the territory bounded on 
the northeast by Pleasant street, on the east by Washington 
street, on the south by Dover street, and on the west and north- 
west by Tremont street, to the grade shown on the plan made 
by the City Surveyor, dated May 3, 1869; and the cellars, 
back-yards and vacant lots to. tlhe grade of at least twelve feet 
above mean low water; also, for raising and underpinning such 
of the houses and other buildings on said territory as said 
Committee shall deem necessary to the preservation of the 
public health. 

“Said Commissioners shall also have the general supervision 
of all the work to be performed under said contracts. They 
shall continue to hold their office until said work is completed, 
unless sooner removed by the City Council; and for their

services they shall receive such compensation as the City 
Council may from time to time determine. 

“ Ordered, That when the lands, buildings, and other fixtures, 
situated and lying within the district described in the foregoing 
order, have been taken by the city of Boston, under the provis- 
ions of chapter 277 of the Acts of the year 1868, said Com- 
mittee may enter into a contract in behalf of the city of Boston, 
to reconvey to the original owners the estates on said district, 
or such portions as are not required for widening streets or 
other purposes, after the territory and buildings have been raised 
as provided in the foregoing order: provided, however, that the 
persons who owned the estates at the time of their taking by 
the city will agree, in writing, to take a release of their 
respective estates, and shall put the buildings in proper con- 
dition for raising, and make all necessary repairs upon the 
buildings at their own expense after the raising and underpin- 
ning, and make no claim upon the city for any damages on 
account of the work performed by the city: and provided, also, 
that such reconveyances shall be made subject to the payment 
of such assessments for benefit from widening and extending 
streets, or filling vacant lands, or any other acts of the city, 
as the Committee having charge of the matter shall deem 
expedient.” 
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REPORT AND ORDINANCES 


RELATING TO THE 


FIRE DHPARTMENT 
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COMMON AND SQUARES. 
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In Board of Aldermen, February 14, 1870. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider the expe- 
diency of providing for the appointment of Joint Standing Com- 
mittees on Streets, Comnfon and Squares, Health, Fire Depart- 
ment, Paving, Lamps, Police and Sewers, having considered the 
subject, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT: 


The committee have conferred with the City Solicitor in re- 
‘gard to the authority under which the several departments 
‘above named are controlled, and find that the powers now ex- 
ercised by the Board of Aldermen over the departments of 
‘Streets, Paving, Lamps, Police and Sewers are vested in that 
Board ‘by acts of the legislature, and cannot be diminished or 
‘controlled by any ordinance or order of the City Council. 

In regard to the health department, the fortieth section of 
the City Charter provides that “all the power and authority 
now by law vested in the City Council, or in the Board of 
Mayor and Aldermen, relative to the public health and quaran- 
‘tine of vessels, shall continue to be vested in the City Council, 
to be carried into execution by the appointment of one or more 
health commissioners; or in such other manner as the health, 
cleanliness, comfort, and order of the city may, in their judg- 
ment, require, subject to such alterations as the legislature may 
from time to time adopt. The powers and duties abovetnamed 
may be exercised and carried into effect by the City Council in 
-any manner which they may prescribe, or through the agency of 
any persons to whom they may delegate the same, notwith- 
standing a personal exercise of the same, collectively or individ- 
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ually, is prescribed by previous legislation; and the City Coun- 
cil may constitute either branch, or any committee of their num- 
ber, whether joint or separate, the Board of Health, for all or for 
particular purposes.” 

The subject of amending the health ordinance so as to give 
the control of the department to a joint committee of the City 
Council was very carefully considered by the Committee on Or- 
dinances in 1868, and that committee, in their report (City Doc. 
53), made the following statements : 

“Since the organization of the City Government in 1822, 
the Board of Aldermen have constituted the Board of Health, 
and have exercised all the duties prescribed to such a Board by 
statute or by ordinance. In 1853, the {City Council passed an 
ordinance establishing the office of Superintendent of Health, 
and transferred to his department certain duties previously per- 
formed by the Paving Department. 

“Tt appears from an examination of the estimates, upon which 
the annual appropriation for the Health Department is based, 
that duties not properly devolving upon a Board of Health are 
performed by the Health Department. 

“The sweeping and cleaning of the streets, the cleaning of 
cesspools, and the removal of snow and ice from the public 
walks ‘belong, upon a strict construction, to the Board of Alder- 
men as Surveyors of Highways,— a power conferred upon them 
by the forty-first section of the City Charter. It has been found 
more economical to have the department which employed a large 
number of teams for the collection of house offal also perform 
certain other duties, devolving upon the Board of Aldermen, 
which require the same kind of teams and the same class of la- 
borers. As long as the Board of Health is identical with the 
Board of Highway Surveyors, there is no objection to such an 
arrangement, as there can be no conflict of authority; but when 
it is proposed to transfer the powers of a Board of Health, or 
the control of the Health Department, to a Joint Committee of 
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the City Council, all those duties not strictly appertaining to a 
Board of Health, but now performed by the Health Department, 
must be provided for in some other way. ‘This would involve 
changes in the organization of some of the departments, which 
would create additional expense, and tend to produce conflicts 
of jurisdiction.” 

Your committee fully coincide with this view of the subject, 
and would therefore report, that, in their opinion, it would be in- 
expedient to change the present by-laws constituting the Board 
of Aldermen a Board of Health. 

So far as the other two departments are concerned, namely, 
Common and Squares, and Fire, there appears to be no valid 
reason for placing their administration entirely in the hands of 
the Board of Aldermen; and the committee have accordingly 
prepared, and unanimously recommend the passage of, the ac- 
companying ordinances, giving to the City Council, and the 
Joint Committees of the City Council, all the powers in rela- 
tion to those departments now exercised by the Board of Alder- 
men, or the Committees of the Board, under existing ordinances. 
There is a statute provision giving to the Mayor and Aldermen 
exclusively the appointment of enginemen, hosemen and hook 
and ladder men for the fire department; but in all other mat- 
ters of organization and equipment the two branches of the 
City Council have equal jurisdiction.

AN ORDINANCE 
RELATING TO THE COMMON AND PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, «City Council assembled, as follows :— 


Section 1. here shall be appointed, annually, in the month 
of January, a Joint Committee of the City Council, to be called 
the Committee on the Common and Public Grounds, to consist 
of three members of the Board of Aldermen and five members 
of the Common Council. 

Sect. 2. The said committee shall have the care and cus- 
tody of the Common, Public Garden, Public Squares, and Public 
Fountains of the city, subject to such ordinances as may from 
time to time be passed by the City Council; but no money shall 
be expended on the same except for such purposes as shall be- 
ordered by the City Council; and said committee may expend 
not exceeding five hundred dollars from the annual appropria- 
tion of the City Council. 

Sect. 3. Upon the passage of this ordinance, and annually 
afterwards on the first Monday of February, or as soon there- 
after as may be, there shall be elected, by concurrent vote of 
both branches of the City Council, a Superintendent of the 
Common and Public Grounds, who shall hold his office for one 
year from the first Monday of April, in the year in which he 
shall be elected, unless sooner removed; and he shall be re- 
movable at the pleasure of the City Council; and a vacancy 
occasioned by any cause may be filled at any time for the unex- 
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pired term. He shall be a resident citizen of Boston, and shall 
receive such compensation for his services as the City Council 
may from time to time determine. 

Snot. 4. The Superintendent of the Common and Public 
Grounds shall, under the direction and control of the City 
Council, or a joint committee thereof, have the care and super- 
intendence of the Common, Public Garden, and all the public 
squares and enclosures belonging to the city, and also the trees 
in the streets of the city. He shall cause all laws and ordi- 
nances made for the protection of trees, shrubs and flowers in the 
Common and other public grounds and streets of the city to be 
strictly enforced, and shall institute legal proceedings against 
all trespassers thereon. 

Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of any police officer to remove 
from the Common, Public Garden, or any of the public squares 
or common lands, any person who is violating any law or ordi- 
nance, or is committing any nuisance, or is guilty of disorderly 
conduct. 

Srcr. 6. No person shall ride, lead, or drive any horse in 
or upon the Common, Public Garden, or in or upon any public 
square, or any open ground belonging to the city, unless by per- 
mission of the Mayor or the said Joint Committee of the City 
Council; provided, however, that on occasion of military exer- 
cise, parade, or review, the introduction of any horses on the 
Common which may be necessary for the purpose of such exer- 
cise, parade, or review, shall not be deemed an infraction of 
this ordinance. 

Suor. 7. No person shall dig or carry away any of the 
sward, gravel, sand, turf or earth, in or upon any part of the 
Common, Public Garden, public squares, or common lands, 
except by permission of the said Joint Committee of the City 
Council for some public use. 

Sor. 8. No person, except by permission of the said Joint 
Committee of the City Council, shall climb any of the trees 
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growing, or which shall hereafter be planted, on the Common, 
Public Garden, public squares, or common lands of the city, or 
in any street or public place of the city, or tie any horse or 
other animal to any of said trees, or post any bills thereon. 

Sect. 9. No person, except by permission of the said Joint 
Committee of the City Council, shall in any manner carry, or 
caused to be carried, upon the Common, Public Garden, com- 
mon lands, or any public square or place of the city, any dead 
carcass, ordure, filth, dirt, stones, or any offensive matter whatso- 
ever; and no person shall commit any nuisance on the Common, 
Public Garden, common lands, or any public square or place of 
the city. 

Sect. 10. No person shall shake or otherwise cleanse any 
carpet on the Common, Public Garden, or on any of the com- 
mon lands, or in any of the public squares or places, streets, 
lanes, or alleys of the city. 

Sect. 11. No owner or keeper of any hog, horse, or grazing 
animal, shall suffer the same to go at large, or feed upon the 
Common, Public Garden, common lands, public squares, streets 
lanes, or alleys of the city. 

SecT. 12. No person shall, without permission of the said 
Joint Committee of the City Council, carry or caused to be car- 
ried upon the Common, Public Garden, or public squares of the 
city, any wheel-barrow, han&-cart, or other vehicle, for the con- 
veyance of burdens. 

SEcT. 13. No person or persons shall, without the consent 
of the said Joint Committee of the City Council, engage in games 
of ball, football, or other athletic sports upon the Public 
Garden. 

Sect. 14. No person shall deliver any sermon, lecture, address 
or discourse, on the Common, Public Garden, public squares, or 
common lands of the city, without the permission of the said 
Joint Committee of the City Council. 

Secor. 15. No person shall walk or stand upon any of the 
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flower-beds on the Common, Public Garden, or any public square 
or common lands of the city, or suffer or permit any dog or 
other animal belonging to him, or in his charge, to stand or 
walk upon any of said flower-beds. 

Seot. 16. No person, without the permission of said Joint 
Committee of the City Council, shall throw, or place, any stones, 
sand, gravel, tan, earth, filth, rubbish, or any other substance, in 
or upon any pond on the Common, Public Garden, or any pub- 
lic square or common lands of said city, or upon the ice on any 
pond aforesaid, or cut, or break, or remove the ice therein or 
therefrom. 

Sreot. 17. Any person who shall offend against any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall forfeit and pay for each 
offence a sum not less than one, nor more thantwenty, dollars. 

Sect. 18. The ordinance passed January fourth, in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, is hereby repealed. 

Sreot. 19. This ordinance shall take effect on its passage.

AN ORDINANCE 
TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. The Ordinance in relation to the Fire Depart- 
ment, is hereby amended by adding after the first section the 
following words: 

“There shall be appointed, annually, in the month of Jan- 
uary, a Joint Committee of the City Council, to be called the 
Committee on the Fire Department, to consist of three members 
of the Board of Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council; and said committee may expend not exceeding five 
hundred dollars from the annual appropriation of the City 
Council.” 

Also, by striking out in the ninth line of the fourth section 
the words, “ Board of Aldermen,” and inserting in place thereof 
the words “Joint Committee of the City Council.” Also, by 
striking out in the thirteenth line of the same section the 
words, “Board of Aldermen,” and inserting in place thereof the 
words, “ Jownt Committee of the City Council.” 

Also, by striking out the fifth section, and inserting in place 
thereof the following: 

“Sect. 5. The secretary to the board of engineers shall 
perform the ordinary duty of clerk to the board, and such other 
duties as the Joumt Committee of the City Council, or the chief en- 
gineer, may from time to time direct; and also such other duties 
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as the board of engineers, by their rules and orders, to be ap- 
proved by the Joint Committee of the City Council, may from 
time to time determine. He shall keep an account of the ap- 
propriations made by the City Council for the use of the fire 
department, and of the expenditures on account of the same; 
and shall compare his account monthly with the auditor’s books, 
and see that the expenditures of the fire department do not at 
any time exceed the amount of the appropriations at their dis- 
posal. He shall also keep a separate account of the expenses of 
each engine, hose carriage, and hook and ladder carriage, and 
of the horses, furniture and apparatus thereto belonging, and all 
other incidontal expenses; and shall present to the City Council, 
in the annual report of the chief engincer, a full and detailed — 
statements thereof.” 

Also, by striking out the eighth section, and inserting in place 
thereof the following: 

“Secor. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command 
at fires over all the other engineers, and all officers and mem- 
bers of the fire department, and all other persons who may be 
present at fires, and shall direct all proper measures for the 
extinguishment of fires, protection of property, preservation of 
order, and observance of the laws, ordinances and regulations 
repecting fires; and it shall be the duty of said chief engineer 
to examine into the condition of the engines and all other 
fire apparatus, and the horses connected therewith; and of the 
engine and other houses belonging to the city, and used for the 
purposes of the fire department; and of the companies attached 
to the said department, as often as circumstances may render 
it expedient, or whenever directed so to do by the City 
Council, or by the Joint Committee of the City Council on the 
fire department. Whenever the engines or other fire apparatus, 
used by the fire department, require alterations, additions or 
repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the Czty 
Council, or of the Joint Committee on the fire department, shall 
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cause the same to be made. It shall also be the duty of the 
chief engineer to receive and transmit to the City Council all 
returns of officers, members and fire apparatus made by the 
respective companies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other 
communications relating to the affairs of the fire department; to 
keep fair and exact rolls of the respective companies, specifying 
the time of admission and discharge, and the age of each mem- 
ber. He shall also critically examine all the bills and accounts. 
against the fire department, and certify, in writing, to the cor- 
rectness of each item thereof before sending them to the Audi- 
tor’s office for payment. He shall, annually, in the month of 
January, and oftener if thereto requested, report to the City 
Council an account, to be prepared by the secretary to the 
board of engineers, as hereinbefore provided, of the condition of 
the engine-houses, engines, fire apparatus, and other property 
under his charge; of the income and expenditures of the fire 
department for the whole of the previous year, specifying partic- 
ularly the expenditure on each engine, hose carriage, and hook 
and ladder carriage, and of the horses, furniture, and apparatus 
connected therewith, as required in section five of this ordi- 
nance, together with the names of the officers and members of 
the various companies; the number and location of the fire 
alarm stations; the number of fires since his last report, and the 
causes thereof, and the extent of damage, as near as can be as- 
certained; the general description of the buildings and property 
destroyed or injured since his last report, together with the 
names of the owners or occupants; the amount of insurance, if 
any; all accidents by fire which may happen within the city, 
with such other information or suggestions as may in his opin- 
ion be of general use,— the same to be published as the City 
Council may direct.” 

Also, by striking out in the second line of the tenth section 
the words, “ Board of Aldermen,” and inserting in place thereof 
the words, “ Joint Committee of the City Council.”

Ordered, That the following Rules and Regulations for the 
government, disposition, and management of the Boston 
Police be, and the same are hereby, adopted, until otherwise 
ordered : — 

1. The chief of “police shall be the chief executive 
officer of the police department, and shall be responsible 
for its discipline and efficiency. He shall report all in- 
stances of wilful disobedience or neglect of duty to the 
Mayor. 

2. He shall keep a book, alphabetically arranged, in which 
shall be entered the name, age, birthplace, date of service, 
district, and occasions of censure or punishment, of every 
member of the department, as also of extra duty. 


3. All the accounts and expenses of the department shall 
be audited and entered in proper books, to be kept in his 
office for the inspection of the mayor and board of aldermen ; 
and it shall be his duty to see that. the utmost economy is 
practised throughout the service. 

4. He shall visit each station house once a week, or 
oftener, and inspect the drill of the men, the books of the 
station, and see that the houses are properly conducted, and 
kept in good order. 

5. He shall once a month instruct the captains in all 
branches of their duty, and see that they give similar in- 
structions to their men. 

6. He shall, as often as opportunity permits, cause as 
large a number of the members of the department as can 
be spared from their other duties to be drilled together in 
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military movements and evolutions, so that they may act 
efficiently and in concert when called upon to suppress riots 
and disorders. 


7. He shall keep a book in which complaints may be 
made by citizens against members of the department, and 
another in which violations of the laws and ordinances, 
robberies, burglaries, articles lost, and other similar mat- 
ters, when brought to his knowledge, may be entered; and 
he shall cause prompt attention to be paid to such com- 
plaints or information. 


8. He shall keep a list of all special officers, with their 
name, age, residence, birthplace, and the name of their 
employers, and the extent of their powers; as also of any 
omission to make report of their doings as provided in 
Rule 118. 


9. He may suspend from duty, and stop the pay of, any 
member of the department for a time not longer than one 
week, for cause; and may grant furloughs to any one 
member for the same period, making report thereof to the 
mayor. 

10. He shall see that complaints and prosecutions for 
violations of the laws and ordinances are instituted in all 
proper cases, and use his best efforts to bring offenders to 
punishment. He shall make report every morning of his 
doings for the preceding twenty-four hours to the mayor. 


11. He shall cause the station-houses to be provided 
with copies of the ‘‘ General Statutes,” the ‘* Ordinances of 
the City,” the ‘‘ Municipal Register,” ‘‘ Boston Directory,” 
some system of drill, an ‘‘ English Dictionary,” and the 
‘‘ Bible”; and each member of the department with a copy 
of the ‘‘ Rules and Regulations.” 


12, He shall cause a meteorological diary to be kept in 
his office, with the state of the weather at eight o’clock in 
the morning, at noon, and at sunset. 


13. Whenever a disregard of any law, ordinance, or 
order prevails to an extent prejudicial to the well-being of 
the city, he shall cause the said law, ordinance, or order to 
be published in the newspapers of the city, or in handbills 
or circulars, calling thereto the attention of the public. 
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14. He shall record in a book reports from the several 
stations of all defects in the highways, violations of the 
building laws, and causes of nuisance; and take measures 
forthwith to have the same corrected; and keep a record of 
all accidents whereby the city may become chargeable, with 
the circumstances, names of witnesses, and a particular 
description of the locality. 


15. He shall keep a record of all intelligence offices, 
junk-shops, and dealers in second-hand articles, pawn- 
_brokers, theatres, and other places of amusement, licensed 
by law, and see that they observe the laws, ordinances, and 
rules for their government; and of all suspected gambling- 
houses, drinking-saloons, and houses of ill-repute, as also 
of all convicted persons who may become dangerous to the 
community. 


16. The chief, and in his absence the deputy chief, may 
at any time detail such, and so many, officers of either rank, 
from one or more of the police stations in the city, for spe- 
cial duty at the central office, or elsewhere, as may be re- 
quired for detective or otherservice. The officers so detailed 
shall be under the immediate command of the chief or the 
deputy, and shall hold themselves’ in readiness to answer 
any calls made upon them by those officers, in connection 
with the business of the department. 


17. The chief, and in his absence the deputy, may, in 
their discretion, send any officers of the department out of the 
city or the State, in pursuit of any fugitive from justice, or 
to recover stolen property; but no bills for expenses, or for 
extra service, shall be contracted against the city without 
the approval of the committee on police. 


18. When any person is taken into custody by the officers 
detailed at the central office, he shall, if practicable, be 
conveyed to that office, and a full description of his per- 
son, and-the time and cause of his arrest, his name, and that 
of the arresting officer, with the amount and description of 
property taken from his person, shall be recorded on the 
book kept for that purpose. The property taken from any 
person shall be put together, carefully marked, and left with 
the clerk of police. 
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19. The dress or uniform of the officers detailed at the 
central office or elsewhere, for special duty, shall be regu- 
lated by the chief or the deputy. 


20. The officers detailed for special duty at the central 
office, or elsewhere, shall receive such compensation for 
extra service as the committee on police may from time to 
time determine. 


21. The central office at City Hall shall be kept open 
from nine o’clock, A. M., until six o’clock, P.M. From six 
o’clock, Pp. M., to nine o’clock, a. M., the central office shall 
be established at the second police station in Court Square. 


DEPUTY CHIEF. 


22. The deputy chief shall be under the immediate direc- 
tion of the chief, assist him in his duties, and officiate for 
him in his absence. 


23. It shall be his especial duty to supervise the city 
prison, be responsible for its good order and cleanliness, 
and cause all the rules and orders for its government to be 
rigidly enforced. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS. 


24. It is the design of the appointing power to select 
men for office with a view to their fitness for the position 
and usefulness in the service of the department. No officer 
can expect to hold his office unless his conduct be such as 
to secure the good-will of the respectable portion of the 
community, and to command respect from the unfortunate 
and vicious. 


25. The following qualifications shall be necessary for 
any one to be eligible as a member of the department : — 

First. To be a citizen of the United States. 

Second. To have been a resident of Boston, and paid 
taxes there, for the two years next preceding his appoint- 
ment. ; 

Third. To be not under twenty-one nor over forty years 
of age when first appointed. 

Fourth. To be of sound health and vigor, of unquestion- 
able energy and courage, of temperate and industrious 
habits, of peaceable and courteous manners, decorous and 
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cleanly in his person and-dress, respectful to superiors, 
prompt and decided in action, and disposed to be zealous in 
the service. 

Fifth. All applications for appointment shall be made in 
the handwriting of the applicant. 


26. It shall be the duty of the city physician, or of such 
other regular physician as may be duly appointed by the 
board of aldermen for that purpose, to examine and report 
on the physical condition of candidates (when not already 
on the force) for police officers, and to perform such other 
professional duty as may enable such physician to certify 
to the chief of police as to the cause of sickness or dis- 
ability of members of the department, of their physical 
fitness to perform police duty, and also to the length of time 
they shall have been disqualified for service by such sickness 
or disability; and, before a nomination is made of a police 
officer to the board of aldermen for confirmation, a 
certificate of the city physician, or of such other regular 
physician, that the candidate is physically qualified, shall 
be furnished to the mayor. 


27. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties, 
the members appointed on the police department shall take 
and subscribe to the following oath before the city clerk : — 

1, , do solemnly swear that I will faithfully 
and impartially discharge and perform all the duties incum- 
bent upon me as a police officer of the city of Boston,.so 
long as I shall be such officer. So help me God. 


GENERAL RULES. 


28. Each member of the police force shall devote his 
whole time and attention to the business of the department, 
and he is expressly prohibited from following any other 
calling, or being employed in any other business. Although 
certain hours are allotted to the respective members for the 
performance of duty on ordinary occasions, yet at all times 
they must be prepared to act immediately, on notice that 
their services are required. 


29. Punctual attendance, prompt obedience to orders, 
and conformity to the rules of the department, shall be 
rigidly observed. 
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30. Each member, in his conduct and deportment, must 
be quiet, civil, and orderly; in the performance of his duty, 
he must be attentive and zealous, control his temper, and 
exercise the utmost patience and discretion. He must at 
all times refrain from harsh, violent, coarse, and profane 
language; and, when circumstances require, act with energy 
and decision. 


31. No member of the department shall, in the station 
house or elsewhere, while on duty, drink any kind of intoxi- 
cating liquor; or, except in the immediate performance of 
his duty, enter any place in which intoxicating drinks are 
sold or furnished. No intoxicating drink shall be intro- 
duced upon any pretext into the station houses, except 
when advised by aphysician, Smoking shall not be allowed 
in the station house, except in apartments designated by 
the captain, with the approbation of the chief. 


32. No member shall, directly or indirectly, accept from any 
person, either liable to be arrested or to complaint, or in cus- 
tody, or after he has been discharged, or from any of his 
Sriends, any gratuity, reward or gift whatsoever ; nor from any 
person money or other compensation for services rendered or 
damages sustained while on duty; nor shall any officer receive 
any compensation for services rendered, or reimbursements for 
expenses incurred, by him in connection with his official ser- 
vices, without the approval of the committee on police; nor 
until he shall have furnished to the committee a report in 
writing of the nature and extent of the services so rendered, 
and a detailed account of the expenses so incurred. 


33. No member shall, directly or indirectly, be concerned 
in making any compromise or arrangement between thieves 
or other criminals and persons who have suffered by their 
acts, with a view to permitting the criminals to escape the 
penalties provided by law; and any officer who has any part 
in such compromises or arrangements, or has any knowledge 
thereof, and fails to give information to his superior officer, 
or the district attorney, or a justice of one of the courts, 
shall be subject to immediate dismissal by the mayor. 


34. Any member of the department, for intoxication, 
wilful disobedience of orders, indecent, profane or harsh 
language, disrespect to a superior, unnecessary violence to 
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any prisoner or citizen, neglect in paying his just debts for 
rent or necessaries, or any breach of the “ Rules and Regu- 
lations,” or any conduct unbecoming an officer, shall be 
subject to reprimand, suspension, deductions from his pay, 
or to discharge, according to the nature or aggravation of 
his offence. 


385. All complaints made against any member of the de- 
partment by any other member thereof than a superior 
officer, or by any other person not of the force, shall be re- 
duced to writing, with specifications, and shall be signed by 
the party making the complaint before the same shall be in- 
vestigated; and any officer whose character has been com- 
promised may have an inquiry as to the truth of any charges 
made against him, upon permission of the chief of police. 
For minor offences, the measure of punishment shall be de- 
termined by the chief of police. The investigation of all 
important charges shall be before the committee on police, 
and the evidence shall be taken down by a clerk; and, when 
they find the officer guilty of any irregularity, not suificient 
to warrant his removal from the force, they shall state what 
deduction should be made therefor from his compensation, 
and such deduction shall accordingly be made. When in 
their opinion the evidence is sufficient to warrant his re- 
moval, they shall report the evidence, with their recom- 
mendation thereon, to the mayor. 


36. Whenever any member of the department resigns or 
is discharged, or in any way vacates his office, he shall sur- 
render to the captain of the station to which he belongs his 
badge, number, book of regulations, memorandum books, 
club, police buttons, belt, and other equipments. 


37. Coolness and firmness will be expected in all cases of 
every officer, and in times of extreme peril the police must 
be careful to act together, and to protect each other in the 
restoration of peace: whoever shrinks from danger or re- 
sponsibility at such a moment shall be discharged as un- 
worthy of a place in the service. 

88. No member of the department will be permitted to 
apply for a warrant for an assault upon himself, or make a 
complaint for damages, or adjust the same without consent 
of the chief. 

2 
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39. No member of the department shall belong to any 
fire or military company, nor shall he serve on a coroner’s 
jury, nor perform any similar service. No association shall 
be formed within the department of members thereof, with- 
out the assent of the committee on police. 


40. No member of the department is allowed to commu- 
nicate any information respecting orders or regulations, or 
any other business of the department whatever, except by 
special permission of a superior officer. 


41. No one will be appointed on the police for his reli- 
gious or political opinions, and officers will avoid all re- 
ligious or political discussions in the station houses: they 
shall not interfere, or make use of the influence of their 
office, in elections; but may quietly exercise the right of 
suffrage, as other citizens. 


42. The watch shall be set at the hour next after sunset. 


CLERK OF POLICE. 


43. The clerk of police shall devote his whole time to 
the business of the department. He shall keep fully and 
accurately all books, records, papers or reports appertain- 
ing to the central office, under the direction of the chief of 
police or his deputy, and perform all such other clerical ser- 
vice as they shall order. 

44. A list of all articles, and a statement of the amount 
of all moneys taken, found or recovered shall be furnished 
to the clerk by the officers of the several stations every day 
at nine o’clock, a. M., twelve o’clock, M., and five o’clock, 
Pp. M.; and the clerk shall keep a careful record of the same, 
and furnish information to persons making inquiries for 
property lost or stolen. He shall, under the direction of the 
chief, advertise articles which have been found and are not 
called for within a reasonable time. 


CAPTAINS OF POLICE. 

45. Eachcaptain of police shall be at his station house at 
all times during the day, unless absent on official duty. He 
shall have the general charge of his station house, and be 
held responsible for the cleanliness, good order, and proper 
condition of the same. 
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46. He shall see that his station house is kept open at all 
times, and in his absence shall detail a lieutenant or ser- 
geant, to be constantly in charge thereof, to receive prison- 
ers, attend to calls, answer the applications of citizens, or to 
attend to other business properly belonging to the depart- 
ment. 


47. He shall have the general charge of his district, visit- 
ing every part of it as often as once each week, noting the 
condition of the streets, sidewalks, street-lights, obstruc- 
tions, nuisances, and non-compliances with the city ordi- 
nances, and all other matters requiring the attention of the 
police in his district. He shall report to the chief all cases 
of contagious disease, and any negligence which may ex- 
pose the city to danger from fire, and all matters which re- 
quire the attention of the superintendent of streets or in- 
ternal health. 


48. He shall have immediate control of the officers and 
patrolmen detailed for duty at his station, and shall care- 
fully note their conduct, condition, faithfulness and effi- 
ciency. He shall call the roll at 6 o’clock, Pp. mM., each 
day, and then communicate all necessary information and 
orders; and at such other times as the chief shall order, 
noting and reporting every absence. He shall daily inspect 
his men, and reform any negligence in attire, want of 
cleanliness or of neatness, or other improper personal habit ; 
and report to the chief every case of sickness, misconduct, 
insubordination, neglect, or unfitness for duty; and estab- 
lish such rules for the government of the station house as 
the chief shall approve. He shall as often as once a week, 
at roll-call, put the men through the simple military forma- 
tions-in-line and evolutions; and once each week instruct 
them as to their conduct at fires or riots, in making arrests 
or complaints, as to defects in the highway, nuisances 
and accidents, in procuring information, or other matters 
pertaining to their duty. He shall see that each has his 
copy of the ‘“‘Rules and Regulations,” and duly observes 
them. He shall divide, with the approval of the chief, his 
district into beats for day, and also for night, so arranged 
that the whole territory shall be covered at all times by 
officers on duty, except at roll-call, and, as circumstances 
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require, placing each officer, as far as practicable, where he 
will be most useful and efficient. 


49. Incase of an alarm of fire, the two officers on street 


duty nearest the fire shall repair at once to the fire, and act 


as fire-police,—the officers on beats adjoining to cover 
those left vacant. The captain will detail from the reserve 
at the station, with a sergeant, to repair to the fire, suffi- 
cient men to keep the streets clear, and protect property, 
that the officers on street duty may return as soon as prac- 
ticable to their beats. 


50. Incase of fire or other emergency, the captain or 
superior officer of the district present will have direction 
not only of his own men, but also of patrolmen of other 
stations within call, if no superior officer is present of any 
other station to which said patrolmen belong. 


51. He shall receive into his custody, and safely keep, all 


persons arrested in his district for any criminal offence; and, . 


unless otherwise lawfully disposed of, shall, before the open- 
ing of the next session of the municipal court, cause all such 
prisoners to be conveyed to the city prison, there to await 
the action of the court, or the order of the chief of police; 
and it shall be his duty, or that of one of the lieutenants or 
sergeants, to be present at the municipal court each morning 
when required, after making his morning report, to attend 
to cases from his station. 


52. He shall cause all persons brought into his station 
house, before they are committed to the cells, to be first 
brought into the dock, where the officer in charge shall then 
enter in the blotter his own name, the name of the arrest- 
ing officer, also the name, nation, age, height, complexion, 
weight, residence, and offence of the prisoner, and the 
number of his cell: the prisoner shall be properly searched, 
and whatever is taken for safe keeping be properly entered 
on the book. He shall post daily from the blotter to a 
register, alphabetically arranged, the name and description 
of criminals so arrested, with their sentence in court, of 
which he shall inform himself. 


58. He shall also enter on his blotter, and post into a 
register, the name and description of all persons furnished 
with lodgings at the station house. 


—_ 
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54. He shall receive and keep all property coming into 
the possession of officers of the station by virtue of their 
office, and furnish a list of said property, as provided in | 
Section 44, to the clerk of police. He shall mark and keep 
together the property taken from each person, and keep a 
record of the same; and property holden for evidence shall 
be delivered by order of court: and all other property holden 
shall, as soon as possible, be delivered to the lawful owner, 
a receipt being taken therefor and filed with the clerk; and 
all property remaining at the close of each month shall be 
delivered to the clerk. 


55. He shall keep a daily record of burglaries, robberies, 
larcenies, amount of property lost or stolen, assaults, dis- 
turbances, lost children, fires, dangerous places, and acci- 
dents, with the cause and proofs, and of all other matters 
appertaining to the business of the department in his dis- 
trict, for reference. 


56. He shall keep a daily account of the regular and ex- 
tra duties done by his men; and on the eighteenth of each 
month submit to the clerk a full and accurate account 
against the name of each member of his station, the number 
of days on duty, number of days absent without pay or 
from sickness, amount due for extra work, and total amount 
due for the month preceding, with the requisite certified 
bills, certificates and vouchers for the same; aiso all other 
bills necessarily incurred at the station for the current 
month, approved by him. 

57. He shall daily transcribe from his blotter and journal 
to his morning report a true copy of all matters of impor- 
tance there recorded for the twenty-four hours ending at 8 
o’clock, A. M., and present said report to the chief at 9 
o’clock, A. M., of the same day. He shall, on the last day of 
each month, transmit to the chief a full and correct synopsis 
of all the police work done in his district for the current 
month; and on the last day of each year he shall submit to 
the chief a full synopsis of all the police work done in his 
district for the current year. 

58. He shall keep a record of all pawn-brokers, second- 
hand dealers, junk shops, intelligence offices, licensed places 
of amusement, within his district; and cause the laws and 
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ordinances concerning them to be observed. He shall keep 
a record of all suspected drinking saloons, gambling houses 
and houses of ill-fame; and of all places where idlers, tip- 
plers, gamblers, sellers of lottery tickets, thieves and other 
disorderly and suspicious persons congregate. 

59. In case of any riot or sudden emergency requiring 
the services of the police, on notice being given, the captain 
of the district in which such riot may occur shall forthwith 
proceed to the scene of disturbance with the whole police 
force he can muster, and be vigilant in suppressing the dis- 
order. Should the captain have any doubt of his ability to 
preserve the peace, or to restore order, he will immediately 
send notice to the chief of police or his deputy. 


60. He shall cause the members of his command to be 
thoroughly instructed in ‘‘ The School of the Soldier and 
Company,” excepting those parts which relate exclusively to 
the manual of arms. 


61. No persons shall be permitted to remain at the sta- 
tion house without permission of the officer in charge, except 
members of the department detailed for service, members of 
the city council, and persons having official business there. 
The use of spirituous liquors or wines, gambling, boisterous 
or indecent language or conduct, or profanity, are strictly 
prohibited at the station house; and it is the duty of the 
captain to report any disobedience of the rules, or other ir- 
regularity that comes to his knowledge, to the chief. 

62. He shall observe the strictest economy in the use of 
fuel and gas at the station house, consistent with a due re- 
gard to the comfort of the men; and see that the furniture 
and other property belonging to the city are neither de- 
stroyed nor injured. 


LIEUTENANTS. 


63. The lieutenants shall be detailed two to each dis- 
trict; and, in the absence of the captain, shall have charge 
of the station, and exercise all his powers and duties, and 
be held to the like responsibility. 

64. They shall rank first and second, as named in their 


appointment. They shall alternate their duties, spending 
day and night such hours at the station house, and such 
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hours in the examination of the district, and perform such 
other duties as shall from time to time be ordered by their 
captain or by the chief. 


65. While on duty, or in the absence of a superior officer, 
their orders shall be respected and obeyed, and they shall 
report to the captain every instance of violation of duty or 
disobedience of orders. 


SERGEANTS. 

66. Sergeants of police shall be detailed for duty at the 
stations, or elsewhere, by the chief, and in his absence by the 
deputy. 

67. They shall rank first and second; and, under the 
orders of the chief, the deputy, or the captain of the station 
to which they are detailed, shall perform such duties, and 
at such hours of day and night, as shall be directed by those 
officers. 


68. They shall have the general charge of the men on 
their beats, and shall instruct and assist them in their 
duties. When on duty and not otherwise detailed, they 
shall constantly and faithfully patrol their respective dis- 
tricts, visiting each beat as often as twice in each term cf 
service, ascertaining the presence of each man at his proper 
place, and aiding in the enforcement of every duty. 


69. They shall carefully note, and impartially report to 
the captain or lieutenant, every officer found on duty, by 
name and number, and the case of every officer absent from 
his beat, or other neglect of discipline or duty; and their 
failure so to report shall be sufficient cause for suspension 
or discharge from service. 


PATROLMEN. 


70. The districts shall be divided into beats under the 
direction of the chief, and the rounds of regular service 
shall be from time to time specified; but when occasion re- 
quires, officers are liable to be called into service for any 
portion of the day, if necessary. The ordinary sphere of 
their duty is the city of Boston and the harbor with its 
islands. But, as officers clothed with the criminal powers of 
constables, they may be required to go into any other part 
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of the State to arrest criminals, or for other duties. No 
compensation will be allowed beyond their pay for extra 
service, except upon such bills as are approved by the 
mayor and the committee on police; and all fees as wit- 
nesses in court shall be deducted from their pay, except as 
provided in the seventh section of the ordinance; and they 
must report to the captain all fees so received, who shall 
report the same to the chief, to be deducted from the next 
month’s payment. 


71. The patrolman shall hold himself in readiness at all 
times to answer the calls and to obey the orders of his su- 
perior officers. He shall treat his superiors with respect, 
and in his demeanor to his associates on the force, he shall 
be courteous and considerate, guarding himself against envy, 
jealousy, or other unfriendly feeling; and refraining from 
all communications to their discredit, except to his superior 
officers, whom it is his duty to inform of every neglect or 
disobedience of orders on their part that may come to his 
knowledge. He shall conform to the rules and regulations 
of the department; observe the laws and ordinances; and 
render his services to the city with zeal, courage, discretion, 
and fidelity. Any violation of the rules of the department 
will be punished by reprimand, suspension, deduction from 


pay, or discharge. 


72. He shall be present at the daily roll-calls, and attend 
at the station house at the times appointed; and, if absent, 
except by permission, or for sufficient reason, deductions 
shall be made from his pay. 

73. Immediately after roll calls, the patrolmen going out 
on duty shall each repair to his beat, and continually patrol 
every part thereof as often as once each hour, if practicable; 
and he shall confine his patrol within the limits of his beat, 
except in case of fire, arrest of a prisoner, or other neces- 
sary absence on duty, until the time assigned for the expira- 
tion of his tour of duty, and he is regularly relieved. 


74. Policemen must not walk together, or talk with each 
other or with any other person, on their beats, while on duty, 
unless it be to communicate information pertaining to the de- 
partment, or in the line of their duty; and such communica- 
tion must be as brief as possible. 
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75. As far as he can, without intrusion upon the privacy 
of individuals, he must note all removals from or into the 
limits of his beat, and acquire such a knowledge of the in- 
habitants as will enable him to recognize them. 


76. He shall furnish such information, and render such 
aid, to all persons, when requested, as is consistent with his 
duty; and he shall keep his number in sight, and give his 
name and number to all persons who demand them. 


77. He must direct strangers and others, when requested, 
the nearest and safest way to their places of destination, 
and, when necessary, cause them to be accompanied thither 
by one of the police; but shall not leave his beat for that 

urpose, but pass such persons from his beat to the next. 
If he hear the cry of ‘‘ watch,” or other call for assistance, 
he shall proceed to render aid with all despatch, taking 
every practicable precaution for the protection of his beat, 
when he leaves it for this or any other purpose. 


78. He shall cause all children who have strayed, or 
infants who have been abandoned, to be taken to the resi- 
dence of their parents, if known and within the bounds of 
his beat, and, if not, to the station house. Children or 
families without home shall be directed or sent to the 
Charity Building, Chardon street. He shall take note of all 
cases of contagious disease or sudden death, where there is - 
reasonable ground to suspect criminality ; and render imme- 
diate aid in cases of accident or illness in the streets, ascer- 
taining all important particulars connected therewith, and 
making record thereof. 


79. When he discovers a pickpocket in a crowd at rail- 
road stations, theatres, or any other thronged place, he 
shall give suitable warning. 


80. He must strictly watch the conduct of all persons of 
known bad character, in such manner that it will be evident 
to them that they are watched, fixing in his mind such 
impressions as will enable him to recognize persons whom . 
he frequently meets in the streets at night; and, to the 
utmost of his power, prevent the commission of assaults, 
breaches of the peace, and all other crimes about to be com- 
mitted. 
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81. He must note all junk-shops and shops of second- 
hand dealers and pawn-brokers, all places of amusement, 
and all licensed persons and places within his beat, and also 
all suspected gambling houses, public saloons for drinking, 
dancing or prize fighting, mock-auction rooms, venders of 
lottery tickets, houses of ill-fame, and all other suspicious 
persons and places therein; keep a list thereof in his book 
for reference, and report the same to his captain. 


82. While on duty, he shall note all street and sidewalk 
obstructions; all defects therein from which accidents may 
occur, removing them when practicable; all places for which 
temporary permits are granted for building, or where open- 
ings or excavations are being made, and not suffer them to 
be continued without examining the permits authorizing the 
same, and shall cause suitable accommodations to be pro- 
vided for the public travel; all coal-holes left exposed or 
insecure; all street lamps not lighted at proper times, or too 
early extinguished, where not clean, or not giving sufficient 
light; all wooden buildings erected or being erected contrary 
to law, or any building defectively built or become unsafe, 
or where any noisome, dangerous or unwholesome trade 
is carried on; and all nuisances, and other matters relating 
to the safety and convenience of the public or to the inter- 
est of the city, which may exist or occur on his beat: and 
shall make report thereof without delay, in writing, to his 
captain. 


83. He shall examine in the night-time all doors, gates, 
and windows of dwellings and stores, to see that they are 
properly secured, and, if not, give notice to the inmates, if 
any; and, where not, make the same fast, and notify the 
owner in the morning. He must watch vacant houses, to 
prevent depredationsyg be vigilant to prevent fire, or waste 
of Cochituate water; call the attention of abutters to the 
state of their sidewalks, where by snow, ice or other cause 
they are rendered dangerous, or when obstructed by fuel, 
boxes, or other encumbrance, or with goods, or signs ex- 
tending more than a foot over the same; take note of all 
ashes, garbage, dead animals, or other nuisance thrown into 
the street, or when the street is used for washing carriages 
or horses, or improperly obstructed thereby; or, where the 
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laws and ordinances, orders, rules, and regulations for the 
government of such cases, upon notice given, are not forth- 
with obeyed, the officer shall do what he can himselfto make 
the way safe and convenient, ascertain the names of the 
parties offending, and report the same for complaint and 
prosecution. 


84. Whenever any person remains upon any one part of 
the sidewalk longer than is allowed by law, it shall be the 
duty of the officer to request him courteously to move on; 
and, if any such person unreasonably persists in remaining 
so as to incommode other passengers, the officer shall en- 
deavor to ascertain the name of such person, and report the 
same for prosecution. 


85. When any person begs in the street, or goes from 
door to door soliciting alms, it shall be the duty of the officer 
to inquire the name and abode of such person, and note the 
same for record; and to direct such person, if in distress, to 
the overseers of the poor, or to any charitable association 
affording relief in similar cases. 


86. He shall note all cases of fast driving, brutality to 
animals; horses or vehicles left unattended more than five 
minutes, or standing more than twenty, or going upon the 
sidewalk, or taking the wrong side in passing or meeting; 
all cases where the drivers of licensed vehicles are uncivil, 
or demand illegal fares; or where rail-cars or omnibuses 
stop opposite intersection of streets or on crossings, or do 
not conform to any other lawful provision made for their 
regulation. 


87. When any way becomes blocked, he shall use his 
best efforts to aid the drivers in disentangling the same; 
and, when the stream of travel is continuous, open the way 
for foot-travellers wishing to cross, attending women, chil- 
dren, and aged persons, who would be otherwise exposed 
to danger. 


88. When a disturbance occurs, he shall instantly repair 
to the spot, and use his best efforts to restore quiet. Ifany_ 
person has committed a felonious assault, or any other felo- 
nious crime, or by loud outcries, or otherwise persists in dis- 
turbing the peace, any one so offending shall be taken into 
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custody, and conveyed to the station house to await the or- 
der of the captain. If he is opposed in the performance of 
his duty, he shall spring his rattle, and the policemen who 
hear it shall answer the same by forthwith proceeding to 
his assistance. 


89. When holding a warrant against a party, he shall 
arrest him, and safely keep him in custody, and carry him 
before the next session of the municipal, or other court to 
which the warrant is returnable, making the proper returns 
thereon over his own signature as a police officer. He may 
also arrest, without a warrant, any person reasonably sus- 
pected of having committed a felony, or seen committing a 
breach of the peace, or being unduly armed with a dangerous 
weapon, and also night-walkers; but, in every case of arrest 
without a warrant, complaint must be made at the next 
session of the municipal court. He may also examine any 
person whom he shall see walking abroad in the night after 
ten o’clock, whom he shall have reason to suspect of any 
unlawful design; and may demand of him his business 
abroad at such a time, and whither he is going. 


90. When any party charges another with crime, and 
insists that the party so charged shall be taken into custody, 
he shall require the accuser, if unknown to him, or their is 
any other sufficient reason for it, to go with the accused to 
the police station. 


91. When it becomes necessary to take a party into 
custody, he shall do so in as easy and quiet a manner as 
possible, using only sufficient force to secure the prisoner; 
and in no instance shall he strike the prisoner, except in self- 
defence. When in custody, he shall see that the prisoner is 
properly dealt with and cared for, until disposed of from his 
custody according to law, and any unnecessary deprivations 
or abuse to prisoners while in custody will be met with 
reproof and punishment. 


92, The property coming into his possession in his offi 
-cial capacity he shall carefully preserve, mark, and place in 
the hands of his captain without delay, and whatever is 
taken from each person while in his custody shall be kept 
together, and separate from other property. 
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93. As by virtue of his appointment he can act} officially 
in criminal matters only, he will not render assistance in 
any civil case whatever, except to prevent a breach of the 
peace, or to suppress a disturbance actually commenced; 
nor serve any warrant of search, without permission of the 
mayor, chief, deputy chief or his captain. 


94. Policemen wounded or otherwise disabled while in 
the performance of their official duty, and those rendered ill 
in consequence of unusual or extraordinary hardship or ex- 
posure beyond the regular line of their duty, shall receive 
pay for their period of service necessarily lost in recovering, 
when duly certified by the city physician, or other physician 
appointed by their respective captains for them, upon ap- 
proval of the committee on police. In cases of ordinary 
sickness, pay may be allowed for such length of time as the 
committee on police may determine. 


95. On discovering a fire, the officer shall first ascertain 
if it can be extinguished without alarm; if not, he shall 
at once repair to the nearest signal-box, and give the alarm. 
In the night-time, upon an alarm of fire, officers shall pass 
quickly over their beats, springing their rattles, crying fire, 
and giving the number of the district, and the number and 
location of the box. He shall note the time, and his posi- 
tion, when he gives an alarm or hears one, and any circum- 
stances connected therewith which seem to be suspicious. 


96. At an alarm of fire, the officers who are detailed for 
fire police at the station shall quickly repair to the fire, to 
render such assistance as practicable in securing and pro- 
tecting lives and property, under the direction of the 
engineers of the fire department. The officer first arriving 
shall have precedence and control of the other officers who 
may be present, until a superior officer arrives. 


97. It shall be the duty of the police officer to keep a 
private record of his work, with day and date, and he shall 
enter therein all matters of any importance in all work in 
which he is engaged in his official capacity, whether at 
court, on his beat or elsewhere, and also any other matter 
of importance that comes to his knowledge connected with 
the police of the city: and when his book is full, it shall be 
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carefully preserved for future use or reference, and he shall 
commence another. 


98. He shall, each day, at such time as shall be ap- 
pointed, make report to the captain of all that he has done, 
or which has come to his knowledge during the previous 
twenty-four hours, or since his last report, exhibiting his 
book to the captain if requested. 


99. Any officer who neglects to wear his badge and 
uniform, when on duty or in court, without permission 
from the chief or his captain, will be suspended from the 
department. 


HARBOR POLICE. 


100. The water police district will be divided into two 
beats, to be called the north and south districts. 


10). The north district will comprise all the docks, 
wharves and shipping north of Union Wharf to Charles- 
town Bridge, including East Boston. 


102. The south district will comprise all the docks, 
wharves and shipping south of Union Wharf, India Wharf 
to the water, to South Boston Bridge, including South 
Boston. 


103. If it become necessary, in the performance of their 
duty, to go farther north or south than the districts above 
described, they shall do so. 


104. The south district police shall visit the powder 
boats every hour, and see that all is safe; also the oyster- 
beds once in each watch, and as much oftener as practica- 
ble, to see that they are not disturbed. 


105. They shall pay particular attention to all cases of 
drowning coming under their observation, using every 
means in their power, regardless of time or cost, to resus- 
citate persons taken from the water. 


106. They shall board all foreign vessels on their arrival, 
supplying them with a copy of the ‘‘ Harbor Regulations,” 
keeping away all boats; and allowing no person toboard said 
vessels without permission, until such vessel has been made 
fast to the wharf. They will also, after ten o’clock in the 
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evening, challenge all strange boats, satisfying themselves 
that there is nothing wrong. 


107. Should the cry of ‘“‘ watch ” be made on the wharf, 

r a disturbance of the peace, the boatmen shall take notice 

thereof, and render such aid as the circumstances may 
require. 


108. The following signals shall govern either watch 
when they may be wanted: For the watch on the north 
district, one shot will be fired from a pistol at the end of 
Union Wharf. For the watch of the south district, two 
shots will be fired in quick succession from the same place, 
when the boat so signalized shall come directly to Union 
Wharf. In addition to the above, the north watch will be 
at the end of Union Wharf at the following hours: seven, 
nine, eleven, one, three, five, and seven; and the south 
watch at eight, ten, twelve, two, four, and six. 


109. The relieving time is established at five minutes be- 
fore one and five minutes before eight in the morning, and 
five minutes before six in the evening, when the watch to be 
relieved will be at their relieving post. It will be expected 
of the eight o’clock morning watch and the six o’clock 
evening watch to have their boat washed and left clean, and 
everything in order, for the next watch; the fire-arms kept 
clean and in order, and loaded and in their proper place. 


110. The time for the morning watch will be at three 
and half-past three o’clock, the north watch coming in at 
three to be on duty at half-past three o’clock, during which 
time the south watch will have charge of both districts. 
The south watch will come in at half-past three to be on 
duty at four o’clock, during which time the north watch will 
take charge of both districts. 


111. The officers belonging to the sail boat shall, unless 
otherwise ordered, be required to be on board the boat 
during their hours of duty; and the officer detailed, whose 
night watch is on board the boat, shall be there at nine 
o’clock in the evening. 


112. The officers shall instruct their men to familiarize 
themselves with all vessels belonging to Boston, as well as 
with vessels from other places frequenting the port. 
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118. They shall, under the direction of the chief of 
police, co-operate with the officers of the custom house, the 
marshal of the district, and the harbor master, in enforcing 
the laws of the Commonwealth and United States. 


114. All officers shall be present at roll-call; day officers 
to be punctual at five minutes before eight in the morning ; 
night officers, at five minutes before six in the evening. 


115. The harbor police boat, known as the schooner 
Quarantine, shall, during the night, and at all other times 
when (on account of the weather) she cannot go upon her 
regular duty in the harbor, be moored in the stream oppo- 
site Union Wharf, and it shall be known as the headquarters 
of the water police. 

During the day the police flag shall be kept flying at the 
masthead, and during the night a blue light shall be dis- 
played in place of the flag. The regular detail for the 
Quarantine shall be divided into two watches, one of which 
shall be on board alternately every second night for the pur- 
pose of receiving orders and complaints. The patrol boats 
shall report there every two hours during the night, and 
shall obey and answer all signals given from the said 
schooner or the end of Union Wharf, as per Section 123 of 
the ‘*‘ Rules and Regulations,” until otherwise ordered. 

The officer in charge of the schooner Quarantine shall 
have, through the senior officer of the eighth district, sole 
control of the water force. He shall report for orders and 
roll-call at the station-house at 8 o’clock, A. M., and at 6 
o’clock, P. M., daily. 

SPECIAL POLICE. 


116. Persons who hold warrants as special police offi- 
cers, without pay, must wear the badge required by the 
chief of police. 


117. Such officers must conform to the rules and 
regulations of the police department, so far as relates to 
their habits, conduct, mode of performing police duty, and 
in every particular in which they may be applied. 


118. Every special police officer shall make a return 
every week to the captain of the district within which his 
duties lay of all the official acts which he has performed 
in the week preceding. 
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119. Special police officers who abuse their trusts, who 
violate the rules of the department, or who are unfit for 
duty, will be deprived of their warrants. 


POLICE PROPERTY. 


120. Thecommittee on police shall have a general super- 
intendence of all property belonging to the city, used by the 
police department; and shall have power to authorize the 
sale or exchange thereof, when in their judgment expedient ; 
and, within the limits of the appropriation made for the 
same, to authorize the purchase of what is needed therefor.

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT. 


On March 12, 1869, the Board organized for the year by 
the choice of Nathan Carruth, Chairman, and A. C. Clark, 
Clerk. . 

Mr. James Emery, who had been engaged before the previous 
Annual Report, entered upon the discharge of his duties as 
superintendent, and the work upon the grounds and structures 
of the cemetery has been carried forward, mainly in accor- 
dance with the designs of Luther Briggs, Hsq., as rapidly 
and successfully as was promised in that report. 

The small dwelling-house, which then stood near the main 
entrance on Adams street, has been removed to a suitable 
location on Milton street, enlarged and fitted for the superinten- 
dent’s residence, and is now occupied as such; the necessary 
stables, sheds, and houses for tools and storage have also been 
completed. 

To protect the grounds from intrusion and afford such security 
as the uses to which the place is devoted require, substantial 
fences have been erected, of which 2,200 lineal feet, between 
the cemetery and the street, are wrought fences, of appropriate 
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design; while those dividing it from private lands, though plain, 
are equally durable. 

A handsome receiving tomb, having its exterior face of 
Roxbury stone and Rockport granite, has been built with forty 
compartments, and is occupied. 

Of avenues and paths, the loam and rock have been removed 
to the extent of 10,800 lineal feet, and the same have been 
constructed so far as is required for present use; while 1,080 
lineal feet of the same have been permanently constructed 
of stone and gravel in the best manner. 

At the main entrance, granite posts of good style and work- 
manship have been set, and are in readiness for the iron gates, 
which have been already contracted for; about two hundred 
feet. of circular curbstone have been set at this entrance, and 
contiguous thereto a small building for lodge and office has - 
been built. 

Fair progress has been made upon the ponds near the rail- 
way station. 

The cemetery has also been furnished during the year with 
the horses, carts, harnesses, tools and other appliances neces- 
sary for the works in progress. 

In November, 1869, Mr. Carruth, contemplating a consider- 
able absence from the country, resigned the chairmanship of 
the Board, and Mr. William Pope was unanimously elected to 
that position. 

By the provisions of the act uniting Boston and Dorchester, 
the present city succeeds to the property, rights, trusts and 
duties of the late town, and among others, to the trust of hold- 
ing the title to the cemetery property, for the uses and purposes 
enumerated in the act of the legislature, by virtue of which the 
cemetery is organized; it has therefore become necessary to make 
a corresponding change in the phraseology of the deeds given 
to the purchasers of lots. A form of the same is herewith 
submitted, marked “ Appendix A.” 
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A vacancy, to be filled by the City Council, will occur in 
March, 1870, by the expiration of the term of one of the com- 
missioners. 

The interest felt in this cemetery by the citizens of Dorches- 
ter has not been diminished by the obliteration of the line 
which separated the town from Boston. On the contrary, the 
impetus given to improvements in the neighborhood by the 
union, and the progress made in developing the cemetery 
grounds, have increased their attachment to the place, and their 
desire to co-operate in making it a beautiful resting-place for 
their dead. 

A detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures by the 
Board, and of the funds subject to its order, is herewith sub- 
mitted, marked “ Appendix B.”

subject to the restrictions, limitations, and conditions, and with 
the privileges following, viz. :— 

1. That the proprietor of said lot shall have the right to 
enclose the same with a wall, curb, or fence, the materials and 
design of which shall have been first approved by said Commis- 
sioners, not exceeding one foot in thickness, one-half of which 
may be placed on the adjoining lands of said city. 

2. That said lot shall not be used for any other purpose 
than as a place of burial for the dead; and no trees therein, or 
in the border thereof, shall be cut or destroyed without consent 
of said commissioners. 

3. That the proprietor of said lot shall erect and maintain 
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at his own expense suitable landmarks of stone or iron at the 
corners thereof, and shall cause the number of the lot to be 
legibly'and permanently marked thereon; and if the propri- 
etor shall neglect for thirty days after notice to comply here- 
with, said commissioners are authorized to cause the same to 
be done at the expense of the proprietor. 

4, That the proprietor of said lot shall have the right to 
erect monuments, cenotaphs, or stones commemorative of the 
dead, and to cultivate trees, shrubs, and plants in the same; but 
if any trees, shrubs, or plants in said lot shall become in any way 
detrimental to the adjacent lots, avenues, or paths, or dangerous 
or inconvenient, it shall be the right and duty of the commis- 
sioners for the time being to cause the same, or so much thereof 
as may be thus dangerous, detrimental, or inconvenient, to be 
removed. 

5. That if any monument, effigy, cenotaph, fence, or other work 
or structure whatever, or any inscription, be placed in or upon said 
lot, which shall be determined by said commissioners for the 
time being to be offensive or improper, it shall be the right and 
duty of such commissioners to cause said offensive or improper 
object or objects to be removed. No tomb shall be constructed 
or allowed within the bounds of said cemetery except. by spe- 
cial permission of said Board of Commissioners, and then shall 
be constructed and kept only in such place and manner as they 
shall direct. No proprietor shall ever suffer the remains of any 
person to be deposited in his tomb or lot for hire. 

6. Said lot shall be indivisible; and in case there shall be 
more than one heir-at-law, devisee, or grantee of said lot at any 
time, said commissioners shall have the right to designate from 
time to time which of them shall have the right of using said lot 
until the commissioners shall make another designation. 

7. The said lot shall be holden forever, subject to all by- 
laws, rules and regulations made and to be made by said Board 
of Commissioners, consistent with the authority to them granted 
by any act or acts of the legislature of the Commonwealth.

The Joint Special Committee on the Suffolk Street District, to 
whom were recommitted the papers relating to the taking and 
raising of said district, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


The substitutes proposed for the orders originally recom- 
mended by the committee contemplate the election, by the City 
Council, of three commissioners, to make all the contracts, with 
the approval of the committee, and have general supervision of 
all the work to be performed by the city on the district. The 
Mayor was also authorized to enter into a contract, in behalf of 
the city, to reconvey to the original owners, upon certain con- 
ditions, the estates not required for widening streets, etc., after 
they have been raised. 

From the experience gained by the operations on the Church 
Street District, the committee are unanimous in the opinion that 
it would be injurious to the public interests to divide the respon- 
sibility for carrying on the work between a board of commis- 
sioners and a committee. Hither the commissioners should have 
entire control, under the orders of the City Council, or the com- 
mittee should be allowed to exercise the same control over this 
subject that committees on the several departments of the city 
government exercise over those departments. It does not appear 
necessary or expedient to put the whole subject in the hands of 
a board of commissioners, as one competent person, acting 
under the directions of a committee of the City Council, can 
perform all the duties that a Board would perform, and probably 
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more efficiently. In order that the control of the work, in every 
particular, shall be retained in the hands of the City Council, the 
committee have amended the orders, so that all contracts entered 
into on behalf of the city, all expenditures exceeding the sum of 
two hundred dollars, and all persons employed in the work, 
shall be subject to the approval of the City Council. The duties 
of the committee will, therefore, be confined to directing the 
manner in which the work, ordered from time to time by the 
City Council, shall be carried out. As the work will be done 
almost entirely by contract, the services required in overseeing, 
making surveys, etc., will be mainly of a temporary character. 

It is the opinion of the City Solicitor, that the proposed order 
in relation to the reconveyance of estates should not be adopted, 
especially at the present time. When any of the estates have 
been brought into a proper condition for reconveyance, orders 
will be presented to the City Council authorizing their reconvey- 
ance upon such terms and conditions as it may be desirable to 
prescribe. 

The Committee would respectfully recommend the passage 
of the orders in the new draft, herewith presented, and the 
instrument of taking as originally prepared.

dated May 3, 1869; and the cellars, back yards, and vacant 
lots on said district, to the grade of at least twelve feet above 
mean low water; also for raising and underpinning such of the 
houses on said territory as they shall deem necessary to the 
preservation of the public health. Said committee are also au- 
thorized, with the approval of the City Council, to employ such 
persons as may be necessary, to oversee the work ordered to be 
performed on said district. The compensation of the persons 
so appointed shall be approved by the City Council; and they 
may be removed at any time by the committee. No contracts 
shall be entered into by the committee, and no expenditures for 
any purpose, exceeding the sum of two hundred dollars, shall 
be made, without the approval of the City Council. 

Ordered, That the Treasurer be authorized to borrow, under 
the direction of the Committee on Finance, the sum of five 
hundred thousand dollars, to be applied to raising the territory 
and buildings on the Suffolk Street District, and paying for any 
estates on said district, taken under the provisions of chapter 
277, of the acts of the year 1868.

To His Honor THE Mayor, AND City CoUNCIL OF THE CITY 
oF Boston: 


Gentlemen, —In accordance with section eight of the Fire 
Ordinances, I have the honor to present the Thirty-second 
Annual Report (being the tenth of the Steam Department) of the 
condition and state of the department, embracing a detailed 
statement of its receipts and expenditures, together with a list 
of all fires during the year, the loss and insurance on the same, 
with their cause, as far as could be ascertained; also, a list of 
the members, their ages, residences, and occupations. There 
will be found accompanying and forming a part of this report 
the number and location of reservoirs and hydrants where water 
can be obtained in case of fire; also, the condition of the houses 
and apparatus, with such suggestions on other subjects as would 
tend, in my opinion, to promote the efficiency of the department, 
and more fully meet the large and growing interests of our 
city. fe 

THE RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


The expenses of the department the past year have been as 
follows: or salaries to members of this department, as per 
vote of City Council, $156,893.45. For the purchase of new 
apparatus, horses, and harnesses, made necessary by the organi- 
zation of two additional companies at South Boston, Engine 
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No. 15 and Hook-and-Ladder No. 5, $14,310.17. For repairing 
of apparatus and purchasing of hose and small supplies, $31,- 
807.36. 

There have been purchased during the past year, by order of 
the Board of Aldermen, and not contemplated in the annual 
appropriation, thirty-six of the American Fire Extinguishers, 
one for each engine, hose, and hook-and-ladder house and 
police station; fourteen circulating water-heaters, one for each 
steam fire engine; the patent right to use Ballamy’s Patent 
Hose Bridge Protector, for enabling horse-cars to pass over 
lines of hose without injury; there was also an appropriation by 
the City Council for the inspection and parade of the depart- 
ment in September last. All of these extraordinary expenses, 
amounting to $8,536.87, have been charged to the appropriation 
for Fire Department, which, with the ordinary expenses, make 
the total cost of the Fire Department for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1869, amount to $250,087.60. 

The receipts of the department the past year for the sale of 
manure, condemned hose, and old material amounted to $685.00, 
which amount has been paid into the City Treasury. 


THE DEPARTMENT. 


In assuming the office of Chief Engineer, I determined that 
no efforts or time should be spared on my part to economically 
- increase the efficiency of the department; and I have the proud 
satisfaction of knowing that, in the efforts put forth in this direc- 
tion, I have been always seconded by the honorable gentlemen 
who have been appointed on the Committee on Fire Department 
from year to year, as well as by my associate engineers, and 
every officer and member of the department. And to-day, the 
city can boast of a body of men who, for morality, integrity, 
intelligence, and promptness in the discharge of duty are not 
surpassed by any body of men called to the same arduous duty 
in any city in the country.

The Fire Department includes one Chief and thirteen Assis- 
tant Engineers, who are elected annually by the concurrent vote 
of the two branches of the City Government, and are assigned 
for duty in their respective fire districts by the Chief Engineer.

There are three hundred and seventy-four men and fifty-eight 
horses, with fifteen steam fire-engines, ten horse hose-carriages 
and five hook-and-ladder carriages, divided into thirty compar- 
ies. They respond for duty upon alarms from boxes in the dis- 
trict to which they are assigned, as will be seen by referring to 
the table of assignments to duty.

APPARATUS. 


Steam Fire-Engines Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8,9, 11, and 12 
are in excellent repair. Nos. 10, 13, and 14 are to be replaced 
by new engines, as per vote of Committee on Fire Department, 
contracts having already been given out for two of them to the 
Amoskeag Manufacturing Company, of Manchester, N. H. No. 
10 and No. 13 to Messrs. Juckett & Freeman, of this city, at a cost 
of $4,250 each, to be delivered on or before March 1, 1870. 
There has also been purchased and delivered from the Amos. 
keag Manufacturing Company one new steam fire-engine (No. 
15), at a cost of $4,250, to be located at South Boston, the 
company to be organized January 1, 1870, as per vote of City 
Council. | 

Hose Carriages Nos. 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 9, and 10, are in 
excellent repair, while Nos. 2 and 8 are only in ordinary repair. 

Hook-and-Ladder Carriages, Nos. 1, 2,3 and 4 are also in 
excellent condition, No. 1 being a new carriage, built by Messrs. 
Hunneman & Co., at a cost of $1,300, which for strength, light- 
ness and adaptability to the uses for which it was designed, is 
all that could be desired; and for material and workmanship, is 
a credit to its builders. There has also been contracted for, of 
the same firm, a new carriage, to be known as Hook-and-Ladder 
No. 5, to be located on Fourth street, near Dorchester street, 
South Boston, the company for which will be organized and go 
into service January 1,1870. The need of this addition to our 
services has long been felt, and I congratulate the citizens of South 
Boston in this addition to their protective force in case of fire. 

The auxiliary and relief force of this department consists of 
three steam fire-engines, five horse hose-carriages, five tenders 
or jumpers, and one hook-and-ladder carriage, fully equipped. 
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FUEL WAGONS. 


One Fuel Wagon, kept at the old Hngine-house, in Hast 
street; one at the old Hose-house, on Salem street; one at 
Engine 11 house, on Sumner street, Hast Boston; one at Hook- 
and-Ladder 38 house, on Harrison avenue; one at Hngine 
14 house, on Centre street, Roxbury District; one at Engine 
13 house, on Cabot street, Roxbury District; capable of con- 
veying about two tons each, to be used in case of large 
fires, when more fuel is needed than is carried on the engines. 


ENGINE, HOSE, AND HOOK—AND—LADDER HOUSES. 


The houses occupied by the department, are under the 
charge of the Superintendent of Public Buildings, and, with 
three or four exceptions, are an honor and credit to the city. 
They are adapted to the wants and requirements of a steam 
department — being light and cheerful, possessing the air and 
comfort of a home, having all the modern improvements and 
facilities for doing the work. The houses occupied by 
Engine Cos. Nos. 4, 11, and 14, and Hose Cos. Nos. 2 and 
9, are in need of extensive alterations and repairs, to adapt 
them to the wants and requirements of the companies occu- 
pying them. The location of these houses are most de- 
sirable. His honor the Mayor, having called the attention of 
the government, in his inaugural address of 1869, to the sad 
condition of these houses, I trust the City Council will, 
at an early day, pass the necessary orders for their alter- 
ation and repair, The house occupied by Hose Co. No. 1, 
on Cabot street, is in very poor repair. The location is not 
desirable, and should be changed at once to the vicinity of 
Tremont street. This location has long suffered for the want 
of protection against fire, and I recommend an early transfer 
of this company and apparatus. 
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HORSES. 


There have been purchased for this department three 
pairs of horses, for the following companies, namely: Engine Cos. 
Nos. 10 and 12, and Hook-and-Ladder Co. No. 1; and one for 
Hose Co. No. 2, and one for the Chief Engineer. 

Three horses which became unfit for duty in this department, 
have been sold, and two have died. 

During the winter season, the force of horses are increased to 
the number of twenty, at an expense to the city of their keeping 
only. 


HOSE. 

There have been purchased and added to this department 
during the past year, 3,631 feet of 24 inch hose. Of this amount 
1,307 feet have been purchased of Messrs. James Boyd and 
Sons, of this city, as per following standard; the balance from 
Messrs. C. M. Clapp & Co., and Messrs. Goodwin and Bartlett. 


STANDARD FOR HOSE. 


Pure oak, city tanned, Baltimore, or Philadelphia leather, and 
warranted such, known as “overweight,” the average weight of 
which is not less than twenty-two pounds to the side, and none to 
be used which shall weigh less than twenty pounds. 

Copper rivets, — double riveted, twenty-two rivets to the run- 
ing foot, of size known as No. 8 wire. Splices to be made with 
thirteen rivets, of size known as No. 7 wire. 

Said hose, when finished with three loops and rings, to weigh 
not less than sixty-four pounds to each fifty feet, exclusive of the 
couplings, and warranted to stand a pressure of not less than 
(200) two hundred pounds to the square inch. 

Couplings to be of the same thread as now in use by this city ; 
the tail-bands and tail-pieces to be two inches in width and 
length respectively, and to be secured by three rivets.

NEW HOUSES. 


There has been erected during the past year an Engine-house 
for Engine No. 7, on East street, at a cost of $24,000; also, a 
new house for Hose No. 3, on North Grove street, at a cost of 
$13,556.51; also, a new house for Hose No. 8, on Church street, 
at a cost of $21,786.08; also, a new house for Hook-and- 
Ladder No. 5, on Fourth street, near Dorchester street, South 
Boston, at a cost $15,530.25. 


ALTERATIONS AND REPAIRS. 


The houses occupied by Engines Nos. 9 and 13, and Hook 
and Ladders Nos. 1 and 4, have been thoroughly remodeled, 
and adapted to the wants of the several companies occupying 
them, at a cost of $26,908.28. 


COAL HOUSES. 


No. 1 is located on Salem street. This house is in good 
repair, and supplies for the north and west sections of the city 
are taken from it in case of a large fire. 


ce 
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No. 2 is located on Orleans street, Hast Boston. This is a 
new house, and, in case of fire, supplies are taken for the Hast 
Boston department. 

There is no house for Wagon No. 3 at present, the one 
formerly occupied by it having been taken down for the purpose 
of building house for Engine No. 7. I recommend that a build- 
ing be built in the immediate vicinity for its use. | 

No. 4 is located at Engine-house No. 14, Roxbury District. 

No. 5 is located at Hook-and-Ladder house No. 5, Fourth 
street, near Dorchester street, South Boston. 

Other apparatus connected with this Department, unless 
specially located, will be classed under the head of apparatus 
in charge of the several companies. 


WATER. 


In certain localities of our city there is a great scarcity, and 
in other parts an entire destitution, of water available for fire 
purposes. I respectfully call the attention of the City Council 
to what is known as the fourth section, East Boston, as it is 
entirely destitute of water for fire purposes, and is covered 
wholly with wooden buildings; and here I can but repeat what 
I said in my former report. The inadequate supply of water, 
in cases of large conflagrations, in many sections of our city, is 
owing to the small dimensions of the pipes; and when one 
hydrant on the line is tapped, the steamer draws all the water 
to itself by making a vacuum in the pipe, thereby making all the 
other hydrants on the line useless. To this serious and grow- 
ing evil I would recommend the attention of the committee on 
water on the part of the City Council. 


CAUSES OF FIRE. 


It appears from the statistics of fires in every large city in 
our Union, that thirty per cent have been traced to the following 
causes, viz: ‘The deposit of ashes in wooden boxes or barrels, 
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where they have been known to retain their heat sufficient for 
weeks to set fire. As it is the duty of the city to use all proper 
means to prevent, as well as to extinguish fires, I would recom- 
mend that the city, by ordinance, compel the owners or occu- 
pants to construct bins of incombustible material, or use iron 
vessels, for the deposit of ashes in all dwellings and stores in 
the city. 

Defective flues, the result of faulty masonry, and other causes, 
are a fruitful source of fires. To this cause of fires the chief 
engineer’s attention has been called many times during the past 
year, by the complaint of our citizens; yet he is powerless to 
remedy the evil. Look in whatever direction you may, you will 
see chimneys, partially or completely honey-combed, from the 
action of the coal gases, and their tops out of line, so as to jeop- 
ardize, in windy weather, the lives and limbs of pedestrians 
passing along the streets. I would ask the attention of the 
City Council to this evil. 


HOT AIR FURNACES AND STEAM FOR WARMING BUILDINGS. 


The unsafe manner in which hot air furnaces and steam-pipes 
are constructed must be apparent to all, from the large number 
of fires constantly taking place in every town and city in the 
State, and especially in churches and large public buildings. It 
would seem almost incredible that such a manifest disregard for 
the safety of life and property could exist; but such is the fact. 
I know that many, and especially those that are engaged in putting 
in steam pipes for heating, assert that fire cannot be produced by 
steam pipes coming in contact with wood; but years of expe- 
rience in this department have proved to the contrary ; for wood, 
subjected to a constant heat, becomes in time chemically changed 
in its nature, dessication is constantly going on, exhausting the 
oxygen contained in the wood in its natural state, leaving it 
composed of nearly pure carbon, when the slightest increase of 
heat over that to which it is ordinarily subjected will produce 
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combustion. Then again, in case of fire in the building, from 
any other cause, with steam pipes improperly constructed, the 
wood, by contact, becomes as described above, and the fire ap- 
pears in all parts of the building at one and the same time, 
thereby rendering the efforts of the firemen unavailable to its 
early extinguishment. 


CIRCULATING WATER-HEATERS. 


Since the organization of the Steam Department there has 
been felt a want of some means to provide steam, so that very 
little if any time need be lost in raising a sufficient head to 
enable the steamer to go to work, and also to vet rid of the 
uneven expansion that takes place in-the boilers when an intense 
fire is made so as to raise steam, in four or five minutes, from 
cold water. By the attachment of the circulating water-heaters 
these objections are overcome, the steamers are ready for work 
in one minute from the time the alarm is given; the cost of 
maintaining these heaters is trifling compared with the large sav- 
ing of fuel, as no fire is started in the engine until her arrival at 
the scene of conflagration; when, as soon as the connections can 
be made and the hose laid, the steamer has the required head of 
steam, and the nuisance of dropping fire from the fire-box and 
the issuing of volumes of smoke as they proceed to the fire is 
entirely done away with by the use of these heaters, — this being 
one of the primary objections to steam-engines when they were 
introduced. Mr. James W. Sutton, of Detroit, Mich., one of 
the Fire Commissioners of that city, is the inventor. 


FIRE INSURANCE BRIGADE. 


There was organized a company of eight men, at the close of 
the year 1868, known as the “Fire Insurance Brigade,” to be 
attached to this department, receiving their appointment from 
the Chief Engineer, and compensation for their services from 
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the Board of Fire Insurance Underwriters. This company has 
been most efficient in the discharge of the duty assigned 
them, namely: that of saving property from loss by water and 
smoke. They were called upon to. attend two hundred and 
twenty-one alarms of fire, and were in active service three 
hundred and sixty-six and one quarter hours, spreading three 
hundred and thirty-eight water-proof covers. I regard this as 
a most important auxiliary to our department. The result of its 
labor has been the saving of a large amount of property ; yet 
this force is insufficient for the large amount of duty required 
of them, they being obliged to attend every alarm of fire, where- 
as, the regular members of the fire department are assigned to 
do duty in such sections of the city as the apparatus to which 
they are attached may be located. I therefore recommend to 
the Board of Underwriters that this force be increased. 

The following is a schedule of property belonging to the 
Underwriters, and used in this service : —

1 horse, 6 lanterns, 
1 covered wagon, 24 brooms, 
1 sleigh, 1 fire axe, 
1 harness, 1 fire rake,

COLISEUM. 


During the Peace Jubilee, there were detailed from this 
department one hundred men, to take part in the Anvil chorus. 
This force was under the command of Captain Begley, of Barni- 
coat Engine, Co. No. 4. As they marched upon the stage and 
took their places at the anvils, it was evident that they were 
equal to the occasion, and that no failure need be expected from 
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them. Their appearance was greeted with the greatest enthu- 
_siasm from the vast audience of fifty thousand people, and at 
the close of the piece, the delight of the people found expression 
in the clapping of hands and the waving of handkerchiefs. The 
applause was so great that the piece had to be repeated each 
day that it was presented, and as the “boys in red shirts” 
faced about and marched off the stage, cheer upon cheer 
greeted them. In addition to this hundred men, there were de- 
tailed from the department twelve men with Engine No. 10, 
fully equipped, with an extra hose-carriage, and one thousand 
feet of hose, to remain on duty all of the time during the com- 
pletion of the building, and through the jubilee week. A room 
was fitted up in the coliseum building for the engine and hose 
carriage and horses, and one for the accommodation of the men; 
this was furnished with twelve beds for their accommodation. 
This force was under the command of Engineer Tyng, of Engine 
No. 10. The men were detailed for duty night and day; their 
meals were furnished by Mr. Rist, at the coliseum. In addition 
to the duty assigned them, this force was most efficient in caring 
for the large number that fainted. Three rooms were occupied 
by those that fainted during the performance. The wives of the 
men who were in attendance rendered most valuable assistance 
to this class of persons. The gentlemanly conduct of this force 
received the universal commendation of all who visited the 
coliseum during the jubilee week. 


ANNUAL PARADE. 


The recommendation of the Chief Engineer, in his last annual 
report, that the parade of the Fire Department be discontinued 
on the “ Fourth of July,” and an annual parade and inspection 
of the department by the City Government take place on the 
17th of September, the anniversary of the settlement of Boston, 
was adopted by the City Council. Under the direction of the

Joint Committee on Fire Department, the department assembled 
on the Charles-street mall of the Common, at half-past ten 
o’clock, A. M., for inspection, and at eleven o’clock, His Honor 
the Mayor and City Council, accompanied by Brown’s Brigade 
Band, under the marshalship of Mr. H. W. Longley, Secretary 
of Board of Engineers, arrived upon the ground, and marched 
in review under the marshalship of the Chief Engineer. The 
department was drawn up in line, the right resting on Boylston 
street. After the review, the department paraded through several 
of the principal streets, arriving at the Music Hall promptly at 
two o’clock, where a splendid dinner was in waiting, furnished 
by the City Government. The inspection, review, and parade 
were a credit to the department, and satisfactory to the City 
Government and citizens. I trust the Council will continue 
these annual parades. 


ACCIDENTS AT FIRES, ETC. 


It becomes my painful duty to record the following casualties 
that have occurred to members of the department during the 
past year while in the discharge of their duties, one of which 
terminated fatally. 

Mr. Walter H. Sturtevant, Engineer of Engine No. 11, got 
his fingers caught in some of the gearing of the engine, during 
the fire on Meridian street, Hast Boston, March 5th, and two of 
them were so badly crushed that Dr. Thornton had to ampu- 
tate them. 

Mr. Jonathan M. Tucker, a member of Engine Company No. 
5, had one of his fingers caught and taken off while unreeling 
hose, at the burning of the “Kerosene Oil Works,” at Winthrop, 
October 7. 

Assistant Engineer, John S. Jacobs, was severely injured by 
the falling of a portion of the walls, at the fire on Purchase 


street, November 14th. 
Q* 
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Mr. William H. Bennett, a member of Engine Company No. 
3, had two of his fingers cut off, while unreeling hose at, the fire, 
corner of A and Richards streets, South Boston, August 4. 

Mr, Jacob Smith, driver of Hose Carriage No. 2, was thrown 
from the carriage while exercising the horse, November 3 and 
received such injuries that caused his death, November 5. Mr. 
Smith became a member of the department in October, 1851, 
during the last nine years filling the situation of driver. Of a 
kind and genial disposition, he was much beloved by the mem- 
bers of his company and associates in the department. 


In submitting this statement in regard to the accidents that 
have occurred in the Department during the past year, I cannot 
close without referring to the fact that a number of the members 
have been taken from this earth by the hand of death. 

Mr. George F. C. Hamilton, a member of Engine Company 
No. 8, died June 5, from a severe cold, contracted while on 
duty at the fire on Commercial street, March 25.

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In conclusion, I also return my sincere and heartfelt thanks 
to the Committee on Fire Department for their valuable sup- 
port and hearty endorsement of every measure of interest to 
the department.

THE ORGANIZATION AND ITS MEMBERS. 


The organization of the department, as will be seen by referring 
to the ordinance, is as follows : — ; 


Each engine company has an engineman, fireman, and driver 
(who are permanently employed), and eight hosemen, who do duty 
only at fires: one of the last number is designated as foreman of 
the hose, — except Engine Companies Nos. 12, 13, and 14, located 
in the ‘* Roxbury District ;” those companies are composed of an 
engineman, fireman, and two drivers, — one to drive the engine, 
and the other the hose carriage, — who are permanently employed ; 
and nine hosemen who do duty only at fires. The hose carriages 
in this district are drawn to fires separate from the engines, instead 
of being attached, as in the other portions of the city. 

Each hose company has a driver (who is permanently employed) 
and eight hosemen, who do duty only at fires, — and one of this 
number is designated as foreman of the hose. 

Hook-and-Ladder Company No. 1 has a driver, foreman, assist- 
ant foreman, four axemen, four rakemen, and thirteen members. 

No. 2 has a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four axemen, 
four rakemen, and nine members. 

No. 3 consists of. a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four 
axemen, four rakemen, and thirteen members. 

No. 4 consists of a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four axe- 
men, two rakemen, and eleven members. 

No. 5 has a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, three .axemen, 


three rakemen, and eleven members.

STATUTES. 


1. The city council of the city of Boston may establish a fire 
department for said city, consisting of so many engineers and 
other officers, and so many enginemen and other members, as the 
city council, by ordinance, may from time to time prescribe ;! and 
said city council shall have authority to make such provisions in 
regard to the time and mode of appointment, and the occasion 
and mode of removal of either such officers or members, to make 
such requisitions in respect to their qualifications and period of 
service, to define their office and duties, to fix and pay such com- 
pensation for their services, and, in general, to make such regu- 
lations in regard to their conduct and government, and to the 
management and conduct of fires, and persons attending at fires, 
subject to the penalties provided for the breach of the city by-laws, 
as they shall deem expedient; provided, that the appointment of 
enginemen, hosemen, and hook and ladder men shall be made by 
the mayor and aldermen exclusively. 

2. The powers and duties mentioned in the preceding section, 
or any of them, may be exercised and carried into effect by the 
said city council, in any manner which they may prescribe, and 
through the agency of any persons, or any board or boards to 
whom they may delegate the same. 

83. The engineers or other officers of the department, so ap- 


1The seventh section of this act (chap. 262, 1850) provided that it 
should not operate upon existing laws and ordinances relating to the fire 
department of Boston until it was adopted by the city council. The city 
council adopted it. June 4, 1850. 
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pointed as aforesaid, shall have the same-authority, in regard to 
the prevention and extinguishment of fires, and the performance 
of the other offices and duties now incumbent upon firewards, as 
are now conferred upon firewards by the revised statutes, or the 
special acts relating to the city of Boston now in force. They 
shall also have authority, in compliance with any ordinance of 
said city, to make an examination of places where shavings and 
other combustible materials are collected or deposited, and to re- 
quire the removal of such materials, or the adoption of suitable 
safeguards against fire. And said city council are hereby author- 
ized to make suitable ordinances upon this latter subject- ete 
under the penalties enacted in the city charter. 

4, All officers and members of the fire department shall be 
exempted from military duty, by forthwith filing with the assessors 
of the city a certificate that they are enginemen, or members of 
the fire department, signed by the mayor and aldermen; or from: 
serving as jurors or constables, during the time of their employ- 
ment in said department. } 

5. The city council aforesaid are hereby authorized, whenever, 
and as often as they shall deem it expedient, to appropriate any 
sum or sums of money, in the way that may be judged by said 
city council most advisable, for the relief or indemnity of any 
officer or member of the fire department, who may sustain corporal 
injury, or contract sickness in the discharge of his duty, or conse- 
quent thereon. * 

6. By an act passed April 27, 1854, and accepted by the city 
council February 3, 1855, the city of Boston was thereby author- 
ized to expend a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars annually, 
under the direction of the city council, for the relief of such fire- — 
men as shall have been disabled in the service of the said city, 
and for the relief of the families of such firemen as have been 
killed in the performance of their duties. 

7. When a fire breaks out the engineers shall immediately repair 
thereto, and shall carry a suitable staff or badge of their office.

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8. The engineers, or any three of them, present at a place in 
immediate danger from fire, or in their absence two or more of the 
civil officers present, or in their absence two or more of the chief 
military officers of the place present, shall have power to direct | 
the pulling down or demolishing of any such house or building as 
they shall judge necessary to be pulled down or demolished, in 
order to prevent the further spreading of the fire. 

9. Engineers or other officers may, during the continuance of 
a fire, require assistance for extinguishing the same, and removing 
furniture, goods, or merchandise from a building on fire or in dan- 
ger thereof; and may appoint guards to secure the same. They 
may also require assistance for pulling down or demolishing any 
house or building when they judge it necessary ; and may suppress 
all tumults and disorders at such fire. 

10. They may direct the stations and operations of the engine- 
men with their engines, and of all other persons for the purpose of 
extinguishing the fire; and whoever refuses or neglects to obey 
such orders shall forfeit for each offence.a sum not exceeding ten 
dollars. 

11. If such pulling down or demolishing of a house or build- 
ing is the means of stopping the fire, or if the fire stops before it 
‘comes to the same, the owner shall be entitled to recover a reason- 
able compensation from the city or town; but when such buiiding 
is that in which the fire first broke out, the owner shall receive no 
compensation. 

12. Whoever purloins, embezzles, conveys away, or conceals, 
any furniture, goods, or chattels, merchandise or effects of persons 
whose houses or buildings are on fire or endangered thereby, and 
does not within two days restore or givé notice thereof to the 
owner, if known, or if unknown, to one of the firewards, mayor 
and aldermen, or selectmen of the place, shall be deemed guilty of 
larceny. 

18. Whoever wantonly or maliciously injures a fire engine or 
the apparatus belonging thereto, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
two years, and be further ordered to recognize with sufficient 
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surety or sureties for his good behavior during such term as the 
court shall order. 

14. It shall be lawful for any one or more of the engineers 
aforesaid to require and compel the assistance of all or any of the 
inhabitants of the city; and any other persons who shall be 
present as spectators of any fire; and in any suit or prosecution’ 
therefor, it shall be lawful for them to plead the general issue, and 
give the statute in evidence; and if any persons shall disobey the 
lawful and reasonable command of any engineer or engineers, to 
aid in extinguishing such fire, or in rescuing property from de- 
struction thereby, such person, so offending, shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars, to be recovered in the manner 
provided in the twenty-first section. 

15. Whoever is concerned in causing or making a bonfire 
within ten rods of any house or building, shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
one month. 

16. Whoever, without reasonable cause, by outcry or the ring- 
ing of bells, or otherwise, makes or circulates, or causes to be 
made or circulated, any false alarm of fire, shall be punished by . 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars. | 

17. If any person or persons shall, within the city of Boston, 
roast, or cause to be roasted, any cocoa, for the purpose of manu- 
facturing the same into chocolate, in any building whatever, ex- 
cepting such as may or shall be licensed for that purpose by the 
major part of the engineers of the city aforesaid, he, she, or 
they, shall forfeit and pay for every such offence a sum not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars, nor less than two hundred dollars. 

18. Every tar kettle which shall be made use of in the city for 
the purpose of boiling tar for the use of any ropewalk, and every 
kettle, boiler, or copper for the use of any calker, graver, ship 
carpenter, tallow chandler, soap boiler, painter, or other like artif- 
icer, shall be so fixed as to prevent all communication whatsoever 
between the contents of such kettle, boiler, or copper, and the 
fire. And the fireplace under every such tar, or other, kettle, 
boiler, or copper, shall be constructed with an arch built over the 
same, and secured by an iron door in such manner as to enclose

the fire therein; and every person who shall erect any tar kettle 
or other kettle, boiler, or copper, or use the same for any or either 
of the purposes aforesaid, contrary to the provisions of this act, 
shall for every such offence forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding 
three hundred dollars nor less than fifty dollars, according to the 
degree and aggravation of the same. 

19. Every person who shall carry any fire through the streets, 
lanes, or on any wharves in the city, except in some covered 
vessel, or who shall kindle a fire in any of the places aforesaid 
without the permission therefor in writing of one or more of the 
engineers aforesaid, or shall smoke or have in his or her posses- 
sion any lighted pipe or cigar in any street, lane, or passageway, 
or on any wharf in said city, shall forfeit and pay for each and every 
offence the sum of two dollars, to be recovered of the person so 
offending, or of his parent, guardian, master, or mistress. 

20. If any person shall have in his or her possession in any 
ropewalk, or in any barn or stable within the city, any fire, lighted 
pipe, or cigar, lighted candle or lamp, except such candle or Jamp 
is kept in a secure lantern, the person so offending shall forfeit 
and pay for each offence a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
nor less than twenty dollars. | 

21. All and any of the penalties which are given in and by the 
the fourteenth, and the four preceding sections, may be recovered 
by indictment, information, or complaint, in- any court proper to 
try the same; and in such indictment, information, or complaint, 
it shall not be necessary to set forth any more of said sections 
than so much thereof as relates to and is necessary truly and sub- 
stantially to describe the offence alleged to have been committed. 
And it shall be the duty of each and every one of said engineers, 
and they and each of them are hereby required to inquire after all 
offences which shall come to their knowledge, and which shall be 
committed against the true intent and meaning of said sections, 
and shall cause the same to be duly prosecuted. 

22. By an act passed March 6, 1847, and re-enacted in the 
General Statutes, the inhabitants of any town and the government 
of any city in this commonwealth may order that no gun-cotton, 
or other substance prepared like it for explosion, shall be kept 
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within the limits of such town or city, excepting under the regula- 
tions and penalties applicable by law to gunpowder ; and if it shall 
be considered necessary for public safety, they may restrict the 
quantity to be so kept to one-fifth of the weight of gunpowder 
allowed by law in each case provided for. 

23. The inhabitants of any town and the city council of any 
city in this commonwealth may make and adopt such rules and 
-regulations in relation to the storage and sale, within the limits of 
such town or city, of camphene, or any similar explosive or in- 
flammable fluid, as they may deem reasonable, and may annex 
penalties to any breach of such rules and regulations not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars for any one offence.! © 

24. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to keep or 
sell any fireworks within the city of Boston, in any quantity, with- 
out first having obtained from the chief engineer of the fire depart- 
ment of said city a license therefor, signed by the chief engineer 
or by the secretary of the board of engineers, on which shall be 
written or printed a copy of the rules and regulations by them 
established relative to the keeping, selling, or storage of fireworks 
within said city ; and every such license shall be in force until the 
first day of May next ensuing the date thereof, unless sooner 
annulled by the board of engineers, and no longer ; but such license 
may, prior to the expiration of that term, be renewed by the chief 
engineer or the said secretary, from year to year, by indorsement 
thereon ; provided, always, that the board of engineers may rescind 
any such license, if in their opinion the person or persons have 
disobeyed the law or infringed on any rules or regulations established 
by the board of engineers ; and every person who receives a license 
to sell fireworks as aforesaid shall pay for the same the sum of one | 
dollar, and the same sum for the renewal thereof, and all such 
licenses shall expire on the first day of May annually, and all 
moneys received for licenses shall be paid to the board of engi- 
neers, for the purpose of defraying the expenses of carrying this 
act into execution. 

25. Any person or persons who have for sale, or keep in pos-

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session, any fireworks within the city of Boston contrary to the 
rules and regulations established by the board of engineers herein 
mentioned, or who shall sell any fireworks in said city without 
first having obtained from the said chief engineer or his secretary 
a license as aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not less than fifteen nor 
more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

26. Noassociation,! society, or club organized as firemen, shall 
be allowed in any city or town except by the written permission 
of the mayor and aldermen or selectmen. 

27. Whoever joins, belongs to, or assembles with such asso- 
ciation, society, or club, existing without such permission, shall be 
punished by fine not less than five nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment iu the house of correction for a term not 
exceeding three months. 

28. The provisions of the two preceding sections shall be in 
force in. those cities and towns only which have adopted or may 
adopt the same. 

29. Whoever, within twenty-four hours prior to the burning of 
a building or other property, wilfully and maliciously cuts or re- 
moves any bell-rope in the vicinity of such building or property, 
or cuts, injures, or destroys any engine or hose or other apparatus 
belonging to an engine in said vicinity, shall be deemed guilty of 
the burning, as accessory before the fact, and be punished accord- 
ingly. 

30. Whoever, during the burning of a building or other prop- 
erty, wilfully and maliciously cuts or removes any bell-rope in the 
vicinity of such building or property, or otherwise prevents an 
alarm being given, or cuts, injures, or destroys an engine or hose 

.or other apparatus belonging to any engine in said vicinity, or 
otherwise wilfully and maliciously prevents or obstructs the ex- 
tinguishing of any fire, shall be deemed guilty of the burning, as

accessory after the fact, and be punished by imprisonment in the

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state prison not exceeding seven years, or in the jail not exceeding 
three years, or by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars. 

31. Whoever steals in a building that is on fire, or steals any 
property removed in consequence of an alarm caused by fire, shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the state prison not exceeding 
five years, or by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, and im- 
prisonment in the jail not exceeding two years. 

32. When property is destroyed by fire, and a seanettn within 
thirty days thereafter, is subscribed and sworn to by any person 
before any police court, or any municipal court, or any trial justice, 
alleging that reasonable grounds exist for believing that the fire 
was caused by design, and a majority of the mayor and aldermen 
or selectmen of the city or town respectively in which said prop- 
erty*is situated certify in writing, that in their opinion, the same is 
a proper case for investigation, such court or justice shall forthwith 
issue a warrant to a constable of the place where the property was 
destroyed, requiring him forthwith-to summon six good and 
lawful men of the county to appear before the court, or justice, at 
a time and place expressed in the warrant, to inquire when and by 
what means the fire originated ; which warrant shall be served and 
returned in the manner prescribed in section three, of chapter one 
hundred and seventy-five of the General Statutes ; and the consta- 
bles and jurors shall be subject to the penalties therein specified 
for similar neglects. If any person so summoned cloes not appear, 
the constable shall, by order of the justice or court, return some 
person from the by-standers to complete the number. 

33. The justice or court shall, in view of the spot on which the 
property was destroyed, administer to the persons thus summoned 
or returned the following oath: ‘¢ You solemnly swear, that you 
will diligently inquire and true presentment make, on behalf of 
this Commonwealth, when and by what means the fire which has 
here occurred was caused, and that you will return a true inquest 
according to your knowledge and such evidence as shall be laid 
before you. So help you, God.” 

34. The justice or court may issue subpcenas for witnesses 
returnable forthwith at a time and place therein set forth. Their 
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attendance may be enforced in’ like manner as if they had been 
subpoenaed in behalf of the Commonwealth. 

35. An oath to the following effect shall be administered to 
such witnesses: ‘‘ You solemnly swear, that the evidence which 
you shall give to the inquest, concerning the origin of the fire of 
which inquiry is now to be made, shall be the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth. So help you, God.” 

36. The testimony shall be reduced to writing by the presid- 
ing justice, or some person by his direction, and subscribed by the 
witnesses. 

37. The jury, after hearing the testimony and making all need- 
ful inquiry, shall draw up and deliver to the justice or court their 
inquisition under their hands, in which they shall find and certify 
when and by what means the fire was caused; and said inquisi- 
tion and testimony thus subscribed shall, within one week there- 
after, be filed by the magistrate with the clerk of the courts for 
the county, or in the county of Suffolk with the clerk of the 
municipal court. ; 

38. The fees of the magistrate, and the expenses of the inquisi- 
tions, shall be the same, and be returned, audited, certified and 
paid in like manner as is provided for coroners’ inquests. 


ORDINANCE. 


Section 1. The fire department shall consist of a chief engi- 
neer, fourteen assistant engineers, of whom two shall be resi- 
dents of East Boston, and of as many foremen, enginemen, 
hosemen, and hook and ladder men, and other persons, who shall 
be divided into companies, as the number of engines and the 
number and quantity of other fire apparatus belonging to the city, 
shall from time to time require. 

There shall be appointed, annually, in the month of January, 
a Joint Committee of the City Council, to be called the Committee 
on the Fire Department, to consist of three members of the Board

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of Aldermen and five members of the Common Council; and said 
committee may expend not exceeding five hundred dollars from 
the annual appropriation of the City Council. 

Srcr. 2. There shall be elected annually, on the first 
Monday in February, or within sixty days thereafter, by a 
concurrent vote of the two branches of the city council, a 
chief engineer and fourteen assistant engineers, of whom two 
shall be residents of East Boston; they shall hold their office 
for one year from the first Monday of April in the year in 
which they are elected, and, unless sooner removed, until their 
successors shall be elected and qualified. They may be re- 
moved at the pleasure of the city council, and all vacancies 
for the unexpired term may be filled at any time. They shall 
receive such compensation as the city council may from time 
to time determine. 

Secr. 3. On the first Monday of April, annually, the chief and 
assistant engineers shall meet and organize themselves as a board 
of engineers. ‘The chief engineer shall preside at said meeting, 
and at all meetings of the board, when present; but in his ab- 
sence the senior assistant engineer in service present shall preside ; 
and their seniority in rank, and all questions relative thereto, 
shall be determined by the Board of Aldermen. The board of 
engineers may recommend to the city council some person to be 
elected secretary of said board, and the city council shall, on the 
first Monday of April, or within thirty days thereafter, by con- 
current vote, elect a secretary, who shall hold his office for one 
year from the first Monday of May in the year in which he is 
elected, and, unless sooner removed, until his successor shall be 
elected and qualified. He may be removed, and a vacancy may 
be filled as provided for in the case of the engineers, in the second 
section of this ordinance. He shall receive such compensation as 
the city council may from time to time determine. He shall be 
sworn, and give bond with surety for the faithful performance of 
his duty, in such sum as the hoard of aldermen may direct. 

Secor. 4. The engineers shall, at such times as they may by 
their by-laws determine, hold such meetings as may be necessary 
for the prompt transaction of all business coming before them, and 
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a majority of the whole board shall be necessary to constitute a 
quorum. They may make such rules and orders for their govern- 
ment as a board of engineers as they may see fit, subject to the ap- 
proval of the joint committee of the city council. They shall be 
responsible for the discipline, good order, and proper conduct of 
the whole department, both officers and men, and for the care of all 
houses, engines, hose-carriages, hook and ladder carriages, horses, 
furniture, and apparatus thereto belonging. They shall have the 
superintendence and control of all the engine and other houses 
used for the purposes of the fire department, and of all the horses, 
furniture, and apparatus thereto belonging, and of the engines 
and all other fire apparatus belonging to the city, and over the 
officers and members of the several companies attached to the fire 
department, and over all persons present at fires; and they may 
make such rules and regulations for the better government, disci- 
pline, and good order of the department, and for the extinguish- 
ment of fires, as they may from time to time think expedient ;—such 
rules and regulations not being repugnant to the laws of this com- 
monwealth, nor to any ordinance of the city, and being subject to 
the approval of the joint committee of the city council, and to 
alteration or revocation Aqthem at any time. 

Sect. 5. The secretary to the board of engineers shall perform 
the ordinary duty of clerk to the board, and such other duties as 
the joint committee of the city council, or the chief engineer, may 
from time to time direct; and also such other duties as the board 
of engineers, by their rules and orders, to be approved by the joint 
committee of the city eouncil, may from time to time determine. 
He shall keep an account of the appropriations made by the city 
council for the use of the fire department, and of the expenditures on 
account of the same ; and shall compare his account monthly with 
the auditor’s books, and see that the expenditures of the fire depart- 
ment do not at any time exceed the amount of the appropriations 
at its disposal. He shall also keep a separate account of the ex- 
penses of each engine, hose carriage, and hook and ladder car- 
riage, and of the horses, furniture and apparatus thereto belonging, 
and all other incidental expenses; and shall present to the city 
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council, in the annual report of the chief engineer, a full and 
detailed statement thereof.” 

Srecr. 6, The said engineers, whenever a fire breaks out in the 
section of the city to which they are assigned for duty, shall im- 
mediately repair to the place of such fire, and carry with them a 
suitable staff or badge of their office ; they shall take proper meas- 
ures that the several engines and other apparatus be arranged in 
the most advantageous situations, and duly worked for the speedy 
and ‘effectual extinguishment of the fire; they shall require and 
compel assistance from all persons, as well members of the fire 
department as others, in extinguishing the fire, pulling down or 
demolishing any house or building if occasion require, in suppress- 
ing all tumults and disorders, removing furniture, goods, or other 
merchandise from any building on fire, or in danger thereof, and 
shall appoint stewards to secure the same. They shall also cause 
order to be preserved in going to, working at, or returning from 
fires, and at all other times when companies attached to the depart- 
ment are on duty. The assistant engineers shall report their ab- 
sences from fires to the chief engineer at the regular monthly 
meetings of the board, with the reasons therefor, and he shall keep 
a record of the same, and, once in every three months, and oftener 
if required, make a report thereof, stating all the facts, to the city 
council. In the absence of the chief engineer, the secretary shall 
make said record and report. 

Sect. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoining 
cities or towns, only such and so many of said engineers shall 
repair thither as may have been previously designated for such 
purpose by the chief engineer. 

Secr. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at 
fires over all the other engineers, and all officers and members of 
the fire department, and all other persons who may be present at 
fires, and shall direct all proper measures for the extinguishment 
of fires, protection of property, preservation of order, and obser- 
vance of the laws, ordinances and regulations respecting fires ; and 
it shall be the duty of said chief engineer to examine into the con- 
dition of the engines and all other fire apparatus, and the horses 
connected therewith; and of the engine and other houses belong-

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ing to the city, and used for the purposes of the fire department ; 

and of the companies attached to the said department, as often as 
circumstances may render it expedient, or whenever directed so to 
do by the City Council, or by the Joint Committee of the City 
Council on the fire department. Whenever the engines or other 

fire apparatus, used by the fire department, require alterations, 

additions or repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the 

City Council, or of the Joint Committee on the fire department, 

shall cause the same to be made. It shall also be the duty of the 

chief engineer to receive and transmit to the City Council all re- 
turns of officers, members and fire apparatus made by the respec- 
tive companies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other communi- 
cations relating to the affairs of the fire department; to keep fair 

and exact rolls of the respective companies, specifying the time of 
admission and discharge, and the age of each member. He shall 

also critically examine all the bills and accounts against the fire 

department, and certify, in writing, to the correctness of each item 

thereof before sending them to the Auditor’s office for payment. 

He shall, annually, in the month of January, and oftener if thereto 

requested, report to the City Council an account prepared by the 

secretary of the board of engineers, as hereinbefore provided, of 
the condition of the engine-houses, engines, fire apparatus, and 

other property under his charge; of the income and expenditures 

of the fire department for the whole of the previous year, specify- 

ing particularly the expenditure on each engine, hose carriage, and 

hook and ladder carriage, and of the horses, furniture, and appa- 

ratus connected therewith, as required in section five of this ordi- 

“nance, together with the names of the officers and members of the 

various companies; the number and location of the fire alarm sta- 

tions; the number of fires since his last report, the causes thereof, 

and the extent of damage, as near as can be ascertained ; the gen- 

eral description of the buildings and property destroyed or injured 

since his last report, together with the names of the owners or 

occupants; the amount of insurance, if any; all accidents by fire 

which have happened within the city, with such other information’ 
or suggestions as may in his opinion be of general use, — the same 

to be published as the City Council may direct.” 
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Srecr. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the 
engineer next in rank who may be present shall execute the duties 
of his office with full powers. 

Sect. 10. The engineers shall report to the Joint Committee of 
the City Council the name of every person, not a member of either 
of said companies, who may, contrary to law, refuse or neglect to 
obey any orders of any engineer, given at any fire. 

Secr.11. Whenever it is adjudged at any fire, by any three or 
more of the engineers present, of whom the chief engineer, if pres- 
ent, shall be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the further 
spreading of the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish any 
building, the same may be done by their joint order. 

Sect. 12. The engineers shall inquire for, and examine into, all 
shops and other places where shavings or other such combustible 
materials are collected or deposited, and report at the regular 
monthly meeting of the board, the condition in this respect of the 
district to which they are assigned; and whenever, in the opinion 
of any two of them, the same may endanger the security of the city 
from fires, they shall direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or 
other places to remove such shavings or other combustible mate- 
rials ; and, in case of such tenant’s or occupant’s neglect or refusal 
so to do, they shall cause the same to be removed at the expense 
of such tenant or occupant, who shall, in addition, be liable to a 
penalty of not less than two nor more than fifty dollars for such 
neglect or refusal; and any person who shall obstruct the engineers 
or any of them in carrying out the provisions of this section, shall 
also be liable to a penalty of not less than two nor more than fifty 
dollars. The said engineers shall also take cognizance of all build- 
ings in the city in which any steam engine is used, and of all build- 
ings in the city in process of erection or alteration, and make a 
record of such as in their judgment may, from any cause, be dan- 
gerous, and forthwith report the same to the board of aldermen. 
The said engineers shall also cause prosecutions to be instituted in 
all cases of infraction of the laws relative to the erection of wooden 
buildings, or of any other laws or ordinances in relation to the fire 
department, or for the prevention of fire within the limits of the 


city. 
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Sect. 13. The power of making and establishing rules and 
regulations for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within 
the city of Boston, and of granting licenses for the keeping and 
sale thereof in the city, according to the provisions of an act 
entitled ‘‘ An act further regulating the storage, safe-keeping, and 
transportation of gunpowder in the city of Boston,”’; and of any 
other act or acts on the same subject, shall be exercised and per- 
formed by the chief and assistant engineers, and the power and 
duty of seizing any gunpowder kept or being within the city or 
harbor, contrary to the provisions of the said act or acts, shall be 
exercised and performed by the said engineers or any of them; and 
in case of any seizure being made by any engineer other than the 
chief, he shall forthwith report the same to the chief engineer, and 
the chief engineer shall cause all gunpowder which may have been 
seized as aforesaid to be libelled and prosecuted in the manner pres 
scribed in the said acts ; and all the other powers and duties granted 
and enjoined in and by the said act or acts shall be performed by 
the said chief or one of the assistant engineers. 

Secr. 14. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and penal- 
ties arising under this ordinance or the laws of this common- 
wealth, regulating the storage and transportation of gunpowder, 
or the erection of buildings within the city of Boston, or the pre- 
vention and extinguishment of fire, unless it is by such laws other- 
wise specially provided, shall be paid into the treasury of the city, 
to be applied in such way as is provided in the acts of this com- 
monwealth.? 

Srot. 15. No person under twenty-one years of age, and no 
person who is not a legal voter in the city of Boston, shall be an 
officer or member of the fire department. 

Secor. 16. Every officer and every member of the fire depart- 
ment shall sign the following agreement, to be deposited with 
the board of engineers: ‘‘ JI, A B, having been appointed a mem-

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ber of the Boston fire department, hereby signify my agreement to 
abide by all the ordinances of the city council, and the rules and 
regulations of the joint committee of the city council and of the 
board of engineers relating thereto.” And any officer or member 
who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall not be entitled 
to any compensation whatsoever. 

Secr. 17. The board of engineers shall report from time to 
time to the mayor the names of such officers or members of the 
department, if any, as in their judgment should be removed or 
discharged, with their reasons therefor; and whenever, from any 
cause, there occurs in the department a vacancy which should be 
filled by the mayor and aldermen, the board of engineers shall 
recommend to them for their consideration the name of some 
proper person to fill the same. 

Sect. 18. Any officer or member of the fire department, except 
the chief and assistant engineers, and the superintendent of fire 
alarms and his assistants, may at any time be removed or dis- 
missed from the department by the mayor, or deposed from any 
office that he may hold therein. ; 

Secor. 19. In all cases of removal from the department, the 
name of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons there- 
for, shall be entered on the records of the engineers, and a copy 
of the same shall be transmitted to the board of aldermen before 
their next regular meeting. 

Sror. 20. There shall be paid to each officer and member of 
the department such sum as the city council may, from time 
to time, determine ; and incase of the temporary absence of any 
member from the city, or his inability, in consequence of sickness, 
to perform his duties, he shall provide a substitute, whose name he 
shall return to the foreman of the company for approval, otherwise 
he shall be subject to all deductions which may accrue for his 
absence. 

Secr. 21. Neither the members nor the officers of any of the 
companies shall assemble in any of the engine or other houses 
belonging to the department, except for the purpose of taking the 
engine or other apparatus on an alarm of fire, returning the same 
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to the house, and taking the necessary care thereof after its return, 
and except as herein otherwise prescribed. 

Sect. 22. Any officer or member of the fire department, who 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall 
be guilty of disorderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in 
office, shall for such offence, besides being subject to the penalty 
hereinafter provided, be dismissed from the department. 

Sect. 23. Every person who shall have served according 
to law in the fire department for seven successive years, shall 
be entitled to receive a certificate thereof, signed by the mayor}; 
and all persons who shall receive said certificate, shall be entitled 
to wear the badge of the department, and to do duty therein, when 
desired so to do by the mayor, with the advice and consent of the 
board of aldermen, under such organization and management 
as they may determine. 

Sect. 24. As many engine, hose, and hook and ladder com- 
panies shall from time to time be formed by the city council as they 
may deem expedient, and each company shall consist of as many 
officers and members as may be appointed from time to time 
by the mayor with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen. 

Sect. 25. The officers and members of the fire department 
shall be paid monthly, except when otherwise ordered by the city 
council; and, except in case of sickness, death, or removal from 
the city, every officer or member thereof who shal] not serve the 
whole of the month, or who shall be removed from the department 
or deposed from his office for cause, shall forfeit any and all 
compensation that would otherwise have been due to him at 
the time when such service ceased, or such deposing or removal 
took place. 

Srcr. 26. Every engine company shall have an engineman, 
fireman, and driver, who shall be permanently employed, and who 
shall at all times be in or about the engine house, except when 
unavoidably absent, and shall also have, until otherwise ordered, 
eight hosemen,- including the foreman. 

Sect. 27, Each hose company shall have a driver, who shall 
at all times, except when unavoidably absent, be in or about the 
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house, and shall also have, until otherwise ordered, eight hosemen, 
including the foreman. 

Srecr. 28. Each hook and ladder company shall have at least 
three axemen and three rakemen. 

Sect. 29. The board of engineers shall make rules and regu- 
lations in respect to a driver and steward, either permanent or 
temporary, of hook and ladder companies, and define their duties ; 
such rules and regulations, however, being subject to approval, 
alteration, or rescission, as provided in the fourth section of this 
ordinance. 

Secr. 30. Every engine, hose, and hook and ladder company 
shall have a foreman and clerk, and every hook and ladder com- 
pany an assistant foreman in addition; the foreman and assistant 
foreman shall be nominated annually, or whenever a vacancy 
occurs, by the members of the respective companies, from among 
their own number, and a return of the same made to the board of 
engineers ; and in case of rejection by them, the name of the 
person so rejected shall be returned to the company, and the 
members thereof shall select another person for approval; and 
whenever any person so nominated shall be approved by the board 
of engineers, his name shall be sent to the board of aldermen for 
approval or rejection, and in case of rejection another person shall 
be nominated, as aforesaid, before the next regular meeting of the 
board of aldermen, and the like proceedings had as before; and 
these officers, when approved, shall receive certificates of appoint- 
ment, signed by the mayor, and shall hold their places until re- 
moved, or until others are appointed in their stead. If, upon 
rejection by the board of engineers or board of aldermen of any 
person nominated and returned as aforesaid, a suitable person is 
not nominated and returned by the company as aforesaid, within 
one week from the date of the reception of notice of such rejec- 
tion, the board of engineers shall themselves send to the board of 
aldermen, for their approval or rejection, the name of some suit- 
able person for the place, to be selected from the same company. 
And if any hook and ladder company shall not have a driver, a 
clerk of such company shall be nominated and selected in the 
same manner as the foreman. 
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Secor. 81. The engineman shall, under the direction of the 
board of engineers, ;have the sole care of the engine house in- 
trusted to him, and of all the property therein belonging to the 
city. He shall be held personally responsible for the care and 
good order of the engine, and shall work and manage the same, 
and see that it is at all times in condition for immediate use. He 
shall be accountable for the proper performance of all duties re- 
quired of the fireman and driver, and, in case of any neglect or 
delinquency on their part, shall report the same to the chief 
engineer. 

Srecr. 32, The foreman of each engine shall, at fires, direct the 
placing of the engine ata suitable place to obtain a supply of 
water, and have the charge and direction of the hose and hosemen 5 
and the foreman of each hose company or hook and ladder com- 
pany shall have charge of the apparatus belonging to his company, 
and the direction thereof, and of the driver and men belonging to his 
company. And the foreman of every company shall preserve order 
and discipline, at all times, among the members of the company 
under him, and require of them and enforce a strict compliance 
with the city ordinances, the rules and regulations of the depart- 
ment, and the orders of the engineers. 

Secor. 33. In the absence of the foreman of any company, the 
assistant foreman, if there be one, otherwise the senior hoseman 
or hook and ladder man in service present, connected with the 
same company, shall perform the duties of the foreman. 

Sect. 34. The fireman shall be under the immediate direction 
of the engineman, and shall perform all the duties that may be 
‘required of him by the engineman, on the engine and in the house, 
including cleaning the house, the engine, and other apparatus 
belonging to the company, and clearing the snow and ice from the 
sidewalk. : . 

Secr. 35. The drivers belonging to the respective companies 
shall take care of, and properly groom the horses belonging to 
their respective companies, see that the same are at all times ready 
for immediate use, convey the apparatus to the place of the fire on 
an alarm being sounded, and be clerks of their respective com- 
panies. And it shall, in addition, be the duty of such of the 
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drivers as are connected with hose or hook and ladder companies 
to see that the hose or other apparatus is ready at all times for 
immediate use, and to keep such hose and apparatus, and the house 
and stable, neat and clean, and clear the snow and ice from the 
sidewalks in front of the respective houses, and they shall be under 
the immediate direction of the foremen of their respective com 
panies. The driver of each engine shall be under the immediate 
direction of the enginemen, and shall, besides the duties herein 
prescribed to be performed by him, assist the fireman in the per- 
formance of his duties, and perform such other duties as may be 
required of him by the engineman. 

Secr. 386. The clerks of the respective companies shall keep 
fair and exact rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, 
and age of the respective members of their companies, and shall 
also keep, in books provided by the city for that purpose, correct 
and faithful accounts of all city property intrusted to or connected 
with their respective companies, and of all absences and tardiness 
of the officers or members thereof, which rolls and record books 
shall always be subject to the order of the board of engineers, or 
the board of aldermen. Said clerks shall also make, or cause to 
be made to the chief engineer, true and accurate returns, whenever 
called upon so to do, of all the members, with their ages, and of 
all the apparatus belonging to or connected with their respective 
companies, and shall also report monthly, at least, to the chief 
engineer, all absences and tardiness aforesaid. 

Sect. 37. The hosemen of each engine company and of each 
hose company, and the axemen and rakemen and other members 
of each hook and ladder company, shall perform such duties as 
may be required of them by their respective foremen. 

Sect. 38. The board of engineers, whenever in their judgment 
it may be expedient, may employ or permit to stay or sleep in the 
house, wherein a hose carriage or hook and ladder carriage is kept, 
one or more members from the same company in addition to the 
driver. 

Secr. 39. The officers and members of the several engine, 
hose, and hook and ladder companies shall, whenever a fire breaks 
out in the section of the city to which they are assigned for duty, 
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repair to the place of the fire with their respective engines, hose, 
hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, in as orderly a 
manner as may be, according to the directions, if any be given, of 
the board of engineers, and exert themselves in the most orderly 
and efficient manner possible, in working and managing the said 
engines, hose, hooks and ladders, and other apparatus, and in per-~ 
forming any duty that they may be called upon to do by any en- 
gineer; and, upon permission of the chief or other engineer, they 
shall return said engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and 
other apparatus, in an orderly and quiet manner, to their respec- 
tive places of deposit; provided, that, in the absence of all the 
engineers, such direction or permission may be given by the re- 
spective foremen. 

Sror. 40. Whenever any person has received a certificate of 
appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall-be thereby 
immediately invested with all the authority conferred, and subject 
‘to all the duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and the 
rules and regulations of the fire department; and whenever a va- 
cancy occurs in the department, the same shall be filled as soon as 
conveniently may be. 

Secr. 41. The engineers, officers, and members of the several 
companies shall, when on duty, wear such badges or insignia as 
the joint committee of the city council shall from time to time 
direct, to be furnished at the expense of the city, and no other 
person shall be permitted to wear the same, except under such 
restrictions and regulations as the mayor and joint committee of 
the city council may direct. 

Srecr. 42. No uniform, except such badges and insignia as are 
prescribed from time to time by the joint committee of the city 
council, shall be worn upon any occasion, by either officers or men 
belonging to the department, to indicate their connection there- 
with.! 

Sect. 43. No company shall have power to appoint or dlis- 
charge any officer or member.

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Sect. 44. No company shall leave the city, in case of fire in the 
neighboring cities and towns, except by the express order of the 
chief engineer or one of the assistant engineers; and no company 
shall leave the city for any other purpose. 

Sror. 45. No associations, or organized societies or clubs of 
firemen, as such, shall be allowed in the department, except by the 
express permission of the city council. 

Sect. 46. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon 
its members. For every absence .or tardiness there shall be 
deducted from the pay of the absent or tardy officer or member the 
sum of one dollar, which amount so deducted shall be paid over at 
the end of each quarter to the treasurer of the company to which 
such officer or member shall belong, to meet the incidental 
expenses of the company. And if any officer or member shall 
have been absent or tardy at more than one-third of the fires, or 
alarms of fires, occurring during the month, if more than five, 
except in case of sickness, such absence or tardiness shall be con- 
sidered good cause for his discharge from the department. 

Sror. 47. The board of engineers, notwithstanding the provi- 
sions herein contained, may, with the approval of the mayor, grant 
to any officer or member of the fire department, if they think it 
compatible with the interests of the department, a vacation not 
exceeding two weeks in any one year upon such terms as they 
may think expedient. | 

And the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen, may, if he sees fit, whenever any member or officer of 
the fire department shall not, by reason of such vacation, or sick- 
ness, or otherwise, attend to his duties in the department, appoint 
a substitute to act in his place during his absence. 

Secor. 48. Upon an alarm or discovery of fire, the members of 
the police department shall immediately communicate the fact to 
the central station by means of the signal-boxes in the district in 
which the fire may be, in accordance with the rules and regulations 
in regard to fire alarms. Andin the night time, the policemen, 
upon an alarm of fire being given or sounded upon the bells con- 
nected with the fire-alarm telegraph, shall immediately give fur- 
ther notice thereof within their respective districts by springing 
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their rattles, crying ‘ fire,” and mentioning the district and box of 
the district in which the fire exists. And if any policeman neglects 
so to do, he shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less than two, nor 
more than twenty dollars for every offence. 

Sect. 49. Upon an alarm of fire, such of the police officers of 
the city as may be selected for that service, shall repair imme- 
diately, with their staves, or such other badges of office as the 
joint committee of the city council may direct, to the place where 
the fire may be, and there use their best skill and power, under the 
direction of the engineers, for the preservation of the public peace, 
and the prevention of theft and destruction of property, and the 
removal of all suspected persons. 


FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


Secr. 50. In the month of January in each year there shall be 
appointed a joint committee of the city council, consisting of two 
aldermen and three members of the common council, to be called 
the committee on the fire-alarm telegraph. 

Secr. 51. The said committee shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the rooms, apparatus and machinery connected with the 
fire-alarm telegraph, and shall also have the power to appoint, upon 
the nomination of the superintendent, suitable persons to assist in 
the management of said fire-alarm telegraph, and also to discharge 
them, and to establish their compensation, unless it shall be 
specially provided for by the city council ; and the said committee 
shall determine the persons to whom shall be intrusted the keys of 
the signal boxes connected with the fire-alarm telegraph, and, gen- 
erally, shall have charge of the same, and control over the manage- 
ment thereof, subject to any special order of the city council. 

Secor. 52. ‘There shall be elected annually on the first Monday 
in February, or within sixty days thereafter, by concurrent vote of 
the two branches of the city council, a superintendent of the fire- 
alarm telegraph, who shall hold his office for one year from the 
first Monday of April in the year in which he is elected, and until 
his successor is elected and qualified, or he is removed. He may 
be removed at the pleasure of the city council, and all vacancies 
may be filled at any time for the unexpired term. Heshall receive 
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such compensation as the city council shall from time to time de- 
termine. 

Sect. 53. Said superintendent shall have the charge of the 
fire-alarm telegraph, under the direction of the committee on the 
fire-alarm telegraph, and shall see that the same is kept in good 
repair, and he shall be held responsible for the same. 

Secr. 54, Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the fire- 
alarm telegraph in accordance with the rules and directions here- 
tofore established for that purpose by the committee on the fire- 
alarm telegraph. 

Seor. 55. The committee on the fire-alarm telegraph shall have 
power from time to time to alter or change said rules and direc- 
tions, and the same shall be binding upon all persons after said 
rules and directions, as altered, have been placed on file in the 
office of the engineers of the fire department, and with the city 
clerk, and the same shall then be published; but the city council 
shall at all times have power to alter, amend, or annul the 
same. 

Srot. 56. Noperson shall open any of the signal boxes con- 
nected with the fire-alarm telegraph, for the purpose of giving a 
false alarm, nor interfere in any way with said boxes, by breaking, 
cutting, injuring, or defacing the same, nor turn the cranks there- 
in, except in case of fire, nor tamper or meddle with said boxes or 
any part thereof. 

Secor. 57. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, except as otherwise specially 
provided in any section thereof, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not 
less than two dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 


RULEsS.! 


Section 1. ‘All-members of the Boston fire department, and 
substitutes, not exceeding two for each engine and hose company, 
and four for each hook and ladder company, shall wear while on 
duty as firemen, or at fires, in addition to the fire hat and leather

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badge now worn, the corporation badge, in a plain conspicuous 
manner on the vest or coat, and no member will be allowed to 
enter the line at a fire, or any building when on fire, without said 
badge. 

Sect. 2. No member shall lend his badge on any pretext what- 
ever, under the penalty of dismissal from the department. 

Secor. 8. Any person not a member, nor regularly appointed a 
substitute, appearing at a fire with a badge, will be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and will be punished accordingly. 

Secr. 4. Any member who loses his badge, shall immediately 
advertise the same, and use the utmost diligence to recover it, and 
in case of failure shall be charged five dollars for the badge. 

Sect. 5. If any member in going to, or returning from, a fire 
shall behave in any way unbecoming a fireman, any person ag- 
grieved may report to the chief engineer the number of his badge; 
and if said fireman refuses to give his number correctly, it shall be 
deemed good cause for his dismissal from the department. 

Sect. 6. Each engine and hose company may have substitutes 
not exceeding two in number, and each hook and ladder company 
not exceeding four, to do duty in place of persons absent from 
duty, as provided by city ordinance; viz. in cases of sickness or 
absence from the city. 

Sect. 7. Said substitutes shall be approved by the chief en- 
gineer, or by the engineer of the district, upon the recommenda. 
tion of the respective companies.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Made and established by the Board of Engineers of the City of 
Boston, relative to the sale, storage, and safe-keeping of Fireworks 
in said City, in conformity with a law of this Commonwealth, 
made and passed on the 14th day of April, A. D. 1853. 


Section 1. Any person or persons licensed to sell fireworks 
by wholesale or retail, shall not be allowed to keep any charged 
pieces of fireworks exposed in any windows. 

Secr. 2. All rockets, bombs, shells, mines, or other explosive 
pieces, shall be kept in tight-covered cases; said cases shall 
always be kept closed except when putting in or taking out fire- 
works, which shall be done as expeditiously as is consistent with ~ 
proper care. 

' Szeor. 3. The board of engineers shall keep a record of all 
licenses granted and renewals thereof, and shall designate how, 
and in what manner fireworks shall be kept, and no alteration 
shall be made unless by consent of the board. Any change made 
by removal shall be indorsed on the license, and no license shall 
be valid for any other place of business, unless so indorsed by the 
chief engineer or secretary of the board. 

’ Secr. 4. Licenses will be granted on application to the office of 
the chief engineer of the fire department.

ORDINANCE.! 


Srxcrton 1. The board of aldermen, upon complaint made to 
them, or upon their knowledge and view of any defective chimney 
or fireplace within this city, shall, from time to time, take effectual 
care that the same shall be examined and inspected ; and, when in 
their opinion the safety of the city requires it, shall order 
the same to be immediately amended or repaired if the same 
can be properly done; otherwise, to be taken down and 
demolished,?2 And if the owner or owners of such defective 
chimney or fireplace shall wilfully neglect or refuse to amend, 
repair, or take down the same, the said owner or owners 
shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one dollar nor more than 
twenty dollars; provided, that such owner or owners shall have 
been served with an order in writing from the board of aldermen. 
to amend, repair, or take down the said defective chimney or fire- 
place (as the case may be), duly certified by the city clerk; an 
attested copy of which order, made and certified by the said city 
clerk, shall be served upon such owner or owners, by any person 
appointed for that purpose by the said board. And the board of 
aldermen, for the time being, shall have full power and authority 
to order and direct, and they are hereby required to cause, such 
defective chimney or fireplace to be taken down and abated as a

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common nuisance; and the owner or owners of such defective 
chimney or fireplace shall in such case bear, satisfy, and pay the 
whole expense and charge of abating such nuisance, and of taking 
down and removing such defective chimney or fireplace. 

Secor. 2. The board of aldermen are authorized and directed to 
appoint and license, from time to time, suitable persons to be 
Sweepers of chimneys in this city, who, together with their appren- 
tices, and others by them employed, shall wear such badges as the 
board shall appoint and direct, and whose wages and compensation 
for their work and service in sweeping chimneys shall not exceed 
the rates which have been fixed and appointed by the mayor and 
aldermen, or may hereafter be fixed and appointed by the board of 
aldermen. And if any person who shall not be appointed and 
licensed as aforesaid shall presume, either by himself or by his 
apprentices, or others by him employed, to undertake the sweep- 
ing of any chimney in this city, excepting such as are in his own 
occupation, every such person shali forfeit and pay a sum not less 
than one dollar, nor more than twenty dollars, for every offence of 
which he shall be duly convicted. And no inhabitant of this city 
shall employ any person (excepting his, gr her, own servant, 


being in his, or her, house), to sweep any of his, or her, chimneys 


within the city, other than one of the chimney sweepers appointed 
and licensed as aforesaid by the board of aldermen; and if any 
inhabitant of this city shall employ any person other than the 
chimney sweepers appointed and licensed as aforesaid, in violation 
of the provisions of this ordinance, he, or they, shall forfeit and 
pay a fine not less than one dollar nor more than ten dollars. 
Sect. 3. When, and so often as, complaint is made to the 
board of aldermen by any chimney sweeper appointed and licensed 


as aforesaid, or by any inhabitant of the city, against any person » 


or persons, that their chimneys are unsafe by reason of foulness, 
the said board, or any other person by them empowered, is hereby 
directed to inspect and view, or order to be inspected and viewed, 
and to them reported, every such chimney complained of as 
aforesaid; and if upon such view, inspection, and report they 


shall, either from their own view, or the report of the person ap- 


pointed to view as aforesaid, judge the same to be unsafe and

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-dangerous to make and keep fire therein by reason of foulness, 
they shall give notice thereof to the person or persons in the pos- 
Session or occupancy of the house or tenement to which such 
chimney or chimneys belong ; and the occupier or occupiers of such 
house or tenement shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one 
dollar, nor more than twenty dollars, for every day in which fire 
shall be made and kept in such chimney or chimneys respectively 
by such occupier or occupiers after notice shall have been given 
them in manner aforesaid, until the same shall be properly and suf- 
ficiently swept. 

Sect. 4. If any chimney, stove-pipe, or flue within the city 
shall take, or be set on, fire, the occupant of the house to which 
such chimney, stove-pipe, or flue appertains, or the person or per- 
sons so setting the same on fire, shall forfeit and pay the sum of 
two dollars ; provided, that it shall be lawful for any person to set 
fire to, and burn, his chimney, stuve-pipe, or flue between sunrise 
and noon, if the buildings contiguous are wet with rain or covered 
with snow ; and it shall be the duty of the chief or other engineers 
of the fire department to report to the board of aldermen the name 
of every person liable to the penalty provided by this section, in 
their first returns thereafter.

STATUTES. 


1. If any person shall take into any dwelling-house, stable, 


barn, out-house, warehouse, store, shop, or other building within 
the city of Boston, any cannon, swivel, mortar, howitzer, cohorn, 
or fire-arm, loaded with or having gunpowder in the same, or shall 
receive into any dwelling-house, stable, barn, out-house, store, ware- 
house, shop, or other building within said city, any bomb, grenade, 
or other iron shell, charged with, or having gunpowder in the 
same, such person shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten pounds, 
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to be recovered at the suit of the engineers in an action of debt 
before any court proper to try the same; one moiety thereof to 
the use of said engineers, and the other moiety to the support of 
the poor of said city. 

2. All cannon, swivels, mortars, howitzers, cohorns, fire-arms, 
bombs, grenades, and iron shells of any kind that shall be found 
in any dwelling-house, out-house, stable, barn, store, warehouse, 
shop, or other building, charged with or having in them any gun- 
powder, shall be liable to be seized by either of the engineers of 
said city ; and upon complaint made by the said engineers to the 
court of common pleas,! of such cannon, swivels, mortars, or how- 
itzers, being so found, the court shall proceed to try the merits of 
such complaint by a jury; and if the jury shall find such complaint 
supported, such cannon, swivel, mortar, or howitzer shall be 
adjudged forfeit, and sold at public auction, and one-half of the 
_ proceeds thereof shall be disposed of to the engineers and the 
other half to the use of the poor of the city of Boston. And when 
any fire-arms, or any bomb, grenade, or other shell shall be found 
in any house, out-house, barn, stable, store, warehouse, shop, or 
other building, so charged or having gunpowder in the same, the 
same shall be liable to be seized in manner aforesaid ; and on com- 
plaint thereof made and supported before a justice of the peace, 
shall be sold and disposed of as is above provided for cannon. 

3. Appeals were provided for in prosecutions under the two 
preceding sections, as was usual in other cases. 

4. No commissary, or any other officer or officers, or any per- 
son or persons in the service of the United States, or acting in the 
department. of commissary or quarter-master general of this com. 
monwealth, shall be permitted to have, keep, or possess within the 
city of Boston, a greater quantity of gunpowder than four hundred 
pounds ; and the powder so had and possessed within the said city 
shall be kept in a place approved of by the engineers of the said 
city, either under ground in a vault, or in a stone or brick building 
secured against explosion by fire. | 

5. Any gunpowder which shall be'found in the possession of, or

vant of such officers or persons, and all gunpowder possessed, had, 
or kept by any officer of the commissary or quarter-master gen- 
eral’s departments of the State of Massachusetts, or persons act- 
ing under the authority of these departments, contrary to the 
provisions of the preceding section, may be seized by any two or 
more of the engineers of the city of Boston, and the same may be 
libelled and condemned and sold, and the proceeds thereof dis- 
tributed, as is by law provided for the forfeiture of gunpowder in 
other cases within said city. 

6. No person, except on military duty in the public service of 
the United States, or of this commonwealth, shall keep, have, or 
possess in any building or in any place, or in any carriage, or on 
any wharf or on board of any ship or other vessel within two hun- 
dred yards of any wharf, or of the mainland in the city of Boston, 
gunpowder, in any quantity exceeding one pound, in any way or 
manner other than by this and the eight following sections, and by 
the rules and regulations hereinafter mentioned, may be permitted 
and allowed. And all gunpowder had, kept, or possessed contrary 
to the provisions of said sections and of such rules and regulations 
shall be forfeited, and liable to be seized and proceeded against in 
the manner hereinafter provided. 

7. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to sell any 
gunpowder, which may at the time be within the city of Boston, 
in any quantity, without first having obtained from the engineers 
of said city a license, signed by the chief engineer or by the secre- 
tary of the board of engineers, on which shall be written or printed 
a copy of the rules and regulations by them established, relative 
to keeping, selling, and transporting gunpowder within said city ; 
and every such license shall be in force for one year from the date 
thereof, unless annulled by the board of engineers, and no longer ; 
but such license may, prior to the expiration of that term, be 
renewed by the chief engineer or the said secretary, from year to 
year, by indorsement thereon ; provided, always, that the board of 
engineers may rescind any such license, if in their opinion the 
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person or persons have disobeyed the law, or infringed any rules 
and regulations established by said board of engineers. And 
every person who shall receive a license to sell gunpowder, as 
aforesaid, shall pay for the same the sum of five dollars, and for 
the renewal thereof the sum of one dollar, which sums shall be 
paid to the board of engineers, for their use, for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of carrying these enactments into execu- 
tion. 

8. The board of engineers of the city of Boston may establish 
rules and regulations, from time to time, relative to the times and 
places at which gunpowder may be brought to or carried from said 
city by land or water, the times when and the manner in which 
the same may be transported through said city, to direct and regu- 
late the kind of carriages and boats in which the same may be so 

brought to, carried from, and through said city, and to direct the 
manner in which gunpowder may be kept by licensed dealers and 
other persons, and to direct and require all such precautions as 
may appear to them needful and salutary to guard against danger 
in the keeping and transportation of gunpowder. 

9. All gunpowder which shall be kept, had, or possessed 
within the city of Boston, or brought into or transported through 
the same, contrary to the provisions of said sections! and to the 
rules and regulations made as aforesaid, may be seized and taken 
into custody by any one or more of the engineers of said city, and 
the same shall, within twenty days next after the seizure thereof, 
be libelled, by filing in the office of the clerk of the superior court 
for the transaction of criminal business, a libel, stating the time, 
place, and cause of such seizure, a copy of which libel, or the sub- 
stance thereof, together with a summons or notice, which such clerk 
is hereby authorized to issue, shall be served on the person or per- 
sons in whose custody or possession such gunpowder shall have 
been seized, if such person be an inhabitant of this commonwealth, 
by delivering a copy thereof to such person or persons, or leaving 
such a copy at his, her, or their usual place of abode fourteen days 
at least before the sitting of the court at which the same is to be 
heard, that such person or persons may appear and show cause

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why the gunpowder so seized and taken should not be adjudged for- 
feit. And if the powder so seized shall be adjudged forfeit, the 
person or persons in whose custody or possession the same was 
seized, or the occupant or tenant of the place wherein the same 
was so seized, shall pay all costs of prosecution, and execution 
shall be issued therefor ; provided, that it appear to the court that 
such person or persons had notice of such prosecution by service 
as aforesaid ; and in case the person or persons in whose custody 
or possession such gunpowder may be seized shall be unknown to 
the engineer or engineers making such seizure, or in case such gun- 
powder, at the time of seizure, may not be in the custody or pos- 
session of any person, or if it shall appear by the return of the 
officers that such person cannot be found, or has no place of abode 
in this commonwealth, then said court shall and may proceed to 
adjudication thereon. And such libel or summons, and also such 
writ of execution for costs, shall and may be served and executed 
in any county in this commonwealth, and by any officer compe- 
tent to execute civil process in like cases. 

10. Any person or persons who shall rescue, or attempt to res- 
cue, any gunpowder seized as aforesaid, or shall aid or assist 
therein, or who shall counsel and advise, or procure the same to be 
done, or who shall molest, hinder, or obstruct any engineer in such 
seizure, or in conveying gunpowder so seized to a place of safety, 
shall forfeit and pay a fine for each offence of not less than one 
hundred dollars, and not exceeding five hundred dollars, to be sued 
for and recovered by action of the case by any person or persons 
who shall sue for the same in any court proper to try the same; 
and it is hereby made the duty of all persons to aid and assist each 
engineer or engineers in executing the duties hereby required. 

11. The said engineers, or any of them, may. enter the store or 
place of any person or persons licensed to sell gunpowder, to ex- 
amine and ascertain if the laws, rules and regulations relating 
thereto are strictly observed ; and on an alarm of fire may cause the 
powder there deposited to be removed or destroyed, as the case 
may require ; and it shall be lawful for any one or more of the en- 
gineers of said city to enter any dwelling house or other place in the 
city of Boston to search for gunpowder, first having obtained from 
a justice of the police court in said city a search warrant therefor, 
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which warrant the justices of said court are hereby authorized to 
issue, upon the complaint of such engineer or engineers, supported 
by his or their oath. 

12. Any person who shall suffer injury by the explosion of any 
gunpowder had, kept, or transported within the city of Boston, con- 
trary to the provision of said sections,! and of the rules and regu- 
lations established as aforesaid, may have an action of the case in 
any court proper to try the same, against the owner or owners of 
such gunpowder, or against any other person or persons who may 
have had the possession or custody of such gunpowder at the time 
of the explosion thereof, to recover reasonable damages for the in- 
jury thus sustained. 

18. It shall be the duty of the engineers of the city of Boston to 
cause all such rules and regulations as they may make and estab- 
lish, by virtue of the authority given as aforesaid, to be published 
in two or more newspapers printed in the city of Boston, and to 
cause such publication to be continued three weeks successively, 
for the information and government of all persons concerned. 

14. All fines, penalties, and forfeitures which may arise and 
accrue under the eight preceding sections shall and may be prose- 
cuted for and recovered, either in the manner therein specially 
provided, or by indictment, complaint, or information in any court 
proper to try the same. And said act shall be taken and deemed 
to be a public act, of which all courts, magistrates, and citizens are 
bound to take notice as such; and in any libel, action, indictment, 
information, or complaint upon said act, it shall not be necessary 
to set forth any more of the same than so much thereof as relates 
to, and may be necessary truly and substantially to describe the 
offence alleged to have been committed.?

It also provided, that all rules and regulations made and established by 
the engineers, under and by virtue of the provisions of former acts, should 
continue to have the same force and effect until altered or annulled by the 
said engineers, as if this act had not been passed. 
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15. Any person who shall keep, have, or possess any gun- 
powder within the city of Boston contrary to the provisions of the 
nine preceding sections, or to the rules and regulations of the board 
of engineers therein mentioned, or who shall sell any gunpowder 
in said city without having a license therefor, or contrary to such 
license or the rules and regulations aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum 
not less than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding five hundred 
dollars, for each offence; and if any gunpowder kept contrary to 
the said provisions or to such license or to the rules and regula- 
tions aforesaid, shall explode in any building or on board of any 
ship or other vessel, or in any place in said city, the occupant, 
tenant, or owner of which has not then a license to keep and sell 
gunpowder therein, such occupant, tenant, or owner, shall forfeit 
a sum not less than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, for each offence. 

16. The several fines, penalties, and forfeitures, mentioned - 
in the ten preceding sections, shall inure to the sole use of the 
board of engineers of the fire department of said city of Boston ; 
provided, however, that whenever, on the trial of any prosecution, 
under the said sections, any one or more of the said engineers 
shall be sworn and examined as a witness on behalf of the pros- 
ecution, a record thereof shall be made in court, and in such case 
the fine, penalty, or forfeiture shall inure to the use of the poor of 
the city of Boston, to be paid over to the overseers of the poor 
thereof. 

17. Whenever any quantity less than ten quarter-casks of gun- 
powder shall be seized and taken into custody by any one or more 
of the engineers of the fire department of the city of Boston, a libel 
or complaint may be filed in the clerk’s office of the municipal court 
of said city of Boston, and the said municipal court of said city 
shall have jurisdiction thereof; and the like proceedings thereon 
(excepting a trial by jury) shall be had in said court as are pro- 
vided for by the fifth section of the act passed on the twenty-fifth 
day of March, in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
three,! in the like cases of seizures and proceedings before the

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superior court,— saving always to any party aggrieved by any 
final judgment of said municipal court, the right of appeal and 
trial by jury in said superior court. 

18. All fines, penalties, and forfeitures imposed by the twelve 
preceding sections may be sued for and recovered by the chief en- 
gineer, or any one or more of the engineers of the fire department 
of the said city of Boston, or by any person thereto authorized by 
a vote of the board of engineers of the said fire department.! 

19. Whoever wilfully and maliciously, by the explosion of gun- 
powder or any other explosive substance, unlawfully destroys or 
injures any dwelling-house, office, shop, or other building, or any 
ship or vessel, shall be punished by imprisonment in the state 
prison not exceeding twenty years, or in the jail not exceeding five 
years, or by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars. 

20. Whoever wilfully and maliciously throws into, against, or 
upon, or puts, places, or explodes, or causes to be exploded in, 
upon, or near any dwelling-house, office, shop, building, or vessel, 
any gunpowder or other explosive substance, or any bomb-shell, 
torpedo, or other instrument filled or loaded with any explosive 
substance, with intent unlawfully to destroy or injure such dwell- 
ing-house, office, shop, building, or vessel, or any person or prop- 
erty therein, shall be punished by imprisonment in the state prison 
not exceeding ten years, or in the jail not exceeding five years, or 
by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

21. Gunpowder manufactured in this state shall be put into 
strong and tight casks containing twenty-five pounds, fifty pounds, 
or one hundred pounds each, unless the same is well secured in 
copper, tin, or brass canisters holding not exceeding five pounds 
each, and closely covered with copper, brass, or tin covers. 

22. Each cask containing gunpowder manufactured within this 
state, or brought into the same by land or water and landed, shall 
be marked on the head with black paint, in legible characters, with 
the word gunpowder, the name of the manufacturer, the weight of 
the cask, and the year in which the powder was manufactured ;

23. Whoever knowingly marks a cask of gunpowder with the 
name of any person other than the manufacturer of the same, or 
changes gunpowder from a cask marked with the name of one 
manufacturer into a cask marked with the name of another manu- 
facturer, shall for each offence forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 

24. The city council of a city and the inhabitants of a town 
may order that no gunpowder shall be kept in any place within 
the limits thereof, unless it is well secured in tight casks or 
canisters; that no gunpowder above the quantity of fifty pounds 
shall be kept or deposited in any shop, store, or otber building, 
or in a ship or vessel which is within the distance of twenty-five 


_rods from any other building or wharf; that no gunpowder above 


the quantity of twenty-five pounds shall be kept or deposited in 
any shop, store, or other building within ten rods of any other 
building ; and that no gunpowder above the quantity of one pound 
shall be kept or deposited in any shop, store, or other building 
within ten rods of another building, unless it is well secured in 
copper, tin, or brass canisters, holding not exceeding five pounds 
each, and closely covered with copper, brass, or tin covers. They 
may make a like order in regard to gun-cotton, or other substances 
prepared like it for explosion, and, if considered necessary for 
public safety, may restrict the quantity to be so kept to one-fifth 
of the weight of gunpowder allowed by this section. 

25. Upon complaint made to a justice of the peace or police 
court by the mayor or either of the aldermen, selectmen, or fire- 
wards of any place, that he has probable cause to suspect, and 
does suspect that gunpowder, gun-cotton, or other substance pre- 
pared like it for explosion, is deposited and kept within the limits 
thereof contrary to law, such justice or court may issue a warrant 
directed to either of the constables of such place, ordering him to 
enter any shop, store, or other building, or vessel specified in the 
warrant, and there make diligent search for such gunpowder, gun- 
cotton, or other substance suspected to have been so deposited or 
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kept, and to make return of his doings to said justice or court 
forthwith. 

26. Whoever commits an offence against any order made under 
section twenty-four, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars; but the two preceding sections shall not extend to any man- 
ufactory of gunpowder, gun-cotton, or other substance aforesaid, 
nor in any case prevent the transportation thereof through any

STATUTES. 


1. The mayor and aldermen of every city, and the selectmen 
of every town, of more than fifteen hundred inhabitants, and of 
every town of less than fifteen hundred inhabitants, upon the 
written application of five or more citizens of such town therefor, 
shall appoint, annually, one or more suitable persons, not inter- 
ested in the sale of crude petroleum, or in the sale or manufacture 
of petroleum, earth rock oil, or in any of their products, to be 
inspector or inspectors thereof in said city or town, and fix their 
compensation, to be paid by persons requiring their services under 
the provisions of this statute, and who, before entering upon the 
duties of their office, shall be duly sworn, Any inspector guilty of

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fraud, deceit, or culpable negligence in the performance of his 
duties, shall be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail or house of correction 
not exceeding one month, or by both, in the discretion of the 
court. | 

2. No person shall mix for sale, naphtha and illuminating oils, 
or shall sell or offer for sale such mixture, or shall sell or offer for 
sale, except for purposes of re-manufacture, illuminating oils 
made from coal or petroleum, which will evaporate a gas under 
one hundred degrees Fahrenheit, or ignite at a temperature of 
less than one hundred and ten degrees Fahrenheit, to be ascer- 
tained by the application of Tagliabue’s, or some other approved 
instrument, and any person so doing shall for each offence be 
punished by fine or imprisonment, as provided in the first section 
hereof; and shall also be liable therefor, to any person suffering 
damage from the explosion or ignition of such oil thus unlawfully 
sold or kept, or offered for sale; and such oil thus unlawfully sold 
or kept, or offered for sale, and the casks or packages containing 
the same, shall be forfeited and sold, one-half of the proceeds of 
such sale to go to the commonwealth and the other half to 
the informer. 

8. For all the purposes of this act, all illuminating oils made 
from coal or petroleum, having an igniting point of less than one 
hundred and ten degrees Fahrenheit, to be determined in the 
manner provided in the second section of this act, shall be deemed 
to be mixed with naphtha, and shall be branded unsafe for illumi- 
nating purposes. 

4. Any person who shall sell or keep, or offer for sale, naphtha 
under any assumed name, shall, for each offence, upon conviction 
thereof, be liable to the same penalties provided, and shall be sub- 
ject to the same liabilities set forth in the first two sections of 
this act. 

5. Crude petroleum, or any of its products, may be stored, 
kept, manufactured or refined in detached and properly ventilated 
buildings specially adapted to the purpose, and surrounded by an 
embankment constructed so as to effectually prevent the overflow 
of said petroleum or any of its products beyond the premises on 
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which the same may be kept, manufactured or refined: said build- 
ings to be occupied in no part as a dwelling; and if less than fifty 
feet from any other building, must be separated therefrom by a 
stone or brick wall at least ten feet high and twelve inches thick ; 
and any person keeping such articles in any other kind of building, 
except as is hereinafter provided in the sixth section hereof, shall 
be punished by fine or imprisonment, in the manner provided in 
the first two sections hereof. 

6. No person shall manufacture, refine, mix, store, or keep for 
sale, any oil or fluid, composed wholly or in part of any of the 
products of petroleum, in any city or town, except as provided in 
the fifth section of this act, without a license first having been 
obtained from the mayor and aldermen of said city, or the select- 
. men of said town, and in said license there shall be expressed 
the manner, and the portion of any locality or building in whieh 
said articles may be mixed, stored or kept; and whoever mixes, 
stores or keeps said articles in any one locality, except as afore- 
said, without having first obtained a license as herein required, or 
having obtained such license, mixes, stores or keeps said articles 
in a different manner, or in any other portion of said locality or 
building than is expressed in said license, shall forfeit and pay a 
sum not exceeding five hundred dollars, to be recovered in any 
appropriate form of action, to be instituted in the name of the 
mayor of said city, or of the selectmen of said town; and the 
license granted in accordance with the provisions of this act, shall 
continue to be in force, from the time of granting the same, until 
the first day of April next succeeding, unless sooner revoked ; and 
said license shall be revocable at all times by the authorities 
granting the same. 

7. Upon complaint made to the justice of any municipal or 
police court, or to a justice of the peace, hy the mayor, or by an 
alderman of any city, or by a selectman of any town, or by an 
inspector appointed under the provisions of this act, or any engineer 
of a fire department, fireward, chief of police, or city marshal, that 
he has probable cause to suspect, and does suspect, that any of the 
articles enumerated in this act are offered for sale, or are depos- 
ited and kept within the limits of said city or town, contrary to 
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the provisions of this act, said justice or court may issue a warrant, 
directed to any such inspector, engineer, or fireward, or to any 
sheriff. deputy-sheriff, constable or police officer, ordering him to 
enter any shop, warehouse, manufactory, or any other building 
specified in the warrant, to make diligent search for such article or 
articles suspected to be so offered for sale, deposited or kept, and 
to make return of his doings to said justice or court forthwith. 

8. None of the articles enumerated in this act shall be allowed 
to remain in any street, lane, alley or travelled way, or upon any 
wharf, or in any yard, or on the grounds of any railroad corpora- 
tion in any city for a longer time than twenty-four hours, and in 
any town for a longer time than forty-eight hours, without a special 
permit from the mayor and aldermen of said city, or the selectmen 
of said town, or from some person by them duly authorized; and 
any and all persons so keeping such articles for a longer time, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars for each 
and every such offence. 

9. The city council of any city, and the inhabitants of any 
town, may adopt such ordinances, by-laws and regulations, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, as they may deem 
reasonabie in relation to the manufacture, mixing, storing, keeping 
or selling, within the corporate limits of said city or town, any of 
the articles herein enumerated, and may affix penalties for breaches 
thereof not exceeding fifty dollars for each offence, reasonable 
notice of which shall be given to all concerned. 

10. No person shall sell, or keep for sale, at retail, for illumi- 
nating purposes, any kerosene, refined petroleum, or any product 
of petroleum, without having the same inspected and approved by 
an authorized inspector. “ Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be fined and imprisoned in the manner provided 
in the first section of chapter one hundred and fifty-two, of the acts 
of the present year. 

11. The city council of any city, and the inhabitants of any 
town, may adopt such rules and regulations as they deem reason- 
able in relation to the storage and sale, within the limits thereof, 
of camphene, or any similar explosive or inflammable fluid, and 
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may affix penalties for breaches thereof, not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for any one offence. 


ORDINANCES. 
PETROLEUM AND ITS PRODUCTS.1! 


Section 1. Any person desiring to manufacture, refine, mix, 
store or keep for sale, any oil or fluid, composed wholly or in part 
of any of the products of petroleum, in a greater quantity 
than one hundred gallons, in any one place in the city of Boston, 
except as provided in the fifth section of chapter one hundred and 
fifty-two, of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, 
shall make application in writing for a license therefor, to the 
board of aldermen of said city, and shall state in such application 
the place, building, or part of a building, for which he desires 
a license, and whether he desires a license for manufacturing, 
refining and mixing said articles, or any of them, or a license for 
storing and keeping them, or both. Such application shall be 
referred to the chief engineer of the fire department, who shall, 
within one week from the time of such reference, examine, or 
cause to be examined, by one of the assistant engineers the place 
or building described in such application, and report in writing to 
the board of aldermen, his opinion of the propriety of eranting 
the license applied for. 

Sect. 2. No license shall be granted for manufacturing, refin- 
ing, mixing, storing or keeping said articles, or any of them, 
upon any alley, sidewalk, street or wharf, within the limits of the 
city, nor in any part of a building occupied in whole or in part as 
a dwelling-house ; nor upon any floor of a building above the first 
floor. 

Sect. 8. No license shall be granted for mixing, storing or 
keeping crude petroleum, naphtha, or gasoline in any part of 
a building above the cellar, unless said articles are contained 
in metallic vessels securely closed. 

Secr. 4. No license shall be granted for selling or keeping for

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sale at retail, for illuminating punposes, any kerosene, refined 
petroleum, or any product of petroleum which has not been in- 
spected by the officer appointed for that purpose by the mayor and 
aldermen. 

Secr. 5. Except as hereinbefore expressly provided, licenses 
may be granted for manufacturing, refining, mixing, storing and 
keeping said articles, or any of them, in cellars, or upon the 
first floor of buildings, or in other suitable localities, in such 
qualities over one hundred gallons, and in such a manner as 
the board of aldermen may in each case determine, except that no 
license shall be granted for munufacturing, refining, mixing, 
storing or keeping said articles, or any of them, upon the first 
floor of any building in a greater quantity than one hundred 
gallons, unless the same be contained in metallic vessels securely 
closed, or the foundations and walls of said building be of brick, 
stone or iron, and the sills or walls of said buildings be built 
without apertures for a space of at least one foot above the 
floor. 

Sect. 6. There shall be expressed in said license the name of 
the person or persons to whom the license is granted, and whether 
he, or they, are permitted to manufacture, refine and mix said 
articles, or any of them, or to store and keep them, or both, and a 
description of the place, building, or part of a building licensed, 
and any limitations upon the quantity of said articles, or any of 
them, which may be manufactured, refined, mixed, stored or kept 
therein, or upon the manner of manufacturing, refining, mixing, 
storing or keeping the same which the board of aldermen may in 
each case see fit to impose ; and any person so licensed may manu- 
facture, refine, mix, store or keep said articles, or any of them, 
according to the terms of his license, either on his own account, or 
on account of any other person. Any person holding such a li- 
cense shall allow the chief engineer of the fire department, or any 
of the assistant engineers, or the inspector or inspectors appoin- 
ted by the mayor and aldermen, to enter the premises described in 
the license, and take such samples of oils and make such exami- 
nations of the premises as said engineers or inspectors deem expe- 
dient. Any violation of the terms of said license shall work a rey- 
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ocation of the same, and the board of aldermen may revoke any 
license, without cause, at any time. 

Sect. 7. The chief and assistant engineers of the fire depart- 
ment shall make complaint to the municipal court of all violations 
of the provisions of chapter one hundred and fifty-two, and chapter 
three hundred and forty-five, of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-nine, and bring suits, in the name of the mayor of 
the city, against all persons who manufacture, refine, mix, store, 
or keep for sale any oil, or fluid, composed wholly or in part, of 
the products of petroleum, without the license required by this 
ordinance. 

CAMPHENE AND BURNING FLUID.! 

Sect. 8. No person shall keep for sale, or shall store in any 
building within the city of Boston, any eamphene or burning fluid, 
without a license from the board of aldermen, under a penalty of 
not less than one, nor more than twenty dollars, for each offence. 

Srct. 9. Every person desiring to obtain a license to sell or 
store camphene or burning fluid in said city, shall make written 
application therefor to the chief engineer of the fire department, 
stating in said application the place or building in which he desires 
to sell or store the said articles, and the manner in which he pro- 
poses to keep them, and the chief engineer of the fire department 
shall examine the premises and report to the board of aldermen his 
opinion of the safety of granting a license, and after his report the 
board of aldermen may act upon said application. 

Srecr. 10. All licenses granted under the provisions of the pre- 
vious section shall continue and be in force from the time of grant- 
ing them until the first day of April next succeeding. 

Secr. 11. Every person, at the time of receiving said license 
shall pay therefor the sum of one dollar. 


WOODEN BUILDINGS. 


STATUTES. 


1. No wooden building of more than sixteen feet in height, 
from the ground or foundation thereof, shall be erected in the city

2. When two or more such two-story buildings as are provided 
for in the preceding section shall be erected in connection, or within 
three feet of each other, or within three feet of any other wooden 
building, more than sixteen feet in height, there shall be an entire 
brick or stone wail between them, commencing from the foundation 
of said wall, and carried to the height of twelve feet above the level 
of the street, at least twelve inches in thickness, and the residue 
of said wall shall be at least eight inches in thickness; and in case 
any openings are made through said walls, the same shail be se- 
cured against fire by iron doors applied to such openings ; provided, 
that such brick or stone walls may be dispensed with by consent, in 
writing, of the mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, on what 
are commonly called the neck lands, in said city.® 

83. If any person or persons shall violate the provisions of the 
two preceding sections, such person or persons, on conviction 
thereof, in any court competent to try the same, shall forfeit and 
pay for every such offence a sum not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars, and shall be liable to 2 like pros- 
ecution and penalty for each and every year after such conviction 
until said building or buildings, erected contrary to the provisions

5. An act, passed March 27, 1847, provided that any building 
thereafter erected in the city of Boston, contrary to the provisions 
of the four preceding sections, shall be deemed and taken to be a 
common nuisance; and the mayor and aldermen of the said city 
shall have the same power and authority to abate and remove any 
such building as are given to the board of health, in the tenth and 
eleventh sections of the twenty-first chapter of the Revised Stat- 
utes? ; provided, however, that nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued as affecting any remedies already given in the four preced- 
ing sections. 

6. The city council of the city of Boston may authorize the 
erection of wooden buildings in those parts of said city called 
South Boston and East Boston, and also those parts of the city 
comprised in wards thirteen, fourteen and fifteen, upon such 
terms and conditions, and subject to such limitations and restric- 
tions, as they may deem expedient.? 


ORDINANCE. 


It shall be lawful to erect wooden buildings in those parts of 
the city called South Boston and East Boston, which shall not be

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more than thirty-two feet high from the ground to the highest part 
thereof; provided, however, that no wooden building, except for 
mechanical purposes, shall be erected in a range of more than fifty 
feet in extent, without the intervention of a brick partition wall, 
)f at least eight inches in thickness, such wall to extend six inches 
at least above the surface of the roof; and no wooden building 
shall be altered for a dwelling-house contrary to this provision. 


BONFIRES AND KILNS. 
ORDINANCE. 


Sect. 2. If any person shall make any bonfire or other fire in 
any of the streets, squares, commons, lanes, or alleys, or on any 
wharf within the city, without the license of the board of alder- 
men, he shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Srot. 38. No person shall erect, make, or fire, or cause to be 
erected, made, or fired, within any part of the city, any brick-kiln, 
or lime-kiln, without the license of the board of aldermen, under a 
penalty of not less than one dollar nor move than fifty dollars, and 
a like sum for every week he shall maintain such kiln after notice 
to remove the same.!

The reasons why this improvement will cost more than the 
loan of $550,000, as authorized, may be explained as follows :— 

It will be noticed that the largest item of cost over the orig- 
inal estimate is for grade damages, it being about $210,000.00 
more than the amount provided in the loan. 

The grade, as originally proposed by the Committee on 
Streets, contemplated only the raising of the grade of Federal 
street at the foot of Broadway about eighteen inches or two 
feet; and at Albany street it was proposed to drop down to 
nearly the present grade of that street. Had this grade been 
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adopted, a few thousand dollars would have covered all grade 
damages. No definite estimate was made for this purpose, as it 
was considered an item of small amount. 

But after a careful consideration of the subject by the Com- 


mittee on Paving of last year, it was thought that it would not - 


be advisable to establish the grade as first proposed, as it not 
only made too great a depression at the foot of Broadway, but 
the grade from Foundry street down to Federal street was too 
steep for a main thoroughfare of this importance. The grade, as 
established, raises the grade of Federal street at the foot of 
Broadway about five feet.. Then again, if Broadway should 
ever be extended to Washington street, over the Boston and 
Albauy Railroad (as very likely it may be at some future day), 
it was found necessary to keep the grade up about four anda 
half feet above the present level of Albany street, in order to 
cross over the track of that road at the proper height. And 
besides, excessive steepness applied to this end of Broadway by 
the original grade as proposed, as well as to the other. 

By the change of grade at each end of Broadway extension, 
it is obvious that in order to adjust the grades of Federal and 
Albany streets that it involved the raising of the buildings on 
these streets; and also the grades and buildings of all the 
lateral streets that connect with these streets in this vicinity. 
Hence the large additional amount of grade damages over the 
original estimate. 

The Board of Aldermen of last year authorized $40,000.00 
and the present Board $10,000.00 to be paid for grade damages 
trom this loan. 

The land and building damages will probably exceed the esti- 
mate by the Board of Aldermen by about $65,000.00 after al- 
lowing for the sale of the residue of estates that were purchased 
by the city, and that will be sold, and the proceeds added to the 
Sinking Fund. 

Although it was deemed for the best interest of the city in the 
settlement with parties to purchase the whole of several estates,

yet it will be noticed that this additional expense of some $30,- - 
000.00 was paid from the Broadway loan, but it will derive no 
benefit from the revenue when the property is sold. 

In consequence of the change of grade, and the city being re- 
quired by the Harbor Commissioners to place a fender on the 
south side of the bridge, the land damages to several estates 
were largely increased. | 

The bridges and structures will cost about $145,000.00 
more than the estimate made by the City Engineer. This is 
owing in part to a different plan being adopted by the city 
from what was originally designed by the City Engineer, and 
also to the fact that the Harbor Commissioners directed certain 
expensive changes and additions to be made to the iron bridge 
and draw across the channel. 

Several items of expenditures have been charged to this loan 
that were not contemplated at the time the loan was authorized, 
and which are now classed under the head of expenditures for 
bridges and structures, among which are soundings, super- 
intendence, engineers’ pay-roll, etc. 

_ Although the additional loan asked for is large in amount, 
yet the increased cost of this project is a matter of necessity 
rather than of choice, as the extension of this avenue to Albany 
street was authorized by a former City Council; and it remains 
for the present government only to carry out in good faith what 
their predecessors inaugurated. 

They therefore unanimously recommend the passage of the 
accompanying order.

GENTLEMEN, — In. obedience to the order of the City Council, 
passed February 21st, directing the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department to report the number of times that each Engine, 
Hose, and Hook and Ladder Company was called into service 
on the first, second and third alarms of fire, in 1869; also the 
amount of duty performed by the several Assistant Engineers at 
the different alarms; also the amount of fire apparatus in Ward 
16, and an estimate of the amount of service that. will be re- 
quired of said apparatus annually, I have the honor to submit 
to your honorable body the following report: There were, 
during the year 1869, 394 fires. The several Kngine, Hose, 
and Hook and Ladder Companies Solent for ine as will 
be seen by the following table: —

In submitting the report of the several Engine, Hose, and 
Hook and Ladder Companies as to the amount of duty per- 
formed by each company, I deem it my duty to state in this con- 
nection, that, entering upon the duties of Chief of this depart- 
ment, I found it necessary to make a radical change in its run- 
ning duty. From a careful estimate of breakage of apparatus, 
it appeared that from seventy-five to eighty per cent of this ex- 
pense was attributed to the running duty performed by this de- 
partment. An order was accordingly issued from this office to 
the several companies cutting off one-half of the boxes on the first 
alarm formerly run to, thereby saving one half ofthe wear and 
tear; but requiring them to repair to their houses and hold 
tliemselves in readiness to respond at once to a second alarm, 
should one be sounded. ‘The chief or assistant in command, on 
arriving at the scene of conflagration, if its appearance is in any 
way formidable, orders a second alarm to be immediately 
sounded. This plan works well, and is a great saving to the 
city; at the same time we are enabled to cover all sections of 
our city, and in case of a second fire there is a force sufficient 
in itself to hold the fire in check until the arrival of other 
apparatus. This order applies to the Assistant Engineer of 
the department as well.as to the several companies. While 
it may appear from the table above that a much larger 
amount of fire duty is performed by some companies than by 
others, on account of their location, the same holds equally 
good with regard to the Assistant Engineers acting under the 
order of the Chief. 

Reports from the several Assistant Engineers, as to the 
amount of duty performed by them during the past year, give 
the following results, —I would here state that the following table 
does not embrace the amount of duty performed by each engi. 
neer in looking after the details of their respective districts, 
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such as powder and petroleum licenses, wooden and unsafe 
buildings, still fires, etc. etc: —

In answer to the inquiry of the City Council as to the amount of 
fire apparatus in the sixteenth ward, I would state, that on the 
third day of January there were turned over to this department 
by the Chief Engineer of Dorchester six steam fire engines, two 
horse hose carriages, and two ladder carriages fully equipped 
for services, with seventeen horses. The number of men enrolled 
as members of the department in this section of the city are one 
hundred and five, and classified as follows, viz., six Assistant 
Engineers, six enginemen, six firemen or stokers, ten drivers 
who act as clerks of the companies, eight foremen of the com- 
panies, and sixty-nine members. 

By the location of one of the steam fire engines in Dorchester, 
being on the old boundary line, near Upham’s Corner, the 
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principal fire duty that will be required of this engine company 
will be in the twelfth and thirteenth wards. A petition is before 
the government, presented last year, and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Fire Department, asking for an engine house and en- 
gine in the thirteenth ward. By the annexation of Dorchester, 
Engine Company No. 21 will cover this section of our city, 
which obviates the necessity of building an additional engine 
house, the purchase of an engine and the organization of an ad- 
ditional company. Here it would be proper for me to state that 
Dorchester, for the past twenty-eight years, has maintained seven 
fire companies under the volunteer system, located in the same 
sections of the town that the steam fire engines are now located , 
having an enrolled membership of two hundred and sixty-one 
members, the town voting at the close of its financial year a 
gratuity of one hundred and fifty dollars to each company. 

In presenting, as per order of the Council, the probable amount 
of duty that will be required annually of the department loca- 
ted in the sixteenth ward, I would here say, that the sixteenth 
ward comprises an area of 4,7014 acres, with 2,000 dwell- 
ings, nine factories, six mills, four planing mills, and seven hun- 
dred and ninety-nine stables, stores, etc., with a valuation of 
$12,826,200 Since the union, there have been eight fires. At 
this ratio, there would be forty-eight fires during the year.

Sir, — I beg leave to call the attention of your Committee to 
the condition of the Mt. Washington Avenue and the Neponset 
bridges. | 

The condition of the former is quite fully set forth in my 
annual report (City Document No. 14, 1870, p. 33). In ad- 
dition to what is said there, it may be stated, that the amount of 
piling is insufficient, and at least seven additional piles will be 
required to each bay. The present piles have settled, and quite 
unevenly ; and, in connection with the new ones, will have to be 
re-capped. There is very little of the draw-bridge that is worth 
saving for use in reconstruction, and even that is made unavaila- 
ble by the required widening of the opening for vessels to a 
width of forty-four feet. An entire new draw, therefore, will 
be necessary, and plans have been made of this structure and of 
the proposed alterations and manner of rebuilding the entire 
bridge.

The condition of the Neponset bridge is very much worse 
than I expected to find it. The bridge is about thirty feet wide, 
and, including the draw, about one hundred and fifty-three feet 
long from the northerly abutment to the portion maintained by 
the town of Quincy. The opening for vessels is about thirty 
feet. The bays are irregular in width, from fourteen to twenty 
feet. The piles are about seven and one-half feet apart, and are 
very poor. The caps and planking are in fair condition. The 
abutment and the bulkhead on the westerly side of the approach 
are in an unfit condition to hold the filling of the street; both 
have given way, and been patched up in a very bungling manner. 
The draw is sound, but very lightly built. . The piers are in a 
wretched condition; the side planking is almost entirely gone, 
and the piles so poor that they would hardly hold a new set of 
planks. ‘The piers are also too short, and should be lengthened. 
The falling in of the abutment has crowded the bridge so that 
the piles all lean towards the draw. 

The structure, as a whole, is in such condition that it would 
be poor economy to spend anything on repazrs, and I should 
recommend rebuilding the whole structure, abutments, bridge 
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and piers at the earliest moment, as a measure of safety and 
economy. | 

The draw opening should be thirty-five feet wide in the clear. 
The draw should be a “counter-balanced turn-table.” The 
bridge and approaches should be widened to a width of at least 
fifty feet. The piers should be about one hundred and fifty feet 
long and twenty feet wide. There should also be about one 
hundred and twenty feet of fender guard.

The subject of furnishing free books in the public 
schools has received the attention, and is the ardent desire of 
the most advanced friends of education; and the committee, in 
view of the great abuse of the present system, believe it to be 
the most economical plan for the city to pursue. They point to 
the fact, that under the present statute law, books have been 
supplied to 15,650 children the previous year out of a little 
over 33,000 attending the public schools.
